2  And  the  earth  ^as  without  form,  and  void;  and  dark- 
ness was  upon  the  fi^ce  of  the  deep.    And  the  Spirit  of  God 
moved  upon  the  face  of  the  waters. 

3  And  God  said.  Let  there  be  light :  and  there  was  light 

4  And  God  saw  the  light,  that  it  was  good :  and  God 
divided  the  light  from  the  darkness. 

5  And  God  called  the  light  Day,  and  the  darkness  he  called 
Ni^:  and  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the  first  day. 

6  And  God  said.  Let  there  be  a  firmament  indie  midst  of 
the  waters :  and  let  it  divide  the  waters  from  the  waters. 

7  And  God  made  the  firmament^  and  divided  the  waters 
which  were  undar  the  firmament  from  the  waters  which  were 
above  the  firmament :  «id  it  was  so. 

8  And  God  called  the  firmament  Heaven  :  and  the  even« 
ii^  and  the  morning  were  the  second  day. 

9  And  God  said^  Let  the  waters  under  the  heaven  be 
gathered  together  unto  one  place,  and  let  the  dry  land  ap- 
pear :  and  it  was  so. 

10  And  God  called  the  dry  hnd  Earth ;  and  the  gather- 
ing together  of  the  waters  called  he  Seas :  and  God  saw  that 
it  was  good. 

1 1  And  God  said.  Let  the  earth  bring  forth  grass,  the  herb 
yielAng  seed,  and  the  fruit  tree  yielding  fruit  after  his  kind, 
whose  seed  ts  in  itself,  upon  the  earth :  and  it  was  so. 

12  And  liie  earth  brought  forth  grass,  and  herb  yielding 
seed  after  his  kind,  and  the  tree  yielding  fruit,  whose  seed 
was  in  itself,  after  his  kind :  and  €rod  saw  that  it  was  good. 

13  And  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the  third  day. 

14  And  God  said.  Let  there  be  lights  in  the  firmament  of 
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UteheaTen,  to  diridetlie  day  from  the  night;  and  let  them  be 
for  ngns,  and  for  seasons,  and  for  dap,,  and  yeais : 

15  And  let  them  be  for  lights  in  the  firmament  of  the 
heaven,  to  give  light  npon  the  earth  :  and  it  was  so. 

16  And  God  made  two  great  lights ;  the  greater  light  to 
rule  the  day,  ai|d  the  lesser  light  to  rule  the  night :  ht  made 
the  Stan  also. 

17  And  God  set  them  in  the  finioament  of  the  heaven^  to 
give  light  upon  the  earth, 

18  And  to  rule  over  the  daVj^  and  over  the  night,  and  to 
divide  the  light  from  the  dafkness ;  and  God  saw  that  it  was 
good. 

19  And  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the  fourth  day. 
fiO  And  God  said.  Let  die  waters  bring  forth  abundantly 

the  moving  creature  that  hath  life,  and  fowl  that  may  fly 
above  the  earth  m  the  open  firmanient  of  heaven. 

21  And  God  created  great  whales,  and  every  liviqg  a^^a• 
fure  that  moveth,  which  the  waters  brought  forth  abundantly 
after  their  kind,  and  eveiy  winged  fowl  afWr  bis  Jpind :  and 
€rod  saw  that  it  toas  good. 

dd  And  God  blessed  them^  saying*  Be  6ruitful,  and  muk 
tiply,  and  fill  the  waters  in  the  seas^  and  let  fovvl  multiply  in 
the  earth. 

£3  And  the  evening  and  the  morning  we^e  the  fifth  day. 
.  24  And  God  said.  Let  the  earth  bring  forth  the  living 
creature  after  his  kind,  cattk  and  creeping  thing,  {u)d  beast 
of  the  earth  after  his  kind :  and  it  was  so. 

fi5  And  God  made  the  beast  of  the  earth  after  his  kind* 
and  cattle  after  their  kind,  and  every  thing  thMt  creepeth  upon 
the  earth  after  his  kind :  and  God  saw  that  it  ua^  good. 

£6  ^  And  God  said.  Let  us  make  man  in  our  iinag^>  after 
our  likeness :  and  let  them  have  dominion  over  die  fish  of 
the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the  cattle^  ancl 
over  all  the  earth,  ai^4  over  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth. 

27  ilk)  God  created  man  in  his  own  imqge,  i^  the  image  of 
(jrod  created  he  him ;  in^e.aqd  female  created  he  them. 

28  And  God  biased  them^  and  Grpd  said  unto  them^  Be 
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fruitful^  and  multiply,  and  replenbh  the  ^ytli,  and  sabdnda 
it :  and  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea^  and  over  the 
fowl  of  the  aif ,  and  over  evety  living  thmg  that  moveth  upoa 

the  earth. 

29  f  And  God  said,  Behcdd,  I  have  given  you  every  h^rb 
bearing  seed  which  is  upon  the  fieice  of  all  the  earth,  and 
every  tree,  in  the  which  is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed } 
to  you  it  shall  be  for  meat. 

30  And  to  eveiy  bea^t  of  the  earthy  and  to  etery  fowl  of 
the  air,  and  to  every  thing, that  creepeth  upon  the  eanh> 
wherem  there  is  life,  I  have  giv^n  every  green  herb  for  meat: 
and  it  was  so. 

31  And  God  saw  every  thitig  that  he  had  made,  and  be-* 
hold,  it  teas  very  goad.  And  the  evening  and  the  morning 
were  the  siith  day. 

CHAP.   IL 

1  The  \first  sabbath.  «  The  garden  qf  Eden.  l6  The 
trtt  of  kmwledge.  \9  The  creatures  named*  %\  Woman 
made,  and  marriage  inttituted.     : 

npHUS  the  heavens  and  the  earth  were  finirfied,  and  aB  fli6 
host  of  them. 

2  And  on  tl^^  seventh  day  God  cnd«^  his  Work  which  he 
had  made;  and  he  rested  on  the  setenth  day  firom  all  his 
work  which  he  had  made. 

3  And  God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and  sanctified  itt 
because  that  in  it  he  had  rested  from  all  his  work^  which 
God  created  and  made. 

4  These  are  the  generations  of  the  heaVetis  and  of  the 
earth,  wHIn  they  were  created,  in  the  day  that  the  LoBD 
God  made  the  earth  and  the  heavens, 

5  And  every  plant  of  the  field  before  it  was  in  the  earthy 
and  every  herb  of  the  field  before  it  grew :  for  the  Lord 
God  had  not  caused  it  to  rain  upon  the  earthj  and  there  nas 
not  a  man  to  till  the  ground. 

6  But  there'  went  up  a  mist  from  the  earthy  and  watered 
the  whole  face  of  the  ground. 

7  And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the 
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I^foundj  and  breathed  into  hUnbetrils  the  breath  of  life ;  and 
man  became  a  living  souK 

8  %  And  the  Lord  God  planted  a  garden  eastward  io 
Eden  ;  and  there  he  put  the  man  whom  he  had  formed. 

9  And  out  of  the  ground  made  the  'Lord  God  to  grow 
every  tree  that  is  pleasant  to  tl\e  sight,  and  good  for  food ; 
the  tree  of  life  also  in  tlie  mid^t  of  the  garden^  and  the  tree 
of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil. 

10  And  a  riyer  went  out  of  Eden  to  water  the  garden;  and 
from  thence  it  was  parted,  ai^d  became  into  four  heads. 

1 1  The  name  of  the  first  u  Pison :  that  ii  it  which  com- 
passeth  the  whole  land  of  Havilah,  where  there  is  gol4 ; 

12  And  the  gold  of  that  land  ii  good :  t)iere  i$  bdellium 
and  the  onyx  stone. 

13  And  the  name  of  the  second  river  is  Gihon :  the  samf 
is  it  that  compasseth  the  whole  land  of  Ethiopia. 

14  And  the  name  of  the  third  river  i$  Hiddekel :  that  is 
it  which  goeth  toward  the  east  of  Assyria.  And  the  fourth 
river  is  Euphrates. 

15  And  the  Lord  God  took  the  man,  and  put  him  into 
the  garden  of  Eden,  to  dress  it  and  to  keep  it. 

16  ^  And  the  Lord  God  commanded  the  man^  saying. 
Of  every  tree  of  the  garden  thou  mayest  freely  eat: 

17  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil^ 
thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it :  for  in  the  day  that  thou  eatest  there* 
of,  thou  shult  surely  die. 

18  And  the  Lord  God  said.  It  is  not  good  that  the  map 
should  be  alone :  I  will  make  him  an  help  meet  for  him.« 

19  if  And  out  of  the  groimd  the  Lord  God.  formed  every 
*  beast  of  the  field,  and  every  fowl  of  the  air ;  aiid  brought  them 

unto  Adam  to  see  what  be  would  call  them :  and  whatsoever 
Adam  called  every  living  creature,  tliat  was  the  name  thereof. 

£0  And  Adam  gave  names  to  all  cattle,  and  to  the  fowl  of 
the  air,  and  to  every  beast  of  the  field ;  but  for  Adam  there 
was  not  found  an  help  meet  for  him. 

21  %  And  the  Lord  God  caused  a  deep  sleep  to  fall  upon 

Adam,  and  he  slept :  and  he  took  one  of  his  ribs,  and  closed 

up  the  flesh  instead  thereof ; 

22  And 


22  Aod  ^^  pb,  :\vhich  fh^  lord  fiod  luid  isju^  ikom  mn^ 
made  he  a  womaD^  and  brought  her  u|)tp  the  man. 

83  And  AdsiQi  s^dj  Tl^  m  nQ>y  hq^  of  iqj  bopes^  fmd 
flesh  of  my  flesh :  she  shall  be  called  woman,  because  sbe 
was  taken  put  of  iqfin. 

24  ThoK^fore  3hall  ft  man  leave  his  fi^er  and  jbiji  jqiQ* 
Ifaer^  |uid  jhfdl  cl^ve  imto  b|s  wife :  and  iheg  shall  b^  one 
flesh. 

25  And  they  were  both  naked^  the  fnan  i^d  bis  wife,  aafl 
weie  not  ^^uuned. 

CiHAP.  m.

22  TA^r 
loss  of  Paradise. 

VrOW  the  serpent  wfts  more  subtile  tb^  any  beast  of  the 
field  wbi^b  the  LoEp  God  bad  99|ide :  gn^  he  ssa^ 

unto  the  wpni;»fi^  Yea,  hath  Crod  md,  jp  i/li^  japt  ^  .fif 

every  tree  of  the  garden? 

2  Aud  tlpe  woman  said  unto  the  Berpfipt,  We  m^  eat  of 
the  Aujt  q[  tbe  tre^  Qf  the  garden : 

3  But  of  the  fruit  of  the  tiipe  which  is  in  t)iemidft  of  tl^e 
garden^  Qod  hath  said^  Ye  shi41  /HQt  .efK  qf  it,  .P$i^r  fhall 
ye  touch  it,  lest  ye  die. 

4  ^od  the  t^rp^ut  oaid  unto  the  woman,  i  e  shall  npt 
surely  die : 

5  For  God  doth  know,  that  in  t|ie  day  ye  eat  thereof, 
then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened :  and  ye  shall  be  as  goc|s 
knowing  good  and  evil.  '• 

6  ^  And  when  the  woman  saw  ths^t  the  tree  vaas  good 
for  food,  and  that  it  was  pleasi^nt  to  the  eyes,  and  ^  tree  to 
be  desired  to  make  (me  wise,  she  took  of  tlie  fruit  thereof, 
and  did  eat,  and  gave  also  unto  her  busjband  with  her;  aiyl 
lie  did  eat. 

7  And  the  eyes  of  them  both  we^e  opened,  v^d  they  kneyv 
that  they  were  naked :  and  they  sewed  Hg  leaves  togeU^.^, 
and.  made  themselvies  q^rons* 

8  And  they  heard  the  voice  of  the  LoBO  God  walking  .in 
Ae  garden  in  the  cool  of  the  day :  and  Adam  and  bis  wift 
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hid  themseWes  from  the  presence  of  die  Lord  God  amongst 
fhe  trees  of  the  garden. 

9  And  the  Lord  God  called  unto  Adam^  and  said  mito 
him^  y^here.  art  thou  ? 

10  And  he  said,  I  heard  thj  voice  in  the  garden^  and  I 
was  afraid^  because  I  was  naked;  and  I  hid  myself. 

1 1  And  he  iaid,  Who  told  thee  that  thou  wast  naked  i 
hast  thou  eaten  of  the  tree^  whereof  I  commanded  thee  that 
thou  shouldest  not  eat  ? 

12  And  the  man  said^  The  woman  whom  thougavest.^o  he 
with  me^^she  gave  me  of  the  tree,  and  I  did  eat. 

IS  And  the  Lord  God  said  unto  the  woman.  What  is 
Ais  that  thou  hast  done  ?  And  the  wonum  said^  The  serpent 
beguiled  me,  and  I  did  eat, 

14  And  the  Lord  God  said 'unto  the  serpent.  Because 
Aon  hast  done  this,  thou  ar^  cursed  above  all  cattle,  and 
above  every  beast  of  the  field :  upon  thy  belly  shalt  thou  go, 
and  dust  shalt  thou  eat  all  the  days  of  thy  life : 

15  f  And  I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman, 
and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed :  it  shall  bruise  thy  head, 
and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel. 

16  ^  Unto  the  woman  he  said,  I  will  greatly  multiply 
thy  sorrow  and  thy  conception  :  in  sorrow  thou  shalt  bring 
forth  children;  and.  thy  desire  ^An//  Af  to  thy  husband,  and 
he  shall  rule  over  thee. 

17  And  unto  Adam  he  said.  Because  thou  hast  hearkened 
unto  the  voice  of  thy  wife,  and  hast  eaten  of  the  tree  of 
which  I  commanded  thee,  saying,  'Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it : 
cur^d  is  the  ground  for  thy  sake;  in  sorrow  shalt  thou  eat 
•fit  all  the  days  of  thy  life: 

18  Thorns  also  and  thistles  shall  it  briiig  forth  to  thee; 
and  thou  shalt  eat  the  herb  of  the  field ; 

19  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread  till  thou 
return  unto  the  ground ;  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken  :  for 
dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shah  thou  return. 

flO  And  Adam  called  his  wife s  name  Eve;  because  she 
was  the  mother  of  all  living. 

21  Unto 
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il  iJnto  Adam  also  and  to  bis  wife  did  the  Lord  Goei 
make  coats  of  skins^  and  clotlied  them.  . 

2£  ^  And  the  Lord  God  said^  Behold,  the  man  is  be- 
come as  one  of  us^  to  know  good  and  evil :  and  now  lest  he 
put  forth  his  hand>  and  take  also  of  the  tree  of  ^life^  and  eat^ 
and  live  for  ever  : 

S3  Therefore  the  Loko  God  sent  him  forth  from  the 
garden  of  £den^  to  till  the  ground  from  whence  he  was  taken. 

24  So  he  drove  out  the  man :  and  he  placed  at  the  east  of 
the  garden  of  Eden^  Cherubims^  and  a  flaming  sword  which 
tamed  every  way,  to  keep  the  way  of  the  tree  of  life. 

CHAP.  VL 
1  The  wickedness  of  the  world  cameth  the  flood.    8  Noah, 
findeih  grace.     14  The  order,  f^fn,  and  end  of  the  arf;, 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass^  when  men  began  to  multiply  on 
the  face  of  the  earthy  and  dliugbters  Mxre  bom  unto 
them^ 

£  That  the  sons  of  God  saw  the  daughters  of  men  that 
they  mere  fair ;  and  they  took  them  wives  of  all  which  they 
chose. 

9  And  the  Lord  said^  My  Spirit  shall  not  always  strive 
with  man ;  for  that  he  also  »  flesh :  yet  his  days  shall  be  an 
hundred  and  twenty  years* 

4  Tliere  were  giants  in  the  earth  in  those  days :  and  also 
after  that^  when  the  sons  of  God  came  in  unto  the  daugh- 
ters of  men,  and  they  bare  children  to  them ;  the  same  became 
mighty  men,  which  tcere  of  old^  men  of  renown. 

5  And  God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man  was  great  in 
the  eartbj  and  that  every  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of  bis 
heart  was  only  evil  continually. 

6  And  it  repented  the  Lord  that  he  had  made  man  on 
the  earth,  and  it  grieved  him  at  his  heart. 

7  And  the  Lord  said,  I  will  destroy  man,  whom  I  have 
created,  from  the  face  of  the  earth ;  both  man  and  beast,  and 
the  creeping  thing,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air;  for  it  repenteth 
me  that  1  have  made  them. 

8  %  But  Noah  found  grace  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord. 

9  These  are  Uie  generations  of  Noah :  Noah  was  a  just 

man. 
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mma,  atid  perfect  in  his  generations^  and  Noah  v^idked  witli 
God. 

10  And  Noah  begat  three  sous^  Shem^  Ham^  and  Japheth« 

1 1  The  earth  also  was  corrupt  before  God^  and  the  earth 
nv'as  filled  with  violence. 

12  And  God  looked  upon  the  earthy  and  behold^  it  was 
corrupt ;  for  all  flesh  had  corrupted  his  way  upon  the  earth. 

13  And  God  said  unto  Noah^  the  end  of  all  flesh  is  come 
before  me ;  for  the  earth  is  filled  with  violence  through  them ; 
end  behold,  I  will  destroy  them  with  the  earth. 

14  ^  Make  tb^  an  ark  of  gapher*wood:  roonisahalt 
thou  make  in  the  ark,  and  shalt  pitch  it  within  and  without 
with  pitch. 

15  And  this  is  thefahhion  which  thou  shalt  make  it  of: 
The  length  of  the  ark  shall  be  three  hundred  cubits^  the 
breadth  of  it  fifty  cubits,  and  the  height  of  it  thirty  cubits. 

16  A  window  shalt  thou  make  to  the  ark^  and  in  a  cubit 
shalt  thou  finish  it  above  :  and  the  door  of  the  ark  shalt  thou 
set  in  the  side  thereof :  uUh  lower,  second,  and  tliird  Btories 
shalt  thou  make  it. 

17  And  behold^  I^  even  I,  do  bring  a  flood  of  waters 
upon  tlie  earth  to  destroy  all  flesh,  wherein,  is  the  breath  of 
life,  firom  under  heaven ;  and  every  thing  that  is  in  the  earth 
shall  die. 

18  But  with  thee  will  I  establish  my  covenant :  and  thoii 
shalt  come  into  the  ark,  thou,  and  thy  sons^  and  thy  wife^ 
and  thy  sons'  ^^ives  with  thee. 

19  And  of  ever>'  living  thing  of  all  flesh,  two  o(  every  fori 
shalt  thou  bring  into  the  ark^  to  keep  than  alive  with  thee ; 
they  shall  be  male  and  female. 

€0  Of  fowls  after  their  kiud^  and  of  cattle  after  their  kind, 
of  every  creeping  thing  of  the  earth  after  his  kiqd,  t^o  of 
every  sor^  shall  come  unto  thee  to  keep  than  alive. 

9 1  And  take  tliou  unto  thee  of  all  food  that  is  eaten,  and 
thou  shalt  gatlicr  t7  to  thee ;  and  it  shall  be  for  food  for  thee 
and  for  them. 

S2  lluis  jiid  Noah  \  according  to  all  that  God  com- 
jnaod<^  him,  so  did  he. 

a  CHAP- 
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CHAP.  vn. 

1  Noah,  with  hU  family ,  entereth  into  the  ark.     17  The 

beginning,  increase,  and  continuance  ^  the  Jhod, 
A  ND  the  LoBD  said  luxto  Noah,  Come  thou,  and  all  thy 
house^  into  the  ark  :  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous  be- 
fore me  in  thb  generation. 

t  Of  every  clean  beast  thou  shalt  take  to  thee  by  sevens, 
the  male  and  his  female :  and  of  beasts  that  are  not  clean  by 
two,  the  male  and  his  female* 

.  3  Of  fowls  also  of  the  air  by  sevens,  the  male  and  the 
female ;  to  keep  seed  aliva  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth. 

4  For  yet  seven  days,  and  I  will  cause  it  to  rain  upon  the 
eardi  forty  days  and  forty  nights ;  and  every  living  substance 
that  I  have  made  will  I  desii-oy  from  off  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

6  And  Noah  did  according  unto  all  that  the  Lord  com- 
j(nanded  him. 

6  And  Noah  tvas  six  hundred  years  old  when  the  flood  of 
waters  was  upon  the  earth. 

7  And  Noah  went  in,  and  his  sons,  and  his  wife,  and  his 
sons*  wives  with  him,  into  the  ark,  because  of  the  waters  of 
the  flood, 

8  Of  clean  beasts,  and  of  beasts  that  are  not  clean,  and  of 
jfowb,  and  of  every  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth, 

9  There  went  in  two  and  two  unto  Noah  into  the  ark,  the 
male  and  the  female,  as  God  had  commanded  Noah. 

10  And  it  c!ame  to.  pass  after  seven  days,  that  the  waters  of 
the  flood  were  upon  the  earth. 

1 1  In  the  six  hundredth  year  of  Noah's  life,  in  the  second 
month,  the  seventeenth  day  of  the  month,  the  same  day  were 
all  the  fountains  of  the  great  deep  brekeu  up,  and  the  windows 
of  heaven  were  opened. 

IS  And  the  rain  was  upon  the  earth  forty  days  and  forty 
nights. 

13  In  the  self-same  day  entered  Noah,  and  Shem,aiicLHam, 
and  Japheth ;  the  sons  of  Noali  and  Noah's  wife,  and  the 
thnee  wives  of  bis  sons  \i'ith  them,  into  the  ark ; 

14  They  and  eveiy  bea^  after  his  l^ind^  aiyi  aU  the  cattle 
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after  their  kind,  and  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon 
the  earth  after  his  kind,  and  every  fowl  aft^r  his  kind,  every 
bird  of  every  sort. 

15  And  they  went  in  unto  Noah  into  the  ark ;  two  and 
two  of  all  flesh,  wherem  u  the  breath  of  life. 

16  And  tliey  that  went  in,  went  in  male  and  female  of 
all  flesh,  asf  God  had  commanded  him :  and  the  Lord  shut 
him  in. 

17  ^  And  the  flood  was  forty  days  upon  the  earth :  and 
the  waters  increased,  and  bare  up  the  ark,  and  it  was  lift  jip 
above  the  earth. . 

18  And  the  waters  prevailed,  and  were  increased  greatly 
upon  the  earth ;  and  the  arjc  went  upon  the  face  of  the  waters. 

19  And  the  waters  prevailed  exceedingly  upon  the  earth  ; 
and  all  the  high  hills  that  were  under  the  whole  heaven  were 
covered. 

£0  Fifteen  cubits  upward  did  the  waters  ptcvail ;  and  the 
mountains  were  covered. 

21  And  all  flesh  died  that  moved  upon  the  earth,  both  of 
fowl,  and  of  cattle,  and  of  beast,  and  of  every  creeping  thing 
that  creepeth  upon  the  earth,  and  every  man : 

22  All  in  whose  nostrils  was  the  breath  )i  life,  of  all  that 
was  in  the  dry  landy  died. 

23  And  every  living  substance  was  destroyed  which  Mas 
upon  the  face  of  the  ground ;  both  man,  and  cattle,  and  the 
creeping  things,  and  the  fowl  of  the  heaven ;  and  they  were 
destroyed  from  the  earth :  and  Noah  only  remained  a/irr, 
and  they  that  were  with  him  in  the  ark. 

24  And  the  waters  prevailed  upon  the  earth  an  hundred 
and  fifty  days. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

1  The  waters  asswage.     18  Noah  goeth  forth  of  the  ark, 

20  buildeth  an  altar,  and  offenth  sacrifice.    21  God'^ 
promise  to  curse  the  earth  no  more* 

A  Nt>  God  remembered  Noah,  and  every  living  thing,  and 
'^  all  the  cattle  that  was  with. turn  in  the  ark:  and'  God 
made  a  wind  to  pasd  ovee  the  earth,  and  the  waters  asswaged ; 
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ft  The  fountains  also  of  the  deep^  and  the  windows  of 
heaven  were  stopped^   and   the  rain  from  heaven  was  re- 

strained  ;. 

3  And  the  waters  returned  from  off  the  earth  contmually : 
and  after  the  end  of  the  hundred  and  fifty  days  the  waters 
were  abated, 

4  And  the  ark  rested  in  the  seventh  month  on  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  the  month,  upon  the  mountains  of  Ararat. 

5  And  the  ii^ters  decreased  c(mtinuaily  until  the  tenth 
month :  in  the  tenth  morUh,  on  the  first  day  of  the  months 
were  the  tops  of  the  mountains  seen. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  forty  days,  that  Noah 
opened  the  window  of  the  ark  which  he  had  made; 

7  And  he  sent  forth  a  raven,  which  went  forth  to  and  fro^ 
mitil  the  waters  were  dried  up  from  off  the  earth. 

8  Ako  he  sent  fort}i  a  dove  from  him,  to  see  if  the  waters 
were  abated  from  off  the  face  of  the  ground ) 

9  But  the  dove  found  no  rest  for  the  sole  of  her  foot,  and 
she  returned  unto  h'un  into  the  ark,  for  the  waters  were  on  the 
£ice  of  the  whole  earth  :  then  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  took 
her  and  pulled  her  in  unto  him  into  the  ark. 

10  And  he  stayied  yet  other  seven  days ;  and  again  he  sent 
forth  the  dove  out  of  the  ark ; 

}  1  And  the  dove  came  to  him  in  the  evening ;  and  lo,  in 
her  mouth  tDos  an  olive-leaf  pluckt  off:  so  Noah  knew  that 
the  waters  w^ere  abated  from  off  the  eaith. 

12  And  he  stayed  yet  other  seven  days ;  and  sent  forth  the 
dove  ;  which  returned  not  again  unto  him  any  more. 

}3  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  six  hundredth  and  first 
year,  in  the  first  tnenth,  the  first  day  of  the  month,  the  waters 
were  dried  up  from  off  the  earth :  and  Noah  removed  the 
covering  of  the  ark,  and  looked;  and  behold,  the  face  of  the 
ground  was  dry. 

)4  And  in  the  second  month,  on  the  seven  and  twentieth 
llay  of  the  month,  was  the  earth  dried. 

1,5  And  God  spake  unto  Noah,  saying, 

}6  Go  forth  of  the  ark,  thou,  and  thy  wife,  and  thy  sons^ 
mid  th^  sous*  wives  with  thee. 

17  Bri' 
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17  Bring  forth  \iith  diee  every  living  thing  that  is  with 
thee,  of  ail  fleshy  both  of  fowl^  and  of  caltlej  and  of  every 
creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth ;  that  they  may 
iN^eed  abundantly  in  the  earthy  and  be  fruitful^  and  multiply 
upon  the  eartli. 

18  ^  And  Noah  went  forth,  and  his  sons,  and  his  wife, 
and  his  sons*  wives  with  him : 

19  Every  beast,  every  creeping  thing,  and  every  fowl,  and 
whatsoever  creepeth  upon  the  earth  after  their  kindsj  went 
forth  out  of  the  ark. 

20  ^  And  Noah  bullded  an  altar  unto  the  Lord  ;  and 
took  of  eveiy  clean  beast^  and  of  every  clean  fowl,  and  offered 
burnt  offerings  on  the  altar. 

tl  ^  And  the  Lorb  smelted  a  swxet  savour;  and  the 
Lord  said  in  his  heart,  I  will  not  again  curse  the  ground 
any  more  for  man's  sake ;  for  the  imagination  of  man's  heart  is 
evil  fiom  his  youth  ;  neither  will  I  again  smite  any  more  every 
diing  living,  as  I  have  done. 

t2  While  the  earth  remaineth,  seed  time  and  harvest,  and 
cold  and  heat,  and  summer  '.and  winter,  and  day  and  night 
shall  not  cease. 

CHAP.   XVIH. 
1  Abraham  entertaineth  three  angels.    Q  Sarah*s  laughter.' 

17  Sodom's  destmSum  revealed  to  Abraham.     23  His 

intercession. 
A  ND  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Abraham  in  the  plains  of 
Mamre :  and  he  sat  in  die  tent-door  in  the  heat  of  the 
day; 

2  And  he  lift  up  his  eyes  and  looked,  and  lo,  three  naen 
stood  by  him  :  and  when  he  saw  them,  he  ran  to  meet  them 
from  the  tent-door,  and  bowed  himj?elf  toward  the  ground, 

3  And  said.  My  Lord,  if  now  I  have  found  favour  in  thy 
sight,  pass  not  away,  I  pray  thee,  from  thy  servant : 

4  Let  a  little  water  I  pray  you,  be  fetched,  4md  wash  your 
feet,  and  rest  yourselves  wider  the  tree : 

5  And  I  will  fetch  a  morsel  of  bread,  and  comfort  ye 
your  hearts :  after  that  ye  shall  pass  on :  for  therefore  are 

ye 
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^  come  to  your  seirant.    And  tihey  aud^  Sodo,  asthouhast 
aaid. 

6  And  Abraham  hastened  into  die  teot  unto  Sarafan  and 
aaid.  Make  ready  quickly  three  measures  of  fine  meal^  knead 
it,  and  midce  cakes  upon  the  hearth. 

7  And  Abraham  ran  unto  the  herd,  and  fetcht  a  calf  ten- 
der and  gooil,  and  gave  if  unto  a  young  man :  and  he  hasted 
to  dress  it. 

8  And  be  took  butter,  and  milk,  and  the  calf  which  he  had 
dressed,  and  set  ii  before  Aem ;  and  he  stood  by  them  under 
(he  tree,  and  they  did  eat. 

-9  ^  And  they  said  unto  him.  Where  is  Sarah  thy  wife  i 
0nd  he  said.  Behold,  in  the  tent. 

10  And  he  said^  I  will  certainly  return  unto  the6^  accord- 
ing to  die  time  of  life ;  and  lo,  Sarah  thy  wife  shall  have 
a  son.  Ail4  Sarah  heard  if  in  die  tent  door,  which  ts:as  behind 
litm. 

11  Now  Abraham  and  Sarah  were  old,  and  well  stricken 
in  age ;  dnd  it  ceased  to  be  with  Sarah  after  the  manner  of 
w^tnan. 

12  Therefore  Sarah  laughed  widiin  hersdf,  saying,  After 
}  am  waxed  old,  shall  I  have  pleaflUre^  my  lord  being  old 
alsof 

IS  And  llie  Lord  sdd  tmto  Abraham,  Wherefore  did 
Sarah  laugh,  saying.  Shall  I  of  a  surety  bear  a  child,  which  am 
Mi 

14  Is  any  thing  too  hard  for  the  Loan  i  At  the  time  ap- 
pointed I  will  return  unto  thee,  according  to  the  time  of  life^ 
iiid  Sarah  shall  have  a  son. 

15  Then  Sarah  denied,  aaying,  I  laughed  not ;  for  she  was 
aftmd.    And  he  said,  Nay ;  but  thou  didst  hugh. 

16  And  the  men  rose  ap  ft'om  thence,  and  looked  taiimrd 
Sodom :  and  Abraham  went  with  them  to  brii%  them  on  the 
way. 

17  f  And  the  Lona  said.  Shall  I  hide  from  Abraham 
Aat  dihig  which  I  do ; 

18  Sefeiqi  that  AbnUuua  shall  surely  become  a  great  and 
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mighty  nation^  and  all  die  nations  of  the  earth  shall  be  blessed 
in  him  ? 

19  For  I  know  him  that  he  will  command  his  children  and 
bis  boushold  after  him^  and  they  shall  keep  t^  way  of  the 
Loud,  to  do  justice  and  judgment:  that  the  Lord  may 
bring  upon  Abraham. that  which  he  hath  spoken  of  him. 

20  And  the  LoKD  said.  Because  the  cry  of  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah  is  great,  and  because  their  sin  is  very  grievous ; 

21  I  will  go  down  now  and  see  whetlier  they  have  done  al- 
together according  to  the  ciy  of  it,  wliich  is  come  unto  me; 
and  if  not,  I  will  know. 

£2  And  the  men  turned  their  &ces  from  thence,  and  went 
toward  Sodom:  but  Abraham  stood  yet  before  the  Lokd. 

23  ^  And  Abraham  drew  near,  and  said.  Wilt  thou  also' 
destroy  tlie  righteous  with  the  wicked  ? 

£4  Peradventure  there  be  fifty  righteous  within  the  city, 
wilt  thou  abo  destroy,  and  not  spare  the  place  for  the  fifty 
righteous  that  arc  therein .'' 

25  That  be  far  from  thee  to  do  after  this  manner,  to  slay 
the  righteous  with  the  wicked  :  and  that  the  righteous  should 
be  as  the  wicked,  that  be  far  from  thee :  ahall  not  the  Judgt 
of  all  the  eartli  do  right  i 

26  And  the  Lord  said.  If  I  find  in  Sodom  fifty  riglw 
teous  within  the  city^  then  I  will  spare  all  the  place  for  theic 
sakes. 

27  And  Abraham  answered  and  said.  Behold  now,  I  have 
taken  upon  me  to  speak  unto  the  Lord,  which  am  but  dust 
and  ashes : 

is  Peradventure  there  shall  lack  five  of  the  fifty  righteous : 
vilt  thou  destroy  all  the  city  for  lack  (/five  i  And  he  said.  If 
X  find  there  forty  and  five,  I  will  not  destroy  it, 

2y  And  he  spake  unto  him  yet  again,  and  said,  Peradven- 
ture there  shall  be  forty  found  there.  And  he  said,  I  will  not 
do  it  for  forty's  sake. 

30  And  he  said  unto  him.  Oh,  let  not  the  Lord  be  angry, 
and  I  will  speak :  Peradventure  there  shall  thirty  be  found 
there*    And  he  said^  I  will  not  do  it,  if  I  find  thirty  there^ 
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31  And  he  said^  Behold  now^  1  have  taken  upon  me  to 
speak  unto  the  Lord  :  Peiadventure  there  shall  be  twenty 
found  there.  And  he  said,  I  will  not  destroy  it  for  twentyV 
sake. 

32  And  he  said^  Oh^  let  not  the  Lord  he  angry,  and  I 
will  speak  yet  but  this  once  :  Peradventure  ten  shall  be  found 
there.     And  he  said>  I  will  not  destroy  t^  for  ten  s  sake. 

33  And  the  Lord  went  his  way^  as  soon  as  he  had  left 
communing  with  Abraham :  pnd  Abraham  returned  unto  his 
place* 

CHAP.   XXXVlL 
2  Joseph  is  hated  of  his  brethren.     5  His  two  dreams.     18 
His  brethren  conspire  his  death.     36  He  is  sold  to  Poti^ 
phar  in  Egypt. 
ND  Jacob  dwelt  in  tlie  land  wherein  his  father  was  a' 
stranger,  in  the  land  of  Canaan. 
£  ^  These  are  the  generations  of  Jacob.     Joseph  bein^ 
seventeen  years  old>  was  feeding  the  flock  with  his  brethren ; 
and  the  lad  was  with  the  sons  of  Bilhah,  and  with  the  sons 
of  Zilpah  his  father's  wives ;  and  Joseph  brought  unto  his 
father  their  evil  report. 

3  Now  Israel  loved  Joseph  more  than  all  his  children,  be* 
cause  he  was  the  son  of  his  old  age :  and  he  made  him  a  coat 
of  many  colours* 

4  And  when  his  brethren  saw  that  their  father  lov^d  him 
more  tlian  all  his  brethren,  they  hated  him,  and  could  not 
speak  peaceably  unto  him. 

5  ^  And  Joseph  dreamed  a  dream,  and  he  told  it  his 
brethren :  and  they  hated  him  yet  the  more. 

6  And  h^  said  unto  them.  Hear,  I  pray  you,  this  dream 
^hich  I  have  dreamed. 

7  For  behold,  we  were  binding  sheaves  in  the  field,  and 
lo,  my  sheaf  arose,  and  also  stood  upright ;  and  behold,  your 
sheaves  stood  round  about,  and  made  obeisance  to  my  sheaf. 

8  And  his  brethren  said  to  him,  Slialt  thou  indeed  reign 
over  us  ?  or  slialt  thou  indeed  have  dominion  over  us  ?  and 
they  bated  him  yet  the  more  for  his  dreams,  and  for  his 
words, 
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&  And  he  dreamed  yet  another  dream,  and  told  it  hW 
brethren,  and  said.  Behold,  I  have  dreamed  a  dream  more ; 
and  behold,  the  sun  and  the  moon  and  the  eleven  stars  made 
obeisance  to  me. 

10  And  he  told  it  to  Iiis  father,  and  to  his  brethren :  and 
his  father  rebuked  him,  and  said  unto  him.  What  ts  this 
dream  that  thou  hast  dreamed  i  shall  I  and  thy  mother  and 
thy  brethren  indeed  come  to  bow  down  ourselves  to  thee  to 
the  earth  ? 

1 1  And  his  brethren  envied  him :  but  his  father  observed 
the  saving. 

12  And  his  brethren  went  to  feed  their  father's  flock  in 
Sfaechem. 

13  And  Israel  said  unto  Joseph,  Do  not  thy  brethren  feed 
theJ{ock  in  Shechem  ?  come,  and  I  wiU  send  thee  unto  them. 
And  he  said  to  him.  Here  am  L 

14  And  he  said  to  him.  Go,  1  pray  thee,  see  whether  it  be 
well  with  thy  brediren,  and  well  with  the  flocks ;  and  bnng 
me  word  again.  So  he  sent  him,  out  of  the  vale  of  Hebron, 
and  he  came  to  Shechem. 

15  And  a  certain  man  found  hiro^  and  behold,  he  wa^ 
wandering  in  the  field:  and  the  man  asked  him,  saying,  Wliat 
seekest  thou  ? 

16  And  he  said,  I  seek  my  brethren :  tell  me,  I  pray  thee, 
where  they  feed  their  flocks, 

17  And  the  man  said,  They  are  departed  hence:  for  I 
heard  them  say.  Let  us  go  to  Dothan.  And  Joseph  went 
after  his  brethren,  and  found  them  in  Dothan. 

18  ^  And  when  they  saw  him  afar  off,  even  before  ke^ 
came  near  unto  them,  tiiey  conspired  against  him  to  slay 
him. 

19  And  they  said  one  to  another.  Behold  this  dreamer 
cpmeth. 

£0  Come  now  therefore,  and  let  us  slay  him,  and  cast  bim 
into  some  pit,  and  we  will  say.  Some  evil  beast  hath  de«. 
vpured  him ;  and  we  shall  see  what  will  become  of  bis 
direams.  • 

21  And 
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SI  And  Reuboi  heard  it,  and  he  delivered  him  out  of 
their  hands ;  and  said^  Let  us  not  kill  him. 

£2  And  Reuben  said  unto  them.  Shed  no  blood,  but  cast 
lum  into  this  pit  that  is  in  the  wilderness,  and  jay  no  hand 
upon  him ;  that  he  might  rid  him  oat  of  their  hands,  to  de- 
liver him  to  his  father  agun. 

£3  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Joseph  was  come  unto  Ih 
brethren,  that  they  stript  Joseph  out  of  his  coat,  his  coat  of 
many  colours  that  was  on  him. 

24  And  they  took  him,  and  cast  him  into  a  pit :  and  the 
pit  was'empty,  (here  was  no  water  in  it. 

£5  And  they  sat  down  to  eat  bread :  and  they  lifted  up 
dieir  eyes  and  looked,  and  behold  a  company  of  Islimedites 
came  from  Gilead,  with  their  camels  bearing  spicery^  and. 
balm,  and  myrrh,  going  to  carry  it  down  to  Egypt. 

£6  And  Judafa  said  unto  his  brethren.  What  profit  is  it  if 
we  slay  our  brother,  and  conceal  his  blood  i 

27  Come,  and  let  us  sdl  him  to  the  Ishmeelites,  and  let  not 
our  band  be  upon  him ;  for  he  is  our  brother,  and  our  flesh : 
and  his  brethren  were  content. 

28  Then  there  passed  by  Midianites,  mercl(a»t-men :  and 
they  drew  and  lifted  up  Joseph  out  of  the  pit,  and  sold  Joseph 
to  fhe  Ishmeelites  for  twenty  j^ieces  of  silver^:  and  they  brought 
Joseph  into  Egypt. 

29  And  Reuben  returned  unto  the  pit ;  and  behold,  Jo- 
seph teas  not  in  the  pit :  and  he  rent  his  clothes. 

Si)  And  he  returned  unto  his  brethren,  and  said.  The  child 
is  not ',  and  I,  whither  shall  I  go  ? 

SI  And  they  took  Joseph's  coat,  and  killed  a  kid  of  the 
goats,  and  dipped  the  coat  in  the  blood. 

32  And  tiiey  sent  the  coat  of  many  colours,  and  diey 
brought  it  to  their  fether ;  and  said,  l^is  have  we  found : 
know  now  whether  it  be  thy  sou's  coat  or  no. 

33  And  he  knew  it,  and  said.  It  is  my  son's  coat ;  an 
evil  beast  hath  devoured  him:  Joseph  is* without  doubt  rent 
in  pieces. 

34  And  Jacob  rent  his  clothes,  and  put  sackcloth  upon  his 
loins,  and  mourned  for  his  son  many  days. 
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'  35  And  all  his  sons  and  all  his  daughters  rose  up  to  com- 
fort him ;  but  he  refused  to  be  comforted ;  and  he  ^d^  For 
I  will  go  down  into  the  grave  unto  my  son^  moummg :  thus  his 
lather  wept  for  him. 

56  And  the  Midianites  sold  him  into  Egypt  unto  PoUphar, 
an  officer  of  Pharaoh,  and  captain  of  the  guard. 

CHAP.  XXXIX. 
1  Joseph  advamed  in  Potip/ui/s  house,  7  resisieth  his  nus* 
tresses  temptation,     13  He  is  f ably  accused,  20  and  cast 
into  prison^ 
A  ND  Joseph  was  brought  down  to  Egypt:  Juid  Potiphar^ 
an  officer  of  Pharaoh,  captain  of  the  guards  an  Egyp- 
tian, bought  him  of  the  hands  of  the  Ishmeelites,  which  had 
brought  him  down  thither. 

2  And  the  Lord  was  with  Joseph,  and  he  was  a  prosper* 
ous  man :  and  he  was  in  the  house  of  his  master  the  Egyp- 
tian, 

3  And  V his  master  saw' that  the  Lord  ras  witli  him,  and 
tliat  the  Lord  made  all  that  he  did  to  prosper  in  his  hand. 

4  And  Joseph  found  grace  in  his  sight,  and  he  served 
him :  and  he  made  him  overseer  over  his  house,  and  all  that 
he  had  he  put  into  his  hand. 

5  And  it  came  to  pass  from  the  time  that  he  had  made 
him  overseer  in  his  house^  and  over  all  that  he  had,  that  tile 
1^0 rd  blessed  the  Egyptians  house  for  Joseph's  sake :  and 
the  blcssinj:^  of  the  Lord  was  upon  all  that  he  had,  in  tlie 
house  and  in  die  field. 

6  And  he  left  all  tliat  he  had  in  Joseph's  hand ;  and  he 
knew  pot  ought  he  had,  save  the  bread  which  he  did  eat. 
And  Joseph  was  a  goodly  person,  and  well-favoured. 

7  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  his  mas- 
ter's wife  cast  her  eyes  upon  Joseph  ;  and  she  said)  Lie  with 
me. 

B  But  he  refused,  and  said  uQto  his  masters  wife,  Be- 
holdj  my  master  wotteth  not  what  is  with  me  in  the  house^ 
and  he  hath  committed  all  that  he  hatb  to  my  hand  : 

9  Tliere  is  none  greater  in  this  house  than  I;  neither 
hath  he   kept  back  any  thing  from  me  but  thee^   because 
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thou  art  his  wife :  how  dien  can  I  do  this  great  wickedness 
and  sin  against  God  ? 

10  And  it  came  to  pass  as  she  spake  to  Joseph  day  by  day, 
that  he  hearkened  not  unto  her,  to  lie  by  her,  or  to  be  with 
her.  ' 

1 1  And  it  came  to  pass  about  thb  time,  that  Joseph  went 
into  the  house  to  do  his  business ;  and  there  was  none  of  the 
men  of  the  house  there  within. 

12  And  she  caught  him  by  his  garment,  saying,  lie  with 
me :  and  he  left  his  garment  in  her  hand,  and  fled,  and  got 
him  out. 

IS  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  she  saw  that  he  hadJeft 
his  garment  in  her  hand,  and  was  fled  forth, 

14  That  she  called  unto  the  men  of  her  house,  aad  spake 
unto  them,  saying.  See,  he  hath  brought  in  an  Hebrew 
jmto  us  to  mock  us :  he  came  in  uuto  me  to  lie  with  me, 
and  I  cried  with  a  loud  voice  : 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  heard  that  I  lifted  up 
my  xoice,  and  criied,  that  he  left  his  garment  with  mej  atid 
fled,  and  got  him  out. 

16  And  she  laid  up  his  garment  by  her,  until  hb  lord 
came  home. 

17  And  she  spake  unto  him  according  to  these  words, 
saying.  The  Hebrew  servant  which  tfaou  hast  brought  unto 
us,  came  in  unto  me  to  mock  me : 

18  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  I  lifted  up  my  voice  and  cried> 
that  he  left  his  gannent  with  me,  and  fled  out. 

19  And  itcame  to  pass  when  his  master  heard  the  words  of 
his  wife,  which  she  spake  unto  him,  sayii^  After  this  manner 
did  thy  servant  to  me;  that  his  wMth  was  kindled. 

20  %  And  Joseph's  master  took  him,  and  put  him  into 
the  prison,  a  place  where  the  king's  prisoners  were  bound : 

-and  he  waa  there  in  the  prison. 

£1  But  the  Lord  was.vyith  Joseph,  and  shewed  him 
meccy,  and  gave  him  &vour  in  the  sight  of  the  keeper  of 
she  prison. 

22  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  committed  to  Joseph's 

IJ  9  hand

^and  all  the  priaodcrs  ib^t  fpere  in  die  prison :  and  what« 
soever  they -did  there,  he  was  the  dojer  of  it. 

fi3  The  keeper  of  the  prison  lopked  not  to  toy,  thing  thai 
va$  under  his  hagd ;  because  the  Lord  was  with  him ;  and 
that  wiiich  he  did  the  Lord  made  it  to  prosper. 

CHAR  XL. 
I  Tkt  butler  and  baker  of  Pharaoh  are  imprisoned :  4  Joir 

seph  hath  charge  of  them :  5  He  interpretefh  tJitir  ^reafns^ 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass  after  these  thkigs  that  the  butler  of 
^  the  king  of  Egypt  and  his  baker  had  offended  their  lord 
the  king  of  Eg}  pt. 

2  And  Pharaoh  was  wroth  against  two  ^his  oiBcers/agatns^ 
the  chief  of  the  butlers^  and  against  the  chief  of  the  bakers. 

S  And  he  put  them,  in  ward  in  the  house  of  the  captain  of 
the  guard,  into  tlie  prison,  the  place  where  Joseph  tfias  bound. 

4  %  Ajid  the  captain  of  the  guard  charged  Joseph  with  them, 
^nd  he  sei-ved  them  ;  and  they  continued  a  seiison  m  w^rd* 

5  %  And  they  dreamed  a  dream  both  of  them,  each  man 
•his  dream  in  one  night,  each  man  according  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  his  dream ;  the  butler  and  the  balder  of  the  king  of 
"Egypiy  which  were  bound  in  the  prison, 

6  And  Joseph  came  in  unto  them  in  the  morping,  and 
looked  upon  them,  and  behold,  they  7g:ere  sad. 

T  And  he  asked  Pharaoh's  officers  that  were  with  him  in 
the  ward  of  his  lord's  house,  saying.  Wherefore  look  ye  so 
sadly  to  day  i 

8  And  they  said  unto  him.  We  have  dreamed  a  dfeam,  and 
there  is  no  interpreter  of  it.  And  Joseph  said  unto  them.  Do 
not  interpretations  belong  to  God  ?  tell  me  them,  I  pray  you. 

9  And  the  chief  butler  told  his  dream  to  Joseph,  and  said 
to  him.  In  my  dream,  behold,  a  vine  was  before  me  ; 

10  And  in  the  vine  were  three  branches:  and  it  was  a$ 
though  it  budded,  and  her  blossoms  shot  forth ;  and  the  dus* 
ters  thereof  brought  forth  ripe  grapes. 

1 1  And  Pharaohs  cup  u'as in  my  hand :  and  I  took  the 
^apes  and  pressed  them  into  Pharaoh's  cup,  and  \  gave  the 
cup  into  Pharaoh's  hand. 

12  And 
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18  And  Joseph  said  ui^to  hiin^  This  is  the  iateipretation 
of  it :  the  three  branches  are  three  days. 

13  Yet  within  three  days  shall  Pharadh  lift  up  thine  head^ 
and  restore  thee  unto  thy  place :  and  thou  shalt  deliver  Pha- 
raoh's cup  mto  his  hand^  after  the  former  manner  when  thoi^ 
M  ast  his  butler. 

14  But  think  on  me  when  it  shall  be  well  with  thee^  and 
shew  Vindoess,  I  pray  thee^  unto  me  \  and  make  mention  of 
me  unto  Pharaoh^  and  bring  me  out  of  this  house. 

15  For  indeed  I  was  stolen  away  out  of  the  land  of  the 
Hebrews :  and  here  also  have  I  done  nothing  that  they  should 
put  me  into  tlie  dungeon. 

16  When  the  chief  baker  saw  that  the  interpretation  was 
good^  he  said  unto  Joseph^  I  also  teas  in  my  dream^  and  be- 
hold, I  had  three  white  baskets  on  my  head : 

17  And  in  the  uppermost  basket  there  was  o£  all  manner  of 
bake  meats  for  Pharaoh;  and  the  birds  did  eat  them  out  of 
the  basket  upon  my  head. 

\%  And  Joseph  answered;  and  said^  This  U  the  interpreta- 
tion thereof:  the  three  baskets  art  three  days. 

19  Yet  within  three  days  shall  Pharaoh  lift  up  thy  head 
from  off  thee,  and  shall  hang  thee  ou  a  tree ;  and  the  birds 
shall  eat  thy  flesh  from  off  thee. 

SO  And  it  came  to  pass  the  third  day,  wUchwas  PharaohV 
birth-day,  that  he  made  a  feast  unto  all  his  servants ;  and  he 
lifted  up  the  head  of  the  chief  butler,  and  of  the  chief  baker 
among  his  servants. 

£1  And  he  restored  the  chief  butler  unto  his  butlerabip 
again  :  and  he  gave  the  cup  into  Pharaoh's  hand  : 

2f  But  ha  hanged  the  chief  baker:  as  Joseph  had  inter- 
preted to  themr 

£3  Yet  did  net  the  chief  butler  remember  Joseph,  but 
foigat  him. 

CHAP.  XLI. 
1  Pharaoh's  two  dreams.     0.5  Joseph  interpreteth  them. 
SS  He  giveth  Pharaoh  counsel*    38  Joseph  is  advanced. 
50  He  tegetteth  Manasseh  and  Ephraim. 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  two  full  years,  that 
Pharaoh  dreamed^  and  behold,  he  stood  by  the  river. 
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fi  And  behold,  there  came  up  out  of  the  iiver  seven  well- 
favoured  Line,  and  fat-fieshed ;  and  thev  fed  in  a  meadow. 

S  And  behold,  seven  other  kine  came  up  after  them  out  of 
the  11  er,  ill-favoured,  and  lean-fleshed^  and  stood  by  the 
other  kine  upon  tlic  brink  of  the- river. 

4.  And  the  ill-favoured,  and  lean-fleshed  kine,  did  eat  up 
the  seven  well-favoured  and  fat  kine.     So  Pharaoh  awoke. 

5  And  he  slept  and  dreamed  the  second  time :  and  behold^ 
seven  ears  of  corn  tame  up  upon  one  stalk,  rank  and  good. 

6  And  behold,  seven  thin  ears,  and  blasted  with  the  cast- 
wind,  spiung  up  after  them. 

7  And  the  seven  thin  ears  devoured  the  seven  rank  and 
full  cars  :  and  Pharaoh  awoke,  and  behold,  it  zras  a  dream. 

S  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  morning  that  his  spirit  was 
troubled;  and  he  sent  and  called  for  tA\  the  magicians  of 
Eg)'pt,  and  all  the  wise  men  thereof:  and  Pharaoh  told  them 
h's  dream  ;  but  there  was  none  that  could  interpret  them  unto 
Pharaoh. 

9  Then  spake  the  chief  butler  unto  Pharaoh,  saying,  I  dp 
remember  my  faults  this  day. 

10  Pharaoh  was  wroth  with  his  servants,  and  put  me  in 
ward  in  the  captain  of  the  guard's  house,  both  me  and  the 
fhief  baker. 

1 1  And  we  dreamed  a  dream  in  one  night,  I  and  he :  wi 
dreamed  each  man  according  to  the  interpretation  of  his 
dream. 

12  And  there  vras  there  with  us  a  young  man,  an  He? 
brew,  servant  of  the  captain  of  the  guard :  and  we  t^ld  him, 
and  he  interpreted  to  us  our  dreams  ;  to  each  man  accord- 
wg  to  his  dream  he  did  interpret. 

13  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  interpreted  to  us,  so  it  was : 
me  he  restored  unto  mine  office,  and  him  he  hanged. 

14  Then  Pharaoh  sent  and  called  Joseph,  and  they  brought 
him  hastily  out  of  the  dungeon :  and  he  shaved  himseij]  and 
changed  hin  raiment,  and  came  in  imto  Pharaoh. 

15  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  1  have  dreamed  a 
dream,  and  there  is  none  tliat  can  in  erpret  it :  and  I  have 
heard  say  of  hee,  that  thou  canst  understand  a  dream  to  in- 
terj  ret  it 
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16  And  Joseph  answered  Pharaoh^  saying>  It  is  not  in  me: 
God  shall  give  Pharaoh  an  answer  of  peace. 

17  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph^  In  my  dream^  beholdi 
f  stood  upon  the  bank  of  the  river ; 

1 8  And  b^hold^  there  came  up  out  of  the  river  seven  kine^ 
fat-fleshed^  and  well-favoured ;  and  they  fed  in  a  meadow. 

ig  And  behold^  seven  other  kine  came  up  after  themi 
poor^  and  very  ilUfavoured^  and  lean-fleshedj  such  as  I  never 
fiaw  ki  all  the  land  of  Egypt  for  badness^ 

£0  And  the  lean  and  the  ill-favoured  kine  'did  eat  up  tht 
first  seven  fat  kine. 

£1  And  when  they  had  eaten  them  up,  it  could  not  be 
known  that  they  had  eaten  them;  but  they  were  still  ill- 
favoured,  as  at  the  bj^inning.     So  I  awoke. 

22  And  I  saw  in  my  dream^  and  behold^  seven  ears  came 
up  in  one  stalk,  full  and  good ; 

23  And  behold,  seven  ears,  withered,  thin,  and  blasted 
with  tiM  east- wind,  sprung  up  after  them. 

£4  And  the  thin  ears  devoured  the  seven  good  ears :  and 
I  told  this  unto  the  magicians ;  but  there  was  none  that  could 
declare  it  to  me. 

<    Q5  '^  And  Joseph  said  unto  Pharaoh,  The  dream  of  Pha- 
raoh tj  one :  God  hath  shewed  Pharaoh  what  he  is  about  tp  do. 

26  The  seven  good  kine  are  seven  years ;  and  the  sevei| 
good  ears  are  seveu  years :  the  dream  is  one. 

£7  And  the  seven  thin  and  ill-favoured  kine  that  came  up 
after  them,  are  seven  years ;  and  the  seven  empty  ears  blasted 
with  the  east-wind,  shall  be  seven  years  of  famine. 

£8  lliis  is  the  thing  which  I  have  spoken  unto  Pharaoh  i 
Wbat  God  is  about  to  do,  he  sheweth  unto  Pharaoh. 

£9  Behold,  there  come  seven  years  of  great  plenty  through-* 
out  an  the  land  of  Egypt. 

50  And  there  shall  arise  after  them  seven  years  of  famine ; 
and  all  the  plenty  shall  be  forgotten  in  the  laud  of  Egypt : 
and  the  famine  shall  consume  the  land. 

31  And  the  plen^  shall  not  be  known  in  the  land,  by  rea^ 

4on  of  that  fiBimine  following :  for  it  shall  be  very  grievous. 

$2  And  for  that  the  dream  was  doubled  unto  Pharaoh 
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twice ;  it  is  because  the  thing  t«  established  by  God,  and 
God  will  shortly  bring  it  to  pass. 

S3  %  Now  therefore  let  Pharaoh  look  out  a  man  discreet 
and  wise,  and  set  him  over  the  land  of  Egypt. 
"  34  Let  Pharaoh  do  Mis/and  let  him  appoint  officers  over 
the  laAd,  and  take  up  the  fifth  pait  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in 
.    Ihe  eleven  plenteous  years. 

35  And  let  them  gather  all  the  food  of  those  good  years 
that  ceme,  and  lay  up  com  under  the  band  of  Phmoh,  and 
kt  them  keep  food  in  the  cities. 

36  And  that  food  shall  be  for  store  to  the  land  against  the 
seven  years  of  famine,  which  shall  he  in  the  land  of  Egypt  j 
that  the  land  perisl^  not  through  the  famine. 

37  And  the  thii^g  was  good  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and 
in  the  eyes  of  all  his  servants. 

38  %  And  Pharaoh  said  imto  bis  servants.  Can  we  find 
Buch  a  one  as  this  is,  a  man  m  whom  the  Spirit  of  God  is  ? 

39  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  Forasmuch  as  God 
hath  shewed  ^ee  all  this^  th$re  is  none  so  discreet  arid  wise 
as  thou  art, 

40  Thou  shalt  be  over  my  house,  and  according  upto  thy 
word  shall  all  my  people  be  ruled :  only  in  the  throve  will  X 
be  greater  than  thou. 

41  And  PharacA  said  unto  Joseph,  See,  I  have  set  thee 
over  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

42  And  Pharaoh  took  off  his  ring  fi-om  his  hand,  and  put 
it  upon  Joseph's  hand,  and  arrayed  him  in  vestures  of  fine 
lineu^  and  put  a  gold  chain  about  his  neck. 

43  And  he  made  him  to  ride  in  the  second  chariot  which 
he  had  ;  lind  they  cried  before  him.  Bow  the  knee :  and  he 
made  him  ruler  over  all  the  laud  of  £g>pt. 

44  And 'Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  I  am  Pharaoh,  and 
without  thee  shall  no  man  lift  up  his  hand  or  foot  in  all  the 
land  of  Egypt. 

4.5  And  Pharaoh  called  Joseph's  name  Zaphnath-paaneah ; 
and  he  gave  him  to  wife  Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti-pherah 
priest  of  On:  and  Joseph  went  out  over  all  the  land  of 
Egypt. 

46  And 
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46  And  Joseph  woi  thirty  years  old  wb^n  he  stood  before 
Phttfttoh  kiog'of  Egypt ;  wd  Joseph  went  out  from  the  pre- 
sence of  Pharaoh,  and  went  throi^hout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

47  And  in  the  seven  plenteous  years  the  earth  brought 
forth  by  handfuls. 

48  And  he  gathered  iq>  all  the  food  of  the  seven  years 
which  were  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  laid  up  the  food  in  the 
cities :  the  food  of  the  field  which  was  round  about  every 
city,  laid  he  up  in  the  same* 

49  And  Joseph  gathered  com  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  veiy 
much,  until  he  left  numbering ;  for  it  was  without  nimiber. 

50  %  And. unto  Joseph  were  bom  two  sons,  before'  tlie 
years  of  fiimine  came :  >vhich  Asenath,  the  daughter  of  Poti- 
pherah  priest  of  On,  bare  unto  him. 

5 1  And  Joseph  called  the  name  of  the  first-bom  Manasseh : 
for  God>  said  /^,  hath  made  me  forget  all  my  toil,  and  all 
piy  father's  house. 

M  And  the  name  of  the  second  called  he  Ephraim :  for 
God  hath  caused  me  to  be  fruitful  in  the  land  of  my  affliction* 

53  And  the  seven  years  of  plenteousness  that  was  in  the 
{and  of  Egypt,  were  ended. 

M  And  the  seven  years  of  dearth  began  to  come^  accoixi- 
i|ig  as  Joseph  had  said :  and  the  diearth  W9s  in  all  lands ;  but 
jn  all  the  land  of  Egypt  there  was  bread. 

55  And  when  all  the  land  of  Egypt  was  famiihed,  the 
people  cried  to  Pharaoh  for  bread:  and  Pharaoh  said  unto  all 
the  Egyptians,  Go  unt6  Joseph  ;  what  he  saith  to  you,  do. 

56  And  the  famine  was  over  all  the  face  of  the  earth :  aiyl 
Joseph  opened  all  the  store-houses,  and  sold  unto  the  Egyp- 
jtians ;  and  the  iamine  waxed  sore  in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

57  And  all  the  countries  came  into  Egypt  to  Joseph  for  to. 
Iwy  cam ;  because  that  the  famine  was  so  sore  in  all  lands. 

CHAP.  XLII. 
I  Jacob  sendeth  his  ten  sons  t6  buy  corn  in  Egypt.    6  They 

arc  imprisoned  by  Joseph  for  spi^s*    21  Their  remorse. 
^OW  when  Jacob  saw  that  there  was  com  m  Egypt, 
^      Jacob  said  unto  his  sons.  Why  do  ye  look  one  upon 

another? 
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£  And  he  said^  Behold^  I  have  beard  that  there  is  com  in 
Egypt :  get  you  down  thither^  and  buy  for  us  from  thence ; 
that  we  may  live,  and  not  die. 

3  And  Joseph's  ten  brethren  went  do>vn  to  buy  com  in 
Egypt. 

4  But  Benjamin,  Joseph's  brother,  Jacob  sent  not  with 
his  brethren  :  for  he  said^  Ltest  peradventure  mischief  befal 
tiim. 

5  And  the  sons  of  Israel  came  to  buy  com  among  those 
that  came  :  for  the  famine  was  in  the  land  of  Canaan. 

6  5r  And  Joseph  was  the  governor  over  the  land,  and  he 
it  was  that  sold  to  all  the  people  of  the  land  :  and  Joseph's 
brethren  came,  and  bowed  down  themselves  before  him, 
mt/i  their  faces  to  the  earth. 

7  And  Joseph  saw  his  brethren,  and  he  knew  them,  but 
made  himself  strange  unto  them,  and  spake  roughly  unto 
them ;  and  he  said  unto  them.  Whence  come  ye  i  And  they 
s:iid.  From  the  land  of  Canaan  to  buy  food. 

•     8  And  Joseph  knew  his  brethren,  but  they  knew  not  him* 

9  And  Joseph  remembered  the  dreams  which  he  dreamed 
of  them,  and  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  spies  $  to  see  the  naked* 
ness  of  the  land  ye  are  come. 

10  And  they  said  unto  him/  Nay,  my  lord,  but  to  buy 
food  are  thy  servants  come. 

1 1  We  are  all  one  man's  sons :  we  are  true  men,  thy  ser^ 
vants  are  no  spies. 

1£  And  he  said  unto  them.  Nay,  but  to  see  the  nakedness 
of  the  land  ye  are  come. 

IS  And  they  said.  Thy  servants  are  twelve  brethren,  the 
sons  of  one  man  in  the  land  of  Canaan ;  and,  behold,  tlie 
youngest  is  this  day  with  our  father,  and  one,  is  not. 

14  And  Joseph  said  unto  them.  That  is  it  that  I  spake 
unto  you,  saying.  Ye  are  spies. 

15  Hereby  ye  shall  be  proved :  by  the  life  of  Pharaoh  yc 
shall  not  go  fcnrth  hence,  except  yeur  youngest  brother  come 
hither. 

16  Smid  one  of  you,  and  let  him  fetch  your  brother,  and 
ye  shall  be  kept  in  prison^  that  yoiu-  words  may  be  proved 

whethef 
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whether  there  be  any  truth  in  you:  or  else  by  the  life  of 
Pharaoh  surely  ye  are  spies. 

17  And  he  put  them  all  together  into  ward  three  days. 

18  And  Joseph  said  unto  them  the  third  day^  This  do,  and 
live  :  for  I  fear  God. 

19  If  ye  be  true  men,  let  one  of  your  brethren  be  bound 
in  the  house  of  your  prison :  go  ye,  carry  corn  for  the  famine 
of  your  houses ; 

20  But  bring  your  youngest  brother  unto  me;  so  shall 
your  words  be  verified,  and  ye  shall  not  die.  And  they  did 
so. 

tl  ^  And  they  said  one  to  another.  We  are  verily  guilty 
concerning  our  brother,  in  that  we  saw  the  anguish  of  his 
soul,  when  he  besought  us ;  and  we  would  not  hear  :  there- 
fore is  this  distress  come  upon  us. 

£2  And  Reuben  answered  them,  saying.  Spake  I  not  unto 
you,  saying.  Do  not  sin  against  the  child ;  and  ye  would  not 
hear  r  therefore  behold  also,  his  blood  is  required. 

23  And  they  knew  not  that  Joseph  understood  them ;  for 
he  spake  unto  them  by  an  interpreter. 

24  And  he  turned  liimself  about  from  them,  and  wept ; 
and  returned  to  them  again,  and  communed  with  them, 
and  took  from  them  Simeon,  and  bound  him  before  their 
eyes. 

25  Tlien  Joseph  commanded  to  fill  their  sacks  with  com, 
and  to  restore  every  man's  money  into  his  sack,  and  to  give 
them  provision  for  the  way :  and  thus  did  he  unto  them. 

26  And  they  laded  their  asses  with  the  com,  and  departed 
thence. 

27  And  as  one  of  them  opened  liis  sack  to  give  his  ass 
ppovender  in  the  inn,  he  espied  his  money :  for  behold  it 
wa$  in  his  sack's  mouth. 

28  And  he  said  unto  his  brethren.  My  money  is  restored; 
and  lo,  it  is  even  in  my  sack  :  and  their  heart  failed  f  Ae^/i, 
and  they  were  afraid,  saying  one  to  another.  What  is  this 
that  God  hath  done  unto  us  ? 

29  And  they  came  unto  Jacob  their  father  unto  the  land 

of  Canaan^  and  told  him  all  that  befel  unto  them,  saying, 

30  The 
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30  The  tOMn,  who  u  the  lord  of  the  landi  spake  roughly 
to  U8j  and  took  us  for  spies  of  the  country.  • 

31  And  we  said  unto  him^  We  are  true  men ;  we  are  no 
apies. 

32  We  he  twelve.brethren>  sons  of  our  fkther :  one  is  not, 
and  die  youngest  is  this  day  with  our  father  in  the  land  of 
Canaan., 

33  And  the  man  the  lord  of  the  countiy  said  unto  us. 
Hereby  shall  I  know  that  ye  are  true  men ;  leave  one  of  your 
brethren  here  with  nie>  and  take  food  for  the  immine  of  your 
housholds,  and  be  gone. 

34  And  bring  your  youngest  brother  unto  me  :  then  shall 
I  kiiow  that  ye  are  no  spies^  but  tJiat  ye  are  true  men :  so 
will  I  deliver  you  your  brother^  and  ye  shall  traffick  in  the 
land. 

35  And  it  came  to  pass  as  they  emptied  their  sacks,  that 
behold,  every  man's  bundle  of  money  was  in  his  sack :  and 
when  both  they  and  their  kther  saw  the  bimdles  of  money, 
they  were  afWud. 

36  And  Jacob  their  father  said  unto  them.  Me  have  ye 
bereaved  ofmif  children :  Joseph  is  not,  and  Simeon  m  not, 
and  ye  will  take  Benjamin  away  :  all  these  things  are  against 
me. 

37  And  Reuben  spake  unto  his  father,  saying.  Slay  my 
two  sons,  if  I  bring  him  not  to  thee :  deli%'er  him  into  my 
handj  and  I  will  bring  him  to  thee  again. 

38  And  he  said.  My  son  shall  not  go  down  with  you :  for 
his  brother  is  dead,  and  he  is  left  alone ;  if  mischief  befal 
him  by  the  way  in  the  which  ye  go,  then  shall  ye  bring  down 
my  gray  hairs  witli  sarrow  to  the  grave. 

CHAP.  xmi. 

1  Jacob  is  hardly  persuaded  to  send  Benjamin*    25  Joseph 

entertaineth  his  brethren,  31  andmaketh  them  a  feast. 
AND  the  famine  a^as  sore  in  the  land. 

Q  And  it  came  to  pass  when  they  had  eaten  up  the  com 
which  they  had  brought  out  of  Egypt,  their  father  Bsid  unto 
them.  Go  again,  buy  us  a  little  food. 

3  And  Jttdah  spake  unto  him,  saying.  The  man  did  so- 
2  '  lemnly 
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lemnly  protest  unto  us,  saying.  Ye  shall  not  see  my  hce, 
except  your  brother  be  with  you. 

4  If  thou  wilt  send  our  brother  with  us,  we  will  go  dovra 
and  buy  thee  food  : 

5  But  if  thou  wilt  not  send  him,  we  will  not  go  doMi ; 
for  the  man  said  unto  us.  Ye  shall  not  see  my  face,  except 
your  brother  be  with  you. 

6^  And  Israel  said.  Wherefore  dealt  ye  so  ill  with  me,  as 
to  tell  the  man  whether  ye  had  yet  a  brother? 

7  And  they  said.  The  man  asked  us  straightly  of  our  state, 
and  of  our  kindred,  saying.  Is  your  father  yet  alive  i  have  ye 
another  brother  ?  and  we  told  him  according  to  the  tenor  of 
these  M'ords :  could  we  certainly  know  that  he  would  say^ 
Bring  your  brother  down  ? 

8  And  Judah  said  unto  Israel  his  father.  Send  the  4ad 
with  me,  and  we  will  arise  and  go ;  that  we  may  live,  and 
not  die,  both  we,  and  thou,  and  also  our  little  ones. 

9  I  ^ill  be  surety  for  him ;  of  my  hand  shalt  thou  requite 
him  :  if  I  bring  him  not  unto  thee,  and  set  him  before  thee^ 
then  let  me  bear  the  blame  for  ever. 

10  For  except  we  had  lingered^  surely  now  we  had  re- 
turned this  second  time. 

1 1  And  their  father  Israel  said  unto  them,  If  it  must  be  so 
now,  do  this ;  take  of  the  best  fruits  in  die  land  in  your  ves- 
sels, and  carry  down  the  man  a  present,  a  little  bi#m,  and  a 
little  honey,  spices,  and  myrrh,  nuts,  and  almonds. 

12  And  take  double  money  in  your  hand :  and  the  money 
that  was  brought  again  in  the  mouth  of  your  sacks,  carry  it 
again  in  your  hand ;  peradventiire  it  was  an  oversight : 

IS  Take  also  your  brother,  and  arise,  go  again  unto  the 
man. 

14  And  God  Almighty  give  you  mercy  before  the  man, 
that  he  may  sen^  away  your  otlier  brother  and  Benjaniin  r  if 
I  be  bereaved  q/*my  children,  I  am  bereaved; 

15  And  the  men  took  that  present,  and  tliey  took  double 
money  in  their  hand,  and  Benjamin,  and  rose  up,  and  went 
down  to  Egypt,  and  stood  before  Joseph.    ^ 

16  And  when  Joseph  saw  Benjamin  with  them,  he  said 
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to  the  ruier  of  his  house^  Bring  these  men  home^  and  slajfy 
and  make  ready:  for  these  men  sliall  dine  with  me  at 
noon. 

17  And  the  man  did  as  Joseph  bade:  and  the  man  brought 
the  men  into  Joseph's  house. 

18  And  the  men  were  afraid^  because  they  were  brought 
into  Joseph's  house^  and  they  said>  Because  of  the  money 
that  was  returned  in  our  sacks  at  the  first  time  are  we  brought 
in ;  that  he  may  seek  occasion  against  us^  and  fall  upon  us^ 
and  take  us  for  .bond-men^  and  our  asses. 

19  And  they  came  near  to  the  stewai-d  of  Joseph's  housc^ 
and.  they  communed  with  him  at  die  door  of  the  house, 

£0  And  said,  O  sir,  we  came  uideed  down  at  the  first 
time  to  buy  food : 

9.1  And  it  came  to  pass  when  we  came  to  the  inn,  that 
we  opened  our  aaeks,  and  behold,  every  mau*s  money  was 
in  the  mouth  of  his  sack,  our  money  in  ^  weight :  and  we 
have  brought  it  again  in  our  hand : 

2.2  And  other  money  bft^e  we  brought  down  in  our  hands 
to  buy  food :  we  cannot  tell  who  put  our  money  in  our 
sacks. 

9.3  And  he  said.  Peace  be  tp  you,  fear  not :  your  God, 
and  the  God  of  your  father  hath  given  you  treasure  in  your 
■Sacks:  I  had  your  money.  And  he  brought  Simeon  out 
unto  them. 

24  And  the  man  brought  the  men  into  Joseph's  house, 
and  gave  them  water,  and  they  washed  their  feet,  and  he 
gave  their  asses  provender. 

25  ^  And  they  made  ready  the  present  against  Joseph 
came  at  noon :  for  they  heard  that  they  should  eat  bread 
there. 

26  And  when  Joseph  came  home,  they  brought  him  the 
present  which  mas  in  their  hand  into  tlie  house,  and  bowed 
themselves  to  him  to  the  earth. 

27  And  he  asked  them  of  Uieir  welfare,  and  said.  Is  your 
father  well,  the  old  man  of  whom  ye  spake  f  Is  he  yet 
alive? 

28  And  they  answered^  Thy  servant  our  father  is  in  good 

healthy 
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Jiealth^  h^  is  yet  alive.  Aad  they  bowed  down  their  head^^ 
and  made  obeisance.  J 

^9  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  his  brother  Benja- 
min^ his  mother's  sbn^  and  said^  Is  tliis  your  younger  bro« 
ther^  of  whom  ye  spake  unto  mef  and  he  said^  God  be  gra- 
cious unto  thee^  my  son. 

80  And  Joseph  made  haste ;  for  his  bowels  did  yearn  upon 
his  brother :  and  he  sought  u'here  to  weep ;  and  he  entered 
into  his  chamber^  and  wept  there. 

31  ^  And  he  washed  his  face>  and  went  out^  and  re- 
frained himself^  and  said>  Set  on  bread. 

32  And  they  set  on  for  him  by  himself,  and  for  tjiem  by 
themselves,  and  for  the  Egyptians,  which  did  eat  with  him^ 
by  themselves :  because  the  Egyptians  might  not  eat  bread 
with  the  Hebrews ;  for  that  is  an  abomination  unto  the 
Egyptians. 

33  And  they  sat  before  him,  the  first-bom  according  to  his 
birth-right,  and  the  youngest  according  to  his  youth :  audtbe 
men  mar>'elled  one  at  another. 

34  And  he  took,  and  sent  masses  unto  them  from  before 
him  :  but  Benjamin's  mess  was  five  times  so  much  as  any  of 
theirs,     And.  they  drank,  and  were  merry  with  him. 

CHAP.   XLIV. 
Joseph's  policy  tojlay  his  brethren, 
A  ND  he  commanded  the  steward  of  his  house,  saying. 
Fill  the  men's  sacks  with  food,  as  much  as  they  can 
carry,  and  put  every  man's  money  in  his  sack's  mouth. 

2  And  put  my  cup,  the  silver  cup,  in  the  sack's  mouth  of 
the  youngest,  and  his  corn*money.  And  he  did  according  to 
the  word  that  Joseph  had  spoken. 

3  As  soon  as  the  morning  was  light,  the  men  were  sent 
away,  -they  and  theif  asses. 

4  jtnd  when  they  were  gone  out  of  the  city,  and  not  yet 
far  off,  Joseph  said  mito  his  steward.  Up,  follow  after  the 
men ;  and  when  thou  dost  overtake  them,  say  unto  them^ 
Wherefore  have  ye  rewarded  evil  for  good  i 

5  Is  not  this  iV,  in  which  my  lord  drinketh,  and  whereby 
indeed  -he  divineth  f  ye  have  done  evil-in  so  doing. 

Q  6  And 
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o  And  lie  otertook  tfa^iii»  aud  h%  spake  unto  tfaenr  these 
ttme  words. 

.7  And  tiiej  eaid  unto  Uni>  Wherefore  saith  my  lord  these 
werdr?  God  forbid  that  thy  servants  shonld  do  according  to> 
this  thing : 

8  Behold^  the  money  which  we  foUnd  in  our  sacks* 
inonths>  we  brought  again  nnto  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Ca- 
naan :  how  then  should  we  steal  out  of  thy  lord'»  house  silver 
or  gold  i 

9  With  whomsoever  of  thy  servants  it  be  found,  both  let 
him  die,  and  we  alfo  will  be  my  lord's  bondsmen. 

10  And  he  said.  Now  also  let  it  be  according  unto  ypur 
word»:  he  with  whom  it  is  found  shall  be  my  servant  ^  and  ye 
shaH  be  blameless. 

1 1  Then  they  speedily  took  down  every  nunk  his  sack  to 
tfie  ground^  and  opened  every  man  his  sack. 

12  And  he  jearched^  mnd  began  at  the  eldest,  and  left  at 
Ae  youngest ;  and  die  eup  was  found  in  Benjamin's  sackl 

15  Then  they  rent  their  clothes,  and  hded  every  man  his 
.  ass,  and  returned  to  the  city* 

14  And  Jtidah  and  his  brethren  came  to  JosejA's  house  ; 
for  he  i9#r  yet  there  t  and  they  fell  before  him  on  the 
ground. 

15  And  Josepli  said  unto  them.  What  deed  is  this  that 
ye  have  done  i  Wot  ye  not  that  such  a  man  as  I  can  cer- 
tainly divine  I 

16  And  Judah  said.  What  shall  we  say  unto  my  lordf 
what  shall  we  speak  ?  or  how  diall  we  clear  ourselves  ?  God 
hath  found  out  the  iniquity  of  thy  servants  :  behold,  we  are 
my  lord's  servants,  both  we>  and/i€  al^o  with  wtkom  the  cup^  * 

jB  found. 

17  And  he  said,  God  forbid  that  I  should  do  so :  but  the 
man  in  whose  hand  the  cup  is  found,  he  sludl  be  my  ser- 
vant; and  as  for  you,  get  you  up  in  peace  unto  yous 
fother. 

18  Tlien  Judah  came  near  unto  him,  and  said.  Oh,  my 
lord,  let  thy  servant,  I  pray  thee,  speak  a  word  in  my  lesd  s 

eam^ 
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eairs^  and  let  not  tliioe  anger  bum  agaitist  thy  servant :  for 
thott  art  even  as  Pharaoh. . 

19  My  lord  asked  his  servants^  ^ying^  Have  ye  a  father, 
or  a  brother  i 

20  And  we  said  unto  my  lord^  We  have  a  father,  an  eld 
man,  and  a  child  of  his  old  age,  a  little  one;  and  his  bro- 
ther is  dead,  and  he  alone  is  left  of  his  mother,  and  his  father 
loveth  him* 

21  And  thou  saidst  unto  thy  servants.  Bring  him  down 
unto  me  that  I  may  set  mine  eyes  upon  him. 

22  And  we  said  unto  my  Iprd,  The  lad  cannot  leave  his 
father :  for  if  he  should  leave  his  fother,  his  father  would 
die, 

23  And  thou  saidst  unto  thy  servants,  Except  your  youngest 
brother  come  down  with-  you,  ye  shall  jsee  my  face  no  more. 

24  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  we  came  up  unto  thy  ser* 
vant  my  father,  we  told  him  the  words  of  my  lord* 

25  And  our  father  said.  Go  again,  and  buy  tis  a  little 
food. 

26  And  we  said.  We  cannot  go  down :  if  our  youngest 
brother  be  with  us,  then  will  we  go  down  :  for  we  msty  not 
see  the  man's  face,  exqept  our  youngest  brother  be  with  us. 

27  And  thy  servant  my  father  said  udto  us.  Ye'  know  that 
my  wife  bare  me  two  fom : 

28  And  the  one  went  out  from  me,  and  I  ssud.  Surely  he 
b  torn  in  pieces ;  and  I  saw  him  not  since  : 

29  And  if  ye  take  this  also  from  me,  and  mischief  befal 
him,  ye  shall  bring  down  my  gray  hairs  with  sorrow  to  the 
grave. 

30  Now  therefore  when  I  come  to  thy  servant  my  father, 
mad  the  lad  be  not  with  us ;  (seeing  diat  his  life  is  bound  op  in 
the  lad*s  life;) 

51  It  shall  come  to  pass,  when  he  seeth  that  the  lad  is  not 
with  us,  thai  he  will  die :  and  thy  servants  shaD  bring  down 
the  grey  hairs  of  thy  servant  our  father  Siith  sorrow  to  the 
grave. 

32  For  thy  servant  became  surety  for  (he  lad  unto  my 

C  a  lather. 
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father^  mying^  K  I  bring  him  not  unto  thee^  then  I  ihJl 
bear  the  bhime  to  my  father  for  ever. 

33  Now  therefore^  I  pray  thee^  let  thy  servant  abide  in-^ 
ttead  ef  the  lad  a  bond-man  to  my  lord ;  and  let  the  lad  go 
up  with  his  brethren. 

34  For  bow  shall  I  go  up  to  my  father,  and  ^he  lad  be 
not  with^me  i  lest  peradveuture  I  see.  the  evil  that  shall  come 
on  my  father. 

CHAP.   XLV. 
1  Joseph  maketh  himulf  known  to  his  brethren.  9  He  sendeth 

for  his  father,  25  who  is  revived  at  the  news. 
n^HEN  Joseph  could  not  refrain  himself  before  all  them 
that  stood  by  him ;  and  he  cried.  Cause  every  man  to 
go  out  from  me.

3  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren,  I  am  Joseph ;  dotli 
my  father  yet  live  ?  And  his  brethren  could  not  answer  him ; 
for  they  were  troubled  at  his  presence. 

4  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren.  Come  near  to  me,  I 
pray  you.  And  they  came  near.  And  he  said,  I  am  Joseph 
your  brother,  whom  je  sold  into  Egypt. 

5  Now  therefore  be  not  grieved,  nor  angry  with  your- 
selves, that  ye  sold  me  hither :  for  God  did  send  me  before 
you  to  preserve  life. 

6  For  these  two  years  hath  the  famine  been  in  the  land  : 
and  yet  there  are  five  years,  in  the  which  there  shall  neither 
be  earing  nor  harvest. 

7  And  God  sent  me  before  you,  to  preserve  you  a  poste-

rity  in  the  earth,   and  to  save  your  lives   by  a  great  deli- 
verance. 

8  So  now  it  was  not  you  that  sent  me  hither,  but  God  : 
and  he  hath  made  me  a  father  to  Pharaoh,  and  lord  of  all  his 
house,  and  a  ruler  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 

9  ^  Haste  ye,  and  go  up  to  my  father, 'lemd  say  unto  him. 
Thus  saith  thy  son  Joseph,  God  hath  made  me  lord  of  all 
Egypt ;  come  down  unto  mej^  tarry  not : 

10  And 
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10  And  diou  shalt  dwell  in  the  land  of  Goshen^  md  thoo 
shalt  be  near  unto  me^  thou>  and  thy  children,  and  thy  chil< 
dren's  children^  and  thy  flocks^  wjfd  thy  herds^  and  all  diat 
Ihou  hast : 

11  And  there  will  I  nourish  thee ;  for  yet /Aere  are  five 
years  of  famine ;  lest  thou,  and  thy  houshold^  and  b\\  that  thou 
hast^  come  to  poverty. 

12  And  behold,  your  eyes  see,  and  the  eyes  of  my  brother 
Benjamm^  that  it  is  my  mouth  that  speaketh  unto  you. 

15  And  ye  shall  tell  my  father  of  all  my  glory  in  Egypt,  and 
of  all  that  ye  have  seen ;  and  ye  shall  haste^  and  bring  down 
'my  fatber  hither. 

14  And  he  fell  upon  bis  brother  Benjamin's  neck,  and 
irept ;  and  Benjamin  wept  upon  his  neek. 

15  Moreover  he  kissed  all  his  brethren,  and  wept  upon 
them :  and  after  that  his  brethren  talked  with  him. 

16  And  the  &me  thereof  was  heard  in  Pharaoh's  hou^> 
8Ayu%«  Joseph's  brethren  are  come :  and  it  pleased  Pharaoh 
well,  apd  his  servants. 

17  And  Hharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  Say  unto  thy  brethren^ 
This  do  ye ;  lade  your  beasts^  and  go,  get  yqu  unto  the  hmd 
ofCanaan; 

18  And  take  youc  father  and  your  housholds,  and  com^ 
unto  me :  and  1  will  give  you  tke  good  of  the  land  of  Egyptj 
and  ye  shall  .eat  the  hi  of  the  land 

19  Now  thou  art  commanded,  this  do  ye ;  take  you  "^rag- 
gons  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  for  your  little  ooes^  and  for  your 
wives,  and  bring  your  father,  and  come,    i 

20  Also  regard  not  your  stuff;  for  the  good  of  all  the  land 
^f  Egypt  M  ypurs. 

si  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  so :  and  Joseph  gavp 
them  waggons,  according  to  the  commandment  of  Pharaohj 
and  gave  them  provision  for  the  way.       ^ 

22  To  all  of  theih  he  gave  each  man  changes  of  raiment ; 
but  to  Benjamin  he  gave  three  hundred  piedcs  of  silver,  and 
five  changes  •f  raiment. 

23  And  to  his  father  he  sent  after  thi^  manner ;  tea  asses 
laden  with  the  good  things  of  Egypt,  and  ten  she-asses  laden 
withcoip  and  bread,  &nJ  meat  for  hb  father  by  the  way.

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fi4  So  he  sent  hia  bre^en  aw^-^  vid  they  dfpartjfed :  an4 
he  said  unto  tbem^  See  that  ye  fall  not  out  by  the  \>  ay. 

25  %  Md  they  went  up  out  of  Egypt,  aqd  came  into  the 
land  of  Canaan  unto  Jacob  their  father^ 

26  And  told  him,  raying,  Jpseph  is  yet  alive,  and  he  ii 
gQvernor  over  all  the  knd  of  Egypt.  And  Jacob's  heart 
fainted,  for  he  believed  them  not. 

97  And  they  told  him  all  the  words  of  Josephs  ^bich  he 
had  said  unto  them:  and  when  he  saw  the  waggons  which 
Joseph  had  seat  to  carry  him,  tfie  spirit  of  Jacob  their  fiither 
jevived : 

28  And  Israel  said.  It  is  enough ;  Joseph  my  son  is  yet 
idive :  I  will  go  ^nd  see  him  before  I  die. 
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CHAP.  XIX.

the  mount*    8  Their  answer.     16  His  feoif  id  presence. 
TN  the  third  month,  when  the  children  of  Israel  were  gone 
"v    forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  the  same  day  came  they 
into  the  wilderness  of  Sinai. 

2  For  they  were  departed  from  Rephidim,  and  were  come 
to  the  desert  of  Sinai,  and  had  pitched  in  the  wilderness  \  and 
there  Israel  encamped  before  the  mount.

10  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  X}o  unto  the  people,

Away,  get  thee  down^ 
and  thou  shalt  come  up,  thou  and  Aaion  with  thee  :  but  let 
not  the  priests  and  the  people  break  througb>  to  come  up  unto 
the  Lord,  lest  he  break  forth  upon  them. 

25  So  Moses  went  down  unto  the  people,  and  spake  unto 
thenu

8  Remember  the  sabbath  day>  to  keep  it  holy.

1 8  And  all  the  people  saw  the  thunderings  and  the  lightnings^ 
and  the  noise  of  the  trumpet,  and  the  mountain  smoking :

19  And  they  said  unto  Moses,  Speak  thou  with  us,  and 
we  will  hear :  but  let  not  God  speak  with  us,  lest  we  die.

21  And  the  people  stood  afar  off,  and  Moses  drew  near 
unto  the  thick  darkness  where  God  was. 

22  ^  And  the  Loun  said  uiito  Moses,,  Thus,  thou  shalt 
say  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  Ye  have  seen  that  I  have 
talked  with  you  from  heaven. 

23  Ye  shall  not 'make  with  me  gods  of  silver,  neither  shall 
ye  make  unto  you  gods  of  gold. 

24  f  An 
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24  ^  An  altar  of  earth  thou  shalt  make  unto  me^  and 
shalt  sacrifice  thereon  thy  burnt-offerings^  and  thy  peace* 
offerings^  thy  siieep^  and  thine  oxen:  in  all  places  iivhere  I 
record  my  name^  I  will  come  unto  thee,  and  I  will  bless 
thee. 

£5  And  if  thou  wilt  make  me  ao  altar  of  stone,  thou  shalt 
not  buikl  it  of  hewn  stone :  for  if  thoU  lift  up  thy  tool  upon 
it,  thou  hast  polluted  i}. 

d6  Neither  shalt  thou  go  up  by  steps  unto  mine  altar,  that 
thy  nakedness  be  not  discovered  thereon. 

DEUTERONOMY, 
r     CHAP.  IV. 

1  Ah  exhortation  to^  obedience.    41  Moses  appointeth  the 

three  cities  of  refuge  on  this  side  Jordan. 
"VrOW  therefore  hearken,  O  Israel,  unto  the  statutes  and 
unto  the  judgments  which  I  teach  you,  for  to  do  them, 
that  ye  may  live,  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the 
Lord  God  of  your  fathers  giveth  you. 

2  Ye  shall  not  add  unto  the  word  which  I  command  you, 
neither  shall  ye  diminish  ought  from  it,  that  ye  may  keep  the 
commandments  of  the  Loan  your  God  which  I  command 
you. 

d  Your  eyes  have  seen  what  die  Lord  did,  because  of 
Baal-peor:  for  all  the  men  that  followed  Baal-peor,  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  destroyed  them  from  among  you. 

4  But  ye  that  did  cleave  unto  the  Lord  your  God  are 
alive  every  one  of  you  this  day. 

5  Behold,  I  have  taught  you  statutes  and  judgments,  even 
as  the  Lord  my  God  commanded  me,  that  ye  should  do  so 
in  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it. 

6  Keep  therefore  and  do  them ;  for  this  is  your  wisdom 
and  your  understanding  in  the  sight  of  the  nations  which  shall 
hear  all  these  staUites,  and  say.  Surely  this  great  nation  is  a 
wise  and  understanding  people. 

7  For  what  nation  is  there  so  great,  who  hath  God  $o 
nich  unto  them  as  the  Lord  oni*  God  is  in  all  things  that  we 
call  upon  him  for  ? 

1  8  And 
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•  And  ^hat  nation  is  tiiere  $o  greats  that  hath  statutes  and 
jtidgm€n.t9  so  righteous  as  aQ  this  hiw  ivhich  I  set  before  you 
^s  day  i 

9  Only  take  heed  to  thyself^  and  keep  thy  soul  diligently, 
lest  thou  forget  the  things  nhich  thine  eyes  have  seen,  and 
lest  they  depart  from  thy  heart  all  the  days  of  thy  life :  but 
jt^eaoh  them  thy  sons^  and  thy  sons'  sons ; 

10  ^ypedalljf  the  day  that  thou  stoodest  before  the  Lord 
thy  God  in  Horeb,  when  the  Lord  si^id  unto  me^  Gather 
me  the  people  together,  and  I  will  make  them  hear  my  wOrdSj 
that  they  may  learn  to  fear  me  all  the  days  that  they  shall  live 
jipon  the  earth;  and  that  they  may  teach  their  children. . 

11  And  ye  came  near,  and  stood  under  the  mountain; 
imd  the  mountain  btumed  with  fire  unto  the  midst  of  heaven^ 
with  darkness,  cloudsi  and  thick  darkness.  / 

1^  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  you  out  of  the  midst  of  die 
fire :  ye  h&urd  the  vcuce  of  the  words^  but  saw  no  similiti^^ 
only  yt  heard  a  voice. 

13  And  he  declared  unto  you  his  covenant,  which  he  comr 
manded  you  to  perform,,  even  ten  commandments ;  and  he 
wrote  them  upon  two  tables  of  stone. 

14  And  the  Lord  commanded  me  tft  that  time  to  teach 
jou  statutes  and  judgments  that  ye  might  do  them  in  the  land 
whither  ye  go  over  to  possess  it. 

15  Take  ye  therefore  good  heed  unto  yourselves :  iw  ye 
saw  no  manner  of  similitude  on  the  day  that  the  Lord  spake 
udto  you  in  Horeb  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire :  ' 

16  Lest  ye  corrupt  yoursekes  and  make  you  a  graven 
image,  the  similitude  of  any  figure,  the  likeness  of  male  or 
female, 

17  The  likeness  of  ai^  beast  that  ispn  tji-s  earth,  the  like- 
ness of  any  winged  fowl  that  flieth  in  the  air, 

18  The  likeness  of  any  thing  that  creepeth  on  the  ground, 
die  likeness  of  any  fish  that  is  m  the  waters  beneath  the  earth  : 

19  And  lest  thou  lift  up  thme  eyes  unto  heaven,  and  when 

thou  seest  the  sun  and  the  moon,  and  the  stars,  even  all  the 

host  of  heaven,  shouldest  be  driven  to  worship  them,  and 

serve  them,  which  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  divided  unto 

all  nations  under  the  whole  heaven. 

£0  But 
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*  120  But  tUe  Lord  hath  taken  you^  and  brought  you  ftrth 
out  of  the  iron  furnace,  even  out  of  Egypt^  to  be  unto  him  ^ 
people  of  inheritance,  zsye  are  this  day. 

21  Furthermore,  the  Lord  was  angry  with  me  for  your 
sake9,  and  sware  that  I  should  not  go  over  Jordan,  and  that 
I  should  not  go  in  unto  that  good  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
givetb  thee  ybr  an  inheritance : 

9,2  But  I  must  die  in  this  land,  I  must  not  go  over  Jordan ; 
but  ye  shall  go  over,  and  possess  that  good  land. 

S3  Take  heed  unto  yourselves,  lest  ye  forget  the  covenant 
of  the  Lord  your  God,  which  he  made  with  you,  and  make 
you  a  graven  image,  or  the  likeness  of  any  thing  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  forbidden  thee. ' 

d4  For  the  Lord  thy  God  is  a  consuming  fire,  even  a 
jealous  God* 

2^  When  thou  shalt  beget  children,  and  children's  chil- 
dren, and  ye  shall  have  remained  long  in  the  land,  andshall 
corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven  image.  Or  the  likeness 
of  any  thing,  and  shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  thy 
God  to  provoke  him  to  anger : 

£6  I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  witness  i^ainst  you  this 
day,  that  3*e  shall  soon  utterly  perish  from  off  the  land  where- 
unto  ye  go  over  Jordan  to  possess  it :  ye  shall  not  prolong 
your  days  upon  it,  but  shall  utterly  be  destroyed. 
'  27  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  you  among  the  nations, 
and  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  nomber  among  the  heathen,  whe- 
ther the  Lord  shall  lead  you. 

28  And  there  ye  shall  serve  gods,  the  work  of  men's 
hands,  wood  and  stone,  which  neither  see,  nor  hear, .  no^ 
eat,  nor  smell. 

29  But  if  from  thence  thou  shalt  seek  the  Lord  thy  God, 
thou  shalt  find  him,  *f  thou  seek  him  with  all  thy  heart  and 
with  all  thy  soul. 

30  When  thou  art  in  tribulation,  and  all  these  things  are 
come  upon  tl;iee,  even  in  the  latter  days,  if  thou  turn  to  ihq 
Lord  thy  (iod,  and  .«^halt  be  obedient  unto  his  voice; 

3 1  (For  the  Lord  tljy  God  is  a  merciful  God;)  he  will  not 
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forsake  thee^  neither  destroy  tfaee^  nor  forget  the.  eovenant 
of  thy  fathers  ^hich  bcLSware  UQto  them. 

32  For  ask  now  of  the  days  that  are  past^  which  were  be* 
fore  thee^  since  the  day  that  God  created  man  upon  Hie 
earth,  and  ask  from,  the  one  .side  of  heaven  uatajtfae  other^ 
whether  there  hath  been  any  suck  iking  asihis  great  thing,  is^ 
or  hath  been  heard  like  it? 

33  Did  ever  people  hear  the  voice  of  God  speaking  out  of  ' 
the  midst  of  the  fire,  as  thou  hast  heard,  and  live  ? 

34  Or  bath  God  assayed  to  go^  and  take  him.  a  nation  front 
the  midst  of.  another  nation^  by  temptations,  by  signs,  and 
by  wonders,  and  bj  war^  and  by  a  mighty  handy  and  by  a 
stretched-out  arm,  and  by  great  terrors,  according  to  all 
that  the  LoKD  yeur  God  did  for  you  in  Egypt  before 
your  eyes? 

35  UiUo  thee  it  was  shewed,  that  thou  mightest  know  that 
the  Lord  he  is  God ;  there  is  none  else  beside  him^ 

36  Out  of  heaven  he  made  thee  to  hear  his^  voice,  that 
he  might  instruct  thee:  and  upon  earth  he  shewed  thee  his 
great  fire,  and  thou  heardest  his  words  out  of  the  midst  of 
the  fire. 

37  And  because  he  loved  thy  fathers,  therefore  he  chose 
their  seed  after  them,  and  brought  thee  out  in  his  sight  with 
his  mighty  power  out  of  Egypt ; 

38  To  drive  out  nations  from  before  thee,  greater  and 
mightier  than  thou  art^  to  bring  thee  in,  to  give  thee  their 
land  for  an  inheritance,  as  it  is  this  day. 

39  Know  therefore  this  day,  and  cousidcr  it  in  thine  hearty 
that  the  LoKD  he  is  God  in  heaven  above,  and  upon  tlus 
earth  beneatli :  there  is  none  else. 

40  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes,  and  his  com« 
mandments,  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that  it  may  go 
well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after  thee,  and  that 
thou  mayest  prolong  thy  days  upon  tlie  earth  which  the  LoB  d 
thy  God  giveth  thee,  for  ever. 

41  ^  Then  Moses  severed  tliree  cities  on  this  side  Jordan 
toward  the  sun-rising ; 

4^  That  the  slayer. mi^ht  flee  thither;  which  should  LiQ 
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)ib  n^kbour  unawares,  and  hated  him  not  m  times  pait  i 
and  that  fleeing  unto  one  of  these  citi^t  he  mi|^  liv#: 

43  Namely f  Beier  in  the  wilderness^  m  the  fdain  eountrjr 
of  the  RenUmites;  and  Ramoth  in  Gilead^  of  the  Gadites; 
and  Golan  in  Bashan,  of  the  Manassites. 

44  And  this  it  the  Uw  which  Moses  set  before  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel : 

45  These  are  the  testimonies,  and  the  statutes,  and  the 
judgments,  which  Moses  spake  unto  the  children  of  Israel^' 
after  they  came  forth  out  of  Egypt, 

46  On  thu  side  Jordan  in  the  valley  over  against  Beth* 
peor,  in  the  land  of  Sihon  lung  of  the  Amorites  who  dwelt 
at  Heshbon,  whom  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  smote^ 
after  they  were  come  forth  out  of  %ypt : 

47  And  they  possessed  his  land,  and  the  land  of  Og  king 
of  Bashan,  two  kings  of  the  Amorites,  which  were  on  this 
side  Jordan  toward  the  sun-rising ; 

48  From  Aroer,  which  ts  by  the  bank  of  the  river  Amon^ 
even  unto  mount  Sion,  which  is  Hermon. 

49  And  all  the  pkin  on  this  side  Jordan  east*ward^  even 
unto  the  sea  of  the  plain,  under  the  springs  of  Pisgah# 

CHAP.  V. 

1  The  covenant  in  Horeb.    6  The  ten  ctmmandmewiM.    S2 

At  the  peoples  request  Moses  receiveth  the  law/rtm  Sod. 

A  ND  Moses  called  all  Israel,  and  said  unto  them.  Hear, 

O  Israel,  the  statutes  and  judgments  which  I  speak  in- 

your  ears  tliis  day,  that  ye  giay  learn  them^  and  keep,  and 

do  them. 

2  The  LoBD  our  God  made  a  covenant  with  us  in  Horeb. 

3  The  Lord  made  not  this  covenant  with  our  fathers,  but 
with  us,  even  Us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive  this  day. 

4  The  Lord  talked  with  you  fiice  to  face  in  the  mount- 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire, 

5  (I  stood  between  the  Lord  and  you  at  that  time,  to  shew 
you  the  word  of  the  Lord  :  for  ye  were  afraid  by  reason  of 
die  fire,  and  went  not  up  into  the  mount;)  saying, 

6  ^  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  brought  thee  out  of 
die  land  of  Egypt^  ft'om  the  house  of  bondage. 

7  Thou 
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7  Thou  ahalt  have  none  other  gods  before  me* 

8  Thou  shalt  not  make  thee  any  graven  image^  or  any 
likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  ci  in  the 
earth  beneath,  or  that » in  the  waters  beneath  the  earth: 

9  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  nnto  them,  nor  serve 
them :  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting 
the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third 
and  IbufA  generation  of  them  that  hate  me, 

10  And  ^shewing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  lov« 
me,  and  keep  my  commandments. 

1 1  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in 
vain :  for  the  Lord  villi  not  hold  Aim  guiltless  that  taketk 
his  name  in  vain* 

12  Keep  the  sabbath  day  ta  sanctify  it,  as  the  Lord  thj 
God  hath  commanded  thee.    . 

13.  Six  days  thou  shah  labour,  and  do  all  thy  vroric : 
U  But  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbadi  of  the  Lord  tlif 
God :  in  it  thou  shsilt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  mm, 
nor  thy  daughter,  nor  thy  man  servant,  nor  thy  maid  setvnnf^ 
nor  thine  ox,  nor  thine  ass,  nor  any  of  thy  cattle,  nor  ifay 
stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates ;  that  thy  num  servant  ami 
thy  maid  servant  may  rest  as  well  as  thou. 

15  And  remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  that  the  Lord  diy  God  brought  thee  out  theooa 
through  a  mighty  hand,  and  by  a  stretched-out  arm:  there- 
fore the  Lord  thy  God  conunanded  thee  to  keep  the  sab- 
bath day. 

16  Honour  thy  fathef  and  thy  mother,  as  the  Lord  t^ 
God  hath  commanded  thee ;  that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged, 
and  that  it  may  go  well  with  thee,  in  the  land  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 

17  Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

18  Neither  shalt  thou  commit  adtdtevy. 

19  Neither  shalt  thou  steal. 

£0  Neither  shalt  thou  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neigh- 
bour. 

2 1  Neither  shalt  thou  desire  thy  neighbour's  wife,  neither 
/ihalt  thou  covet  thy  neighbour's  house,  his  field,  or  his  maa 

servant^ 
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aervant^  or  his  maid  servant^  his  ox,  or  his  ass^  or  any  thing 
that  is  thy  neighbour's. 

£2  f  These  words  the  Lord  spake  unto  all  your  assembly 
in  the  mount  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire^  of  the  cloud,  and 
of  the  thick  darkness,  with  a  great  voice  :  and  he  added  no 
more.  And  he  wrote  them  'm  two  tables  of  stone,  and  deli- 
vered diem  unto  me. 

£3  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  ye  heard  the  voice  out  of 
tile  midst  of  the  darkness  (for  the  mountain  did  bum  with 
fire,)  that  ye  came  near  unto  me,  even  all  the  heads  of  your 
tribes,  and  your  elders  ; 

24  And  ye  said.  Behold,  the  Lord  our  God  hath  shewed 
us  his  glory  and  his  greatness,  and  we  have  heard  his  voice 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire  :  we  have  seen  this  day  that  God 
doth  talk  with  man,  and  he  liveth. 

£S  Now  therefore  why  should  we  die  ?  for  this  great  fire 
will  consume  us :  if  we  hear  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our  God 
any  more,  then  we  shall  die. 

26  For  who  is  there  ofvil  flesh  that  hath  heard  the  voice 
of  the  living  God,  speaking  out  ot  the  midst  of  the  fire,  as 
we  Aave,  and  lived  i 

27  Go  thou  near,  and  hear  all  that  the  Lord  our  God 
shall  say :  and  speak  thou  unto  us  all  that  the  Lord  our  God 
shall  speak  unto  thee ;  and  we  will  hear  it,  and  do  it. 

28  And  the  Lord  heard  the  voice  of  your  words,  when 
ye  spake  unto  me;  and  the  Lord  said  tinto  me,  I  have 
heard  thie  voice  of  the  words  of  this  people  which  they 
have  spoken  unto  thee :  they  have  well  said  all  that  they 
have  spoken. 

29  O  that  there  were  such  ah  heart  in  them  that  they 
would  fear  me,  and  keep  all  my  commandments  always,  that 
it  might  be  well  with  them  and  with  tlieir  children  for  ever! 

SO  Go,  say  to  them,  get  you  into  your  tents  again. 

31  But  as  for  thee,  stand  thou  here  by  me,  and  I  will  speak 
unto  thee  all  the  commandments,  and  the  statutes,  and  the 
judgments,  which  thou  shalt  teach  them,  that  they  may  do 
them  in  tlie  land  which  I  give  them  to  possess  it. 

32  Ye  shall  observe  to  do  therefore  as  the  Lo  R  D  your  God 

hath 
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hath  commanded  you  :  ye  shall  not  turn  aside  to  the  right  hand 
or  to  the  left. 

33  Ye  shall  walk  in  all  the  ways  which  the  Loud  your 
God  hath  commanded  you,  that  ye  may  live,  and  that  it  may 
be  well  with  you,  and  thai  ye  may  prolong  your  days  in  the 
land  which  ye  shall  possess. 

CHAP.  VI. 
1  The  end  of  the  law  is  obedience.  3  An  exhortation  thereto. 
OW  tliese  are  the  commandments,  the  statutes,  and  the 
juogments  which  the  Lobd  your  God  commanded  to 
teach  you,  that  ye  might  do  them  in  the  land  whither  ye.  go  to 
possess  it : 

^2  That  thou  mightest  fear  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  all 
his  statutes  and  his  commandments  which  I  command  thee, 
thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  son's  son,  all  tlie  days  of  thy  life,  and 
that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged. 

S  %  Hear  therefore,  O  Israel,  and  observe  to  do  it;  that 
it  may  he  well  with  thee,  and  that  ye  may  increase  mightily, 
as  the  Lord  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  promised  thee^  in  the 
land  that  floweth  w  ith  milk  and  honey. 

4  Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lokd  our  Gon  is  one  Lord. 

5  And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might. 

6  And  these  words  which  I  command  thee  this  day  shall 
be  in  thine  heart : 

7  And  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  children, 
and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and 
when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down, 
and  when  thou  risest  up. 

8  And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thine  hand, 
and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thine  eyes. 

9  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  posts  of  thy  house, 
and  on  thy  gates. 

10  And  it  shall  be,  when  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  have 
brought  thee  into  the  land  which  he  sware  unto  Ihy  fathers, 
to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  thee,  gieat  and 
goodly  cities,  which,  thou  buildest  not, 

1 1  And  houses  fuU  of  all  good  things^  which  thou  fiUedst 
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not,  and  welb  digged,  which  thou  diggedst  not,  vineyards 
and  olive  trees,  which  thou  plantedst  not,  when  diou  shalt 
have  eaten,  and  be  full ; 

12  Then  beware  lest  thou  forget  the  Lord  which  brought 
thee  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  house  of 
bondage.  « 

13  Thou  shalt  fear  the  Loup  thy  God,  and  serve  him, 
and  shalt  swear  by  his  name. 

14  Ye  shall  not  go  aider  other  gods,  of  the  gods  of  the 
people  which  art  round  about  you ; 

15  (For  the  Loan  thy  God  is  a  jealous  God  among  you) 
lest  the  ang^r  of  the  LoRP  thy  God  be  kindled  against  thee, 
and  destroy  thee  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 

16  Ye  shall  not  tempt  the  Lord  your  God,  as  ye  tempted 
him  in  Massah* 

17  Ye  shall  diligently  keep  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord  your  God,  andJiis  testimonies,  and  his  statutes  which 
he  hath  commanded  thee. 

18  And  thou  shalt  do  that  which  is  right  and  good  In  the 
sight  of  the  Lo>iD  ;  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee>  and  that 
thou  mayest  gp  in  i|nd  possess  the  good  land  which  the 
LoRO^ware  unto  thy  father?, 

19  To  cast  out  all  thine  enemies  from  before  thee,  as  the 
LoRP  hath  spoken. 

20  And  when  thy  son  asketh  thee  in  time  to  come,  staying, 
\yhat  mean  the  testimonies,  and  the  statutes,  and  the  judg- 
ments which  the  Lo]pp  our  God  hatji  commanded  yau  ? 

21  Then  thou  shalt  say  unto  thy  son.  We  were  Pharaoh's 
bond-meq  in  Egypt  \  and  the  Lo|tD  broi^ht  us  put  of  Egvpt 
with  a  mighty  hand : 

$2  And  the  Lord  shewed  signs  and  wonders,  great  and 
sore,  upon  Egypt^  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  houshold, 
before  our  eyes : 

23  And  he  brought  us  out  from  thence,  that  he  might  bring 
ns  in,  tp  give  us  the  land  which  he  aware  upto  our  fathers. 

24  ^nd  the  Lord  conunanded  us  to  do  all  these  statutes, 
to  fear  the  Lord  our  God,  for  our  good  always,  thfit  he 
might  preserve  us  alive  as  it  is  at  this  day. 

28  And 
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25  And  it  shall  be  our  righteousness^  if  we  observe  to  do 
all  these  comma ndments  before  the  LoRB  our  God,  as  he 
liath  commanded  us. 

CHAP.  vm. 

1  ^'in  exhortation  to  oherlience  in  regard  of  God's  dealing 

with  them, 

A  LL  the  commandments  which  I  command  thee  this  day 
shall  ye  observe  to  do^  that  ye  may  li\  e,  and  multiply,  and 
go  hi  and  possess  the  lund  which  the  Lord  sware  imto  your 
fathers. 

-  2  And  thou  shalt  remember  all  the  way  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  led  thee  these  forty  years  in  the  wilderness,  to  humble 
thee,  and  to  prove'  thee,  to  know  what  was  in  thine  heart, 
'ithcther  thou  wouldest  keep  his  commandments,  or  no. 

3  And  he  humbled  thee,  and  sufi'ered  thee  to  hunger,  and 
fed  thee  with  manna,  w  hich  thou  knewest  not,  neither  did  thy 
lathers  know ;  that  he  might  make  thee  know  that  man  doth 
not  live  by  bread  only,  but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out 
of  the  mouth  of  the  LpRD  doth  man  live. 

4  I'hy  raiment  waxed  not  old  upon  thee,  neither  did  thy 
foot  swell  these  forty  years^ 

5  Thou  shalt  also  consider  in  thine  heart,  that  as  a  man 
chasteoeth  his  son,  so  the  Lord  t^iy  God  chasteneth  thee* 

6  Therefpre  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord  thy  God,  to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to  fear  him. 

7  For  the  Lord  thy  God  bringeth  thee  into  a  good  land,  a 
land  of  brooks  of  water,  of  fountains,  and  depths  that  spring 
out  of  valleys  and  hilb ; 

8  A  lanJ  of  w  heat  and  barley,  and  vines,  and  fig  trees,  and 
pomegranates,  a  land  of  oil-olive,  and  honey ;  , 

9  A  land  \f\1ierein  thou  shalt  eat  bread  without  scarceness, 
thou  shalt  not  lack  any  thing  in  it ;  a  land  whose  stones  are 
iron,  and  out  of  v  hose  bills  thou  mayest  dig  brass. 

1 0  When  thou  hast  eaten  and  art  AiU,  then  thou  shalt  bless 
the  Lord  diy  God  for  the  good  land  which  he  hath  given 
thee. 

1 1  Beware  that  thou  forget  not  the  LoR  d  thy  God,  in  not 

D  2  keeping 
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keeping  his  commandments^  and  his  Judgments^  and  bis  sta- 
tutes^ which  I  command  thee  this  day : 

12  Ij^twhen  thou  hast  eaten  and  art  full^  and  hast  built 
goodly  houses^  and  dwelt  therein ; 

13  And  when  thy  herds  and  thy  flocks  multiply,  and  thy 
silver  and  thy  gold  is  muhiplied^  and  all  that  thou  hast  is 
multiplied ; 

14  Tiien  thine  heart  be  lifted  up,  and  tliou  forget  the  Lord 
thy  God,  which  brought  thee  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
from  the  bouse  of  bondage  ; 

15  Who  led  thee  through  that  great  and  teriible  wilderness^ 
wherein  were  fiery  serpents,  and  scorpions,  and  drought, 
where  there  was  no  water ;  who  brought  thee  forth  water  out 
of  the  rock  of  flint ; 

16  Who  fed  thee  in  the  wilderness  with  manna,  which  thy 
fathers  knew  not,  that  he  might  humble  thee,  and  that  he 
might  prove  thee,  to  do  thee  good  at  thy  latter  end ; 

17  And  thou  say  in  thine  heart.  My  power  and  the  might 
of  my  hand  hath  gotten  me  thb  wealth. 

}8  But  thou  shalt  remember  the  L«iRO  thy  God:  for 
it  is  he  that  giveth  thee  power  to  get  wealth,  that  he  may 
establish  his  covenant  which  he  sware  unto  thy  fathers,  as  it 
is  this  day.  ' 

IQ  And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  do  at  all  forget  the  Lord  thy 
God,  and  walk  after  other  gods,  and  serve  them,  and  worship 
them,  I  testify  against  you  this  day  that  ye  shall  surely  perish. 

20  As  the  nations  which  the  Lord  dcstroycth  befoi;e  your 
face,  so  shall)  ye  perish ;  because  ye  would  not  be  obedient 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  your  God. 

CHAP.   IX. 
1  Moses  dissuadeth  them  from  the  opinion  of  their  own 

righteousness,  by  rehearsing  their  several  rebel/ions. 
TJ  £AR,  O  Israel :  Thou  art  to  pass  over  Jordan  this  day, 
to  go  in  to  possess  nations  greater  and  mightier  than  thy- 
self, cities  great  and  fenced  up  to  heaven, 

2  A  people  great  and  tali,  the  children  of  the  Anakims, 
whom  thou  kuowest,  and  of  whom  thou  hast  heard  say.  Who 
can  stand  before  the  children  of  Anak  ^ 

3  Under-j 
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3  Understand  therefore  tliis  day^  that  the  Lord  Ihy  Qod 
is  he  which  goeth  over  before  thee ;  as  a  consuming  fire  he 
sliall  destroy  them^  and  he  shall  bring  theni  down  before  thy 
face :  so  shalt  thou  drive  them  out,  and  destroy  them  quickly, 
as  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  thee. 

4  Speak  not  thou  in  tliine  heart,  after  that  the  Lord  tbjr 
God  hath,  cast  them  out  from  before  thee,  saying.  For  my 
righteousness  the  Lord  hath  brought  me  in  to  possess  this 
land  :  but  for  the  wickedness  of  these  nations  the  Lord  doth 
drive  them  out  from  before  thee. 

5  Not  for  thy  righteousness,  or  for  theuprigbtne?s  of  thine 
heart  dost  thou  go  to  possess  their  land :  but  for  the  wicked- 
ness of  these  nations  the  Lord  thy  God  doth  drive  them  out 
from  before  thee>  and  that  he  may  perform  the  word  which 
the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  &thers^  Abraham,  Isaac, and  Jacob. 

6  Understand  therefore,that  tlie  Lord  tliy  Godgive^h  theC 
not  this  good  land  to  possess  it  for  thy  righteousness;  for  thou 
art  2L  stiff-necked  people. 

7  Remember,  and  forget  not  how  thou  provokedst  the 
Lord  thy  God  to  wrath  in  the  wilderness :  from  the  day 
that  thou  didst  deptKt  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  until  ye  came 
unto  this  place,  ye  have  been  reb^ious  against  the  Lord. 

8  Also  in  Horeb  ye  provoked  the  Lord  to  wrath,  so  that 
the  Lord  was  angiy  with  you,  to  have  destroyed  you* 

9  When  I  was  gone  up  into  the  mount  to  receive  the  tables 
of  stone,  even  the  tables  of  the  covenant  which  the  Lord 
made  with  you,  then  I  abode  in  the  mount,  forty  days  and 
forty  nights^  I  neither  did  eat  bread  nor  druik  water : 

10  And  the  Lord  delivered  unto  me  two  tables  of  stone 
written  with  the  finger  of  God ;  and  OH-th'em  tros  trrtf /cn-ac-* 
cording  to  all  the  words  which  the  L#rd  spake  with  you  in 
the  mount  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  in  the  day  of  the 
assembly. 

1 1  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  forty^days  and  forty 
nights,  that  the  Ix>RD  gave  me  tlie  two  tables  of  stone,  even 
the  tables  of  the  covenant.  . . « 

12  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Arise,  get  thee  down 
quickly  from  hence ;  for  thy  people  \Yhich  thou  bust  brought 
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forth  out  of  Egypt  have- corrupted  themselves ;  thcv  are  quickly 
turned  aside  out  of  ttie  May  which  I  commanded  them;  they 
have  made  them  a  moltcti  image. 

15  Furthermore,  th«»  Lord  spake  unto  me,  saying,  I  have 
seen  this  people,  and  behold,  it  is  a  ^tifF-ucckcd  people : 

14  Let  me  alone,  that  I  may  destroy  tliem,  and  blot  out 
their  came  from  under  heaven :  and  I  \\\\\  make  of  thee  a 
nation  mightier  and  greater  tlian  tlicy. 

15  So  I  turned  and  came  down  frc%m  the  mount,  and  the 
mount  burned  with  fire  :  and  the  two  tables  of  the  covenant 
were  in  my  two  hands. 

16  And^  I  looked,  and  behold,  ye  had  sinned  against  the 
Lord  your  God,  and  liud  made  you  a  molten  calf:  ye  had 
turned  aside  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  the  Lord  had 
commanded  you. 

17  And  I  took  the  two  tables,  and  cast  diem  out  of  my  two 
hands,  and  brake  them  before  vour  eves. 

18  And  I  fell  down  before  the  Lord  as  at  the  first,  forty 
days  and  forty  nights:  1  did  neither  eat  bread  nor  drink  water, 
because  of  ail  yonr  sins  which  ye  sinned,  in  doing  wickedly  in 
the  sight  of  the  Iy)RD,  to  provoke,  him  to  auger. 

19  For  1  waji  afraid  of  the  an«ier  and  hot  displeasure  where- 
with tlie  Lord  was  wroth  again$t  yt>u  to  destroy  you.  But 
the  Lord  hearkened  unto  me  at  thuttimt^  also. 

CO  And  the  Lord  was  very  angry  witli  Aaron  to  have  de- 
itrdycd  him :  And  I  prayed  f<»r  Aaron  also  ihe  same  time. 
*  21  And  I  took  your  sin,  the  calf  \Uiich  ye  had  made,  aiid 
burnt  it  with  fire,  and  stamped  it,  a W  ground  it  ver}'  small 
totn  tmtil  it  was  as  small  as  flu^t :  and  1  cast  the  dust  thereof 
into  tlie  brook  that  descended  out  of  the  moimt: 

12  And  at  Taberah,  and  at  Massah,  and  at  Kibroth-hat- 
teftvah^  ye  provoked  the  Lor  d  to  wrath. 

9%  Likewise  when  the  Lord  sent  you  from  Kadesh  bar^ 
nea^  saying.  Go  up  and  possess  the  land  which  I  Iiave  given 
you ;  tlien  ye  rebelled  against  the  comknandment  of  the  Lord 
jrour  God^  and  ye  believed  him  not,  nor  hearkened  to  his 
toice* 

24  Ye 
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24  Ye  have  been  rebellious  against  the  Lord  from  the  day 
that  I  knew  you. 

25  Thus  I  fell  do^vn  before  the  Lord  forty  days  and  forty 
nights,  as  I  fell  down  at  the  first ;  because  the  Lord  had 
said  he  would  destroy  you. 

26  I  prayed  therefore  unto  the  Lord^  and  said,  O  Lord 
God,  destroy  not  thy  people  and  tliine  inheritance,  which  thou 
hast  redeemed  through  thy  greatness,  which  thou  hast  brought 
forth  out  of  Egypt  with  a  mighty  hand. 

27  Remember  thy  servants,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  \ 
look  not  unto  the  stubbornness  of  this  people,  nor  to  their 
wickedness,  nor  to  their  sin  •: 

t8  Lest  the  land  whence  thoii  broughtest  us  out  say.  Be- 
cause the  Lord  was  noi  able  to  bring  them  mto  the  land 
which  he  promised  them,  and  because  he  hated  them>  he 
hath  brought  them  out  to  slay  them  in  the  wilderness. 

29  Yet  they  art  thy  people,  and  thine  inheritance  which 
thou  broughtest  out  by  thy  mighty  power,  and  by  thy  stretched- 
out  arm. 

CHAP.   X. 
1  God^s  mercy  in  restoring  the  two  tables.     1£  Jn  exhorta^ 

tion  to  obedience. 
AT  that  time  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Hew  thee  two  tables 
of  stone  like  unto  the  first,  and  come  up  unto  n)e  into  the 
mount,  and  make  thee  an  ark  of  wood. 

2  And  I  will  write  on  the  tables  the  words  that  were  in  the 
first  tables  which  thou  brakedst^  and  thou  shalt  put  them  in 

^the  ark. 

3  And  I  made  an  ark  o/*  shittim-wbod,  and  hewed  two 
tables  of  stone  like  unto  the  first,  and  went  up  into  the  mounts 
iuiving  the  two  tables  in  mine  hand. 

4  And  he  wrote  on  the  taJJes  according  to  the  first  writingj|^ 
the  ten  commandments,  which  the  Lord  spake  unto  you  in 
the  mounts  out  q(  the  midst  of  the  fire,  in  the  day  of  the  as- 
sembly :  and  the  Lord  gave  them  unto  me. 

5  And  I  turned  myself  and  came  down  from  the  mount, 
and  put  the  tables  in  the  ark  which  I  had  made ;  and  there  the^ 
be,  as  the  LoRb  commanded  me. 

D  4  6  And 
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6  And  the  children  of  Israel  took  their  jouraej  from 
Beeroth  of  the  children  of  Jaakan^  to  Mosera :  there  Aaron 
died^  and  there  he  ^^  as  buried  ^  and  Eleazar  his  son  ministered 
in  the  priest's  office  in  his  stead. 

7  From  thence  they  journeyed  unto  Gudgodah ;  and  from 
Gudgodah  to  Jotbath^  a  land  of  rivers  of  Nvaters. 

8  At  that  time  the  Lord' separated  the  tribe  of  Levi,  to 
bear  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord^  to  stand  before 
the  Lord  to  minister  unto  him,  and  to  bless  in  his  nanie^ 
unto  this  day. 

9  Wherefore  Levi  hath  no  part  nor  inheritance  with  his 
bretliren ;  the  Lord  is  his  inheritance^  according  as  the 
Lord  thy  God  promised  huii. 

10  And  I  stayed  in  the  mount,  according  to  the  first  time, 
forty  days  and  forty  nights ;  and  the  Lord  hearkened 
mito  me  at  that  time  also,  and  the  Lohd  would  not  destroy 
thee. 

11  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Arise,  take  ^Ay  journey 
before  the  people,  that  they  may  go  in  and  possess  the  land 
which  I  sware  unto  their  fathers  to  give  unto  tliem. 

12  ^  And  now,  Israel,  what  doth  the  Lord  thy  God  re- 
quire of  thee,  but  to  fear  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  walk  in  all 
his  ways,  and  to  love  him,  and  to  serve  the  LoR  d  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul, 

13  To  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord,  and  his 
statutes,  which  I  command  thee  this  day  fur  thy  good  ? 

14  Behold,  the  heaven,  and  the  heaven  of  heavens  is  the 
Lord's  thy  God,  the  earth  ako  with  all  that  therein  is. 

15  Only  the  Lord  had  a  delight  in  thy  fathers  to  love 
them,  and  he  chose  their  setd  after  them,  tvtn  you  above  all 
people^,  as  it  is  this  day. 

16  Circumcise  therefore  the  foreskin  of  your  heart,  and 
be  no  more  stitl-iiecked. 

17  For  the  Lord  your  God  is  God  of  gods,  and  Lord  of 
lords,  a  great  God,  a  niighty,  and  a  terrible,  which  regardeth 
not  persons,  nor  takcth  reward  : 

18  He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of  tlie  fatherless  and 

widow. 
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M  idow^  and  lovetli  the  stranger^  m  giving  him  food  and  rai-^ 

ment. 

19  Love  ye  therefore  the  stranger :  for  ye  were  strangers 
in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

20  Thou  shalt  fear  the  Lord  tliyGod;  him  shalt  thou 
serve^  and  to  him  shalt  thou  cleave^  and  swear  by  his  name. 

21  He  is  thy  praise,  and  he  i$  thy  God>  Uiat  hath  done 
for  thee  these  great  and  terrible  things,  which  thine  eyes 
have  seen. 

22  Thy  fathers  went  down  into  Egypt  with  threescore  and 
ten  persons ;  and  now  the  Loud  thy  God  hath  made  thee  as 
the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude. 

CHAP.  XL 
I  Jn  exhortation  to  obedience.     26  jd  blessing  and  a  curse 

is  set  before  them. 
nrHerefore  thou  shalt  love  the  Lobd  thy  God,  and  keep 
his  charge,  and  his  statutes,   and  his  judlgements,  and 
his  commandments  alway.  ^ 

Q  And  know  ye  this,  day :  for  /  speak  not  with  your  chil- 
dix^,  which  have  not  known,  and  which  have  not  seen  the 
chastisement  of  the  Lord  your  God,  hb  greatness,  bis 
mighty  hand^  and  his  stretched-out  armj, 

3  And  his  miracles,  and  his  acts  which  he  did  in  the  midst 
of  Egypt,  unto  Pharaoh  the  king  of  £^pt,  and  unto  all  his 
land;  . 

4  And  what  he  did^  unto  the  army  of  Egypt,  unto  their 
horses,  and  to  their  chariots  ;  how  he  made  the  water  of  the 
Red  sea  to  overflow  them  as  Uiey  pursued  after  you,  and  how 
the  Lord  hath  destroyed  them  unto  this  day ; 

5  And  what  he  did  unto  you  in  the  wilderness,  until  ye 
came  into  this  place ; 

6  And  what  he  did  unto  Dathan  and  Abiram,  the  sons  of 
Eliab,  the  son  of  Reuben :  how  the  earth  opened  her  mouthy 
and  swallowed  them  up,  and  their  housholds,  and  their 
tents,  and  all  the  substance  that  was  in  their  possession  in 
the  midst  of  all  Israel : 

7  But  your  eyes  have  seen  all  the  great  kcts  of  the  Lob^j 
which  he  did. 

5  8  There- 
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8  Therefore  shall  ye  keep  all  the  commandments  \vhich 
I  command  you  this  day,  that  ye  may  be  strong,  and  go  in, 
•and  possess  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it ; 

9  And  that  ye  may  prolong  your  days  in  the  land  which  the 
Lord  sware  unto  your  ikthers  to  give  unto  them  and  to  their 
seed,  a  land  tliat  floweth  with  milk  and  honey. 

10  For  the  laud  whither  *thou  goest  in  to  possess  it,  is  not 
as  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  whence  ye  came  oilt,  wher^  thou 
sowedst  thy  seed,  and  wateredst  it  with  thy  foot,  as  a  garden 
of  herbs : 

1 1  But  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it,  is  a  land  of 
hills  and  valleys,  and  drinketh  water  of  the  rain  of  heaven  : 

12  A  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  careth  for  :  the  eyes 
of  the  Lord  thy  God  are  always  upon  it,  from  the  beginning 
of  the  year  even  unto  the  end  of  the  year. 

13  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  shall  hearken  diligently 
unto  my  commandments  which  I  command  you  this  day,  to 
love  die«LoRD  your  God,  and  to  serve  him  with  all  your 
heart  and  with  all  your  soul, 

14  That  I  will  give  you  tlie  rain  of  your  land  in  his  due 
season,  the  first  rain  and  the  latter  rain,  that  thou  mayest 
gather  in  thy  corn,  and  thy  wine,  and  thine  oil. 

15  And  I  will  send  grass  in  thy  fields  for  thy  cattle,  that 
thou  mavest  eat  and  be  iiill. 

16  Take  heed  to  yourselves,  that  your  heart  be  not 
deceived,  and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  wor- 
ship them ; 

17  And  then  the  Lord's  wrath  be  kindled  against  you, 
and  he  shut  up  the  heaven  that  there  be  no  rain,  and  that  the 
land  yield  not  her  fruit ;  and  lest  ye  perish  quickly  from  off 
the  good  land  which  the  Iaird  givoth  you. 

18  ITierefore  shall  }e  lay  up  these  my  words  in  your  heart 
and  in  your  soul,  and  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  handi, 
Aat  they  may  be  as  frontlets  between  your  eyes. 

id  And  ye  shall  teach  them  your  children,  speaking 
of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou 
walkest  by  the  way,  when  thou  licst  down,  and  when  tkou 
up. 

£0  And 
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QO  Aud  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts  of  thine 
house^  and  upon  thy  gates : 

2 1  That  your  days  may  be  multiplied,  and  the  dap  of  your 
children,  in  the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fetliers 
to  give  tliem,  as  the  days  of  heaven  upon  the  eardi. 

22  For  if  ye  shall  diligently  keep  all  these  commandments 
which  I  command  you  to  do  them,  to  love  the  Lord  your 
God,  to  walk  in  all  his  ways,  and  to  cleave  unto  him ; 

£3  Then  will  the  Lord  drive  out  all  diese  nations  firom 
before  you,  and  ye  shall  possess  greater  nations  and  mightier 
tjian  yourselves. 

f  4  Every  place  whereon  the  soles  of  your  feet  shall  tread 
shall  be  yours  :  from  the  wilderness,  and  Lebanon,  from  the 
river,  the  river  Euphrates,  even  unto  the  uttermost  sea,  shall 
your  coast  be. 

125  Tlicre  slmll  no  man  be  able  to  stand  before  you :  for 
the  Lord  your  God  shall  la^  the  tear  of  you,  and  the  dread 
pf  you  upon  all  the  laud  that  ye  diall  tread  upon,  as  he*hath 
said  unto  you. 

26  ^  Behold,  I  set  before  you  this  day  a  blessing  and  a 


curse ; 


27  A  blessing,  if  ye  obey  the  commandments  •f  the  LofiD 
vour  God,  which  I  command  you. this  day : 

28  And  a  curse,  if  ye  will  not  obey  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  your  God,  but  turn  aside  out  of  the  way  which  I 
command  you  this  day,  to  go  after  other  gods,  which  ye  have 
not  known. 

29  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  the  Lord  thy  God 
halh  brought  tliee  in  unto  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  pos* 
scss  it,  that  thou  shalt  put  the  blessing  upon  mount  Gerixim, 
and  the  curse  upon  mount  EbaL  ^ 

30  Jre  they  not  on  the  other  side  Jordan,  by  the  way  when 
the  sun  goeth  down^  in  the  land  of  the  Canaanites^  which 
dwell  in  the  champaign  over  against  Gilgal^  beside  the  plaint 
of  Moreh  i 

81  For  ye  sliall  pass  over  Jordan,  to  go  in  to  possess  the 

land  which  the  Lord  your  God  giveth  you,  and  y#  shall 

possess  it^  and  dwell  therem. 
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32  And  ye  shall  observe  to  do  all  the  statutes  and  jud 
meats  which  I  set  before  you  this  day. 

CHAP.  XXVIII. 
1  The  blessings  f^r  obedience.      15  The  curses  for  dis^ 

obedience. 

A  ND  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  shalt  hearken  diligently 

unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observe  and  to 

do  all  his  commandments  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 

that  the  Lokx>  thy  God  will  set  thee  on  high  above  all  na« 

tjons  of  the  earth : 

t  And  all  these  blessings  shall  come  on  thee,  and  over- 
take thee,  if  thou  shalt  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lobd 
thy  God. 

3  Blessed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  blessed  shalt  thou 
be  in  the  field. 

4  Blessed  shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of 
thy  ground,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  the  increase  of  thy  kine, 
and  the  flocks  of  thy  sheep. 

5  Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy  store. 

6  Blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and  blessed 
shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out. 

7  The  Lord  shall  cduse  tliiue  enemies  that  rise  up  against 
thee  to  be  smitten  before  thy  face :  they  shall  come  out  against 
thee  one  way,  and  flee  before  itliee  seven  ways. 

8  The  Lqrd  shall  command  the  blessing  upon  thee  in  thy 
store  houseSj  and  in  all  that  (hou  settest  thine  hand  unto ;  and 
he  shall  bless  thee  in  die  luud  which  the  Lorb  thy  God 
giveth  thee.  ^ 

9  The  Lord  shall  establish  thcc  an  holy  people  unto  him- 
self, as  he  has  sworn  unto  thee^  if  thou  shalt  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  walk  in  his  ways. 

10  And  all  the  people  of  the  earth  shall  see  that  thou  art 
called  by  the  name  of  the  Lord';  and  they  shall  be  afraid  of 
thee. 

1 1  And  the  Lord  shall  make  thee  plenteous  in  goods,  iii 
the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle^  and  in  the 
fruit  of  thy  ground,  in  the  land  which  the  Lorp  swarc  unto 
thy  fati^rs  to  give  thee. 

12  The 
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« 

12  The  Lord  shall  open  unto  thee  his  good  treasure,  die 
beaven  to  give  the  rain  unto  thy  land  in  his  season,  and  to 

« 

bless  all  the  work  of  thine  hand :  and  thou  shalt  lend  unto 
many  nations,  and  thou  shalt  not  borrow. 

13  And  the  Lord  shall  make  tliee  the  head,  and  not  die 
tail ;  and  thou  shalt  be  above  only,  and  thou  shalt  not  be  be- 
neath ;  if  that  thou  hearken  unto  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord  thy  God  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  to  observe 
and  to  do  them : 

I  ^  And  thou  shalt  not  go  aside  from  any  of  the  words  which 
i  command  thee  this  day,  to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left,  to 
go  after  other  gods  to  serve  them. 

13  %  But  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  hearken 
jjnto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observe  to  do  all 
his  commandments  and  his  statutes  which  I  command  thee 
this  day :  that  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  over- 
take thee : 

16  Cursed  shalt  thou  he  in  the  city,  and  cursed  shalt  thou 
be  in  the  field. 

17  Cursed  shall  be  thy  basket,  and  thy  store. 

1 8  Cursed  shall  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy 
land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy  sheep. 

19  Cursed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  Comest  in,  and  cursed 
shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out, 

SO  The  Lord  shall  send  upon  thee  cursing,  vexation,  and 
rebuke,'  in  all  that  thou  settest  thine  hand  unto  for  to  do,  until 
thou  be  destroyed,  and  until  thou  perish  quickly ;  because  of 
the  wickedness  of  thy  doings  whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me. 

21  The  Lord  shall  make  the  pestilence  cleave  unto  thee, 
until  he  have  consumed  thee  from  off  the  land  whither  thou 
goest  to  possess  it. 

22  'Ihe  Lord  shall  smite  thee  witli  a  consumption,  and 
.with  a  fever,  and  with  an  inflammation,  and  with  an  extreme 
burning,  and  with  the  sword,  and  with  blasting,  and  with  mil* 
dew  ;  and  they  shall  pursue  thee  until  thou  perish. 

23  And  thy  heaven  that  is  over  thy  head  shaU  be  brass,  and 
the  earth  that  is  under  thee  shall  be  iron. 

24  Tlie  Lord  shall  make  the  rain  of  thy  land  powder  and 

dust : 
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dust :  from  heaven  shall  it  come  do\v<Q  upon  thee^  until  thou 
be  destroyed. 

23  The  Lord  shall  cause  thee  to  be  smitten  before  thij^e 
enemies :  thou  shalt  go  out  one  way  against  them^  and  flee 
sc^ven  Mays  before  them :  and  shalt  be  removed  into  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  earth. 

£6  And  thy  carcase  shall  be  meat  unto  all  fowls  of  the  air, 
and  unto  the  beasts  of  the  earth,  and  no  man  shall  fray  them 
away; 

27  The  Lord  will  smite  thee  with  the  botch  of  Egj-pt, 
and  with  the  emerods,  and  with  the  scab,  and  \Vith  the  itch, 
whereof  thou  canst  not  be  healed. 

28  The  Lord  shall  smite  thee  with  madness,  and  blind- 
ness, and  astonishment  of  heart : 

69  And  thou  shalt  grope  at  noon  days,  as  the  blind  gropeth 
in  darkness^  and  thou  shalt  not  prosper  in  thy  ways  :  and  thou 
shalt  be  only  oppressed  and  spoiled  evermore^  and  no  man 
shall  save  thee. 

30  Thou  shalt  betroth  a  wife^  and  another  man  sliall  lie 
with  her :  thou  shalt  build  an  house,  and  thou  shalt  not  dwell 

*  therein  :  thou  shalt  plant  a  vineyard,  and  shalt  not  gather  the 
grapes  thereof. 

3 1  Thine  ox  shall  be  slain  before  thine  eyes,  and  thou  shalt 
not  eat  thereof:  thine  ass  shall  be  violently  taken  away  from 
before  thy  face,  and  shall  not  be  restored  to  thee  ;  thy  sheep 
shall  be  given  unto  thine  enemies,  and  thou  shult  have  none 
to  rescue  them, 

32  Thy  sons  and  thy  daughters  hhall  be  given  imto  another 
people,  and  thiiie  eyes  shall  look  and  fail  withlotiginor  for  them 
all  the  day  long :  and  there  shall  be  no  might  in  thine  hand 

33  The  fruit  of  thy  land,  and  all  thy  labours,  shall  a  nation 
which  thou  knowest  not  eat  up  ;  and  thou  shalt  be  only  op« 
pressed  and  crushed  alway : 

$4  So  that  thou  slialt  be  mad  for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes 
which  thou  shalt  sec. 

35  The  Lord  shall  smite  thee  in  the  knees,  and  in  the  legs, 
with  a  sore  botch  that  cannot  be  healed,  from  the  sole  of  thy 
foot  unto  the  top  of  thy  head. 

36  The 
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36  The  Lord  shall  bring  thee^  and  thy  king  vrhich  tboa 
shah  set  over  thecj  unto  a  nation  which  neither  thou  nor  thy 
fathers  have  known ;  and  there  shalt  thou  serve  other  gods, 
wood  and  stone. 

37  And  thou  shalt  become  an  astonishment^  a  proverb,  and 
a  by-word  among  all  nations  whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  thee« 

38  Thou  shalt  carry  much  seed  out  into  the  field,  and  shalt 
gather  but  little  in ;  for  the  locust  shall  consume  it. 

39  Tliou  shalt  plant  vineyards  and  dress  them,  but  shalt 
neither  drink  of  the  wine,  nor  gather  the  grapes;  for  the 
worms  shall  eat  them. 

40  Thou  bhalt  have  olive-trees  throughont  all  thy  coasts, 
but  thou  shalt  not  anoint  t hj/self  Wiih  the  oil ;  for  thine  olive 
shall  cast  hisfruit* 

41  Thou  shalt  beget  sons  and  daughters,  but  thou  shalt  not 
enjoy  them ;  for  they  shall  go  into  captivity. 

4'2  All  thy  trees  and  fruit  of  thy  bind  shall  the  locust  con- 
sume. ^ 

43  The  stranger  that  is  within  thee  shall  get  up  above  thee 

very  high  ;  and  thou  shalt  comedown  very  low. 

44  He  shall  lend  to  thee,  and  thou  shalt  not  lend  to  him; 
he  shall  be  the  head,  and  thou  shalt  be  the  tail. 

45  Moreover  aU  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee,  and 
shall  pursue  thee,  and  overtake  thee  till  thou  be  destroyed ; 
because  thou  hearkenedst  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
Ciod,  to  keep  bis  commandments  and  his  statutes  which  ha 
commanded  thee : 

46  And  they  shall  be  upon  thee  for  a  s^  and  for  a  wonder, 
and  upon  thy  seed  for  ever. 

47  Because  thou  servedst  not  the  Lord  thy  God  with  joy* 
fulness  and  with  ghdness  of  heart,  fiH*  the  abundance  of  all 
things ; 

48  Therefore  shalt  ihou  serve  thine  enemies  which  the 
Lord  shall  send  against  thee,  in  hunger,  and  in  thirst,  and  in 
nakedness,  and  in  want  of  all  Mings :  and  he  shall  put  a  yoke 
of  iron  upon  thy  neck,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee. 

49  The  liORD  shall  bring  a  nation  against  thee  fromiar, 

from 
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from  the  end  of  the  earthy  as  swift  as  the  eagle  flieth ;  a  nation 
Dvhose  tongue  thou  shalt  not  understand ; 

50  A  nation  of  fierce  countenance^  which  shall  not  regard 
the  person  of  the  old^  nor  shew  favour  to  the  young : 

51  And  he  shall  eat  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle^  and  the  fruit  of 
thy  land^  imtil  thou  be  destroyed  :  which  ako  shall  not  leave 
thee  either  com^  wine^  or  oil,  or  the  increase  of  thy  Line,  or 
flocks  of  thy  sheep,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee. 

52  And  he  shall  besiege  thee  in  all  thy  gates,  until  thy  high 
and  fenced  walls  come  down,  wherein  thou  trustedst,  through- 
out  all  thy  land  :  and  he  shall  besiege  thee  in  all  thy  gates 
throughout  all  thy  land  which  the  L<oRD  thy  God  hath  given 
thee. 

53  And  thou  shalt  eat  the  fruit  of  thine  own  body,  the  flesh 
of  thy  sons  and  of  thy  daughters,  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
hath  given  thee,  in  the  siege,  and  in  tlie  straitness  wherewith 
thine  enemies  shall  distress  thee  : 

54  So  that  the  man  that  is  t^der  among  you  and  very  de- 
licate, his  eye  shall  be  evil  toward  his  brother,  and  toward  the 
ivife  of  his  bosom,  and  toward  the  remnant  of  his  children 
which  he  shall  leave : 

55  So  that  be  will  not  give  to  any  of  them  of  the  flesh  of 
bis  children  whom  he  shall  eat :  because  he  hath  nothing  left 
him  in  the  siege  and  in  the  straitness  wherewith  thine  enemies 
shall  distress  thee  in  all  thy  gates. 

56  The  tender  and  delicate  woman  among  you,  which  would 
not  adventure  to  set  tlie  sole  of  her  foot  upon  the  ground  for 
delicateness  and  tenderness,  her  eye  shall  be  evil  toward  the 
husband  of  her  bosom>  and  toward  her  son,  and  toward  her 
daughter, 

57  And  toward  her  young  ope  that  cometh  out  from  be- 
tween her  feet,  and  toward  her  children  which  she  shaU  bear : 
for  she  shall  eat  them  for  want  of  all  things  secretly  in  the 
siege  and  straitness  wherewith  thine  enemy  shall  distress  thee 
in  thy  gates. 

58  If  thou  wilt  not  observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law 
that  «re  written  in  this  book,  that  thou  nuiyest  fear  this  glorious 
and  fearful  name,  THE  LORD  THY  GOD ; 

59  Then 
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&d  Then  the  Lord  will  make  thy  plagues  wonderful^  asd 
die  plagues  of  tby  seed,  even  great  plagues^  and  of  long  con- 
tinuance, and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of  long  continuance. 

60  Moreover,  be  will  bring  upon  thee'  all  the  diseases 
of  Egypt,  which  thou  wast  afraid  of;  and  they  shall  clesfe 
unto  thee. 

61  Also  every  sickness  and  every  plague  which  is  not  writ- 
ten in  the  book  of  this  law,  them  will  the  Lord  bring  upon 
thee,  until  thou  be  destroyed. 

62  And  ye  shall  be  left  few  In  number,  whereas  ye  were 
as  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude ;  because  thou  wouldest 
not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  Ood. 

6S  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the  Lord  rejoiced 
over  you  to  do  you  good,  and  to  multiply  you ;  so  the  ljoSii> 
will  rejoice  over  you  to  destroy  you,  and  to  bring  you  to 
nought ;  and  ye  shall  be  plucked  from  off  the  land,  whither 
thou  goest  to  possess  it. 

64  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  th.ee  among  all  people,  from 
the  one  end  of  the  earth  even  unto  the  other ;  and  there  thoa 
shalt  serve  other  gods,  which  neither  thou  nor  thy  fathers  have 
known,  even  wood  and  stone. 

65  And  among  these  nations  shalt  thou  find  no  ease,  neither 
shall  the  sole  of  thy  foot  have  rest :  but  the  Lord  shal^give 
thee  there  a  trembling  heart,  and  failing  of  eyes,  and  sorrow 
of  mind : 

66  And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee :  and  thou 
shalt  fear  day  and  nig)it,  and  shalt  have  none  assurance  of  thy 
life: 

67  In  the  morning  thoii  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were 
even !  and  at  even  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were  morn- 
ing !  for  the  fear  of  thine  heart  wherewith  thou  shalt  fear,  and 
for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which  thou  shalt  see. 

6B  And  the  Lord  shall  bring  thee  into  Egypt  again  with 
ships,  by  the  way  whereof  I  spake  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  see 
it  no  more  again  :  and  there  ye  shall  be  sold  unto  your  enemies 
for  bond-men  and  bond-women,  and  no  man  shall  buy  you*

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'  I  The  armies  of  the  Israelites  attd  Philistines  being  ready 

to  battle,  4  Goliath  cometh  proudly  forth  to  challenge  a 

combats      12  David  accepteth  tlie  challenge ;   38  and 

slayeth  the  giant. 

"^OW  the  Philiatines  gathered  together  their  armies  to  bat-. 

tie,  and  were  gathered  together  at  Shochoh,  which  be^ 

longeth  to  Judah,  and  pitched  between  Shocholi  and  Azekah^ 

in  Ephes-dammim. 

2  And  Saul  and  the  men  of  Israel  were  gathered  together, 
and  pitched  by  the  Valley  of  Elah,  and  set  the  battle  in  array 
against  the  Philistines. 

3  And  the  Philistines  stood  on  a  mountain  on  the  one  side, 
and  Israel  stood  on  a  mountain  on  the  other  side :  and  there 
trtxs  a  valley  between  them. 

4  %  And  there  went  out  a  champion  out  of  the  camp  of 
the  Philistines,  named  Goliath,  of  Gath,  whose  height  zm^ 
six  cubits  and  a  span. 

5  And  he  had  an  helmet  of  brass  upon  his  head,  and  he 
teas  armed  with  a  coat  of  mail ;  and  the  weight  of  the  coat 
was  five  thousand  shekels  of  brass. 

6  And  he  had  greaves  of  brass  upon  his  legs,  anci  a  target 
of  brass  between  his  shoulders. 

7  And  the  staff  of  his  spear  was  like  a  weaver's  beam ;  and 
Iiis  spear's  head  ts:eighed  six  hundred  shekels  of  iron :  and  one 
bearing  a  shield  went  before  him. 

-  8  And  he  stood  and  cried  unto  tlie  urmies  of  Israel,  and 
Said  imto  them'.  Why  are  ye  come  out  to  set  your  battle  in 
array  i  am  not  I  a  Philistine,  and  ye  servants  to  Saul  ?  choose 
you  a  man  for  you,  and  le,t  him  come  doM  o  to  me. 

Q  If  he  be  able  to  tight  with  me,  and  to  kill  me,  thon  will 
we  be  jour  servants;  but  if  I  prevail  against  him,  and  kill 
him,  then  shall  ye  be  our  servants,  and  serve  us. 

10  And  the  Philistine  said,  I  defy  the  armies  of  Israel  this 
day ;  give  me  a  man  that  we  may  fight  together. 

11  When  Saul  and  all  Israel  heard  those  words  of  the  Ptii- 
Iistine^  they  were  dismayed,  and  greatly  afraid* 

5  le  ^  Now 
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IS  f  Now  David  vcas  the  son  of  that  Epbrathite  of  8eth^ 
lehein«judah  whose  name  was  Jesse ;  and  he  had  eight  sons : 
and  the  man  went  among  men  for  an  old  man  in  the  days  of 
Saul* 

13  And  the  three  eldest  sons  of  Jesse  weot^  and  followed 
Saul  to  the  battle  :  and  the  names  of  his  three  sons  that  went 
to  the  battle,  were  Eliab  the  first  boni,  and  next  unto  him^ 
Abinadab^  and  the  thirds  Shammah. 

14  And  David  was  the  youngest :  and  the  three  eldest  fbU 
lowed  Saul. 

15  But  David  went  and  returned  from  Saul  to  seek  his  fa« 
dier*s  sheep  at  Betb-lehem. 

1 6  And  the  Philistine  drew  near  morning  and  evening,  and 
presented  himself  forty  days. 

17  And  Jesse  said  unto  David  his  son.  Take  now  for  thy 
bredifod  an  ephah  of  this  parched  corn,  and  these  ten  loaves^ 
and  run  to  the  camp  to  thy  brethren ; 

18  And  carry  these  ten  cheeses  unto  the  captain  6f  tkeir 
thousand,  and  look  how  thy  brethren  hxe,  and  take  their 
pledge. 

19  Now  Saul,  and  they,  and  all  the  men  of  Isrdel  were  in 
the  valley  of  Elah,  fighting  with  the  Philistines* 

20  And  David  rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  left  did 
sheep  with  a  keeper,  and  took,  and  went,  as  Jesse  had  com* 
manded  him ;  and  he  came  to  the  trench  as  the  host  was  going 
forth  to  the  fight,  and  shouted  for  the  battle. 

21  For  Israel  and  the  Philistines  had  put  the  battle  in  array> 
ttrmy  against  army. 

9A  And  David  left  his  carriage  in  the  hand  of  the  keeper 
of  the  carriage^  and  ran  into  the  army,  and  came  and  saluted 
his  brethren. 

83  fAnd  as.  he  talked  with  them,  behold,  there  eame  UpAe 
etiampion^  the  Philistme  of  Gath,  Goliatk  by  name>  out  of 
the  armies  of  the  Philistines^  and  spake  accotdi^  t6  the  sAme 
Words:  and  David  heard  ^A«m. 

84  And  all  the  men*  of  Israel^  V/hen  they  iM  tbe  maOj  fied 
from  him^  and  were  dore  afraid* 

£2  UAnA 
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CJ  And  the  ixien.of  Ln-ael  saidi  Have  ve  scon  this  man  that 
18  come  up  f*  suix'l^  to  d<ify  lamel  is  he  come  up :  and  it  sbalL 
be  thai  the  luaa  witQ  Lilleth  him,  the  Ling  will  enrich  him 
with  great  riches,  and  will  give  him  his  daugliter^  and  make  his 
i^|ther*s  hou^e  free  ia  Isiael. 

^2t^  Attd  David  ^Mike  tx>  Uic  men  diat  stood  hv  him,  saying, 
Vi\\^  ^M\  ^  dQnc  t<Hiie  man  that  killeth  diis  Philistine,  and 
takcth  away  the  reproach,  ftxmi  Israel  ?  for  who  i«  this  uncir- 
C^QP^od  Phiti^tiuev  tbat  he  should  defy  tlie  armies  of  tlie 
living  God  ? 

. .  t27  Aod  th^  people  aibAv^red  him  after  this  manner  saying. 
So  shall  it  be  done  to  the  man  diat  killedi  him. 

^  A|)d  Eliab  his  eldest  brother  heard  when  he  spake  unto 
the  men ;  and  Eliab*s  anger  was  kindled  against  David,  and  he 
s^id;  Why  camcsrt  diou  down  iiither  ?  a^d  with  vvhom  hast 
tliqu  lef|  those  few  dieep  in  the  wilderness  f  I  know  thy  pride 
and  the  naughtiness  of  thine  heart ;  for  thou  art  come  down 
that  (hpu  Slightest  see  the  battle* 

t29  h^A  David' said.  What  have  I  now  done?  u  there  not 
a  cause? 

30  Aad  b^  turned  from  him  towaid  another^  and  spake 
after  the  same  luaniict :  and  the  people  answered  him  again 
aftQr  the  former  oiianner. 

.  31  And  when  the  words  were  heard  which  David  spake, 
Amy  rehearsed  M^^i  before  Saul :  and  he  sent  for  him. 

32  And  David  said  to  Saul,  Ijet  no  man^s  heart  fail  be- 
cause of  bim ;  thy  aervant  will  go  and  light  witli  this  Phi- 
listine. 

53  And  Saul  taid  to  David,  Thouart  not  able  to  go  agdinst 
this  Philistine  to  fight  with  him:  for  thou  art  bt^t  ayouth,  and 
he  a  man  of  war  from  his  youth. 

34  And  David  said  mi  to  Saul^Thy  servant  kept  his  father's 
^  sheep,  and  there  came  a  lion,  and  a  bear,  and  took  a  lamb  out 
of  tlie  ik)ck : 

55  And  I  went  out  after  him,  and  smote  him,  and  delivered 
it  out  of  his  mouth:  and  when  he  an)se  against  me^  1  caught 
him  by  his  beard,  and  smote  him  and  slew  liim.

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36  Tliy  servant  slew  both  the  lion  and  the  bear ;  tind  this 
oncii  cumcised  Philistine  sbaUb  be  as  one  of  ihem^  se&xig  b^ 
ha^h  defied  the  armies  of  the  living  God. 

37  David  sbid  moreover.  The  Lokd  that  delivered  me  out 
of  the  paw  of  the  lion,  and  out  of  the  paw  of  tlie  bear^  he  will 
deliver  me  out  of  the  band  of  thi&  Philistine.  And  Saul  said 
unto  David,  Go,  and  the  Lord  be  with  thee. 

38  ^  And  Saul  aimed  David  with  his  armour,  and  he  put 
an  helmet  of  brass  upon  bis  head :  also  he  armed  him  with  a 
coat  of  mail.  ; 

39  And  David  girded  his  sword  upoi^  bis  airmour,  and  he 
assayed  to  go ;  for  he  had  not  proved  it.  And  David  said 
unto  Saul,  I  cannot  go  with  these ;  for  I  have  not  proved 
fhem.    And  David  put  them  off  him. 

40  And  he  took  his  staff  in  his  Innd,  and  chose  him  five  ^ 
smooth  stones  out  of  the  brook,  and  put  them  ia  a  shepherd's 
bag  which  he  had,  even  in  a  scrip ;  and  his  sling  zvas  in  hift 
hand  :  and  he  drew  near  to  the  Philistine :

43  And  the  Philistine  said  unta  David,  Am  I  a  dog,  that 
tliou  comest  to  me  with  staves^  and  the  Philistine  cursed. 
David  by  his  gods« 

44  And  tlie  Philistine  said  unto  David,  Come  to  me,  and 
I  will  give  tliy  flesh  unto  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  to  the  beasta 
of  the  field.i 

45  Then  said  David  to  the  Philistine,  Thou  comest  to  me 
\vitb  a  sword,  and  with  a  spear,  aiid  with  a  shield :  but  I  come 
to  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Loud  of  hosts,  the' God  of  the 
armies  of  Israel,  whom  thou  luist  defied. 

46  This  day  will  the  Lobd  dehver  thee  into  mine  hand,  and 
I  will  smite  thee,  and  take  thine  head  from  thee ;  and  I  will 
give  the  carcases  of  the  host  of  the  Philistines  this  day  unto  the 
fo^»I8  of  the  air,  and  to  the  wild  beasts  of  the  earth ;  tltat  all 
the  earth  may  know  that  there  is  a  God  in  Israel.

49  And  David  put  his  hand  in  his  bag^  and  took  tfience  a 
9tone,  and  slang  it,  and  smote  the  Philistine  ifi  his  forehead^  • 
that  the  stone  sunk  into  his  forehead  i  and  be  fell  upon  his  face 
to  the  earth. 

50  So  David  prevailed  over  the  Philistine  with  a  sling  apd 
with  ft  stone ;  and  spiote  the  Philistine  and  slew  him ;  but 
there  was  no  sword  in  die  hand  of  David. 

5 1  Therefore  David  ran  and  stood  upon  the  Philistine^  and 
took  his  swprd^  and  drew  it  out  of  the  sheath  thereof^  and  slew 
bim>  and  cut  off  his  head  therewith.  And  when  the  Philistine^ 
^aw  their  champion  was  dead^  tiiey  fled. 

52l  And  the  men  of  Israel^  and  of  Judali  arose^  and  shouted^ 
COid  pursued  the  Philistines^  until  thou  come  to  the  valley^  and 
to  the  gates  of  Bkron.  And  the  wounded  of  the  Philistines 
fell  down  by  the  way  to  Shaa^m^  even  unto  Gath^  and  unto 
Ekron. 

53  And  the  children  of  fsrael  returned  from  chasing  after 
tiie  Philistines^  and  they  spoiled  their  tents. 

54  And  David  took  the  head  of  the  Philistine^  and  brought 
\t  to  Jerusalem ;  but  he  put  his  armour  in  his  tent. 

55  And  when  Saul  saw  David  go  forth  a^inst  the  Philis- 
tine^ he  said  unto  Abner  the  captain  of  tlie  host^  Abner^  whose 
son  is  tlii^  youth  i  And  Abner  said^  Js  thy  socd  Ijveth^  Q 
l^ingj  I  cannot  teO. 

56  ^nd  the  )ung  8aid|  Enquire  thou  whose  son  the  strip- 
Jingw. 

57  And  as  David  returned  from  the  slaughter  of  the  Phi- 
listine,  Abner  took  him  and  brought  him  before  Saulj  witif 
Uie  head  of  the  Philistine  in  his  hand. 

58  And  Saul  said  to  him^  Whose  son  art  tliou,  tho^  young 
man  i  And  David  answered^  Z  afTi  t|ie  son  of  thy  servant  J^ss^ 
|be  Beth-lehemitef 
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CHAP.    XXIV. 
1  David  in  a  cave  at  En-gedi  spareth  SauFs  life,    8/  He 
phadcth  his  innocency*    1  (>  Saul  acknowkdgeth  his  fault. 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Saul  was  returned  from  fol- 
lowing the  Philistines,  that  it  was  told  him,  saying, 
Sehold,  David  is  in  the  wilderness  of  En-gedi. 

2  Then  Saul  took  three  thousand  chosen  men  out  of  all 
Israel,  and  went  to  seek  David  and  his  men  upon  the  rocks  of 
die  wild  goats. 

3  And  be  came  to  the  sheep  cotes  by  the  way,  w  here  was 
a. cave ;  and  Saul  went  in  to  cover  his  feet :  and  David  and 
lus  men  remained  in  the  sides  of  the  cave. 

4  And  the  men  of  David  said  unto  him.  Behold  the  day 
of  which  the  Lord  said  unto  thee.  Behold,  I  will  deliver, 
thine  enemy  into  thine  hand,  that  thou  mayest  do  to  him  as 
it  sball  seem  jgood  unto  thee.    Then  David  arose,  and  cut  off 
ttie  slurt  of  Saul*s  robe  privily. 

3  And  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  Ihat  David's  heart  smote, 
him,  because  he  had  cut  off  SauFs  skirt. 

6  And  he  said  unto  his  men.  The  Loan  forbid  that  I 
should  do  this  thing  unto  my  master  the  Lord's  anointed,  to 
stretch  forth  mine  liand  against  him,  seeing  he  ts  the  anointed 
ofttbeLoRP. 

7  So  David  stoyed  his  servants  with  these  words,  and  suf- 
fered them  not  to  rise  against  Saul.  But  Saul  rose  up  out  of 
the  cave,  and  went  on  his  way. 

8  %  David  also  arose  afterward,  and  went  out  of  the  cave, 
and  cried  after  Saul,  saying,  My  lord  the  king.  And  when 
Saul  looked  behind  him,  David  stooped  with  his  face  to  the 
earth,  and  bowed  himself. 

9  And  David  said  to  Saj^l,  WTierpfore  hearest  tliou  men  s 
words,  saying.  Behold,  David  seeketh  thy  hurt  i 

10  Behold,  this  day  tliine  eyes  have  seen  how  that  the 
Lord  had  delivered  thee  to  day  into  mine  hand  in  the  cave : 
and  some  bade  me  kill  thee :  but  mine  eye  spared  thee ;  and  ^ 
X  said,  J  will  not  put  forth  fnmp  hand  against  my  lord ;  for 
)ie  15  the  Lord's  anointed. 

1 1  Moreqver,  my  fiithcr,  see,  yea^  see  the  skirt  of  thy 

]$  4  robe 


I.  SAMUEL^ 

robe  in  my  hand :  for  in  that  I  cut  off  tfie  skirt  of  thy  robe, 
and  killed  thee  not^*  know  thou  and  see^  that  there  is  neither 
evil  nor  transgressibn  in  mine  hand^  and  I  have  not  sinned 
against  thee ;  yet  thou  huntest  my  soul  to  take  it. 

12  The  LoHD  judge  between  me  and  thee^  aiid  the 
Lord  avenge  me  of  thee :  but  mine  hand  shall  not  be  upoa 
thee. 

13  As  saith  the  proverb  of  the  ancients,  Wickedness  pro^. 
ceedeth  from  the  wicked :  but  mine  hand  shall  not  be  upon 
thee. 

14  After  whom  is  die  king  of  Israel  come  out  ?  after  whom 
dost  thou  pursue  ?  after  a  dead  dog^  after  a  flea. 

15  The  Lord  therefore  be  judge,  and  judge  between 
me  and  thee,  and  see^  and  plead  my  cause^  and  deliver  mo 
out  of  thine  hand.  , 

16  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  pavid  had  made  ah  end 
of  speaking  these  words  unto  Saul,  that  Saul  said.  Is  this 
thy  voice,  my  son  David  ?  and  Saul  lifted  up  his  voice,  aud 
wept. 

17  And  he,  said  to  David,  diou  art  more  righteous  than 
I :  for  thou  hast  rewarded  me  good,  whereas  I  have  rewarded 
thee  evil. 

18  And  thou  hast  shewed  this  day  how  that  thou  hast  dwelt 
well  with  me:  forasmuch  as  ^^hen  the  Lord  had  delivered 
me  into  thine  hand,  thou  kiHedst  me  not. 

19  For  if  a  man  find  his  enemy,  will  he  let  hin^  go  well 
away?  wherefore  the  Lord  reward  thee  good  for  that  tliou 
hast  done  unto  me  this  day. 

20  And  now  behold,  I  know  well  that  thou  shall  surely 
be  king,  and  that  the  kingdom  of  Israel'  shall  be  established 
in  thine  haiid.

22  And  David  sware  uuto  Saul*.  And  Saul  went  home ; 
bat  Pavid  and  his  men  gat  them  up  unto  the  hold. 
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1  Si^omffi  marrkth  Pharaah*s  daughter.     5  His  choice^ 
16  His  judgment  between  ike  two  harlots. 

A  ND  Solomon  made  affinity  with  Pharaoh  kuig  of  Egypl^ 
'^  and  look  Pharaoh*9  daughter^  and  brought  her  into  the 
city  of  Dftvid>  unt^l  he  had  made  au  end  of  building  hii 
own  houHc^  and  the  house  of  the  Lorb^  and  fhe  wall  of 
Jerusalem  round  about. 

2  Only  the  people  sacrificed  in  high  places,  because  there 
was  no  house  built  mito  the  name  of  the  Lord  until  those 
days. 

5  And  Solomon  loved  the  Lord^  walking  in  the  statutes 
<^  David  his  lather :  only  he  sacrificed  and  burnt  incense  in 
high  places. 

4  And  the  king  went  to  Gibeon  to  sacrifice  there ;  for 
that  was  dte  great  high  place  :  a  thousand  bumt-offisrings  did 
Solomon  offer  upon  that  altar. 

5  ^  la  Gibeon  the  Lord  appeared  to  Solomon  m  a  dream 
by  night :  and  God  said^  A  9k  what  I  shall  give  thee. 

6  And  Solomon  said^  Thou  hast  shewed  unto  thy  servant 
David  my  father'  great  mercy^  according  as  he  walked  be* 
fore  thee  in  truth  and  in  righteousness^  and-  in  uprightness 
of  heart  with  thee ;  and  thou  hast  kept  for  him  this  great 
kindness,  that  thou  hast  given  him  a  ion  to  sit  on  his  tiuDne^ 
as  it  is  thie  day. 

?  And  now,  O  LoRB  my  God^  thou  hast  made  thy  3ct- 
vant  king  instead  of  David  my  father :  and  I  am  but  a  little 
child :  I  know  not  how  to  go  out  or  come  in. 

B  And  thy  servant  15  in  the  midst  of  thy  people  which  thon 
haBt  chosen,  a  great  people>  tbat  cannot  be  numbered  nor 
counted  for  multitude. 

9  Give  therefore  thy  servant  an  understanding  heait,  to 
judgt  thy  people,  that  I  may  discern  between  good  and  bad : 
for  who  is  able  to  judge  this  thy  so  great  a  people'? 

10  And  the  speech  pleased  the  iiORn,  that  Sobmon  had 
9lked  this  tlung. 

XI  And  God  said  unto  bim^  Because  Ihon  hast  asked  Ais. 

thing. 
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thing,  and  hast  not  asked  for  thyself  long  life,  neither  hast 
9sted  riches  for  thyself  nor  hast  asked  t\m  Kfe  of  thine  eiie-» 
nies,  but  hast  asked  br  thyself  understandiiig,  to  discern 
judgment; 

1$  Behold,  I  have  dope  according  to  thy  words:  lo,  I 
have  given  thee  a  wise  »nd  an  understanding  heart ;  so  that 
there  was  none  like  thee  before  thee,  neither  after  thee  shall 
any  arise  like  unto  thee. 

13  And  I  have  also  given  tfaee  that  which  thou  hast  not 
^ked,  both  ridtes  and  honour :  so  that  there  shall  not  be  any 
among  the  kings  like  unto  thee  all  thy  days. 

14  And  if  thou  wilt  walk  in  my  ways,  to  keep  my  statutes, 
und  my  conunandments,  ^a  tby  father  David  did  walk,  then  I 
will  lengthen  thy  d^ys. 

}5  And  Solomon  awoke ;  and  behold,  it  was  a  dream. 
And  he  came  to  Jerusalem,  and  stood  before  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  oftheliO&D,  and  offered  up  burnt-offerings,  and 
offered  peace-offerings,  and  made  a  feast  to  all  his  servants. 

16  %  Then  canne  there  two  women,  that  were  harlots^ 
opto  the  kii^,  pnd  stood  before  hi^. 

17  And  the  one  woman  «|id,  O  my  lord,  I  and  this  wo^ 
man  dwel)  in  pne  bous^ ;  and  I  was  delivered  of  a  child  with 
hjer  in  the  house* 

15  And  it  came  to  pass  the  tliird  day  after  that  I  was 
delivered,  that  this  wrfman  was  delivered  also :  and  we  tcere 
together :  there  was  uq  stranger  with  iis  in  the  house,  save  we 
t^n'o  in  the  housje. 

19  And  this  woman*s  phild  died  iutlie  night ;  because  she 
ovfsrlaid  it. 

20  Aqd  she  aro^e  at  midnight,  and  took  my  son  from  be* 
side  me,  while  thine  handmaid  slept,  and  laid  it  in  her  bosom, 
and  laid  her  dead  child  in  my  bosonLr 

^1  And  when  J,  rose  in  the  morning  to  give  my  child  suck, 
behold,  it  was  dpad :  but  when  I  had  considered  it  in  tlie 
morning,  behold^  it  was  not  my  son  which  I  did  bear. 

22  And  the  other  woman  said.  Nay ;  but  the  living  ft 
nyy  sou^  and  the  dead  U  thy  son.  And  this  said.  No ;  but 
the  dead  is  thy  son,  and  the  living  h  my  son.  Thus  they 
spake  before  the  king.

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93  Hien  said  theking^  The  one  saith^  This  is  my  son  th^t 
liveth^  and  thy  son  is  the  dead :  ^nd  the  other  saith^  iiaj ; 
but  ihy  son  is  the  dc^d^  and  mj  son  k  the  living. 

£4  And  the  king  said.  Bring  me  9.  sword.  And  they 
broi^t  a  sword  before  the  king. 

25  And  the  king  said^  Divide  the  living  child  in  tvifo,  |uid 
give  half  to  the  one;  and  half  to  the  other. 

26  Then  spake  the  woman  whose  the  living  cbUd  mif 
unto  the  king^  (for  her  boweb  yearned  ppon  her  son)  and 
«he  said^  O  my  lord,  give  her  the  living  child,  and  |n  no 
wise  slay  it.  But  the  other  satd^  let  i^  be  neither  mine  nor 
Chine,  but  divide  it.

62  Hu  sacrifice  of  pcacerofferingSm 
nnHEN  Solomon  assembled  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  al}  die 

heads  of  the  tribes,  the  chief  of  the  fathers  pf  the  cfai)^ 
dren  of  Israel,  unto  king  Solomop^  in  Jerusalem,  that  thejr 
might  bring  up  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord  out  of 
|he  city  of  David,  which  is  Zion. 

2  And  all  the  mei^  of  Israel  assembled  themselves  unto 
ki|pg  Solomon,  at  the  feast  in  the  month  Pthanim,  which  m 
the  seventh  month. 

3  And  all  the  elders  of  Israel  came^  and  lhie  priests  took 
pp  the  ark. 

4  And  they  brought  up  the  ark  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
^bemacle  of  the  congregation,  and  all  the  holy  vessels  that 
vere  in  the  tabernacle,  eyen  those  did  the  priests  and  the 
JLevites  bring  up. 

5  And  king  Solomon^  and  all  the  congregation  of  Israd 

|hat  were  assembled  unto  him,  were  with  him  before  the  ark 

sacrificing  sheep  ^d  oxen,  that  could  not  be  told  nor  niim- 

|)«r^d  for  multitude, 

6  And 
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JB  And  the  priests  brought  ki  the  ark  of  the  covenant  <^ftl\e 
liOKD  unto  his  place^  into  tlie  oracle  of  the  house,  to  the 
most  holy  place,  even  under  the  wings  of  the  chembiins. 

7  For  the  cherubims  spread  forth  their  two  wi^gs  over  the 
phce  of  the  ark,  atkl  the  cherubiois  covered  the  ark  and  the 
staves  thereof  above.  ' 

S  And  they  drew  out  ttie  stages,  thai  the  ends  of  the  staves 
were  seen  out  in  the  holy  place  before  the  oracle^  and  they 
were  not  seen  without:  and  there  they  are  unto  this  day. 

g  There  teas  nothing  in  the  ark  save  the  two  tables  of  stone, 
which  Moses  put  there  at  Horeb>  when  the  LoBi»  made  a 
ewenant  with  the  chiMren  of  Israel>  when  they  canae  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  priests  were  come  oat 
of  the  holy  place,  that  the  cloud  filled  the  house  of  the 
LoRD^ 

1 1  So  that  the  priests  could  not  stand  to  minister  because 
of  the  cloud :  for  the  glory  of  the  Lobd  had  filled  the  house 

oftheXiOKi>* 

1^  Then  spake  d&Tomon,  Tlie  Lo&i>  said  that  he  would 

dKveB  in  the  tliick  darkness. 

13  I  have  surely  built  thee  an  house  to  dwcU  in,  a  settled 
place  for  thee  to  abide  in  for  ever. 

14  And  the  king  turned  his  face  al^out,  and  blessed  all  tlie 
congregation  of  Israel:  (and  all  the  cong^eg^tion  of  Israel 
stood ;)  : 

15  And  he  said.  Blessed  be  the  LoR&  God  of  IsraeT> 
which  spake  with  his  mouth  unto  David  my  father,  and  hath 
with  his  hand  fulfilled  it,  saying, 

16  Since  the  day  that  I  brought  forth  my  people  Israel 
out  of  Egypt,  I  chose  no  city  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to 
build  an  house  that  my  name  might  be  therein  ;  but  I  chose 
David  to  be  over  my  people  Israel. 

17  And  it  was  in  tlie  heart  of  David  my  father  to  build  an 
house  for  the  name  of  the  La^RD  God  of  Israel. 

18  And  the  Lord  said  unto  David  mv  father.  Whereas  it 
was  in  thine  heart  to  build  an  house  unto  my  name,  thou  didst 
well  that  it  waa  in  thine  heart. 

19  Never- 
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19  Nevertheless,  thou  shalt  not  build  the  hou%;  hvA  di; 
son  that  shall  come  forth  out  of  thy  loins^  he  ahaU  build  the 
house  unto  my  name. 

£0  And  the  Loud  hndi  performed  his  word  that  lie  spake, 
and  I  am  risen  up  in  the  room  of  David  my  father^  and  sk 
oa  the  throne  of  Israel,  as  the  Lord  promised,  and  have 
built  an  house  for  the  name  of  the  Lo  R  D  God  of  IsraeL 

^1  And  I  have  set  there  a  place  for  the  ark,  wherein  i$  the 
covenant  of  the  Lord  God,  which  he  made  with  our  father^, 
uiien  he  brought  them  out  of  tfie  land  of  Egypt. 

£2  f  And  Solomon  stood  before  the  altar  of  the  Lord, 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  and  spread 
forth  his  hands  toward  heaven : 

23  And  he  said.  Lord  God  of  Israel,  there  is  no  God 
like  thee,  in  heaven  above,  or  on  earth  beneath,  who  keepest 
covenant  and  mercy  with  thy  servants  that  walk  before  thee 
with  all  their  lieart : 

£4  Who  hast  kept  with  thy  servant  Pavid  my  father  that 
thou  promisedst  him  :  thou  spakest  also  with  thy  mouth,  and 
hast  fulfilled  it  with  thine  hand,  as  it  is  this  day. 

25  Tlierefore  now.  Lord  God  of  Israel,  keep  with  thj 
servant  David  my  father  that  thou  promisedst  him,  saying, 
There  shall  not  fail  thee  a  man  in  my  sight  to  sit  on  the 
throne  of  Israel;  so  that  thy  children  take  heed  to  tlieir 
way,  tliat  they  walk  befbre  me  as  thou  hast  walked  before 
me. 

26  And  now,  O  God  of  Israel,  let  thy  word,  J  pray 
thee,  be  verified  which  thou  spakest  unto  thy  servant  David 
my  father. 

£7  But  will  God  indeed  dwell  on  the  earth !  behold,  the 
heaven,  and  heaven  of  heavens,  cannot  contain  thee ;  how 
much  less  this  house  that  I  have  builded  ? 

28  Yet  have  thou  respect  unto  the  prayer  of  thy  servant, 

and  to  his  supplication,  O  LoVd  my  God,  to  hearken  unto

. '  29  That  thine  eyes  may  be  open  toward  this  house  night

30  And  hearken  to  the  supplication  of  thj  servant^  and 
of  thy  people  Israel^  when  they  shall  pray  toward  this  place : 
find  bear  thou  in  heaiv^n  tJiy  dWelling-^dace :  and  when  tboa 
Nearest,  forgive. 

dl  If  any  man  trespass  against  his  neighbour,  and  an  oath 
he  laid  upon  him  to  cause  him  to  swear,  and  the  oath  come 
before  thine  altar  in  tliis  house  : 

52  Then  hear  thou  in  heaven,  and  do,  and  judge  thy  ser^ 
Tants,  condemning  the  wicked  to  bring  his  way  upon  his 
bead;  and  justifying  the  righteous^  to  give  him  according  to 
bis  righteousness. 

33  When  thy  people  Israel  be  smitten  down  before  the 
enemy,  because  they  have  sinned  against  thee,  and  shall  turn 
again  fo  dice,  and  confess  thy  name,  and  pray,  and  make 
supplication  unto  thee  in  this  house : 

34  Then  hear  thou  in  heaven,  and  forgive  the  sin  of  thy 
people  Israel,  and  bring  them  again  unto  the  land  which  thou 
gavest  unto  their  fathers. 

35  When  heaven  is  shut  up,  and  there  is  no  rain,  because^ 
they  have  sinned  against  thee ;  if  they  pray  toward  this  place^ 
and  confess  thy  name,  and  turn  from  their  sin^  when  thou 
aiBictest  them : 

36  Then  hear  thou  in  heaven,  and  forgive  the  sin  of  thy 
servants,  and  of  thy  people  Israel,  that  thou  teach  them  the 
good  way  wherein  they  should  walk,  and  give  rain  upon  thy 
land  which  thou  hast  given  to  thy  people  for  an  inheritance. 

37  If  there  be  in  the  land  famine,  if  there  be  pestilence^ 
blasting,  mildew,  locust,  or  if  there  be  caterpillar ;  if  their 
enemy  besiege  them  in  the  land  of  their  cities,  whatsoever 
plague,  whatsoever  sickness  there  be ; 

38  What  prayer  and  supplication  soever  be  made  by  any 
man,  or  by  all  thy  pec^le  Israel,  which  shall  know  every 
man  the  plague  of  bis  own  heart,  and  spread  forth  his  hatids 
toward  this  house  s 

S9  Then  hear  thou  in  heaven  thy  dwelling-place,  alicl 
forgive^  and  doj  and  give  to  every  mati  according  to  hii 
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vnys^  Yfhose  heart  thou  knowest ;  (for  thou^  even  thou  oolyj 
Icnowest  the  hearts  of  all  the  children  of  men ;) 

40  That  they  may  fear  thee  all  the  days  that  they  live  in 
the  land  which  thou  gavest  unto  our  fathers. 

41  Moreover^  concerning  a  stranger  that  is  not  of  thy 
people  Israel^  but  cometh  out  of  a  far  country  for  tby'name  9 
sake; 

4£  (For  they  shall  hear  of  thy  great  name,  and  of  thy  strong 
hand,  and  of  thy  stretched-out  arm ;)  when  he  shall  come  and 
pray  toward  this  house ; 

43  Hear  thou  in  heaven  thy  dwelling-place,  and  do  accord- 
ing to  all  that  the  stranger  calleth  to  thee  for :  that  all  people 
of  the  earth  may  know  thy  name,  to  fear  thee,  as  do  thy 
people  Israel ;  and  that  they  may  know  that  tfaishouse  which 
i  have  builded  is  called  by  thy  name. 

44  If  thy  people  go  out  to  battle  against  their  eneroy^ 
whither9oever  thou  shalt  send  them,  and  shall  pray  unto  the 
Lord  toward  the  city  which  thou  hast  chosen^  and  toward 
the  house  tha^  have  built  for  thy  name ; 

45  Tien  hear  thou  in  heaven  their  prayer  and  their  sup« 
plication^  and  maintain  their  cau3e. 

46  If  they  sin  against  thee,  (for  there  is  no  man  that  sinneth 
not)  and  thou  be  angry  with  them,  and  deliver  them  to  tbo 
enemy,  so  that  they  carry  them  away  captives  unto  the  land 
vf  the  ^nemy,  fer  or  near ; 

47  Yet  if  they  shall  bethink  themselves  in  the  land  whither 
they  were  Carried  captives,  and  repent,  aod  make  siq>plica- 
tioQ  unto  thee  in  the  land  of  them  that  carried  them  captive*^ 
saying.  We  have  sinned,  and  have  done  perversely^  we  have 
committed  wickedness ; 

.  48  And  so  retiuD  unto  thee  with  all  their  heart  and  with  bSX 
their  soul,  in  the  land  of  their  enemies  which  led  them  away 
C3ptive^  and  pray  unto  thee  toward  their  hqd  which  thou 
gavest  unto  their  fathers,  the  city  which  thou  hast  cbofleQ^  aQ4 
the  hpuse  which  I  have  built  for  thy  name : 

49  Then  heat*  thou  their  prayer  and  their  supplicatjoo  io 
bf^vea  thy  dwelling-place,  imd  maintain  their  cause^^ 
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JO  And  forgive  thy  people  that  have  sinned  against  thee^ 
and  all  their  transgressions  wherein  they  have  transgressed 
■gsanst  thee^  and  give  them  compassion  before  them  who 
carried  them  captive^  that  they  may  have  compassion  ou  them : 

5 1  For  they  be  thy  people  and  thine  inheritance^  which 
tfiou  brotightest  forth  out  of  .^gypt^  from  the  midst  of  the 
fiiniace  of  iron : 

5&  Tliat  thine  eyes  may  be  opeil  unto  the  supplication  of 
thy  servant,  and  unto  the  supplication  of  thy  people  Israel,  to 
hearken  unto  them  in  all  that  they  catl  for  unto  tliee. 

53  For  thou  didst  separate  theni  from  among  all  the  people 
of  the  earth,  to  be  thine  inheritance^  as  thou  spakestby  the 
hand  of  Moses  thy  ^ervant>  when  thuu  broughtest  our  father 
«at  of  Egypt,  O  Lord  God. 

54  And  it  was  so,  that  when  Solomon  had  made  an  end  of 
praying  all  this  prayer  and  supplication  unto  the  Lord,  he 
arose  from  before  the  altar  of  the  LoRD,  from  kneeling  on 
Mb  kneer,  with  his  Handis  spread  up  to  heaven. 

55  ^  'And  he  stood,  and  blessed  all  the  congregation  of 
Israel  with  a  loud  voice,  sayingv 

56  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  that  hath  given  rest  unto  his 
people  Israel,  according  to  all  that  he  promised :  there  hath 
not  ikiled  one  word  of  ail  his  good  promise  which  he  promised 
1^  the  hand  of  Mosts  his  servant. 

57  The  Lord  our  God  be  with  us,  as  he  was  witli  our 
fithers  :  let  him  not  leave  us,  nor  forsake  us : 

J5^  That  he  may  incline  our  hearts  unto  him,  to  walk  in  all 
Uff  wajrs,  and  to  keep  his  commandments,  and* his  statutes^ 
and  his  judgments,  wUch  he  commanded  our  fathers. 

59  And  let  these  my  words  wherewith  I  have  made  sup- 
plication before  tUe  Lord,  be  nigh  unto  the  Lor,d  our  God 
day  and  night,  that  he  maintain  the  cause  of  his  servant,  and 
the  cause  of  his  people  Israel  at  all  times,  as  the  matter  shall 
require : 

60  That  all  the  people  of  tbe  earth  may  know  that  the 
Lord  is  God,  and  that  thtr€  is  none  else. 

61  Let  your  heart  tlierefore  be  perfect  with  the  Lord 
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•tir  God^  to  walk'  in  his  statutes^  and  to  keep  hii  cominand* 
ments,  as  at  this  day. 

6Q  ^  And  the  king,  and  all  Israel  with  fainij  offered  sa- 
crifice before  the  Lord. 

63  And  Soloihon  offered  a  sacrifice  of  peace-K>fferings, 
which  he  offered  unto  the  Lord^,  two  and  twenty  thousand 
oxen^  and  an  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  sheep.  So  tlie 
king  and  all  the  children  of  Israel  dedicated  the  house  of  th« 

LoRDw 

64  The  same  d^y  did  the  king  hallow  the  middle  of  the 
court  diat  was  before  the  house  of  the  Lord  :  for  there  he 
offered  burnt-offerings^  and  meat-offerings^  and  the  fat  of  the 
peace-offerings :  because  the  brasen  altar^  that  was  before  the 
LoRD^tra^  too  Utile  to  receive  the  bumt-offeriugs>  and  meat^ 
offerings^  and  the  fat  of  the  peacc^afferings. 

65  And  at  that  time  Solomon  held  a  feast^  and  all  Israel 
with  hiin>  a  great  congregation^  from  the  entering  in  of 
Hamath  unto  the  river  of  Egypt,  before  the  Lord  our  God^ 
seven  days  and  seven  days,  even  fourteen  days^ 

66  On  the  eighth  day  he  sent  the  people,  away :  and  they 
blessed  the  king,  and  went  unto  their  tents  joyful  and  glad  of 
heart  for  all  the  goodness  that  the  Lord  had  done  for  David 
bis  servant,  and  for  Israel  his  people. 

CHAP.  XVIL 
1  Elijah,  prophesying  against  Ahab^  is  sent  to  Cherith, 
where  the  ravens  feed  him,    8  He  is  sent  to  the  widow  of 
Zarephath.    17  He  raiseth  the  widow's  son^     . 
AND  Elijah  the  Tishbite>  who  was  of  the  inhabitants  tH 
Gilead,  said  unto  Ahab,  Js  the  Lord  God  of  Israel 
Kveth,  before  whom  I  stand,  there  shall  not  be  dew  nor  raia 
these  years,  but  according  to  my  word. 

2  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him,  saying, 

3  Get  thee  hence,  and  turn  thee  eastward,  and  hide  thy* 
self  by  the  brook  Cherith,  that  is  before  Jordan. 

4  And  it  shall  be  that  thou  shak  drink  of  die  brook ;  and 
I  have  commanded  the  ravens  to  feed  thee  there. 

5  So  he  went,  and  did  -according  unto  the  word  of  the 

F  Lord  : 
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XiORD :  for  he  went  and  dwelt  by  the  brook  Cherith^  thtt  is 
before  Jordan. 

6  And  the  ravens  brought  him  bread  and  flesh  m  the  morn- 
ing, and  bread  and  flesh  in  the  evening ;  and  he  drank  of  the 
brook. 

7  And  it  came  to  pass  after  a  while^  that  tl|e  brook  dried 
tip,  because  there  had  been  no  rain  in  the  land. 

8  ^  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him^  saying* 

9  Arise,  get  thee  to  Zarephatli,  which  belongefh  to  Zidon^ 
and  dwell  there :  behold^  I  have  commanded  a  M'idow  woman 
there  to  sustain  thee. 

10  So  he  arose,  and  went  to  Zarephath.  And  when  he 
came  to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold  the  widow  woman  was 
there  gathering  of  sticks:  and  he  called  to  her,  and  faid^ 
Fetch  me^  I  pray  thee^  a  little  water  in  a  vessel  that  I  may 
drink. 

1 1  And  as  she  was  going  to  fetch  it,  he  called  to  her,  and 
said.  Bring  me,  I  pray  thee,  a  morsel  of  bread  in  thine  hand* 

12  And  she  said,  Js  the  Lor  d  thy  God  liveth^  I  have  not 
a  cake,  but  an  handful  of  meal  in  a  barrel,  and  a  little  oil  ia 
a  cruse :  and  behold,  I  am  gathering  two  sticks,  that  I  may 
go  in,  and  dress  it  for  me  and  my  son,  that  we  may  eat  it 
and  die. 

IS  And  Elijah  said  tmto  her.  Fear  not ;  go,  and  do  as  thou 
hast  said :  but  make  me  thereof  a  little  cake  first,  and  bring  ii 
unto  me,  and  after  make  for  thee  and  for  thy  son. 

14  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  The  barrel  of 
hieal  shall  not  waste,  neither  shall  the  cruse  of  oil  fall,  until  the 
day  that  the  Lord  sendeth  rain  upon  the  earth. 

15  And  she  went,  and  did  according  to  the  saying  of  Elijah  t 
and  she,  and  he,  and  her  house,  did  eat  many  days. 

16  jind  the  barrel  of  meal  wasted  not,  neither  did  the 
crnse  of  oil  fail,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Lord  wliick 
he  spake  by  Elijah. 

17  ^  AncJ.  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  the  son 
cf  the  woman,  the  mistress  of  the  house,  fell  sick ;  and  his 
sickness  was  so  soi  e  diat  there  was  no  breath  left  in  him. 

18  And  she  said  uutj  Elijah,  What  have  I  to  do  with  ihce, 

O  thou 
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0  thou  man  of  God  i  art  thou  come  unto  me  to  call  my  «io  to 
remembrance^  and  to  slay  my  son  ? 

ip  And  he  said  unto  her^  Give  me  thy  son.  And  he  took 
hiva  out  of  her  bosom^  and'carried  him  up  into  a  loft  where  he 
abode>  and  laid  him  upon  his  owb  bed. 

80  And  he  cried  unto  the  Lord^  and  said^  O  Lord  mj 
God,  hast  thou  also  brought  evil  upon  the  widow  with  whom 

1  tfo)oum>  by  slaying  her  son  i 

.21  And  he  stretched  himself  upon  the  child  three  times, 
and  cried  unto  the  Lord^  and  aaid,  O  Lord  my  God^  I  pray 
(hee^  let  this  child's  soul  come  into  him  again. 

22  And  the  Lord  heard  the, voice  of  Elijah ;  and  the  soul 
of  the  child  came  into  him  again,  and  he  revived* 

23  And  Elijah  took  the  child,  and  brought  him  dovm  out 
of  the  chamber  into  the  house,  and  delivered  him  unto  his 
mother :  and  Elijah  said.  See,  thy  son  liveth. 

24  And  the  woman  said  to  Elijah,  Now  by  this  I  know  ths(t 
thou  art  a  man  of  G09I,  a7id  tliat  the  word  of  the  Lord  in 
Jti^  mouth  is  truth. 

CHAP.   XVIII. 
jl  Ely  ah  meettth  with  good  Obadiah.     17  He  reproveth 
Ahab,  and  convificeth  Baah  prophets.    41  He  obtaineth 
rain. 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass  after  many  days,  that  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  to  Elijah  in  tlie  third  year,  saying.  Go,  shew 
thyself  unto  Ahab ;  and  I  will  send  rain  upon  the  eartli. 

2  And  Elijah  went  to  shew  himself  unto  Ahab.  And  theft 
zcas  a  sore  famine  in  Samaria. 

3  And  Ahab  called  Obadiab>  which  was  the  governor  of /iis 
house.    (Now  Obadiah  feared  the  Lord  greatly  : 

4  For  it  was  so,  when  Jezebel  cut  off  the  propli«ts  of  the 
Lord,  that  Obadiah  took  an  hundred  prophets,  and  hid  them 
by  fifty  in  a  cave,  and  fed  them  with  bread  and  \yater.^ 

5  And  Ahab  said  unto  Obadiah,  Go  into  the  land,  unto  all 
fountains  of  water,  and  unto  all  brooks :  peradveuture  w#  may 
find  grass  to  save  the  horses  and  mul^s  alive,  that  we  lose  nut 
all  the  beasts. 

6  So  tliey  divided  the  land  between  them  to  pass  throitgb- 
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Out  It :  Aliab  went  one  way  by  himself,  and  Obadiah  went 
amother  way  by  himself. 

7  And  as  Obadiah  was  in  the  way,  behold,  Elijah  met  him : 
and  he  knew  him,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and  said.  Art  thou  that 
my  lord  Elijah  i 

8  And  he  answered  him,  I  am  :  go  tell  thy  lord.  Behold, 
Elijah  is  here. 

9  And  he  said,  What  have  I  sinned,  that  thou  wouldest  de- 
liver thy  servant  into  the  hand  of  Aliab,  to  slay  me  ? 

10  jis  the  Lord  thv  God  liveth,  there  is  no  nation  ot 
kingdom  whither  my  lord  hath  not  sent  to  seek  thee :  and 
when  they  said,  He  is  not  there;  he  took  an  oath  of  the 
kingdom  and  nation,  that  they  found  thee  not. 

1.1  And  now  thou  sayest.  Go,  tell  thy  lord.  Behold,  Elijah 
is  here. 

12  And  it  shall  conie  to  pass,  as  soon  as  I  am  gone  from 
thee,  that^the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  shall  carry  thee  whither  I 
know  not ;  and  so  M'hen  I  come  and  tell  Ahab,  and  he  cannot 
find  thee,  he  shall  slay  me :  but  I  thy  servant  fear  the  Lord 
from  my  youth. 

13  Was  it  not  told  my  lord  what  I  did  when  Jezebel  slew 
the  prophets  df  the  I^ord,  how  1  hid  an  hundred  men  of  the 
Lord's  prophets  by  fifty  in  a  cave,  and  fed  them  with  bread 
and  water? 

14  And  now  ihou  sayest,  Go,  tell  thy  lord.  Behold,  Elijah 
is  here :  and  he  shall  slay  me. 

13  And  Elijah  said,  As  the  Lord  of  hosts  liveth,  before 
whom  I  stand,  I  will  surely  shew  myself  unto  him  to-day. 

16  So  Obadiah  went  to  meet  Ahnb,  and  told  him  ;  and 
,Ahab  went  to  meet  Elijah. 

17  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Ahab  saw  Elijah,  that 
Ahab  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  he  that  troublelh  Israel : 

15  And  he  answered,  I  have  not  troubkd  Israel ;  but  ihou 
and  thy  father's  lioase,  iri  that  ye  have  forsaken  the  coinmand- 
Xncnts  o^the  I^ud,  ilid  ihou  hast  followed  Baalim. 

1J5  Now  therefore  send,  and  gather  to  me  all  Israel  unto 
mount  Carmel,  aud  the  prophets  of  Baal  four  hundred  and 

liity, 
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(fty^  and  the  prophets  of  the  groves  four  hundred^  which  e«t 
At  Jezebel's  table. 

20  So  Ahab  sent  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel^  and  ga- 
thered the  prophets  together  unto  mount  Cirmel. 

£1  And  Elijah  came  unto  all  the  people^  and  saidj  How 
long  halt  ye  between  two  opinions  i  if  the  LoKn  be  God^ 
follow  him :  bul  if  Baal,  then  follow  him.  And  the  people 
answered  him  not  a  word. 

£2  Then  said  i  I  ^ah  unto  the  people,  I,  even  I  only,  re* 
main  a  prophtt  ot  the  Lord  ;  but  Baal's  prophets  are  four 
hundred  aiid  fifty  men. 

23  Let  them  therefore  give  us  two  bullocks,  and  let  them 
choose  one  bullock  for  themselves,  and  cut  it  in  pieces,  and  lay 
it  on  wood,  and  put  no  fire  under :  and  I  will  dress  the  other 
bullock^  and  lay  it  on  wood,  and  put  no  fire  under : 

£4  And  call  ye  on  the  name  qf  your  gods^  and  I  will  caU 
on  the  name  of  the  Lonn  :  and  the  God  that  answereth  by 
fire,  let  him  be  God.  And  all  the  people  answered  and  said/ 
It  is  well  spoken. 

25  And  Elijah  said  unto  the  prophets  of  Baal,  Choose  yo« 
one  bullock  for  yourselves,  and  dress  it  first  ^  for  ye  are 
many  i  and  call  on  th^  name  of  your  gods^  but  put  no  fire 
tinder. 

QS  And  thej^  took  the  bullock  which  was  given  diem,  and 
they  dressed  it,  &nd  called  on  the  name  of  Baal  from  moraing 
even  until  noon^  saying,  Q  Baal,  hear  us.  But  there  was  no 
roice,  nor  any  that  answered.  And  they  leaped  upon  the 
altar  which  was  made. 

27  And  it  came  to  pa<9S  at  noon,  that  Elijah  mocked  tliem, 
and  said^  Cry  aloud:  for  he  is  a  god;  either  he  is  talking, 
or  he  is  pursuing,  or  he  is  in  a  journey,  or  peradventureii^ 
sleepeth,  and  must  be  awaked. 

28  Apd  they  cried  aloud,  and  cut  themselves  after  thdr 
manner  with  knives^  and  lancets^  till  the  blood  gushed  out 
upon  them. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  mid-day  was  past,  and  th^ 
prophesi^  until  the  time  of  the  offering  of  die  evening  sa- 

F  3  crifioe^ 
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4Vifice>  that  ther6  itd«  fieithi^r  voice>  ndf  kny  to  tAstrer^  tiot 
any  that  regarded. 

50  And  Elijah  said  iinto  all  the  {>eople>  Come  near  utito 
sne.  And  all  the  people  tame  near  unto  him.  And  he  re^ 
paired  the  altar  of  the  Lord  that  was  broken  down* 

51  And  Elyah  took  twelve  stones^  according  to  the  numbet* 
of  the  tribes  of  the  sons  of  Jacobs  unto  whom  the  word  of  th^ 
Lo  R  D  came^  sayings  Israel  shall  he  thy  name : 

32  And  M  ith  the  stones  he  built  an  altar  in  the  tiame  of 
the  LoRP :  and  he  made  a  trench  about  the  altar  as  great  aa 
would  contain  two  measures  of  seed, 

33  And  he  put  the  wood  in  order^  and  cut  the  bullock  ia 
pibces^  and  laid  him  on  the  woodj  and  said^  Fill  font  barrels 
Vfith  watefj  and  pour  it  on  the  bumt^sacrifice^  luid  on  the 
ivood. 

34  And  he  said>  Do  it  Uie  second  time.  And  diey  did  it 
the  second  time.  And  he  said^  Do  it  the  third  ttine.  And 
ifaey  did  it  the  third  time- 

35  And  the  water  ran  roupd  about  the  altar;  and  he  fiU^ 
the  trench  also  with  waten 

36  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  time  of  the  offering  of  the 
rctmng  sacrifice^  that  Elijah  the  prophet  tame  near^  and  saidji 
Lord  God  of  Abraham^  Isaac^  and  of  Israel^let  it  be  known 
\bis  day  that  thou  art  God  in  rsrael>  and  that  I  aM  thy  servant^ 
puxi  that  I  have  done  all  these  things  at  thy  vOord. 

37  Hear  me^  O  Lo  rd^  hear  me,  that  this  pe<^le  may  know 
<ihat  thoq  iurt  the  LoUd  God,  and  that  thou  hast  turned  their 
heart  back  again.  - 

,  38  Then  the  fire  of  the  i<oR]>  fell>  and  consumed  the  burnt 
.sacrifice,  and  the  wood,  and  the  stones,  and  the  dust,  aii4 
licked  lip  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench. 

39  And  when  all  the  people  saw  it,  they  fell  on  their  faces ; 
and  they  said,  the  Lord,  he  is  the  God ;  the  Lord,  he  is  tha 
jGod. 

40  And  Elijah  said  unto  them^  Take  the  prophets  of 
fiaal :  let  not  one  of  them  escape*  And  they  took  them : 
^md  Elijah  brought  them  down  to  die  brook  Kishon,  and  slew 
.Ibem  there.

4  i  f  And  Elijah  mid  unto  Ahab^  Get  thee  up^  eat  and 
drink ;  for  there  is  a  sound  of  abundance  of  rain. 

4€  So  Ahab  went  up  to  eat^  and  to  drmk.  And  Elijah 
went  up  to- the  top  of  Caimel;  and  he  cast  himself  down 
opon  the  earthy  and  put  his'^iace  between  his  knees, 

43  And  said  to  his  servant.  Go  up  now,  look  toward  the 
sea*  And  he  went  up,  and.  looked,  and  said.

And  be  said.  Go  up,  say  unto  Ahab,  Prepare  thj/  chariot,  and 
get  ihee  down,  that  the  rain  stop  thee  not.  * 

45  And  it  came  to  pass  ki  the  mean  ^hile,  that  the  heaven 
was  black  with  clouds  and  wind,  and  there  was  a  great  rain. 
And  Ahab  rode  and  went  to  Jezreel. 

4$  And  .die  hand  of  the  Loed  was  on  Elijah;  and  he 
girded  up  his  loins,  and  ran  bi^ore  Ahab  to  the  entrance  of 
JexroeL 

CHAP.   XXI. 
\  Ahab  ts  ieniei  Naboih^s  vijieyard.    5  Jezebel  causeth 

Nabcih  ta  be  condenmed.    17  Etijah  demunceih  judg* 

ments  against  Jhab  and  Jezebel. 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass  after  these  thiiigs,  that  Naboth  the 
Jezreelite  had  a  vineyard,.Avluch  was  in  Jezreel,  hafd  by 
.tlie  palace  of  Ahab  kiiig  of  Samaria. 

£  And  Ahab  spake  unto  Naboth,  saying.  Give  me  thj 
vineyardi  that  I  may  have  it  for  a  garden  of  herbs,  because 
it  is  near  unto  my  housa :  and  I  will  give  thee  for  it  a  better 
vineyard  than  it ;  or  iftit  seeip  good  to  thee,  I  will  give  thc^ 
the  worth  of  it  in  money. 

3  And  Naboth  said  to  Ahab, The  Lord  forbid  it  me,.that 
I  should  give  the  inheritance  of  my  fathers  unto  thee. 

4  And  Ahab  can^e  into  his  house  heavy  i^nd  displeased  be- 
cause of  the  word  which  Naboth  the  Jezreelite  had  spoken  to 
him :-  for  be  iiad  said,  I  will  not  give  thee,  the  inheritance  of 
my  Others.  And  he  laid  him  down  upon  (lis  bed,  and  tiirn^ 
away  his  face,  and  would  eat  no  bread. 

F  4  5  H  But 
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6  %  But  Jezebel  bis  wife  came  to  him^  and  said  unto  him, 
Vfhy  is  thy  spirit  so  sad  that  thou  catest  no  bread  f 

6  And  he  said  unto  her^  Because  1  spake  unto  Naboth  the 
Jezreellte^  and  said  unto  him.  Give  me  thy  vineyard^r  money ; 
or  ebe,  if  it  y> lease  thee,  I  ^iil]  give  thee  another  vineyard  for 
it;  and  he  answered,  I  will  not  give  thee  my  vine}'ar({. 

7  And  Jezebel  his  wife  said  unto  him.  Dost  thou  now 
govern  the  kingdom  of  Israel  ?  arise,  and  eat  bread,  and  let 
thine  heart  be  merry :  I  will  give  thee  the  vineyard  of  Naboth 
the  Jezreellte. 

8  So  she  wrote  letters  in  Ahab's  name,  and  sealed  them 
with  bis  seal,  and  sent  the  letters  unto  the  elders,  and  to  the 
nobles  that  were  in  his  city  dwelling  with  Naboth.- 

9  And  she  wrote  in  the  letters,  saying,  Proclaim  a  fast^  and 
set  Naboth  on  high  among  the  people : 

10  And  set  two  men,  sons  of  Belial  before  him,  to  bear  wit- 
ness against  him,  saying,  lliou  didst  blaspheme  God  and  the 
king.  And  then  carry  him  out,  and  stone  him,  that  he  may  die. 

1 1  And  the  men  of  his  city,  even  the  elders  and  the  nobles 
who  were  the  inhabitants  in  his  city,  did  as  Jezebel  had  sent 
unto  them,  and  as  it  was  written  in  the  letters  which  she  had 
sent  unto  them.  ^ 

12  I'hey  proclaimed  a  fast,  and  set  JS^aboth  on  high  among 
flie  people. 

13  And  there  came  in  two  men,  children  of  Belial,  and 
sat  before  him :  and  the  men  of  Belial  witnessed  against  bim^ 

.€ren  against  Naboth,  in  the  presence  of  the  people,  saying, 
Naboth  did  blaspheme  God  and  the  king.  Then  they  car- 
ried him  forth  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  him  with  stoneS| 
fhat  he  died.

ly  And  ihqn  shalt  speak  unto  him^  saying.  Thus  suth  the 
%jOR^i  Hast  thou  killed,  and  also  taken  possession?  And 
thou  shalt  speak  unto  him,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Li 
the  place  where  dogs  licked  the  blood  of  Naboth,  shall  dogs 
lick. thy  blood,  even  thine. 

fiO  And  Ahab  said  to  Elijah,  Hust  thou  found  me,  O  mine 
enemy  i  And  he  answered,  I  have  found  thee.:  becatise  thoii

17  And  the  woman  conceived,  and  bare  a  sob  at  that 
ieason  that  £lisha  had  said  unto  her,  according  to  the  time 
of  life.

"VTOW  Naainsuiy  captain  of  the  host  of  the  king  of  Syria^ 
was  a  great  raau  widi  his  master^  and  hoaourable^  be* 
cause  by  hioi  the  Lor  d  had  given  deliverance  unto  Syria :  he 
was  also  a  mighty  man  in  valour^  but  Ac  was  a  leper. 

2  And  the  Syrians  had  gone  out  by  companies,  and  had 
brought  away  captive  out  of  the  land  of  Israel  a  little  maid ; 
and  ^e  waited  on  Naaman's  wife. 

3  And  she  said  unto  her  mistress^  Would  ,God  my  lord 
fcere  with  the  prophet  that  is  in  Sam^ria^  for  he  would  recor 
fer  him  of  his  leprosy ! 

4  And  one  went  in^  and  told  his  loid,  sayings  Thus  and 
thus'said  the  maid  that  is  of  the  land  of  Israel. 

5  And  die  king  of  Syria  said.  Go  to,  go,  and  I  will  sen^ 
m  letter  unto  the  king  of  Israel.  And  he  departed,  and  took

6  For  1  have  not  dwelt  in  an  hotse  since  the  day  that  I 
brought  up  Israel  unto  this  day  :  but  have  gone  from  tent  to 
tent,  and  from  one  tabernacle  to  anothen 

6  Wheresoever  I  have  walked  with  all  Israel,  spake  I  & 
word  to  any  of  the  judges  of  Israel  whom  1  commanded  to 
feed  my  people,  saying.

8  My  son,  hear  the  instruction  of  thy  father,  and  forsake 
not  the  law  of  thy  mother  : 

9  For  they  shall  be  an  ornament  of  grace  unto  thy  head, 
and  chains  about  thy  neck. 

10  5F  My  son,  if  sinners  entice  thee,  consent  thou  not. 

1  i  If  they  say.  Come  with  us,  let  us  lay  wait  for  blood, 
let  us  lurk  privily  for  the  innocent  without  cause  :

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IS  Letua  swallow  diem  upolive  as  die  grave;  and  whole, 
as  those  tbat  go  down  into  the  pit : 

IS  We  shall  find  all  preciouB  aHbatance^  we  shall  fill  our 
lumses  with  spo9 : 

14  Cast  in  thy  lot  among  us ;  let  us  all  haveone  purse:    ' 

15  My  son,  walk  not  thou  in  the  way  wiUi  them;  refrab

17  Surely  in  vain  the  net  is  spread  in  the  sight  of  any 
bird.

19  So  are  the  ways  of  every  one  that  is  greedy  of  gain ;

and  the  scomers  delight  in  their  scorning,  and  fools  hate 
knowledge? 

23  Turn  you  at  my  reproof :  behold,  I  will  pour  out  my 
spirit  unto  you,  I  will  make  known  my  words  unto  you.

12  ^  I  the  Preacher  was  king  over  Israel  in  Jerusalem  ( 

13  And  I  fgBLYfi  my  heart  to  se^^  ^u^d  search  out  by  wisdom 
concerning  all  things  that  are  done  under  heaven  ;  this  sore 
travail  hath  Cod  given  to  the  sons  of  man  to  be  exercised 
therewith* 

14  i  have  seen  all  the  works  that  are  done  under  the  su|i  \ 
and  behold,  all  is  vanity  and  vexatiop  of  spirit. 

15  That  which  is  crooked  cannot  be  made  straight :  find 
that  which  is  wanting  cannot  be  numbered. 

16  I  communed  with  mine  own  heart,  saying,  Lo,  1  am 
come  to  great  estate,  and  have  gotten  more  wbdom  than  all 
they  that  have  been  before  me  in  Jerusalem ;  yea,  my  heart 
had  great  experience  of  wisdom  and  knowledge. 

17  And  I  gave  my  heart  to  know  wisdom,  and  to  know 
madness  and  folly :  I  perceived  tliat  tliis  also  is  vexation  of

18  For  in  much  wisdom  is  much  grief:  apd  he  that  in- 
creaseth  knowledge  increascth  8orro>y. 

chap:  ii. 

1  The  vanity  of  hum  fin  courses  in  the  works  of  pleasure.  12 
Though  the  wise  he  better  than  the  fool,  yet  both  hmve  one 
event.  18  The  vanity  rf  human  labour  in  leaving  it  they 
know  not  to  whom. 

T  Said  in  my  heart,  Go  to  now,  I  will  prove  thee  with 
mirth,  therefore  enjoy  pleasure :  and  behold,  this  also  is 

vanity, 

2  1  said  of  laughtef.  It  is  m^d  :  and  of  mirth,  what  doeth 

it? 

3  I  sought  in  mine  heart  to  give  myself  unto  wine,  (yet 

acquainting  mine  heart  with  wisdom,)  and  to  lay  hold  on 
folly,  till  1  might  see  \Nhat  teas  fhat  good  for  the  sons  of 
m^p,  which  ibey  should  do  under  heaven  all  the  days  of  their 

Jife- 

4  I  made 
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4  I  made  me  great  works ;  I  buildei)  me  lioiues  $  I  planted 
me  vineyards : 

5  I  made  me  gardens  and  orchards^  and  I  planted  trees  in 
them  of  all  kiud  ^'Iniits;^ 

'6  I  made  me  pook  of  water,  to  water  therewith  the  wood 
that  bringeth  forth  trees : 

7  I  got  me  servants  and  maidens^  and  had  servants  horn  in 
my  house ;  also  I  had  great  possessions  of  great  and  small 
cattle,  above  all  that  were  in  Jerusalem  before  me :  . 

8  I  gathered  me  also  silver  and  gold,  and  the  peculiar  trea^ 
sure  of  kings  and  of  the  provinces :  I  gat  me  men-singers,  and 
wpmen-singers,  and  the  delights  of  the  sons  of  men,  us  musical 
instruments^  and  that  of  all  sorts. 

9  So  I  was  great,  and  increased  more  than  all  that  were 
before  m^  in  Jerusalem :  also  my  wisdom  remained  with 
me. 

10  And  whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired,  I  kept  not  frcnn 
them,  I  withheld  not  my  heart  from  any  joy ;  for  fny  heart 
rejoiced  in  all  my  labour :  and  this  was  my  portion  of  all  my 
labour. 

1 1  Then  I  looked  on  all  the  works  that  my  hands  had 
wrought,  and  on  the  labom;that  I  had  laboured  to  do :  and 
behold,  all  wom  vanity  and  vexation  pf  spirit^  and  then  wus 
no  profit  under  the  sun.

13  Then  said  I  in  my  heart.  As  it  happeneth  to  the  fool^ 
so  it  happeneth  even  to  me ;  end  "why  was  I  then  more  wise  t 
then  I  said  iti  my  heart,  that  this  also  is  vanity. 

16  For  there  is  no  remembrance  of  the  wise  more  than 
pf  t)ie  fool   fpr  ever;   seeing  that  which  now  is,  in   the

1 7  Theilsfore  I  haded  life ;  because  the  work  that  is  wrought 
under  the  sun  is  grievou^  unto  me :  for  all  is  vanity  and  vexa- 
tion of  spirit. 

18  f  Yea^  I  hated  all  my  labour  which  I  had  taken  under 
die  sun :  because  I  should  leave  it  unto  the  man  that  shall  be 
after  me. 

19  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  rii$ll  be  a  wiie  fnan  or  a 
fool  ?  yet  ahall  he  have  rule  over  ail  my  labour  wherein  I  have 
laboured,  and  wherein  I  have  shewed  myself  wise  nikder  the 
iun.    This  i$  also  valiity. 

20  Therefore  I  went  about  to  cause  my  heart  to  despair  of 
aB  the  labour  which  I  took  under  the  sun. 

£1  For  there  is  a'  man  whose  labour  is  in  wisdom,  and  iri 
knowledgie,  and  in  equity ;  yet  to  a  man  that  hath  not  laboured 
therein  shall  he  leave  it  for  his  portion.  This  also  is  vanity 
tod  a  great  evil.   .  . 

9&  For  wiiaf  ladh  maft  df  all  his  hbour^  and  at  the  texation 
of  his  heart,  wherein  he  hath  laboured  under  the  sun  i 

is  For  ali  hi^days  are  sotrows,  and  his  travail  grief;  yea, 
his  heart  taketh  not  rest  tk  the  night.    This  is  also  vatuty . 

24  There  k  noAing  bdt^  for  a  rhtttk  ihAn  that  he  should 
eat  and  drink,  and  that  he  should  mdce  his  soul  enjoy  good 
ixi  his  labour.  Itiis  also  I  saw,  that  it  wa$  from  the  hand  of 
Godi 

25  For  who  can  eat>  or  who  else  can  hasten  hereunto  ihore 
Awl? 

26  For  God  giveth  to  a  man  that  is  good  iii  his  sight,  wis- 
dom, and  knowledge,  and  joy  :  but  to  the  sinner  he  giveth 
tmvail,  to  gather  and  to  heap  up,  that  he  may  give  to  him 
that  is  good  before  God.    This  also  'is  vanity  and  vexfition 

of  spirit. 

CHAP.  III.

Go^s  works  are  excellent.     l'6  But  as  for  man,  God  shall

3  A  time  to'  kill,  and  a  time  to  heal;  a  time  to  break 
down,  and  a  time  to  build  up ; 

4  A  time  to  weep,  ahd  a  time  to  laugh ;  a  time  to  mourn, 
and  a  time  to  dance ; 

5  A  time  to  cast  awa;^  stones,  and  a  time  to  gather  stones 
together;  a  time  to  embrace,  and  a  time  to  refrain  from 
embracing; 

6  A  time  to  get,  al^d  a  time  to  lose ;  a  titne  to  keep,  and 
a  time  to  <^ast  away ; 

7  A  tiitie  to  rend,  and  a  time  to  sew ;  a  time  to  keep 
(ilence,  and  a  time  io  speak ; 

8  A  timie  to  love,  and  a  time  to  hate ;  a  time  of  war,  and 
a  time  of  peace. 

9  AVhat  profit  hath  hk  that  worked  in  that  wherein  he 
laboureth  ? 

10  I  have  seen  the, travail  which  God  hath  given  to  the 
5bns  of  men  to  be  exercised  in  it.  ; 

11^  He  hath  made  every  thing  beautiful  in  his  time:  also 
he  hath  set  the  ^orld  in  their  heart,  so  that  no  man  can  find  Otlit 
the  W6rk  that  God  maketh  from  the  beginning  to  the  end. 

IS  I  know  diat  there  is  no  good  in  them,  but  for  a  man  to 
fejoice,  and  to  do  good  in  his  life. 

13  Akid  also  that  every  man  should  eat  and  drink,  and  en- 
joy the  good  of  all  his  labour,  it  is  the  gift  of  God. 

14  t  kno^  that  whatsoever  God  doeth,  it  shall  be  for  ever: 
nodung  can  be  put  to  it,  nor  any  thing  taken  from  it :  and 
God  doeth  it  that  men  should  fear  before  him. 

15  That  which  hath  been  id  now ;  and  that  which  is  to  be 
hath  already  been  ^  and  God  requireth  that  which  is  past. 

16  ^  And  moreover,  I  saw  under  tlie  sun  Uie  place  of 
judgment,  that  wickedness  was  there  ;  and  the  place  of  righte- 
ousness, that  iniquity  was  there.' 

)7  I  9aid  in  mine  heart,  God  shall  judge  the  righteous 

and 
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and  the  wicked ;  for  tliere  is  a  time  there  for  every  purpose/ 
and  for  everv  work. 

1  8  I  ;iaid  in  mine  heart  concerning  the  estate  of  the  sons  of 
men,  that  God  might  manifest  them>  and  that  they  might  see 
that  they  themselves  are  beasts. 

J  9  For  that  which  befalleth  the  sons  of  men  befidleth 
beasts ;  even  one  thing*  beialleth  them  :  as  the  one  dieth,  so 
dieth  the  other ;  yea,  they  have  all  one  breath ;  so  that  a  man 
hath  no  pre-eminence  above  a  beast:  for  all  i$  vanity. 

20  AH  go  unto  one  place ;  all  are  of  <the  dust,  and  all 
turn  to  dust  again. 

21  Who  knoweth  the  spirit  of  man  that  goeth  upward,  and 
ihe  spirit  of  the  beast  that  goeth  downward  to  the  earth  i 

22  Wherefore  I  perceive  that  there  u  nothing  better  than 
that  a  man  should  rejoice  ia  his  own  works ;  for  that  is  bis 
portion :  for  who  shall  bring  him  to  see  what  shall  be  after  him  ? 

CHAP.  IV. 

1  Vanity  is  increased  tq}9n  men  by  oppression,  4  by  ewoy, 

5  hy  idleness,  7  by  covetousness,  Q  by  solitariness,  IS  by 

myidness. 

CO  I  returned,  and  considered  all  the  oppressions  that  are 

done  under  the  sun :  and  behold,  the  tears  qSsuck  as  were 

oppressed,  and  they  had  no  comforter ;  and  on  the  side  of 

their  oppressors  there  teas  power,  but  they  had  no  comforter^ 

2  Wherefore  I  praised  the  dead  which  ar^  alr^dy  dqad^ 
more  than  tlie  living  which  are  yet  alive. 

'  3  Yea,  better  is  he  than  both  they  whjch  hatb  not  yet  been, 
who  hath  not  seen  the  evil  work  that  is  done  under  the  sun. 

4  %  Again,  1  considered  all  travail,  and  eveiy  right  work, 
that  for  this  a  man  is  envied  of  his  fieighbour.  This  if  sisq 
vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit. 

5  5[  l^c  fool  foldeth  his  hands  together^  and  epttetl)  lus 
own  flesh. 

6  Better  is  an  handful  with  quietness,  than  both  the  hands 
iiill  mth  travail  and  vexation  of  spirit. 

7  %  Then  I  returned,  and  I  saw  vanity  under  the  sun. 

8  There  is  one  a/of^,  and  there  is  not  a  second ;  yea,  he 
hath  neither  child  nor  brother :  yet  is  there  no  end  of  all  his 

labour ; 
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labour ;  neither  is  his  eye  satisfied  with  riches ;  neitfier  saith 
fu.  For  whom  do  I  labour,  and  bereave  my  soul  of  good? 
lliis  IS  also  vanity^  yea,  it  is  a  sore  travail. 

g  ^  Two  arc  better  than  one ;  because  they  have  a  good 
reward  for  their  labour. 

10  For  if  they  fall,  the  one  will  lift  up  his  fellow:  but 
woe  to  him  that  is  alone  when  he  falleth ;  for  he  hath  not 
another  to  help  him  up. 

1 1  Again,  if  two  lie  together,  then  they  have  heat :  but 
how  can  one  be  warm  alone  ? 

12  And  if  one  prevail  against  him,  two  shall  withstand 
bini  r  and  a  threefold  cord  is  not  quickly  broken. 

13  %  Better  is  a  poor  and  a  wise  child  than  an  old  and 
foolish  king,  who  will  no  more  be  admonished. 

]  4  For  out  of  prison  he  pom^th  to  reign ;  whereas  also  he 
that  is  bom  in  his  )cingdom  becometh  poor.  ^ 

15  I  considered  all  the  living  which  walk  under  the  soiii 
Y^iih  die  second  child  that  shall  stand  up  in  bis  stead. 

16  I'here  i^  no  end  of  all  the  people,  ^even  of  all  that  havt 
been  before  them :  they  also  that  come  after  shall  not  rejoicf 
in  him.    Surely  this  also  ts  vanity,  and  vexation  of  spirit* 

CHAP.  V.  * 

1  Vanitiii  in  divine  service,  8  in  murmuring  against  pppres^ 
sion,  9  and  in  riches,     18  Joy  in  riches  is  thegiji  of  Cod. 
IT^EEP  thy  foot  when  thou  goest  to  the  house  of  God,  and 
be  more  ready  to  hear  than  to  give  the  sacri&;e  of  fools; 
for  they  consider  not  that  they  do  evil. 

e  Be  Bpt  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and  let  not  thine  heart  be 
hasty  to  utter  afiy  thing  before  God :  for  God  is  in  heaven^ 
and^  thou  upon  earth :  therefore  let  thy  words  be  few. 

3  For  a  dream  cometh  through  the  multitude  of  business ; 
and  ia  fool's  voice  is  knoxcn  by  multitude  of  words. 

4  When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God,  defer  not  to  pay 
it :  for  he  luith  no  pleasure  in  fools :  pay  that  which  thoii 
hast  vowed, 

5  Better  is  it  that  thou  shouldest  not  vow^  thah  that  thou 
0houldest  vow  and  not  pay. 

6  Suffer  not  thy  mouth  tp  cause  thy  flesh  to  sin;  neither 

\  say 
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say  thou  before  the  angcl^  that  it  was  an  error :  wherefore 
should  God  be  angry  at  thy  voice,  and  destroy  the  work  of 
thine  hands  ? 

7  For  in  the  multitude  of  dreams  and  many  words  there  are 
also  divers  vanities :  but  fear  thou  God. 

8  ^  If  thou  seest  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  and  violent 
perverting  of  judgment  and  justice  in  a  province,  marvel  not 
at  the  matter :  for  he  that  is  higher  than  the  highest  regardeth^ 
and  there  be  higher  than  they. 

g  ^  Moreover  the  profit  of  the  earth  is  for  all :  the  king 
himself  is  served  by  the  field. 

10  He  that  loveth  silver  shall  not  be  satisfied  whh  silver; 
nor  he  thst  loveth  abundance,  with  increase:  thL  is  also 
vanity. 

1 1  When  goods  increase,  they  are  increased  that  eat  them } 
and  what  good  is  there' to  the  owners  thereof,  saving  the  be-» 
holding  of  them  with  their  eyes  ? 

12  The  sleep  of  a- labouring  man  /s  sweet,  whether  he  eat 
fitde  or  much :  but  the  abundance  of  the  rich  will  not  suffer 
him  to  sleep. 

Id  There  is  a  sore  evil  which  I  huve  seen  under  the  sun^ 
namely,  riches  kept  for  the  owners  thereof  to  their  hurt. 

14  But  those  riches  perish  by  evil  travail :  a^d  he  begetteth 
a  son,  and  there  is  nothing  in  his  hand. 

15  Ad  he  came  forth  of  his  mother's  womb,  naked  shal} 
he  retufrti  to  go  as  he  came,  and  shall  take  nothing  of  his  la- 
bour, which  he  may  carry  away  in  his  hand. 

16  And  this  also  it  a  sore  evil,  that  in  all  points  ar  he 
came  so  shall  he  go  :  and  what  profit  hath  he  that  hath  la^ 
boured  for  the  wind  i 

17  AH  his  days  also  he  eateth  in  darkn^iBS,  and  he  hath 
much  sorrow  and  wrath  with  his  sickness. 

18  ^  Behold  tliat  which  I  have  seen :  it  is  good  and  comely 
for  one  to  eat  and  drink,  and  to  enjoy  the  good  of  all  his  la- 
bour that  he  taketh  under  the  sun,  all  the  days  of  his  life 
which  God  giveth  him :  for  it  is  his  portion. 

19  Every  man  also  to  whom  God  hath  given  riches  and 
tfea|th,and  hath  given  him  power  to  eat  thereof,  and  to  take 

his 
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h»  portion^  and  to  rejoice  io  his  labour ;  this  is  the  gift  of 
God.  ' 

20  For  he  shall  not  much  retiiember  the  days  of  his  life ; 
because  God  answereth  Aim  in  the  joy  of  his  heart. 

CHAP.  VI.  . 
1  The  vanitj/  of  riches  without  use,  3  of  children,  6  and  old 

age  without  riches.    9  The  vanity  of  sight  and  wandering 

desires.     11   The  conclusion  of  vanities, 
'T'HERE  b  an  evil  which  I  have  seen  und^r  the  sun^  and 
it  is  common  among  men  : 

2  A  man  to  whom  God  hath  given^  riches,  wealth  and 
honour,  so  that  he  wanteth  nothing  for  his  soul  of  all  that 
he  desireth,  yet  God  giveth  him  not  power  to  eat  thereof, 
but  a  stranger  eateth  it :  this  t^*  vanity,  and  it  is  an  evil  dis* 
^ase. 

3  5f  If  ^  °^A^  hege^  an  hundred  children,  and  live  many 
years,  so  that  the  days  of  his  y^ars  be  many,  and  his  soul  be  . 
not  filled  with  good,  and  also  that  he  have  no  burial ;  I  say, 
thai  an  untimely  birth  is  better  than  he. 

4  For  he  cometh  in  with  vanity,  and  departeth  in  darkness, 
and  ha  name  shall  be  covered  with  darkness. 

5  Moreover,  he  hath  not  seen  the  son^  nor  known  any 
.4hing  :  this  hath  more  rest  than  the  other. 

6  %  Yea,  though  he  live  a  thousand  years  twice  told,  yet 
bath  he  seen  no  good  :  do  not  all  go  to  one  place  i 

7  All  the  labour  of  man  is  for  bb  mouth,  and  yet  the  ap- 
petite is  not  filled. 

8  Fjor  what  hath  the  wise  more  than  the  fool  ?  what  hath 
the  poor,  that  knowcth  to  walk  before  the  living? 

9  ^  Better  is  the  sight  of  the  eyes,  than  die  wanderiqg  of/ 
the  desire :  this  is  abo  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit. 

10  That  which  hath  been  is  named  already,  and  it  is 
known  that  it  is  man :  neither  may  he  contend  with  him  that 
is  mightier  than  he. 

1  i  f  Seeing  there  be  many  thin^  that  increase  vanity^ 
vihsX  is  man  the  better  ? 

19  For  who  knoweth  what  i%  good  for  nan  in  Mis  life, 

aU 
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aD  the  Akjb  of  his  vain  life  M'hich  he  spendeth  as  a  shadow  f  for 
who  can  tell  a  man  ^  hat  shall  be  after  him  under  the  sun  ? 

CHAP.   VII. 
1  RemedieB  aguinst  ranity,  are  a  good  name,  £  mortificaiion, 
7  patience,  llwisdom*  *13  The  difficulty  of  getting  wisdom. 
A   Good  name  »  better  than  precions  ointment ;  and  the 
day  of  death  than  the  day  of  one's  birth. 

2  %  It  ii  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning,  than  to 
go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  ia  the  eud  of  all  men ; 
and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his  heart. 

3  Sorrow  is  better  than  laughter :  for  by  the  sadness  of 
the  countenance  the  heart  is  made  better. 

4  The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the  house  of  mourning ;  but 
die  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house  of  mirth. 

5  It  is  better  to  hear  the  rebuke  of  die  wise^  than  for  a 
man  to  hear  the  song  of  foob : 

6  For  as  the  crackling  of  thorns  under  a  pot,  so  is  the 
laughter  of  the  fool  ^  this  also  is  vanity. 

7  ^  Surely  oppression  maketh  a  wise  man  mad^  and  a  gift 
^  destroyeth  the  heart. 

8  Better  is  the  end  of  a  thing  than  the  beginning  thereof: 
and  the  patient  in  spirit  is  better  than  the  proud  in  spirit. 

9  Be  not  hasty  in  thy  spirit  to  be  angry :  for  anger  resteth 
fn  die  bosom  of  fools. 

10  Say  not  thou^  What  is  the  came  that  the  former  day9 
were  better  than  these  ?  for  thou  dost  not  enquire  M'isely  con« 
^eming  this. 

11^  Wisdom  is  good  with  an  inheritance  :  and  by  it  there 
is  profit  to  diem«that  see  the  smi. 

1%  For  wisdom  is  a  defence,  an4  money  is  a  defence :  but 
the  excellency  of  knowlec^e  is,  that  wisdom  giveth  life  to 
them  that  have  it. 

13  Consider  the  work  of  God:  for  who  can  make  thqt 
straight  which  he  hath  made  crooked? 

14  In  the  day  of  prosperity  be  joyful,  but  in  the  day  of 
adversity  consider :  God  also  hath  set  the  one  over  against 
the  other,  to  the  end  that  man  should  find  nothing  after  him. 

l^  All 


ECCLESIASTES. 
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15  AD  things  have  I  seen  in  the  days  of  my  vanity :  there 
is  .a  just  man  that  perisheth  in  his  righteousness,  and  there  is 
a  viricked  man  that  prolongeth  his  life  in  his  wickedness. 

16  Be  not  righteous  over-much;  neither  make  thyself  over* 
wise :  why  shouldest  thou  destroy  thyself  f 

17  Be  not  over-much  wicked;  neither  be  thou  foolish: 
why  shouldest  thou  die  before  thy  time  i 

iS  It  is  good  that  thou  shouldest  take  hold  of  this ;  yea, 
also  from  this  withdraw  not  thine  hand :  for  he  that  feareth 
God  shall  come  forth  of  them  all. 

19  Wisdom  strengtheneth  the  wise  more  than  ten  mighty 
men  which  are  in  the  city. 

90  For  there  is  not  a  just  man  upon  earth  that  doeth  good, 
and  sinneth  not. 

21  Also  take  no  heed  uuto  all  words  that  are  spoken ;  lest 
thou  hear  Ay  servant  curse  thee : 

22  For  oftentimes  also  thine  own  heart  knoweth  that  thou 
thyself  likewise  hast  cursed  others. 

23  ^  All  this  have  I  proved  by  wisdom  u  I  said,  I  will  be

4  Where  the  word  of  a  king  is,  there  is  p<iwer :  apd  who 
may  say  unto  him^  What  doest  thou  ? 

5  Whoso  keepcth  the  commandment  sliall  feel  no  evil 
thing:  and  a  wise  man's  heart  discemeth  both  time  and 
Judgment. 

6  %  Because  to  every  purpose  tliere  is  time  and  jiidgipent^ 
therefore  the  misery  of  man  is  great  upon  him. 

7  For  he  knoweth  not  that  which  shall  be :  for  who  can  te|I 
him  when  it  shall  be  ?

4  Ah  sinful  nation,  a  people  laden  with  iniquity,  a  seed  of 
evil  doers,  children  that  are  conuptcrs !  They  have  forsaken 

tlie 
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the  LoRD^  ibey  have  provoked  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  unto 
anger,  the^y  are^one  away  backwards  ^ 

6  Why  should  ye  be  stricken  any  moref  ye  will  revolt 
,  more  and  more :  the  w  hole  head  is  sick^  and  the  whole  heart 
faint. 

6  From  the  sole  of  the  foot^  even  unto  the  head,  there  is  no 
soundness  in  it ;  but  wounds,  and  bruises^  and  putrifying  sor^'^ 
they  have  not  been  closed,  neither  bound  up,  neither  mollified 
with  ointment. 

7  Your  country  is  desolate,  your  cities  are  burned  with  fire :

^rOVV  will  I  sang  to  my  we}l-beIoved  a  song  of  my  beloved 
toaching  his  vineyard.     Mj  well-beloved  hath  a  vine- 
yard in  a  very  fruitful  hill :      *    * 

2  And  he  fenced  it^  and  gathered  out  the  stones  thereof, 
and  planted  it  with  the  choicest  vine,  and  built  a  tower  in 
the  midst  of  it,  and  also  made  a  wine«press  therein  :  and  he 
looked  that  it  should  bring  forth  g^rapeSj  and  it  brought  forth 
wild  grapes. 

3  And  now,  O  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and  men  of  Judah, 
judge,  I  pray  you,  betwixt  me  and  my  vineyard. 

4  What  could  have  been  done  more  to  my  vineyard  that  I 
have  not  done  in  it  i  wherefore,  when  I  looked  that  it  should 
bring  fordi-  grapes,  brought  it  forth  wild  grapes  ? 

5  And  now  go  to ;  I  will  tell  you  what  I  will  do  to  my 
vineyard :  I  will  take  away  the  hedge  thereof,  and  it  shall  be 
eaten  up ;  and  break  dowu  the  wall  tliereof,  and  it  sludl  bef 
trodden  down : 

a  And  I  will  lay  it  waste :  it  shall  not  be  pruned,  nor 
digged  ;  but  there  shall  come  up  briers  and  thorns :  I  will 
idso  command  the  clouds  that  they  rain  no  rain  upon  it. 

7  For  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  the  men  of  J  udah  his  pleasant  plant :  and  he 
looked  for  judgment,  but  behold  oppression ;  for  righteous^ 
ness,  but  behold  a  cry. 

8  ^  Woe  unto  them  that  join  house  to  house,  that  lay 
field  to  field,  till  there  be  no  place,  that  they  may  be  placed 
alone  in  the  midst  of  the  eardi ! 

9  In  mine  ears,  said  the  Lord  of  hosts,  Of  a  truth 
many  houses  shall  be  desolate,  even  great  and  fair,  without 
inhabitant. 

10  Yea,  ten  acres  of  vineyard  shall  yield  one  bath,  and 
the  seed  of^n  homer  shall  yield  an  ephah. 

11  f  Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early  in  the  morning 
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that  they  may  follow  strong  drink^  that  continue  unti}  night, 
till  w'me  inflame  them ! 

12  And  the  harp  and  the  viol,  the  tabret  and  pipe,  and 
M''me  are  in  their  feasts  :  but  they  regard  not  the  work  of  the 
Lob  By  neither  consider  the  operation  of  his  hands. 

13  ^  Therefore  my  people  are  gone  into  captivity,  because 
ihcy  have  no  knowledge  :  and  their  honourable  men  are  fa- 
mished, and  their  multitude  dried  up  with  thirst. 

14  Therefore  hell  hath  enlarged  herself,  and  opened  her 
mouth  without  measure :  and  their  glory^  and  their  multi- 
tude, and  their  pomp,  and  he  that  rejoiceth  shall  descend 
into  it. 

15  And  the  mean  man  shall  be  brought  down,  and  the 
mighty  man  shall  be  humbled,  and  the  eyes  of  the  lo%  shall 
be  humbled : 

16  But  the  LoBD  of  hosts  shall  be  exalted  in  judgment, 
and  God  that  is  holy  shall  be  sanctified  in  righteousness. 

17  Then  shall  the  lambs  feed  after  their  manner,  and  th» 
waste  places  of  the  fat  ones  shall  strangers  eat. 

IS  Woe  unto  them  that  draw  iniquity  with  cords  of  vanity, 
and  sin  as  it  were  with  a  cart  rope : 

ig  That  say.  Let  him  make  speed,  and  hasten  his  work, 
that  we  may  sed  it :  and  let  the  counsel  of  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel  draw  nigh  and  come,  tliat  we  may  know  it! 

^0  %  Woe  unto  them  that  call  evil  good,  and  good  evil ; 
that  put  darkness  for  light,  and  light  for  darkness ;  that  put 
bitter  for  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter ! 

21  Woe  unto  them  that  are  wbe  in  their  own  eyes,  and 
prudent  in  their  own  sight ! 

f  2  Woe  unto  them  that  are  mighty  to  drink  wine,  and 
men  of  strength  to  mingle  strong  drink : 

23  Which  justify  the  wicked  for  reward,  and  take  aw*ay  the 
righteousness  of  the  righteous  from  him ! 

24  Therefore  as  the  fire  devouretb  the  stubble,  and  the 
flame  consiimeth  the  chaff,  so  their  root  shall  be  as  rotten- 
ness, and  their  blossom  shall  go  up  as  dust :  because  they 
have  cast  away  the  law  of  the  Lord  of  host^,  and  despised 

,  the  word  of  Uie  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

25  Tlicre- 
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Qi  Therefore  is  the  anger  of  the  LoED  kindled  against 
Ills  people,  and  he  hath  stretched  forth  his  hand  against 
them,  and  hath  smitten  them  :  and  the  hills  did  tremble,  and 
their  carcases  wert  torn  in  tlie  midst  of  tlie  streets.  For  alt 
this  his  anger  is  not  turned  aM'ay,  but  his  hand  is  stretched 
out  still. 

26  %  And  he  will  lift  up  an  ensign  to  the  nations  irom  far, 
and  will  hiss  unto  tliem  from  the  m\d  of  the  earth  :  and  be- 
)ioId,  they  shall  come  with  speed  swiftly. 
'  27  None  shall  be  weary  nor  stumble  among  tliem ;  none 
shall  slumber  nor  sleep ;  neither  shall  die  girdle  of  their  loins 
be  loosed,  nor  the  latchet  of  then*  shoes  be  broken : 

28  Whose  arrows  are  sharp,  and  all  their  bows  bent,  their 
horses'  hoofs  shall  be  Counted  like  flint,  and  their  wheels  like 
a  whirlwind : 

2d  Their  roaring  shall  be  like  a  lion,  they  shall  roar  like 
yung  lions :  yea,  tliey  shall  roar  and  lay  hold  of  the  prey,  and 
snail  carry  it  away  safe,  and  none  shall  deliver  tV.

'VfEverthcIess,  the  dimness  shall  not  be  such  as  teas  in  her 
vexation,  when  at  tlie  first  he  lightly  afflicted  the  land  of 
Zcbulun  and  the  land  of  Naphtali,  and  afterward  did  more 
grievously  afflict  her  by  the  way  of  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan, 
in  Galilee  of  the  nations. 

2  The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great 
light :  tliey  tliat  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow  of  death, 
upon  them  hath  the  light  shined. 

3  Tiiou  hast  multiplied  the  nation,  atul  not  increased  the 
joy  :  they  joy  before  thee  according  to  the  joy  in  harvest,  and 
as  men  rejoice  when  they  divide  the  spoil. 

4  For  thou  bast  broken  the  yoke  of  his  burden,  and  the 
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»taff  of  his  .shoulder,  the  rod  of  his  oppressor,  as  in  the  day 
of  Midian. 

5  For  every  battle  of  the  \varrior  i$  with  confused  noise, 
and  garments  rolled  in  blood ;  but  ikh  shall  be  with  burn}n<y 
and  fuel  of  fire. 

6  For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  luito  us  a  son  is  given :  and 
the  government  shall  be  upon  his  shoulder :  and  his  name 
shall  be  called.  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty  God, 
7'he  everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of  peace. 

7  Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and  peace  there  shall 
be  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of  David  and  upon  his  kingdom^ 
to  order  it,  and  to  establish  it  Math  judgment  and  with  jus- 
tice  from  henceforth  eVen  for  ever.  The  zeal  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts  will  perform  this. 

CHAP.  XL

3  And  shall  make  him  of  quick  understanding  in  the  fear 
of  the  Lord  :  and  he  shall  not  judge  after  the  sight  of  his 
e}  f  s,  neither  reprove  after  the  hearing  of  his  ears : 

4  But  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  poor,  and  re- 
prove with  equity  for  the  meek  of  the  earth :  and  he  shall 
smite  the  earth  with  the  rod  of  his  mouth,  and  with  the  breath 
of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked. 

5  And  righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of  his  loins,  and 
faithfulness  the  girdle  of  his  reins. 

6  Tlie  wolf  also  shall  dwell  with  the  Iamb,  and  the  leopard 
shall  lie  down  with  the  kid ;  and  the  calf,  and  the  young 
lion,  and  the  fatling  together,  and  a  little^  child  shall  lead 
them.

9  Hhey  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  mountain; 
for  ^e  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord^  as 
the. waters  covei^  the  sea.  "vt 

10  ^  And  in  that  day  tliere  shall  be  a -root  of  Jesse^  which 
riiaH  stand  tot  an  ensign  of  the  people ;  to  it  ahall  the  Gentiles 
seek :  and  his  rest  shall  be  glorious.   ; 

1 1  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  tfuU  €ie  Lord 
shall  set  his  hand  again  the  second  titae  to  recover  the  rem- 
n^t  of  his.  people^  which  shall,  be  left,  from:  As^ia^  and 
from  Egypt^  and  from  Pathros^  and  fron^  Cush,  and  from 
^lam^  and  from  Shinar^  and  fi!omi..Uamalli^  and  from  the 
islands  of  the  sea.

14  But  they  /shalKfly  MppQ  the  8bouhkr$  of  the  PhibHineB 
toward  the  west ;  they  shall  spoil  them  of  the  east  together: 
Iti^y^  shall,  lay  thejr  baivi'  upon  Edpm.and.  Moab^t  and  the 
children  of  Ammon  shall  obey  them.  . 

1$  And  the  Lord  ;»faall.; utterly  destroy  the  tongue. of  the 
Egyptian  sea ;  and  with  .his  mighty  wind  shall  he  shake  his  . 
h^Oid  over  the  jriver^  i|nd  shall  smiWit  in  the  seven -toeams, 
and  make  meit  go  over  dry  shod.  .     ...       ^ 

16  And  tha-e  shdU  be  an  high*way  for  thejremnnnt  of:  his 
fteoplci  wliuioh  sb^U  be, left  from  Assyria;  like  as  it  was  to 
Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.

8  Yea,  the  fir-trees  rejoice  at  thee,  and  the  cedara  of 
liobaiion,  saying,  Since  d^ou  art  laid  down,  no  feller  is  come 
up  against  us. 

9  Hell  from  beneath  is  moved  for  thee  to  meet  thee  at  thy 
coming :  it  stirreth  up  the  dead  for  thee,  even  all  the  chief 
ones  of  the  earth ;  it  hath  raised  up  from  their  tiirones  all  the 
kings  of  the  nations. 

10  All  they  shall  speak  and  say  unto  thee.  Art  thou  also 
become  weak  as  we  ?  art  thou  become  like  unto  us  i 

11  Thy  pomp  is  brought  down  to  the  grave,  and  the 
noise  of  thy  viols:  the  worm  is  spread  under  thee,  and  the 
worms  cover  thee. 

1£  How  art  thou  fallen  A*om  heaven,  O  lucifer,  son  of  the 
inomuig  1  how  art  thou  tat  down  to  the  ground,  which  didSt 
weaken  the  nations ! 

19  For  thou  hast  said  in  thine  hearty  I  will  ascendf  into 

luaaten^ 
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heav€D^  I  wiO  exalt  my  throne  above  the  atara  of  God:  I 
iK-tU  ait  also  upon  the  mount  of  the  congregation^  in  the 
•idea  of  the  north: 

14  I  will  ascend  above  the  heights  of  the  douda ;  I  will  be 
like  the  most  High. 

15  Yet  thou  flhalt  be  brought  down  to  hdl,  to  the  sides  of 
the  pit. 

lO  They  that  see  thee  shall  narrowly  look  upon  tbee^  and 
consider  thee,  sayings  Is  this  the  man  that  made  the  eardi  to 
tremble^  that  did  shake  kingdoms  i 

17  That  made  the  world  as  a  wilddraess,  and  destroyed 
the  <cities  thereof,  that  opened  not  the  house  of  his  prison* 
ers  ? 

18  All  the  kings  of  the  nations,  even  all  of  them  lie  m 
glory,  erery  one  b  his  own  house. 

19  But  thoikart  cast  out  of  tby  grave  like  an  abominable 
branch,  and  as  the  raiment  of  those  that  are  slain,  thrust 
through  with  a  sword,  that  go  doWn  tothe  stones  of  the  pit; 
as  a  carcase  trodden  under  feet. 

20  Thou  shalt  not  be  joined  with  them  in  burial,  because 
thou  hast  destroyed  thy  land,  and  slain  tby  people :  the  seed 
of  evil  doers  shall  never  be  renowned. 

£1  Prepare  slaughter' for  his  children  for  the  iniquity  of 
their  fathers ;  that  they  do  not  rise,  nor  possess  the  land,  nor 
fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  cities. 

22  For  I  will  rise  up  against  them,  saith  the  Lorb  of  hoats^ 
and  cut  off  from  Babylon  the  name,  and  remnant,  and  son^ 
and  nephew,  saith  the  Lord. 

23  I  will  also  make  it  a  possession  for  the  bittern,  and 
spools  of  water :  and  I  will  sweep  it  with  the  besom -of  de^ 

atruction,  saith  the  Loed  of  hosts. 

24  The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  sworn,  saying.  Surely  asi 
have  thought,  so  shall  it  come  to  pass ;  and  as  I  hkvp  purpo?

27  For  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath  puqK>sed>  and  who  shall 
disannul  t^f  asid  his  hand  ts.  stretched  out,  and  who  shall 
turn  it  back  i 

128  ^  In  the  year  that  king  Ahaz  died  was  this  borden. 

29  Rejoice  not  thou,  Whole  Palestiua,  because  the  rod  of 
liim  that  smote  thee  is  broken :  for  out  of  the  serpent's 
root  shall  come  forth  a  cockatrice}  and  hi^  fruit  shall  be  a 
fiery  flying  serpent. 

90  And  the  first-bom  of  the  poor  shall  feed,  and  the 
needy  shall  lie  down  in  safety :  and  I  will  kill  thy  root  witli 
famine,  and  he  shall  slay  thy  remnant. 

31  Howl,  O  gate;  cry,  O  city;  thou  whole  Palestina 
art  dissolved :  for  there  shall  come  from  the  north  a  smoke^ 
and  none  shall  be  alone  in  his  appoint^  times. 

32  What  shall  one  then  answer  the  messengers  of  the 
nation  ?  That  the  Loit]>  hath  founded  Zion,  and  die  poor  of 
his  people  shall  trust  in  it.

2  Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry  untp 
her,  that  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that  her  iniquity  is 
pardoned :  for  she.  hath  received  of  the  Lord's  hand  double 
for  all  her  sins. 

3  %  The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wilderness.  Pre-

4  Every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  eveiy  mountain  and 
hill  shall  be  made  low:  and  tlie  crooked  shall  be  made 
straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain  : 

5  And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shull  be  revealed,  and  all 
flesh  shall  see  it  together :  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath

What  shall  I  cry  l 
All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodlincss  thereof  is  as  the 
flower  of  the  field :

7  Tlie  grasM  Mrithereth,  the  flower  fadeth :  'because  the 
Spirit  of  the  I/)RD  bloweth  upon  it :  surely  the  people  ii 
grasji. 

8  The  grass  withereth^  tl)p  flower  fadeth  :  but  the  word  of 
our  God  shall  stand  for  ever. 

9^0  Zion^  that  bringest  good  tidings^  get  thee  up  into 
the  high  mountain  ;  O  Jerusalem^  that  bringest  good  tidings^ 
lift  up  thy  voice  with  strength ;  lift  it  up^  be  not  afraid ;  say 
unto  the  cities  of  Judah^  Behold  your  God ! 

10  Behold  the  Lord  God  will  come  with  strong  hand,  and 
his  arm  shall  rule  for  him  :  behold^  his  reward  i$  with  him^ 
and  his  work  before  him. 

1 1  He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd :  he  shall  gather 
die  lambs  with  his  arm^  and  shall  carry  them  in  his  bosom^ 
and  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are  with  young. 

12  Who  hath  measived  the  waters  in  the  hollow  of  his  handj 
and  meted  out  heaven  with  the  span,  and  comprehended  the

15  Behold,  the  nations  are  as  a  drop  of  a  bucket,  and  are 
counted  as  the  small  dust  of  the  balance  :  behold,  he  taketh 
up  the  isles  as  a  very  little  thing. 

16  And  Lebanon  is  not  sufficient  to  bum,  nor  the  beasts 
thereof  sufficient  for  a  bumt-ofiering. 

17  All  nations  before  him  are  as  nothing ;  and  they  are 
counted  to  him  less  than  nothing,  and  vanity. 

18  To  whom  then  will  ye  liken  God  P  or  what  likeness  will 
ye  compare  unto  him  ? 

19  The  workman  melteth  a  graven  image,  and  the  gold- 
smith spreadeth  it  over  with  gold,  and  casteth  silver  chains. 

20  He  that  is  so  impoverished  that  he  hath  no  oblation^ 
chooseth  a  tree  that  will  not  rot ;  he  seeketh  unto  hiin  a 
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ciimik^  wockmati  to  prepare  a  graven  image  tftai  shdl  not  be 
moved.  ^ 

21  Have  ye  not  known?  have  ye  not  heard?  hath  it  not 
been  told  jou  from  (he  beginning  ?  have* ye  not  understood 
from  the  foundations  of  the  earth  ? 

22,  A  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of  the  earth,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grasshoppers ;  that  stretcheth 
out  the  henvens  as  a  cuitaiiv  and  spreadeth  them  out  as  a  tent 
to  dwell  in: 

$5  That  bringeth  the  princes  to  nothing ;  he  maketh  the 
judges  of  the  earth  as  vanity. 

24  Yea,  they  shall  not  be  planted ;  yea,  they  shall  not  be 
sown :  yea,  their  stock  shall  not  take  root  in  the  eardi :  and 
ho  shall  also  blow  upon  them,  and  tliey  shall  wither,  and  the:

26  lifr  up  your  eyes  on  high,  and  behold  who  hath  created 
these  things,  that  bringeth  out  their  host  by  number :  he  calleth 
theffi  all  by  nftmes,  by  the  greatness  of  his  might,  for  that  he 
is  strong  in  power ;  not  one  faileth.

T  N  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  Jehokd^im  king  of  Judah^ 
came   Nebuchadneazar  king  of  Babylon  unto  Jenualedi^ 

and  besieged  it. 

2  And  the  Lord  gave  Jehoiakkn  'king  of  Judah  into  his^ 
hand,  with  pail  of  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  God :  which 
he  carried  into  tfie  land  of  Shinar  to  die  house  of  his  god  ; 
and  he  brought  the  vessels  into  the  treasufa-house  of  his 
god. 

3  And  the  king  spake  unto  A^bpenac  4he  master  of  his 
^unuchs^  that  he  should  bring  cMain  of  the  chiklnen  of  Israel^ 
and  of  the  king^s  seed^  and  of  the  princes  ; 

4  Children  in  whom  was  no  blemish^  but  well-favoured^ 
and  skilful  in  all  wisdom,  and  cunning  in  knowledge,  and  ua- 
4erstandiog  acienoe,  and  suc4i  as  had  ability  in  them  to  stand 
in  the  king^a  palace,  and  whom  they  might  teach  die  teaming 
and  the  tongue  of  the  Cluddeuis. 

5  And  the  king  appointed  them  a  liaily  provision  of  the 
kiug*s  meat,  and  of  the  wine  wliich  he  drank :  so  nourishing 
them  three  years^  that  at  the  end  thereof  they  might  stand  be* 
Ibrje  the  king. 

6  Now  among  diese  n^iereof  the  children  of  Judah,  Daniel, 
Hananiah,  Miskael,  and  Azariah  : 

7  Unto  whcMn  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs  gave  names :  for 
he  gave  unto  Daniel  the  name  of  Belteshazzar;  and  to  Hana- 
nidi,  of  Shadrach;  and  to  Mishael,  of  Meshaoh;  and  to 
Azariah,  of  Abed-nego. 

S  f  But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heait  that  he  wodd  not 
defile  himself  with  the  portion  of  the  king's  meat,  nor  with 
die  wine  which  he  drank :  therefore  he  requested  of  ^e  prince 
^f  the  eunuchs  that  he  might  not  defile  himself. 

9  Now  God  had  broughf  Danit4  into  favour  and  tender 
love  with  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs. 

20  And  the  prince  of  tlie  eunuchs  said  unto  Darnel,  I  fear 
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my  lord  the  king«  who  hatH  appointed  your  meat  and  your 
drink  :  for  why  should  he  see  your  faces  worse  hking  than  the 
cbildreo  which  arc  of  your  sort  ?  then  shall  yo  make  me  en-i 
danger  my  bead  to  the  king. 

1 1  Then  said  Daniel  to  Melzar^  whom  the  prince  of  the 
eimucbs  bad  set  oyer  Daniel^  Hananiah^  Mialiael^  and  Aza- 
riah, 

12  Prove  thy  servants,  I  beseech  thee,  ten  days ;  and  let 
them  give  us  pulse  to  eat>  aud  water  to  drink. 

13  Then  let  o(ir  countenances  be  looked  upon  before  theej 
•nd  the  countenance  of  the  children  that  eat  of  the  pertioa 
of  the  king  s  meat :  and  as  thou  seestj  deal  with  thy  ser* 
vaiits. 

14  So  be.  consented  to  them  in  this  matter^  and  proved 
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^cm  ten  dsiys. 

13  And  at  the  epd  of  ten  days  their  countenances  appeared 
fairer  and  fatter  in  flesh  tlian  all  the  cliildren  which  did  ea^ 
the  portio(i  of  the  king's  meat. 

16  Thus  Melzar  took  away  the  portion  of  tlieir  meatj  and 
the  wine  that  they  should  drink  ;  and  gave  them  pulse. 

17  As  for  these  four  children^  God  gave  them  knowledge 
and  skill  in  all  learning  and  wisdom :  and  Daniel  had  under-s 
standing  in  ail  visions  and  dreams. 

18  Now  at  the  end  of  tlie  days  that  the  king  had  said  ho 
should  bring  them  hi,  then  the  prince  of  the  euuuchs  brought 
them  in  before  Nebuchadnezzar. 

19  And  the  king  communed  with  them^i  and  among  them 
all  was  found  none  like  Daniel,  Hananiahx  Misbatl,  aiyl 
Azariah :  therefpre  stood  they,  before  the  king. 

^ZO  And  in  all  matters  of  wisdom  and  understanding  tba^ 
the  king  enquired  of  them,  he  found  them  ten  times  better 
than  all  the  magicians  and  astrologers  th^t  zcete  in  all  his. 
realm. 

21  And  Pan;e\  continued  even,  upto  th^  first  year  of  king 
Cyrus. 

CHAP.  II. 

I  Nebtfehadafzzarfurgetteth  his  dream.    14  Dowel Jmdtth 

it.    SI  The  dreatttf  36  a^d  intemretaUon, 
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A  ND  la  the  second  year  of  tWc  reign  of  Nebuchadnezzar, 
Nebuchadnezzar  dreamed  dreams,  wherewith  his  spirit 
ivas  troubled,  and  his  sleep  brake  from  him. 

2  Then  the  king  commanded  to  call  the  nyagicians,  and 
the  astrologers,  and  the  sorcerers,  and  the  Chaldeans,  for  to 
shew  the  king  his  dreams.  So  they  came  and  stood  before 
the  king. 

3  And  the  king  said  unto  then),  I  have  dreamed  a  dreani^ 
^nd  my  spirit  was  troubled  to  know  the  dream. 

4  Then  i^ake  the  Chaldeans  to  the  king  in  Syriac,  O  king, 
live  for  ever :  tell  tby  servants  the  dream,  ^nd  we  will  shew 
the  interpretation. 

5  The  kmg  answered,  and  ^id  to  the  Chaldeans,  The  thing' 
is  gone  from  ihe  :  if  ye  wil)  not  make  known  unto  me  the 
dream,  with  the  interpretation  thereof,  ye  shall  be  cut  iii 
pieces,  ^nd  your  houses  shal)  be  made  a  dunghill ; 

6  But  if  ye  shew  the  dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof^ 
ye  shall  receive  of  me  gifts  and  rewards,  and  great  honour : 
therefore  shew  me  the  dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof. 

7  They  answered  again,  ^d  said.  Let  the  king  tell  his 
servants  tlie  dream,  and  we  will  shew  the  interpretation 
pf  it. 

8  The  king  answered  and  said,  I  know  of  certainty  that  ye 
woidd  gain  the  time,  because  ye  see  the  thing  is  gone  from 
jne. 

9  But  if  ye  will  not  make  known  unto  rpe  the  dream,  there 
i$  but  one  decree  for  you :  for  ye  have  prepared  lying  and 
corrupt  words  to  speak  before  me,  till  the  time  be  changed : 
therefore  tell  me  the  dream,  nnd  I  shall  know  tliat  ye  can  shew 
me  the  interpretation  thereof. 

10  Tlie  Chaldeans  answered  before  the  king,  and  said. 
There  is  not  a  man  upon  the  earth  that  can  shew  the  king's 
matter :  therefore  there  is  no  king,  lord,  nor  ruler,  that  asked 
such  thills  at  any  magician,  or  astrologer,  or  Chi^ldean, 

1 1  And  it  is  a  rare  thing  that  the  king  requireth,  and  there 
js  none  other  that  can  shew  it  before  the  king,  except  the 
gods,  whose  dwelling  is  not  with  flesh. 
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12  Forthit cpu^  the  king  wwi  angry  and  veiy  furious^  and 
comimnded  to  destroy  all  the  wine  men  of  Babylon. 

13  And  the  decr^  went  forth  that  the  wise  men  shoi44 
be  slain;  and  tbsy  sought  Daniel  apd  his  fellows  to  be 
dain. 

14  %  Th^n  Daniel  answ(3re4  with  co|bs«)  and  wisdom  to 
Arioch  the  captain  of  the  king's  guards  which  was  gone  forth 
to  slay  tb^  wise  men  of  Babylon, : 

1 5  He  answered  and  said  ^  Arioch  the  king's  captain^  Why 
ts  the  decree  so  hasty  from  die  king  i  Then  Arioch  made  (he 
thiqg  knowp  to  Dfuiiel. 

16  Then  Daniel  went  m^  and  desired  of  the  king  thai  he 
would  give  hiqi  t^ne^  and  that  h§  would  shew  the  king  the 
interpretation. 

17  Th^n  D^ni^I  w>nt  tp  his  house^  and  made  the  thing 
known  to  Han^uiiaihj  Misha^^  apd  Azi^ah  his  compu- 
nions;  « 

,  18  Th^t  they  would  desire  mercies  of  the  God  of  heaven 
concernipg  this  secret ;  thai  Daniel  and  his  fellows  should  dot 
perish  with  the  r^t  of  the  wise  men  of  Babylon. 

19  Then  was  the  secret  revealed  unto  Daniel  in  a  night 
vision.     Then  Daniel  blessed  the  God  of  heaven. 

90  Daniel  apswered  and  said^  Blessed  be  the  name  of  God 
for  ever  and  ever :  for  wisdom  and  might  are  bis  : 

2i  And  he  changeth  the  times  and  the  seasons,  he*  re-i 
moveth  kings,  and  setteth  up  kipgs :  he  giyeth  wisdom 
unto  the  wis^^  and  knowledge  to  then^  that  know  under-i 
standing : 

$2  lie  revefdeth  the  deep  and  secret  tSings :  he  knowelh 
what  is  in  the  darkness,  and  the  light  dwpllkh  with  liim. 

93  I  thank  thee,  ^nd  praise  thee,  O  thou  God  of  my  fathers, 
who  bast  givep  me  wisdom  and  might,  and  bast  made  knowi|* 
unto  me  now  what  we  desired  of  thee :  for  thou  Imst  nofs^ 
made  known  unto  us  the  kings  matter.  '■'^. 

24  Therefore  Daniel   went  in  upto  Aiioch,  wbpm  the" 
king  had  ordained  to  destroy  the  wise  men  of  Babylon :  he 
went  and  said  thus  unto  him  \  Destroy  not  the  wise  men  of 
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Babylon :  brii^  me  ip  before  the  kiiig:i  and  I  Mill  shew  unto 
the  king  the  interpretation* 

£5  Then  Arioch  brought  in  Daniel  before  the  king  hi|* 
haste^  and  said  thus  unto  him,  I  have  found  a  man  of  the 
captives  of  Judali,  that  will  make  known  unto  the  king  the 
interpretation. 

26  The  king  answered  and  said  to  Paniel,  whose  name 
was  Belteshazzar,  Art  thou  able  to  make  known  unto  me 
the  dream  which  I  have  seen^  and  the  interpretatioii 
thereof  f 

£7  Daniel  answered  in  the  presence  of  the  kingj  and 
said^  The  secret  which  tb^  king  hath  demanded  cannot  the 
wise  men,  the  astrologers^  the  nuigiciansj  die  soothsayers, 
shew  unto  the  king  ( 

28  But  there  is  a  God  in  heaven  that  levealeth  secrets^ 
and  nuiketh  knovim  to  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar  what  shall 
be  in  tfa^  latter  days.  Thy  dream^  and  the  visions  of  thy 
bead  upon  thy  bed,  are  these ; 

£9  As  for  thee^  O  king,  thy  thoii^hts  came  into  thy  mind 
upon  thy  bed,  what  should  come  to  pass  hereafter :  and  he 
that  revealeth  secrets  maketh  known  to  thee  what  shall  come 
to  pass* 

SO  But  as  for  me,  the  secret  is  not  revealed  to  me  for  amf 
wisdom  that  I  have  more  than  any  living,  but  for  their  sakea 
)hat  shall  make  known  the  interpretiuion  to  the  king,  and 
that  thou  mightest  know  the  thoughts  of  thy  heart 

31  ^  Thou,  O  king,  sawest,  and  behold,  a  great  image* 
This  gr^  in^e,  whose  brightness  smu  excellent,  stood  be- 
fore thfts  ^  food  the  form  thereof  woi  terrible' 

3S  This  im9ge8's  head  tpas  of  fine  gold,  'his  breast  and  his 
arms  of  silver,  his  belly  and  bis  thighs  of  brass. 

33  His  Ifsgp  of  iron,\hia  fert  part  pf  iron,  and:part  of 
clay. 

34  Thow  sawest  till  th^t  a  stone  was  pit  out  without 
bands,  which  smote  the  imagp  upon  hi^  feet  that  were  of  iron 
and  clay,  and  brake  them  to-pieces. 

.35  Then  was  the  iron,  the  clay,  thie  braas,  the  silver  and 
tfie  gol$l,  broken  to-piec^s  together,   and  became  like  th« 
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cfaaffof  the  summer  threshing-floors;  and  the  wind  ^carried 
Ihem  away,  that  no  place  was  found  for  them :  and  the  ston^ 
that  smote  the  image  became  a  gre^t  mountun^  and  filled 
the  whole  earth. 

^  56  %  This  is  the  dream  ;  and  we  will  tell  the  interpreta- 
tion thereof  before  the  king. 

37  Thou,  O  king,  art  a  king  of  kings :  for  the  God  of 
heaven  hath  given  thee  a  kingdom^  power^  and  strength^  and 
glory. 

38  And  wheresoever  the  children  of  men  dwell,  the  beasts 
of  the  field  and  the -fowls  of  the  heaven  hath  he  given  inta 
thine  hand,  and  bath  made  t^ee  ruler  ov^r  (hem  all.  Thoij 
0rt  diis  head  of  gold. 

59  And  after  thee  shall  arise  another  kingdom  inferior  fo 
tbee^  and  another  third  kingdom  of  brass^^  which  shall  bear 
rule  over  all  the  earth. 

40  And  the  fourth  kingdom  shall  be  strong  as  iron  :  fora^* 
much  as  iron  breaketh  in  pieces  and  subdueth  all  things : 
land  as  iron  that  breaketti  all  these,  sl>all  it  brc^k  in  pieces 
fmd  bruise. 

.41  And  whereas  thou  sawest  the  feet  and  toes,  part  of 
potters'  clay,  and  part  of  iron,  the  kingdom  shall  be  divided ;; 
but  there  shall  be  in  it  of  the  strength  of  the  iron,  forasmuch 
as  thou  sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miry  clay. 

42  And  as  the  toes  of  the  feet  zcere  part  of  iron,  and  part 
of  clay,  so  the  kingdom  shall  be  partly  strong,  and  partly 
broken. 

43  And  w*hereas  thou  sawest  iron,  mixed  with  miry  clay, 
they  shall  mingle  themselves  with  the  seed  of  men  :  but  they 
shall  not  cleave  one  to  .another,  even  as  iron  is  not  mixed 
with  clay. 

44  And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaveii 
set  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never  be  destroyed  :  and  tlie 
i^ingdoni  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break 
in  pieces,  9ud  consume  ^all  tliese  kingdoms^  and  it  shall  stand 
for  ever. 

45  Forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  that  the  stone  was  cut  out 
of  die  mountain  without  bauds,  and  tb^it  it  brake  in  piece% 
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llie  iroo>  the  brass,  the  day,  the  silver,  and  the  gold ;  |he 
great  God  hath  made  knpwo  to  the  king  what  shall  come  to 
pass  hereafter :  and  the  dream  U  certain,  and  the  interpreta- 
lion  thereof  sure. 

46  Then  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar  fell  upon  his  face,  «id 
worshipped  Daniel,  and  commanded  that  they  should  oSof 
an  oblation  and  sweet  odours  unto  him. 

47  The  king  answered  unto  Daniel,  and  said,  Of  a  truth 
it  is  that  jour  God  is  a  Grod  of  gods,  and  a  Lord  of  Jcings, 
and  a  revf^er  of  secrets,  seeing  thou  couldest  reveal  thia 
secret. 

48  Thefi  the  king  made  Daniel  a  great  man,  and  gave 
him  many  great  gifts,  and  made  him  ruler  over  die  whole 
province  of  Babylon,  and  chief  of  the  governors  over  all  th^ 
wise  met}  of  Babylon. 

49  Then  Daniel  requested  of  the  king,  and  he  set  Sha 
drach,  Meshach,    and  Abed-nego  over  the  affairs  of  the 
province  of  Babylon :  but  /  Dfuiiel  sat  ip  the  gate  of  th^ 

CHAP.   III. 
1  Nebuchadnezzar  fiedicateth  a  golden  image  in  Dura^ 

8  Skairach,  Meshach,  and  Abednnego  are  accused,  19 

and  delivered. 
"VTKbuchadnezzar  the  kii^  made  an  image  of  gold,  whose 
'^      height  was  threescore  cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  six 
f  ubits :  he  set  it  up  in  the  plain  of  Dura,  in  the  province  of 
Pabylon. 

iL  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  sent  to  gather  together 
the  princes,  the  governors,  and  the  captains,  the  judges,  th^ 
treasurers,  tlie  counsellors,  the  sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers  of 
the  provinces,  to  come  to  the  dedication  of  the  image  which 
Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had  set  up. 

3  Then  the  princes,  the  governors,  and  captains,  tht 
judges,  the  treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the  sheriffs,  and  all 
the  rulers  of  the  provi^cen^  were  gathered  together  unto  the 
dedication  of  the  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had 
set  up.    And  they  stood  b^foje  the  imfige  that  Nebucbadr 

pezzar  had  set  up. 
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4  Then  an  herald  cried  aloud>  To  you  it  is  commanded^  O 
people,  nations,  and  languages, 

5  That  at  what  time  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  comet,  flute, 
harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  dulcimer,  and  all  kinds  of  music,  ye 
&U  down  and  worship  the  golden  image  that  Nebuc)iadnezzar 
the  kii^  hatli  set  up  : 

6  And  whoso  fidletfa  not  down  and  worshippeth,  shall  die 
aa»e  koor  be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace. 

7  Ther^ore  at  that  time,  when  all  the  people  heard  the 
sound  of  the  comet,  flute,  harp,  sack'but,  psaltery,  and  all 
kinds  of  music,  all  the  people,  die  nations,  and  the  languages 
fell  down  .and  worsliipped  the  golden  image  that  Nfibuchad* 
nezzar  the  king  had  set  up.  \ 

8  ^  Wherefore  at  that  time  certain  Chaldeans  came  neai^ 
and  accused  the  Jews. 

9  They  spake  and  said  to  tfie  king  Nebucfaadnezzar,  Q 
king,  li^  for  ever. 

10  Thou  O  king,  haat  made  a  decree^  that  every  man  that 
shall  hear  the  saund  of  the  comet,  flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psal* 
teiy,  and  dulcimer,  and  all  kinds  of  music^  shall  fiUl  dowii 
and  Worship  the  golden  image : 

1 1  And  whoso  falleth  not  down  and  worshippeth,  that  W 
shall  be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace. 

19  There  are  certain  Jews  whom  thou  hast  aet  over  the 
afiaird'of  the  province  of  Babylon,  Shadracfa,  Meshack, 
and  Abed-nego ;  these  men,  O  kipg,  have  not  regaided  tliee: 
they  serve  not  thy  gods,  nor  ^rship  the  golden  image  which 
diouliast  set  up. 

13  Then  Nebuchadnezear  in  his  rage  and  Airy  commanded 
to  bring  Shadrach,  Meahach,  and  Abed-nego.  Then  they 
brought  these  men  before  the  king. 

14  Nebuchadnezzar  spake,  and  said  unto  them,  h  it  tmc, 
O  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  do  not  ye  serve 
my  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image  which  I  have  set  up  ? 

15  Now  if  ye  be  ready  that  at  what  time  ye  hear  the 
sound  of  the  cornet,  flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  dul- 
cimer, and  all  kinds  of  music,  ye  iail  down  and  worship 
the  image  ^hich  I  have  made;  well:  but  if  ye  worship  not, 
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ye  shall  be  cast  the  same  hoiir  into  the  midst  of  a  burdhig^ 
fiery  Aunace ;  and  who  it  that  Geld  that  shall  deliver  you  out 
of  ray  hands  I 

16  Shadrach,  Meshach^  and  Abed-nego  answered  and 
said  to  the  kingj  O  Nebui^iadnezzar^  we  are  not  careful  to 
answer  thee  in  this  matter. 

17  If  it  be  so>  our  Ood  whom  we  serve,  is  able  to  deliver 
tts  from  the  burning  fiery  furnace,  and  he  will  deliver  lis  out 
of  thine  hand,  O  king. 

18  But  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee,  O  king,  that  we 
will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image  which 
thou  hast' set  up. 

19  f  Then  was  Nebuchadnezzar  full  of  fury,  and  the 
form  of  his  visage  was  changed  against  Shadrach,  Meriiach, 
and  Abed-nego :  therefore  he  spake,  and  commanded  that 
they  should  heat  the  furnace  one  seven  times  more  than  it 
was  wont  to  be  heated. 

%0  And  he  commanded  the  most  mighty  men  that  were  in 
his  army,  to  bind  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  and 
lO  cast  them  into  the  burning  fiery  fiimace. 

£1  Then  these  men  were  bound  in  their  coats,  their  hosen, 
and  their  hats,  and  their  other  garments,  and  were  cast  into 
the  midst  of  the  burning  fiery  furnace. 

£S  Therefore  because  the  king's  commandment  was  ur- 
gent, and  the  furnace  exceeding  hot,  the  flame  of  the  fire 
slew  those  men  that  took  up  Shadrach,  M^hach,  and  Abed- 

fiS  And  these  three  men,  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed> 
nago,  fell  down  bound  iuto  the  midst  of  the  burning  fiery 
furnace; 

24  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  die  king  wasastonbhed,  and  rose 
up  in  haste,  and  spake,  and  said  unto  his  counsellors^  Did  not 
we  cast  three  men  bound  into  the  midst  of  the  fire?  Tliey  an* 
swered  and  said  unto  the  king.  True,  O  king. 

t5  He  answered  and  said,  Jjo,  I  see  four  men  looae,  waU> 
ii^  in  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  they  have  no  hurt ;  and  the 
form  of  the  fourth  is  like  the  son  of  God. 
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£6  Then  Nebuchadnezzer  came  near  to  the  mouth  of  the 
burning  fiery  furnace^  and  spake  and  said^  Shadrach^  Meshach, 
and  Abed-nego>  ye  servants  of  the  most  high  God^  come  forth, 
and  come  hither.  Then  Shadrach^  Meshach^  and  Abed-fiego, 
came  forth  of  the  midst  of  the  fire. 

£7  And  the  princes^  governors^  and  captains,  and  the  king's 
eouns^UorSj  being  gathered  together,  saw  these  men,  upon 
whose  bodies  the  fire  had  no  power,  nor  was  an  hair  of  their 
head  singed,  neither  were  their  coats  changed,  nor  the  smell  of 
fire  had  passed  on  them. 

28  TAf  71  Nebuchadnezzar  spake,  and  said,  BkuHed  be'th^ 
God  of  Shadrach,  Mesharh,  and  Abed-nego,  who  hath  sent 
his  angel,  and  delivered  his  servants  that  trusted  in  him, 
and  have  changed  the  king^s  word,  and  yielded  their  bodies, 
that  they  might  not  serve  nor  worship  any  god,  except  their 
own  God. 

99  Therefore  I  make  a  decree.  That  every  people,  nation, 
and  language,  which  speak  any  thing  amiss  agsunst  the  God 
of  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-*nego  shall  be  cut  in  pieces, 
and  their  houses  shall  be  made  a  dunghiU :  because  there  is 
no  other  god  that  can  deliver  after  this  sort. 

SO  Then  the  king  promoted  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego,  in  the  province  of  Babylon. 

CHAP.   IV. 
1  Nebuchadnezzar's  dream.    19  Daniel  interpreteth  it.   88

gu&gcs  that  dwell  in  dll  the  earth ;  Peace  be  multiplied 
unto  you. 

2  I  thought  it  good  to  shew  the  signs  and  wonders  that  the 
high  God  hath  wrought  toward  me. 

S  How  great  are  his  signs!  and  how  mighty  are  his  won- 
ders! his  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and'his  dominioti 
is  from  generation  to  generation. 

4  I  Nebuchadnezzar  M'as  at  rest  in  mine  house,  and 
flourishing  in  my  palace  : 

5  I  saw  a  dream  which  made  me  afraid,  and  the  thoughts 
upon  my  bed,  and  the  visions  of  my  head,  troubled  me. 

6  There- 


6  Therefore  made  I  a  decree^  to  bring  iqall  the  wise,  men 
of  Babylon  before  me,  that  thej  angkk  make  krtown  unto  nfe 
the  interpretatioo  of  th^  dieain. 

7  Then  came; in  the  magicians,  the  astrologers,  the  Ghal- 
iezna,  and  the  soothsayers :  and  I  told  the  dream  bef<M*e  them; 
Ibut  th^y  did  not  niake-  known  tmta  me  the  iu^^pret^tioa 
thereof. 

8  But  at  the  last  Daniel  came  in  before  me^  \Tboae  name 
ttas  Belteshazzar,  acceding  to  die  name  of  my  God,  and  ia 
whom  is  the  spirit  of  the  holy  god^ :  aud  before  him  I  told 
the  dream,  saying, 

9  O  Beltetihazzar,  nms^er  of  the  magicians,  because  I  know 
thatihe  <<pirk  of  the  holy  gods  is  in  thee,  and  no  secret  tcaub(etk 
thee,  tell  me.tbp  y\sj^ns  of  my  dream,  that  1  have^seeOj-aiMl 
the  interpretation  thereof. 

10  Thus  were  the  visions  of  mine  head  in  my  bed ;  I  saw^ 
and  bdioM,  a  tree  in  .the  midiU  of  the  earth,  and  the  be^ht 
thereof  was  great. 

1 1  ITie  tree  grew,  and  was  strong,  and  tlie  height  thereof 
reached  unio  heaven,  and  the  i»ight  thereof  to  the  end  of  all  the 
earth:  .       /    .»  * 

18  The  letvea  thereof  were  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  mucbj 
and  in  it  u:as  meat  for  all :  the  beasts  of  the  field  had  shadow 
under  it,  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven -dwelt  in  the  boughs 
thereof,  and  all  flesh  .was  fed  of  it, 

13  I  saw  in  the  visions  of  my  head  upon  my  bed,  and  be* 
hold,  a  watcher,  and  an  holy  one  came  down  from  heaven ; 

14  He  cried  aloud>  and  said  thusr  Hew  down  the  tree,  and 
cut  off  his  branches,.  A4ke  ^  bis  leaves,  and  scatter  his  fruit  s 
let  the  beasts.get  away  ikom  under  it,  and  the  fowk  from  his 
branches: 

J  5  Nevertheless,  leave  the  stump  of  his  roots  in  the  earth, 
even  with  a  band  of  iron  and  brass  in  the  tender  grass  of  the 
£eld ;  and  let  it  be  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  /e^his 
portion  be  with  the  beasts  in  the  grass  of  the  earth  : 

16  Let  his  heait  be  changed  from  man's,  and  let  a  beast's 
heart  be  given  unto  him ;  and  let  seven  times  puss  over  him. 
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17  iThis  matter  is  by  the  decree  of  the  watchers^  and  the 
demtind  by  the  word  of  the  holy  ones :  to  (he  btent  Uiat  the 
living  may  know  that  the  most  High  nileth  in  the  kingdom 
of  men^  and  giveth  it  to  whomaoever  he  will^  and  setteth  up 
ovei*  it  the  basest  of  men. 

18  This  dream  I  kii^  Nebiiehadneszar.  have  seen.  N<yw 
thou^  O  Belteshazzar^  declare  the  interpretation  thereof^  foras^ 
much  as  all  the  wise  men  of  my  kii^dom  are  not  able  to  make 
known  unto  me  the  interpretation :  but  thou  art  able;  for  the 
spirit  of  the  holy  gods  £9  in  thee. 

19  ^  Then  Daniel>  whose  name  tNU  Beltesliazzar,  was 
astonied  for  one  bour^  and  his  thoughts  troubled  him.  The 
kii^  spake>  and  said,  Belteshazzar,  let  not  the  dream  or  the 
interpretation  thereof  trouble  thee.  Belteshazzar  answered 
and  said.  My  lord,  the  dream  be  to  them  diat  hate  thee,  and 
the  interpretation  thereof  to  thine  enemies. 

90  The  tree  that  thou  sawest,  which  grew,  and  was  strong, 
whose  height  reached  unto  the  heaven,  and  the  sight  diereof 
to  all  the  earth ;

27  Wherefore^  O  king^.let  jny  counsel  be  aceeplaUe  unto 
ihee>  and  break  (^  thy  sina  by  rightaousnessj  and  thine  ilii<|u»> 
ties  by  shewing  mercy  to.the  poor :  if  ilmay  be  a  kngthaning 
of  thy  tranquillity.  }•:.*} 

28  f  All  this  came  n^tfi  the  king  Nebuchadneste-. 

fiO  At  tlie  end  of  twelve  months  he  wsilked  in  the  {Mate  of 
the  kingdom  of  Babylon* 

30  The  king  spake^  and  said^  Is  not  this  great  Babylon^ 
that  I  have  built  for  the  house  of  the  kingdom  by  theafu|sbt#f 
my  power^  audfcr  the  honour  of  my  nugesty  i         .^.,^^- 

S\  While  (he  word  was  in.' the  king's  mouthy  tbeM  fell  a

Id  and  saved* 
IT  pleased  Darius  to  set  over  the  kingdom  ad  kupdrcd  and 
twenty  princes,   which  should  be  over  the  whole  king- 
dom; 

2  And  over  these  three  presidents ;  of  whom  Daniel  was 
iirst :  that  the  princes  might  give  accounts  unto  them,  and 
the  king  should  have  no  damage. 

S  Then  Daniel  was  preferred  above  all  the  president^  and 
princes,  because  an  excellent  spirit  was  in  him ;  and  the  king 
thought  to  set  him  over  the  whole  realm. 

4  Then  the  presidents  and  princes  sought  to  find  occasionr 
against  Daniel  concerning  the  kingdom ;  but  they  cOuU  find 
none  occasion  nor  fault ;  forasmuch  as  he  was  faithful,  neither 
was  there  any  error  or  fault  found  in  him, 

5  Then  said  these  men.  We  shall  not  find  any  occasion 
against  this  Danied,  except  we  find  it  against  him  concerning 
tlio  law  of  his  God. 

G  Then  these  presidents  and  princes  assembled  together 
to  the  kin^,  and  said  thus  unto  him,  Kmg  Darius,  live  for 
ever. 

7  AH  the  presidents  of  the  kingdom,  the  governors,  and 
the  princes,  die  counsellors,  and  the  captains,  have  consulted 
together  to  establish  a  royd  statute,  and  to  make  a  firm  de-; 
^xee^  that  whosoever  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  God  or  man 
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fbr  thirty  days^  save  of  thee,  O  king,  he  shall  be  cast  into  the 
^en  of  lions. 

U  Now,  O  king,  establish  the  decree,  and  sign  the  writing, 
that  it  be  not  changed,  according  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and 
Persians,  which  altereth  not.  • 

9  Wherefore  king  Darius  signed  the  writing  and  the 
decree* 

10  f  Now  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing  was  signed, 
be  went  into  bis  boUse ;  and  his  windows  being  open  in  his 
chamber  toward  Jerusalena,  he  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three 
times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave  thanks  before  his  God,  as 
he  did  aforetime. 

1 1  Then  these  men  assembled,  and  found  Daniel  praying 
and  making  supplication  before  his  God. 

12  Then  they  came  near,  and  spake  before  the  king  con- 
cerning the  king  s  decree  ^  Hart  thou  not  signed  a  decree,  that 
every  man  that  shall  ask  a  petithfi  of  any  God  or  man  within 
thirty  days^  save  of  thee,  O  king,  shall  be  cast  into  the  den 
of  liofis  i  The  king  answered,  and  said,  Tlie  thing  is  tnie,  ac^ 
cording  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  fmd  Persians,  which  akereth 
not. 

13  Then  answered  they  and  said  before  the  king.  That 
pMiel,  which  is  of  the  children  of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  re- 
gardeth  not  thee,  O  king,  nor  the  decree  that  thou  hast's^ed, 
but  maketh  his  petition  three  times  a  day. 

14  Then  4he  king,  when  he  lieard  theu  words,  was  sore 
disfdeased  with  himself,  and  set  his  heart  on  Daniel  to  deliver 
him  :  and  he  hboured  till  the  goii^  down  of  the  sun  to  deliver 
bim^ 

15  Tben  these  men  assemUed  unto  tlie  kim^,  and  said  unto 
the  kiiq;.  Know,  O  kii^,  that  the  kw  of  the  Medes  and  Per* 

eiaas  is,  that  no  decree  por  ^tatiit^  which  th^king  estabhsheth 
may  be  cluinged. 

16  Then  tha  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  Daniel, 
and  cast  him  into  the  den  of  lions.  Natp  the  king  spake  and 
aaid  unto  paniel.  Thy  God  whom  thou  mervest  continually, 
he  will  deliver  thee. 

17  And  ^  9iom  w^s  brought  and  laid  upon  die  mouth  o( 
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#nI  den,  mi  the  king  sealed  it  with  his  ovm.  aignetj  and.wkh 
the  signet  of  his  lords ;  that  the  purpose  laight  not  be  changed 
coocemiog  Daniel. 

18  ^  Then  the  kiogMent  lo  bispalace^'aftd  passed  thi$ 
viiight  faating :  neither  were  instnimettts  of  musick  brought 
•before  hhn»  and  his  sleep  went  from  Uou 

19  Then  the  kiqg  arose  very  early  in  the  m^ming^  and  went 
iu  haste  unto  the  den  of  lions. 

^  And  when  he  came  to  the  den^  he  cried  with  a  hunen- 
table  voice  unto  Daniel;  a$ul  the  king  spake  and  said  to 
Daniel^  O  Daniel^  servant  of  the  living  God^  is  thy  God 
whom  thou  aeiwestxiontiauaUjy  able  to  deliver  thee  from  the 
lions.? 

21  Then  «aid  Daniel  unto  the  king>  O  king»  live  for 
«ver. 

22  My  God  hath  sent  his  angel^  and  hath  shut  the  lions' 
moulibs>  diat  they  hsme  not  hurt  rae :  forasmuch  as  before  him 
iniiocency  was  found  in  me ;  and  also  before  thei^  O  kingj 
have  I  done  nolitrt. 

£3  Then  was  ibe  kii^  exceeding  glad  for  him,  and  com- 
manded  that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out  of  die  den.  Sa 
Daniel  was  taken  up  out  of  the  den^  and  no  manner  of  hurt 
was  found  upon  him,  because  he  believed  in  his  God. 

24  And  the  king  conunanded,  and  they  broij^lit  those  men 
^hich  had  accused  Daniel,  and  they  cast  them  into  the  den  of 
lions,  them,  their  children,  and  their  wives^  and  the  lions  had. 
the  mastei^  of  them,  and  brake  all  their  bones  in  pieces  or 
ever  they  came  at  the  bottom  of  the  den. 

25  Then  king  Darius  wrote  unto  all  people,  nations^  iind 
laugui^es  that  dwell  in  all  the  earth ;  Peace  be  multiplied 
nnto  you.  ^ 

26  I  make  a  decree,  that  in  every  dominion  of  my  king* 
doni,  men  tsamble  and  fear  before  the  God  of  Daniel :  for  he 
ds  die  living  God,  and  stedfast  for  ever,  and  his  kingdom  that 
which  shall  not  be  destroyed,  and  hia  dcMninion  shall  be  evcm 
uato  the  end. 

97  He  deliv^reth  and  rescueth,  and  be  woiVeth  siga^  and 
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fM>nden  in  hesveti  und  in  earthy  who  hath  delKered  Daniel 
from  the  pow^  of  th'e  lions. 

28  So  this  Daniel  prospered  in  the  reign  of  Darius^  and 
IB  the  reign  of  Cyrus  the  Persian. 

CHAP.    VII. 
1  DanieTs  vision  of  the  four  beasts,  9  of  GoJTs  kingdom, 

15  the  interpretation  thereof 
TN  the  first  year  of  Belshazzar  king  of  Babylon  Daniel  had 
a  dreanij  and  visions  of  his  head  upon  his  bed :  then  h^ 
yjnote  the  dream,  and  told  the  sum  of  die  n^atters. 

e'  Daniel  spake,  and  said,  1  saw  in  my  vision  by  night,  and 
beliold,  the  four  winds  of  the  heavens  strove  upon  the  great 
sea. 

3  And  kmr  great  beasts  came  up  from  the  sea^  diverse  one 
^om  another. 

4  The  first  was  like  a  lion>  and  had  eagles'  wings :  I  beheld 
till  the  wings  thereof  were  plucked,  and  it  was  lifted  up  from 
the  earth,  and  made  stand  upon  the  feet  as  a  man,  and  a  man's 
lieart  was  given  to  it. 

.  5  And  behold^  anothcY  beast,  a  second  like  to  a  bear,  and 
k  raised  up  itself  on  one  side,  and  it  had  three  ribs  in  tlie 
mouth  of  it  between  the  teeth  of  it :  and  diey  said  thus  unto  it. 
Arise,  devour  mnch  flesh. 

6  After  this  I  beheld>  ted  lo,  another  like  a  leopard,  which 
had  upon  the  back  of  it  four  wings  of  a  fowl ;  the  beast  had 
fdso  four  heads ;  and  dominion  M'as  given  to  it^ 

7  After  tiiis  I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and  behold,  a 
fourth  beast,  dreadful,  and  teiTit>le,  and  strong  exceedingly ; 
and  it  had  great  iron  teeth  :  it  devoured  and  brake  in  pieces, 
and  stamped  the  residue  with  the  feet  of  it :  and  it  teas 
diverse  from  all  the  beasts  that  kere  before  it,  and  it  had  ten 
^oms. 

8  {  considered  the  horns,  ^ad   behold,  diere  came  up 
among  them  another  little  horn,  before  whom  there  were 
Aree  of  the  first  horns  plucked  up  by  the  roots :  and  behold, 
in  thb  horn  were  eyes  like  the  eyes  of  man,  and  a  moutb 
Ipeaking  great  things.  .       , 

P  f  i  beheld  till  the  thrones  were  c^  doM'n,  and  the 
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Ancieot  of  days  did  sitj  .^kose  garment  tsMS  White  as  smm^ 
aod  tEe  hair  of  his  head  like  the  fMire  wool :  his  throae  irof 
like  the  fiery  flame,  and  his  wheels  as  bumii^  fire* 

10  A  £ery  stream  issued  and  came  forth  from  before  him: 
thousand  thousands  ministered  imto  hiin,  and  ten  thousand 
times  ten  thousand  stood  before  Um :  the  judgment  was  set^ 
sokiibe  books  were  opened.* 

ill  beheld  then,  because  of  the  voice  of  the  gneat  words 
which  the  horn  spake :  I  beheld  even  till  the  4>east  was  dain^ 
a^d  his  body  destroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  flame. 

12  As  concerning  the  rest  of  the  beasts,  they  had  th^ 
dominion  taken  away :  yet  their  lives  were  prolonged  for  a 
season  and  time. 

13  I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and  behold,  one  like  the 
son  of  man  came  with  the  clouds  of  heaven,  and  came  to 
the  Ancient  of  days,  and  they  brousht  him  near  befiyre 
bim. 

14  And  there  was  given  him  dominion,  and  glory  and  m 
l^ingdom,  that  all  people,  nations,  and  languages,  should 
serve  him :  his  dominion  is  an  everlasting  dominion,  which 
shall  not  pass  nway,  and  his  kingdom  that  which  shall  not  be 

destroyed- 

15  ^  I  Daniel  was  grieved  in  my  spirit  in  the  midst  of  my 
body,  and  the  visions  of  my  head  troubled  me. 

16  I  came  near  unto  one  of  them  tliat  stood  by,  and  asked 
Urn  tlie  truth  of  all  this.  So  he  told  me,  and  made  me  know 
die  interpretation  of  the  things. 

17  These  great  beasts^  which  are  four,  are  four  kings, 
wiici  shall'  arise  out  of  the  earth* 

18  But  the  saints  of  the  Most  High  shall  take  the  kmg- 
dom,  and  possess  the  kingdom  folr  ever,  even  for  ever  and 


.19  Then  I  would  know  the  truth  of  the  fourth  beast, 
which  was  divme  from  all  the  others,  exceeding  dreadful, 
whose  teeth  were  of  iron,  and  his  naik  of  brass ;  which  de- 
voured, brake  in  pieces,  and  stamped  the  residue  with  hia 
/eet; 

90  And  of  the  ten  hoips  that  mere  in  hia  head,  and  of 
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the  otiier  which  c^trne  up>  and  before  whom  three  fell ;  erea 
r^that  horn  that  bad  eyes^  and  a  month  that  spake  very  great 
things^  whose  look  wa$  more  stout  dian  his  feUowa. 

21  I  l>eheld,  and  the  same  bcmi  Bude  war  with  die  saints, 
and  prevailed  against  them ; 

22  Until  the  Ancient  of  days  came,  and  juc^ment  was 
given  to  the  saints  of  the  Most  High ;  and  the  time  came  that 
the  sainta  possessed  the  kioigdom- 

23  Tims  he  said.  The  fourth  beast  shall  be  the  fourth 
kingdom  upon  earth,  whjdi  shall  be  diverse  from  all  king* 
doms,  and  shall  devour  the  whole  rartb,  and  shall  tread  it 
down,  and  break  it  in  i^eces. 

24  And  the  ten  horns  out  of  this  l^ingdom  are  ten  kings 
that  shall  arise :  and  another  shall  rise  after  them,  and  be 
shall  be  diverse  from  the  first,  and  he  shall  subdue  three 
kings. 

25  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most  High, 
and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  and  think  to 
change  times  and  laws ;  and  they  shall  be  given  into  his  hand, 
until  a  tine  and  times^  and  tiie  dividing  of  time. 

26  But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  tliey  shall  take  away 
his  dominion,  to  consume  and  to  destroy  it  unto  the  end. 

27  And  the  kingdom  and  dominionj  and  the  greatness  of 
the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be  gWen  to  the 
people  of  die  saints  of  the  Moat  High^  whose  kingdom  is 
an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  all  dominions  shall  serve  and 
obey  him. 

4B  Hitherto  is  the  end  of  the  maitter.  As  for  me  Daniel, 
my  cogitations  much  troubled  rap,  and  my  countenance 
changed  in  me :  but  I  kept  the  matter  in  my  heart. 

CHAP.  VHL 
1  Daniets  vision  of  the  ram  and  ke^goat,     13  The  two 

thousand  three  hundred  days  of  sacrifice. 
TN  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  king  Bebhaz^ar,  a  vision 
appeared  unto  me,  even  unto  me  Daniel,  after  that  which 
iqqKAred  unto  iqe  at  the  first. 

2  And  I  saw  in  a  vision  ;  and  it  came  to  pass^  when  I  saw 
that  I  was  at  Shusbao  tn  the  pabce^  which  M  \n  the  province 
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of  Eiam ;  aud  I  saw  in  a  vision,  and  I  was  by  lihe  riv«r  of 
Ulai. 

3  Then  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes^  and  saw^  and  behold^  there 
stood  before  the  river  a  ram  which  had  txvo  boms :  and  the 
two  horns  z&erc  high ;  but  one  was  bibber  tbaki  the  other^  and. 
Ihe  bigfaer  cam^  up  last 

'  4  I  saw  the  ram  pushing  westward^  and  northwaid^  and. 
^uthward ;  so  that  no  beasts  might  stand  before  hira,  neither 
teas  there  any  that  could  deliver  out  of  his  haod^  but  he  did 
according  to  his  will^  and  became  great* 

5  And  as  I  was  considering,  behold,  an  Jie-goat  came 
from  the  west  on  the  &ce  of  the  whole  earth,  and  touched 
not  the  ground :  and  the  goat  had  a  notable  horn  between  his 
leyes. 

6  And  he  c^oie  to  the  lam  that  had  Mo  horns,  which  I  had 
seen  standing  before  jdie  river,  and  ran  unto  him  in  the  fiuy  of 
fais  power. 

7  And  I  saw  him  come  close  unto  the  ram,  and  he  was 
moved  with  choler  against  him^  and  smote  the  ram,  and  brake 
his  two  horns  :  and  there  was  no  power  in  the  ram  to  stand 
before  him,  but  he  cast  faito  down  to  the  ground,  aud  stamped 
upon  him :  and  there  was  none  that  could  delivejrlt^  ram  out 
of  his  hand* 

8  Therefore  the  he-goat  waxed  very  great :  and  when  he 
was  strong,  the  great  honi  was  broken ;  and  for  it  came  up 
four  iK>tabIe  ones  toward  the  four  winda  of  heaven. 

9  And  out  of  one  of  them  came  forth  a  litUe  horn,  which 
waxed  exceeding  great,  toward  the  so«th„  and  toward  the  eastj 
and  toward  the  pleasant  hmd^ 

10  And  it  wasied  great,  eften  to  the  host  of  heaven  ;  and  it 
cast  down  same  of  thehost  and  of  the  stars  to  the  ground,  and 

stamped  upon  them* 

11  Yea,  he  magnified  A^ffue^  even  to  the  prbce  of  the  hos^ 

and  by  bim  the  daily  saerj/ice  was  taken  away,  and  the  pbce 
of  ^  s«»ctHiry  was  cast  down* 

19  Ami  an  host  was  gjwen  him  agpdnst  the  daily  tacr^t 
by  reason  of  transgression,  and  it  cast  down  the  truth  to  the 
yrmmd;  imd  it  practised,  aod  praq^iereii 
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15  5F  llicn  I  heard  one  saint  speaking/ and  another  saint 
said  unto  that  certain  saint  M'hich  spake^  How  long  shall  be 
the  vision  concerning  the  daily  sacrifice,  and  tlie  transgression 
of  desolation^  to  give  both  the  sanctuary  and  the  host  to  be 
troddenunder  foot  ? 

14  And  he  said  unto  me^  Unto  two  thousand  and  three  ' 
hundred  fiays ;  then  shall  the  sanctuary  be  cleansed. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass^  when  I^  eten  I  Daniel  had  seen 
the  vision^  and*  sought  for  the  meanings  then  behold^  there 
stood  before  me  as  the  appearance  of  a  man. 

IS  And  I  heard  HB  man's  voice  between  the  banks  q/'Ulai, 
v^faich  called^  and  s&id^  Gabriel,  make  this  man  to  understand 
the  visi^m. 

17  So  he  came  near  where  I  stood  :  and  when  he  came, 
I  was  afraid ;  and  fell  upon  my  face :  but  he  said  unto  nie. 
Understand^  O  son  of  man  :  for  at  the  time  of  the  end  shall 
he  the  vision. 

18  Now  as  he  was  speaking  with  me^  I  was  in  a  deep  sleep 
on  my  face  toward  the  ground ;  but  he  touched  me^  and  set 
me  upright. 

10  And  he  saidi  Behold^  I  will  make  thee  know  what  shail 
be  in  the  last  end  of  the  indignation :  for  at  the  time  appointed 
the  end  shall  be.     ' 

20  The  ram  which  thou  rawest  having  tzco  horns,  arc  the 
kings  of  Media  and  Persia. 

21  And  the  rough  goat  is  the  king  of  Grecia  :  and  the  great 
horn  that  is  between  his  eyes,  u  th^  first  king. 

.22  Now  that  being  broken,  whereas  four  stood  up  for  it, 
four  kingdoms  shall  stand  up  out  of  the  nation,  but  not  in  hisf 
power. 

23  And  in  the  latter  time  of  their  kingdom  when  the  trans* 
gressors  are  come  to  the  full,  a  king  of  fierce  counteuance,  and 
understanding  dark  sentences,  shall  stand  up. 

24  And  his  power  shall  be  mighty,  but  not  by  his  own 
power :  and  he  shall  destroy  wonderfully,  and  shall  prosper, 
and  practise,  and  shall  destroy  the  mighty^  and  the  holy 
people. 

25  And  through  his  policy  also  he  shall  cauae  craft  tQ.. 
^  -  ,  prosper 
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prosper  in  his  hand ;  and  he  shall  magnify  kimtelfin  his  hdarfy 
and  by  peace  shall  destroy  many :  be  shall  also  stand  up  against 
the  Prince  of  princes :  but  he  sliall  be  broken  without  band.^ 

^6  And  the  vision  of  the  evenmg  and  the  momingAvhich 
was  told  is  true :  wherefore  shut  thou  up  the  vision ;  for  it 
shall  be  for  many  days. 

27  And  I  Daniel  feinted^  and  was  sick  certat/idays;  after- 
ward I  rose  up  and  did  the  king*s  business ;  and  J  was  asto- 
nlshcd  at  tlie  vbion^  but  none  understood  k. 

CHAP.  IX. 
3  Daniel  confcsaeth  his  sins,  16  pray eth  for  the  restoration 

o/'  Jeriisalem.    20  Gabriel  iit/'ormeth  him  of  the  sevaUy 

tceeks. 
1 N  tlie  first  year  of  Darius  the  son  of  Abasuerus^  of  the 
seed  of  the  Mcdes^  which  was  made  king  over  the  realm 
of  the  Chaldeans ;  .  . 

2  lu  the  first  year  of  his  reign^  I  Daniel  understood  by^ 
books  the  nuq^ber  of  the  years  whereof  the  word  of  the  LoOLD 
came  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet^  that  be  would  accomplish  se- 
venty years  io  the  desolations  of  Jerusalem. 

3^  And  1  set  my  face  unto  the  Lord  God  to  seek  by 
prayer  and^supplications^  with  fasting,  and  sackdoth^and 
iashes : 

4  And  {  prayed  unto  the  Lokd  my  God,  and  made  my 
confession^  and  said^  O  L^9Bd^  the  great  and  dreadful  God^ 
keeping  the  covenant  aud  mercy  to  them  that  love  him^  and  to 
them  that  keep  his  commandments ;      - 

5  We  have  d^d,  and  have  committed  ini<]iuCyj,  and  Itave 
done  wickedly^  and  have  rebelled,  even  by  departing  from  thy 
precepts  and  from  thy  judgn^ents : 

6  Neither  have  we  hearkened  unto  thy  servants  the  pro- 
phets, whicb'Spake  in  thy  name  fo  our  king^,  our  princes,  aud 
our  fathcri^  and  to  all  the  people  of  the  laud. 

7  0  LoK  P^  rightequsness  belongeth  unto  thee,  but  uato^ 
us  confusion  of  faces,  as  at  thb  day ;  to  the  men  of  Judah, 
and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and  unto  all  Israelj  that 
urt  near/  aud  that  (ire  far  ofl)  tbroiigh  all  the.couotries 

whither 
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Wiltber  thod  hiat  driven  ^m  because  of  their  irea^iass  liisd 
they  hate  trespassed  against  thee. 

8  O  LoKD^  to  us  belongeth  confusion  of  faoe^  to  our  kingsy 
to  our  princes^  and  to  our  fathers^  because  we  have  sinned 
:t^insCthee. 

g  To  the  Loud  our  God  belong  mercies  aifd  foigivenesses^ 
tiioi^h  we  have  rebelled  against  him. 

10  Nehher  have  we  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Laftn  our 
Godj  to  walk  in  his  lawsy  which  he  set  before  02^  by  his  ser- 
vants the  prophets. 

1 1  Yea^  all  Israel  have  transgressed  thy  law^  even  by  de^ 
paittng;  Aat  they  niigjht  not  obey  thy  voice :  therefore  the 
curse  is  poured  upon  usj*  and  the  oath  that  is  written  in  the 
law  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God^  because  we  have  sinned 
against  him. 

12  'And  he  hath  confirmed  his  words  which  he  spake  against 
us^  and  against  our  judges  that  judged  us,  by  bringing  upon 
us  a  great  evil :  for  under  the  whole  heaven  hatli  not  been 
done  as  hath  been  done  upon  Jerusalem. 

1 3  As  it  is  Vinritten  in  the  law  of  Moses,  all  this  evil  is  come 
upon  us  :  yet  made  we  not  bur  prayer  before  die  Lord  our 
God,  that  we  might  turn  from  our  iniquities/  and  imderstand 
thy  truth. 

14  Therefore  hatfi  flie  Lokd  watched  upon  the  evil/ 
and  brought  it  upon  us;  for  the  Lord  our  G«d  is  righteous 
in  all  his  works  which  he  doeth :  for  we  obeved  not  hi9 
voice. 

15  And  now,  O  Lord  our  God,  tha!  hast  brought  thy 
people  forth  out  of  the  hmd  of  Egypt  with  a  mighty  hand, 
and  hast  gotten  thee  renown  as  at  this  day  ;  we  have  nuned, 
we  have  done  wickedly. 

16  ^  O  LoR  D,  Ticcording  to  all  thy  righteousness,  I  be- 
seech thee,  let  thine  anger  and  thy  fury  be  turned  away  from 
the  city  of  Jerusalem,  tliy  holy  mountain  :  because  for  ouv 
sins,  and  for  the  iniquities  of  our  fathers,  Jerusalem  and  thy 
people  are  become  a  reproach  to  all  that  are  abotit  us. 

17  Now  therefore,  O  our  God,  hear  the  prayer  of  thy 
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•crvaRt  and  his  SQpplkmtions^  aad  cause  thj  face  to  fljnoe  ttpoil 
thy  sanctuary  that  is  desolate^  for  die  Lob.d*s  aAe, 

18  OiHy  Ged^  indine  thine  ear^  and  hear;  open  tlune 
eyes^  and  heboid  oUr  desolations^  and  liie  city  wbieh  is  cal- 
led by  Ihy  name ;  for  we  do  not  present  our  suppfications 
befoi^  thee  for  our  righteousnesses,  but  for  diy  great  mer- 
cies. 

19  O  Lord,  hear;  O  Loud^  fokfive;  O  Lord^  hearken^ 
and  do;  defer  not,  for  thine^own  sake,  O  my  God:,  for  thy 
city  and  thy  people  are  called  by  thy  name. 

20  f  And  whiles  I  was  speakir^,  and  praying,  and  con<- 
fessiiig  my  sin,  and  the  sin  of  my  people  Israel,  and  presenting 
my  supplicatios  before  the  Lord  my  God  for  the  holy  moun- 
tain of  my  God ;  ^ 

€1  Yea,  whiles  I  mn  qwaking  in  prayer,  even  thf  map 
Gabriel,  whom  I  had  seen  ui  the  vision  at  the  beginning,  being 
caused  to  fly  swiftly,  toudied  me  about  the  time  of  tb6ffr6ning 
i^atibn. 

22  And  he  informed  Mr,  and  talked  with  me,  and  said, 
O  Daniel,  I  afli  now  oome  forth  to  give  tbee  skin  ted  under- 
standing. 

23  At  the  beginning  of  thy  supplications  the  oomniand- 
ment  came  forth,  and  I  am  come  to  shew  thet ;  for  thou  art 
greatly  beloved :  therefore  iindterstand  the  matter,  and  con- 
sider the  vision. 

24  Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  li^  people,  and 
upon  ihy  holy  city,  to  finish  the  transgression,  and  to  make  an 
end  of  sins,  aad  to  make  •reconciliation  for  iniquity,  ami  to  bring 
in  everlastuig  righteousness,  and  to  seal  up  the  vision  and  pro« 
pfaecy,  and  to  anoint  the  most  Hely. 

25  Know  therefore  and  understand,  thai  from  the  going 
fordi  of  the  coaunandmentto  restore  and  to  build  Jeiusaiem 
unto  tlie  Messiah  the  Prince,  shall  be  seven  weeks,  and  three* 
«core  and  tvM)  weeks :  the  street  MH  be  built  again,  and  the 
wall,  even  in  troublous  times. 

26  And  after  threescore  and  two  weeks  shall  Messiah  be 
cut  off,  but  not  for  himself:  and  llie  people  of  the  prince 
that  shall  come  shall  destroy  the  city  aad  the  sanctuary :  and 
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iite  endlhefeof  ^a// 6c  with  a  floods  9iai  WBto  tftieendfiof  tite 
var  desolations  are  deterolitied. 

97  And  he  shall  confirm  the  covenant  with  many  for  one 
week :  and  in  the  niidsft  of  the  week  he  shall,  cauie  the  sa» 
crifice  and  the  obMion  to  eease,  and  for  the  over^reading 
of  .aboinination»  shall  make  It  desolat^^  ^ven  until  the  consura*^ 
Biati^u^  gnd  that  determined  shaA  be  poured  npoa  the  4e* 
aolate.

/^OM£  and  let  us  return  uttfee  fhe  Lord  r  for  he  hatH 
tom>  and  he  will  hetd  us  ^  he  hath  smitten,  and  he  wiM 
bindus  up.. 

2  After  two  days  will  he^revive  us :  in  the  third  day  he  witf 
faise  na  upy  and  we  sliall  live  in  his  sight. 

3  The»  shall  we  know^  t^*^ve  Mlow  on  to  know  the 
Lord  :  his  going  forth  is  prepared  as  the  morning  ^  and  ha 
idiall  come  unto  us  as  the  rainy  as  the  latter  and  former  rain 
unto,  the  earth. 

4  ^  O  Ephraim^  nihat  shall  I  do  unto  thee  ?  O  Jfidab, 
\ihat  shall  I  do  unto  thee  ?  for  your  goodness  ts  as  a  morning 
cloud>  and  as  the earlydew  it  goeth  away»  > 

5  'Dierefore  have  I  hewed  them  by  the  prophets ;  I  have 
slain  them  by  the  words  of  my  mouth :  yid  thy  judgments 
are  as  die  light  that  goedi  forth. 

Q  For  I  desired  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice  f  and  the  know^ 
ledge  of  God,  more  than  bumt-oiFerings. 

7  But  they  like  men  have  transgressed  the  covenant :  there 
have  they  dealt  treacherously  against  me. 

8  G  ilead  ii  a  city  of  them  that  work  iniquity,  and  is  polluted 
with  blood. 

9  And  as  troops  of  robbers  wait  for  a  man^  so  the  com- 
pany of  priests  mjirder  in  the  way  by  consent :  for  they  com- 
mit Ic^vdneas• 

10  I 
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10  I  have  seen  an  horrible  thing  in  the  bouse  o(  I^mel: 
there  is  the  whoredom  of  Ephraim,  Israel  is  defiled. 

1 1  Also^  O  Judahj  he  hath  Bet  an  harvest  for  thee^  when 
I  returned  the  captivity  of  my  people. 

CHAP.  XI. 
1  The  vigratitnde  of  Israel  unto  God  for  his  benefits* 

5  Their  judgment. 
XirHEN  Israel  was  a  child^  then  I  loved  him^  and  called 
my  son  out  of  Egypt. 

2  ^s  they  called  them>  so  they  weiit  from  them  :  they  sa- 
crificed unto  Baalim^  and  burned  incense  to  graven  images.

18  Aud  Jesuis  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two  bre- 
thren, Simon,  called  Peteri  and  Andrew  his  brother,  casting 
a  net  into  the  sea  :  (for  they  were  fishers) 

19  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Follow  me,  and  I  wiU  make

20  And  they  straightway  left  their  nets,  and  followed  him.

James,  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  in  p,  ship 
with  iSebedee  their  father,  mending  their  nets  :  and  he  called 
diem. 

22  And  they  immediately  left  the  ship,  and  their  father, 
and  followed  him. 

23  And  Jesus  Went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and 
healing  all  manner  of  sickness,  and  all  manner  of  disease  among 
the  people.

1 1  Blessed  are  ye  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  [Perse- 
cute you,  and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  fidsdy

12  Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad  :  for  great  ts  your  re- 
ward in  heaven  :  for  so  persecuted  they  the  prophets  which 
were  before  you. 

IS  ^  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  eartii :  but  if  the  salt  have  lost 
bis  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted  f  it  is  thenceforth  good 
for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden  imder  foot 
of  men. 
"'  14  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  an 
hill  cannot  be  hid. 

15  Neidier  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under  a 
bushel :  but  on  a  candlestick,  and  it  giveth  light  mito  all  that 
are  in  the  house. 

)6  Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see ' 
^  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

17  Think  not  that  I  am  €jQxa&  to  destroy  the  law  or  the 
prophets  :  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil. 

1 8  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass, 
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6tie  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  ^vise  pass  from  the  law^  till  all 
befuUilled. 

19  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of  these  least  com- 
mandments, and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least 
in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  but  whosoever  shall  do,  and  teach 
tkemy  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  Kingdom  of  heaven. 

€0  For  I  say  unto  you,  That  except  your  righteousness  shall 
exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye 
shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

21  ^  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time. 
Thou  shalt  not  kill :  and  whosoever  shall  killj,  shall  be  in 
danger  of  the  judgment : 

22  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his 
brother  without  a  cause,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment : 
and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  dan- 
ger of  tlie  coiincil :  but  whosoever  8|iall  say,  II10U  fool,  shall 
be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

23  Therefore,  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there 
rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath  ou^ht  against  thee ; 

24  Leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way, 
first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy 
gift. 

25  Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly,  x^hiles  thou  art  in 
the  way  with  him  :  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver  thee 
to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou 
be  cast  into  prison. 

26  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing. 

27  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time. 
Thou  shalt  not  corbmit  adultery  : 

28  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  looketh  on  a  wo- 
man to  lust  after  her,  hath  committed  adultery  with  her  al- 
ready in  his  heart. 

29  And  if  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast 
it  from  thee :  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy  mem- 
bers should  perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole  body  should  be  cast 
into  hell.

5 1  It  hath  been  said^  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
let  him  give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement : 

32  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  causeth  her  to  com- 
mit adultery  :  and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced 
committeth  adultery. 

33  Again,  ye  have  heard,  that  it  hath  been  said»by  them  of 
old  time.  Thou  shalt  not'  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  perfcHni 
unto  the  Lord  thine  oaths  : 

34  But  I  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at  all ;  neither  by  hea« 
ven,  foi  it  is  God's  throne  : 

35  Nor  by  the  earth,  for  it  is  his  footstool :  neither  by  Je* 
rusalem,  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King. 

36  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because  thou 
canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black. 

37  But  let  your  conimunicatiQu  be.  Yea,  yea ;  Nay,  nay : 
for  whatsoever  is  more  than  these^  cometh  of  evil. 

3d  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said.  An  eye  for  Ml 
eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth  : 

39  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  ye  resist  not  evil :  but  who- 
soever shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek;  turn  to  him  the 
other  also.

42  Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  aud  from  him  that  would 
borrow  of  thee,  turn  not  thou  away. 

43  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said.  Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour,  and  hate  thine  enemy  : 

44  But  I  say  unto  you.  Love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that 
curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them 
which  despitefuUy  use  you,  and  persecute  you  : 

4^  That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which  is 
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m  heftvebyfer  be  nj^edi  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the 
goodj  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust. 

46  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you  what  reward  have 
ye  i  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  same  P 

47  And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more 
than  oihen9  do  not  even  the  publicans  so  i 

48  Be  ye  therefore  perfect^  even  as  your  Father  wliich  i$ 
in  heaven  i$  perfects 

CHAP.  VI.

5*  %  And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hypo* 
crites  are :  for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues^ 
and  in  the  comers  of  the  streetSj  that  they  may  be  seeq  of  m^^ 
Verily  I  say  iinto  you,  they  have  their  reward. 

6  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and 
when  thou  hast  shut  thy  doorj  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in 
secret^  and  thy  Pat)tfr  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  thee 
openly. 

7  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  heathen 
do :  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  miich^ 
speaking. 

8  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them :  for  your  F^er 
knowedi  what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him. 

9  After  thb  manner  therefore  pray  ye :  Our  Father  which 
ait  in  heavenj  Hallowed  be  thy  Name. 

Q3  10  Thy 
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10  Tby  kingdom  come.  Thy  wilKbe  done  in  earth  as  it  i$ 
in  heaven. 

1 1  Give  U3  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  our  debts^as  we  forgive  our  debtors. 

13  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation^  but  deliver,  iis  from 
evil :  for  thine  is  the  kingdom^  and  the  power^  and  the  glory^ 
for  ever.    Amen. 

14  ^  For  if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasser/ yovr  heavenly 
Father  will  also  forgivfeyou  : 

15  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses^  neither  will 
your  Father  forgive  your  trespasses.

2£  The  light  of  &e  body  is  the  ey«  kif  therefore  thine  eye 
be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light : 

23  But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of 
darkness.  If  therefore  the  light  that  j3  in  thee  be  darkness, 
how  great  is  that  darkness ! 

24  ^  No  man  can  serve  two  masters  :  for  either  he  wiQ 
hate  the  one^  and  love  the  other ;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the 
one  and  despise  the  otUer.

SO  Wherefore  if  God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  wluch 
to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oTen,  shall  he  not 
much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  f 

31  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall  we 
eat?  or  what  shall  we  drink?  or  wherewithal  shaQ  we  be 
clothed  i 

32  (For  after  aH  diese  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek)  for 
your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these 
things. 

S3  But  seek  ye  first  the  kmgdom  of  God,  and ,  his  righ- 
teousness, and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.

^nd  the  prophets. 

13  ^  £nter  ye  in  at  the  i^trait  gate ;  for  wide  is  the  gate^ 
and  broad  is  the  w^y  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many 
theie  be  which  go  in  thereat ; 

14  Because  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way  which 
Iqadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it. 

Id  %  Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in 
sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves. 

Ui  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits:  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles  i 

17  Even  st)  every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit ;  |>ut 
a'  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit. 

18  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit :  neither  can  a 
j^orrnpt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

19  Every 
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19  Eveiy  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruity  is  hewii 
idown,  and  cast  into  tb^  firyi. 

£0  Wherefef]|e  by  their  fruiCy  ye  riial)  know  them. 

^\  %  Not  every  oae  that  mth  unto  iQe|  Lord^  Lord, 
ebftU  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heafeo :  %m  he  t|i^t  doeth  the 
anil  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaviea* 

22  Many  will  aqf  t^  me  in  that  daj,  Lord^  Lord^  have 
we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  i  and  in  Ay  name  have  cast 
out  devils  ?  and  in  thy  tfiame  done  many  wonderful  worka? 

23  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  faanr  you : 
^part  fiiom  me  ye  that  work  iniquity. 

24  ^  Therefore^  whosoever  hearedi  these  sa|hi^  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them^  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  viise  maa  which  built 
his  house  upon  a  rock  : 

25  And  the  rah;  descended,  and  die  floods  punOf  and  the 
iviads  blew^  and  b^t  upon  that  house :  and  it  feB  no^  for  it 
was  founded  upon  a  rock : 

26  And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayinp  of  naaef  and 
doeth  them  not^  shall  he  likened  unto  a  foolish  num  which 
)[>uilt  bis  house  upon  the  sand : 

27  And  the  rain  descended^  and  die  floods  came^  and  the 
winds  blew^  and  beat  upon  that  house :  and  it  fell>  and  great 
ynts  die  fall  of  it. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings^  the  people  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine. 

29  For  he  taught  them  as  one  having  authority^  and  not 
as  die  scribe^.

|aying>  Lord^  if  thou  wilt^  thou  canst  make  me  cleaia.   * 

3  And  Jesus  put  forth  his  hand^  and  touched  him^  sayingj 

Iwill, 
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I  will^  be  thou  cleim.    And  immediatelj  his  leprosj  was 
cleansed.  I 

4  And  Jesus  saith.ualo  hioij.Sciediou  tell  no  man,  bat 
go  thy  way>  shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  the  gift  that 
Moses  conut|and^,|f9(  a.te^siony  unto  them. 

5  %  And  when  Jesus  was  entered  into  Capemattnij  there 
came  yfifo  him  n  CeolHrioiif  beseeching  him, 

,  fi  And  saying,  i^itd,  my  servant  Ketb  at  home  sick  o£  the 
palsyj  grievously  tonnented. 

lAfAJemn^  s«th.unb>  him,  I  wiU  come  and  heal  him. 

8  The  centurion  answered  and  said.  Lord,  I  am  not  worthy 
that  thou  sbaMdest  come  under  my  roof-:  but  speak  the  word 
only,  and  my^  servant  shall  be  healed* 

9  For  I  am  a  num  under  authority,  having  soldiers  under 
me :  and-I  say  to  this  man.  Go,  and  he  goeth :  and  to  ano- 
Aor,  Q<me>  and.  he  pometb :  and.  to-  my  servant^  Do  tlus» 
and  he  doeth  it. 

10.  Whem  Jesus  heard  tV,  he  marvelled, .  and  said  to  them 
tfiat  foUawed  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  you^  I  have  not  found  so 
great  faith,  no  not  in  Israel. 

11  And  I  say  unto  you,  that  many  shall  come  from  the  east 
and  west,  and  shall  sit  down  with  Abiabfim,  and  Isaac,  and 
Jacob  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven : 

12  But  the  children  of  the  kingdom  shidl  be  cast  out  into 
outer  darkness:  diere  shall  be^  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth. 

13  And  Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion.  Go  thy  way,  and  as 
thou  hast  believed,  so  be  it  done  unto  thee.  And  his  servant 
was  healed  in  Jthe  self-same  hour. 

14  ^  And  when  Jesus  was  come  into  Peter's  house,  he  saw 
his  wife's  mother  laid,  and  sick  of  a  fever. 

15  And  he  touched  her  hand,  and  the  fever  left  her:  and 
she  arose,  and  miniBtered  unto  them. 

i6  ^  When  the  even  was  come,  they  brought  unto  him 
many  that  were  possessed  with  devils  :  and  he  cast  out  (he 
spirits  with  Ats  word,  and  healed  all  that  were  sick  : 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaiaa 

the 
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tlie  prophet^  sayiogi  Himself  took  our  iqfinnities^  and  bare 
our  sicknesses. 

18  ^  Now  when  Jesns  saw  great  multitudes  about  him^  he 
gave  Qomms)ndment  to  depart  unto  the  other  side.  • 

19  And  a  certain  scribe  came^  and  $aid  unto  bim^  Master^ 
I  will  follow  tbee  whithersoever  thou  goest. 

£0  And  Jesus  saitli  unto  him^  The  foxes  have  holes,  and 
the  birds  of  the  air  havt  nests ;  but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not 
where  to  lay  hu  head. 

21  And  another  of  his  disciples  said  unto  him.  Lord,  suffer 
me  first  to  go  and  buiy  my  father. 

22  But  Jesus  said  unto*him.  Follow  m^,  and  let  the  dead 
bury  their  dead. 

23  %  And  when. he  was  entered  into  a  ship,  his  disciples 
followed  hiDi. 

24  And  behold,  diere  arose  a  great  tempest  io  the  sen, 
insomuch  that  the  ship  was  covered  with  the  waves  :  but  ho 
was  asleep. 

25  And  his  disciples  came  to  him,  andf  awoke  him^  ^yingj 
liord,  save  us :  wcperish. 

26  And  he  saith  unto  themy  Why  wt  |ye  fearful,  O  ye  <tf 
little  faith  ?  Then  he  arose  and  rebuked  the  winds  and  the  sea, 
and  there  was  a  great  calm. 

27  But  the  men  marvelled,  sayfaig.  What  manner^of  man 
is  this^  that  even  the.  windl  apad  the  sea  obey  him !   , , 

28  %  And  when  be  ivas  come  to  the  c^er  side,  into  the 
Country  of  the  Geigeseiite,  therq  mefe  bim  two  posaeased  with 
devils,  coming  out  of  the  tombs,  ttccoediog  fierce,  so  that  no 
man  might  pass  <by  tliat  way. 

29  And  behold,  they  onedouty  saying.  What  have  we  to 
do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thoa  Son  of  Ood  i  art  thou  come  hither 
to  torment  us  befpre  the  time  ?  . 

SO  And  there  was  a  good  way  o£f  from  them  an  her4  of 
many  swine,  feeding. 

«S1  tio  the  devils  besought  him,  saying.  If  thou  cast  us  out, 
suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the.herd  of  swine. 

32'  And  he  said  unto  them^  Go.  And  when  they  were 
come  out,  they  went  into  the  herd  of  swine :  and  behold,  the 

whole 
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Whole  herd  of  swine  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  fadto  the 
sea^  and  perished  in  the  waters. 

SS  And  they  that  kept  them,  fled^  and  went  their  ways  into 
the  city^  and  told  every  thing ;  and  what  was  befaUen  to  the 
possessed  of  the  devils.  * 

34  And  behold,  the  whole  city  came  out  lo  meet  Jesus, 
and  when  they  saw  him,  they  besought  Ami  that  he  would  de- 
part out  of  their  coasts. 

CHAP.  IX.

Son,  be  of  good  cheer,  thy  sins  be  for* 
given  thee. 

3  And  behold,  certun  of  the  scribes  said  within  them-i 
selves.  This  man  blasphemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  knowbg  their  thoughts,  taidj  Wherefore 
Ihink  ye  evil  in  your  hearts  i 

6  For  whether  is  easier  to  say^  Tiky  sins  be  forgiveatbee? 
or  to  say.  Arise  and  walk  i 

6  Btttthat  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power 
cir  earth  to  forgive  sins,  (then  saith  be  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy) 
Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thme  house. 

7  And  he  arose,  and  departed  to  his  house* 

8  But  when  the  multitude  saw  k,  they  marvelled,  and  glo^ 
lified  God^  which  hath  given  such  power  unto  men. 

9  ^  And  as  Jesqs  passed  forth  iroi|i  tbeoce,  he  saw  a  man 
named  Matthew^  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom:  and  he 
saith  unto  him.  Follow  me.  And  hp  arose,  and  followed 
him.^ 

10  %  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the 
house,  behold,  many  publicans  and  sinners  came,  and  sat 
down  with  him  and  his  disciples. 

1 1  And  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  his  dis- 
ciples. Why  ^teth  your  master  with  publicans  and  sinners  i 

12  But 
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Ifi  But  ^tien  Jesus  beard  thai,  he  said  unto  them^  They^ 
that  be  whole  need  not  a  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick. 

IS  But  go  ye  and  learn  what  that  meaneth^  I  will  have 
mercy,  and  not  sacrifice:  for  I  am  not  come  to  call  the 
^hteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

14  %  Then  came  to  him  the  disciples  of  John^  sayings 
Why  do  we  and  the  Pharisees  fast  oft,  but  thy  disciples  £ist 
not? 

15  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  'Can  the  children  of  the 
bride«chamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridf^oom  is-  with 
them  i  but  the  d^ys  will  come  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast. 

16  No  man  putteth  a  piece  of  new  cloth  unto  an  old  gar- 
ment :  for  that  which  b  put  in  to  fill  it  up,  taketh  from  the 
garment,  and  the  rent  is  made  worse. 

17  Neither  do  men  put  new  wine  into  old  bottles :  else 
the  botdes  break,  and  the  wine  runneth  out,  and  the  botdes 
perish :  but  they  put  new  wine  into  new  bottles,  and  both  are 
preserved. 

18  f  While  he  spake  t^ese  things  unto  them,  behold,  there 
came  a  certain  ruler  and  worshipped  him,  saying.  My  daughter 
is  even  now  dead  :  but  come  and  lay  thy  hand  upon  her,  and 
ahe  shall  live. 

19  And  Jesus  arose,  and  followed  him,  and  so  did  his  dis^ 
ciples. 

20  %  (And  behold,  a  woman  whidi  was  diseased  with  an 
issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  came  behind  Mm,  and  touched 
the  hem  of  his  garment. 

£1  For  she  said  within  herself.  If  I  may  but  touch  his  gar- 
ment, I  shall  be  whole. 

22  But  Jesus  turned  him  about,  and  when  he  saw  her, 
he  said.  Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort ;  .thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole.  And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from  that 
hour.) 

23  And  when  Jesus  came  into  the  ruler's  house,  and  saw 
the  minstrels  and  the  people  making  a  noise, 

24  He  said  unto  them.  Give  pkce,  for  the  maid  is  not 
dead,  but  sleepeth.    And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  But 
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M  But  when  the  people  were  put  forth^  be  went  id  and 
took  her  by  the  hand,  and  the  maid  arose. 

26  And  the  fame  hereof  went  abroad  into  all  that  land. 

27  And  when  Jesus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men  fol- 
lowed him,  crying,  and  saying.  Thou  Son  of  DaTid  have 
iliercy  on  us. 

28  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  the  blind  men 
came  to  him  :  and  Je>jus  saith  imto  them^  Believe  ye  that  I 
am  abb  to  do  this  ?  they  said  unto  him^  Yea,, Lord. 

29  Then  touched  he  their  eyes,  saying.  According  to  yoilr 
faith  be  it  unto  you. 

SO  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  Jesus  straitly  charged 
them^  saying.  See  that  no  man  know  it. 

31  But  they,  when  they*  were  departed,  spread  abroad  his 
fiime  in  all  that  couutrv. 

32  Ai^  they  went  out,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  dumb 
mau  possessed  with  a  devil. 

33  And  when  the  devil  was  cast  out,  the  dumb  spake : 
and  the  multitudes  marvelled,  saying.  It  was  ne\*er  so  seen  in 
Israel, 

34  But  the  Pharisees  said.  He  casteth  out  devib  through 
the  prince  of  the  devils. 

35  And  Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities  and  viUageSj 
teaching  in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of 
the  kingdom,  and  healing  every  sickness  and  every  disease 
among  the  people. 

36  But' when  he  saw  the  multitudes,  he  was  moved  with 
compassion  on  them  because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered 
abroad  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd. 

37  Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples.  The  harvest  truly 
u  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few : 

38  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest. 

CHAP.  X. 

The  apostks  are  sent  to  do  miracles,  and  to  preach. 

A  ND  when  he  had  called  unto  him  his  twelve  disciples,  he 

gave  them  po\^'er  against  unclean  spirits,  to  cast  theiu 

out  and  to  heal  all  manner  of  sickness^  and  all  manner  of 

disease. 

2  Now 
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2  Now  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these ;  the 
first,  Simon,  who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brodier, 
James,  the  $6n  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother, 

3  Philip  and  Bartholemew,' Thomas,  and  Matthew  tlte 
publican,  James,  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and  Lebbeus,  wliose 
somame  was  Thaddeus, 

'4  Simon  the  Canaanite,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  be- 
trayed him. 

5  These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  commanded  them, 
^J^9  Go  not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any 
city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye  net. 

6  But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sdieep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7  And  as  ye  go,  preach,  saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  at  hand. 

«  8  Heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers,  raise  the  dead,  cast  out 
devib :  freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give. 

9  Provide  neither  -  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass  in  your 
purses : 

10  Nor  scrip  for  ^our  journey,  neither  two  coats,  neither 
shoes,  nor  yet  staves:  (for  the  workman  is  worthy  of  his 
meat) 

1 1  And  into  whatsoever  city  or  town  ye  shall  enter,  en- 
quire who  in  it  is  worthy,  and  there  abide  till  ye  go 
thence. 

12  And  when  ye  come  into  an  house,  salute  it. 

Id  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let  your  peace  come 
upon  it :  but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to 
you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your 
words,  when  ye  depart  out  of  that  house,  or  city,  shake  off  the 
dust  of  your  feet. 

15  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  in  the  day  of  judgment, 
than  for  that  city. 

16  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
wolves ;  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as 
doves. 

17  But 
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17  Bat  beware  of  men,  for  they  will  deliver  you  up  tcf  iki 
councils,  and  they  will  scourge  you  in  their  synagogues  : 

18  And  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and  kings  for 
■ly  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  and  th^  Gentiles^ 

19  But  when  they  deliver  you  up,  take  rio  thought  how  or 
what  ye  shall  speak,  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same  hour 
what  ye  shall  speak. 

90  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  tlie  Spirit  of  youl'  Father 
which  speaketh  in  you. 

21  And  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the  brother  to  death, 
and  the  fother  the  child  :  and  the  children  shall  rise  up  against 
their  parents,  and  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 

22  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  mjr  name's  sake : 
but  he  that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved. 

23  But  when  they  persecute  you  in  this  city^  flee  ye  into 
another :  for  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  have  gone 
over  the  cities  of  Israel  till  the  Son  of  man  be  corner 

24  The  disciple  is  not  above  kis  master,'  nor  the  aervant 
above  his  lord. 

2^  It  ia  enough  for  the  disciple,  that  he  be  as  kis  master, 
and  the  servant  as  Ills  lord  :  if  they  have  called  the  master  of 
the  house  Beelzebub,  how  much  more  shall  they  call  them 
of  his  houshold  f 

26  Fear  them  not  therefore  :  for  there  b  nothing  covered 
that  shall  not  be  revealed;  and  hid,  that  shdll  not  be 
known. 

27  What  I  tell  you  in  darkness,  that  speak  ye  in  light : 
and  what  ye  hear  in  the  ear,  that  preach  ye  upon  the  house^ 
tops. 

28  And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able 
to  kill  the  soul :  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to  destroy 
both  soul  and  body  in^hcll. 

29  Are  not  two  sparrows  sold  for  a  farthing  ?  and  one  of 
them  shall  not  fall  on  the  ground  without  your  Father. 

SO  But  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 
31  Fear  ye  not  therefore,  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many 
sparrows. 

3C  Whosoever 
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32  Whosoever  therefore  ifhall  confess  me  before  men^  him 
will  I  confess  also  before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.        > 

Si  But  whosoever  «halt  deny  ine  before  meu^  him  will  I 
also  d«ny  before  my  Father  which  is  m  heaven. 

34  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  iteiid  peace  en  earth?  I 
came  not  to  send  peace^  but  a  sword, 

35  For  I  am  come  to  set  a  man  at  variance  against  hb^ 
father,  and  the  daughter  against  her  mother^  and  tlie  daughter- 
in-law  against  her  mother-in-law. 

55  And  a  man  s  foes  shall  be  they  of  his  cnvn  houshold. 

37  He  (hat  loveth  father  or  mother  more  than  me,-  is  net: 
worthy  of  me :  -and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter  mora  than- 
me^  is  not  worthy  of  me. 

58  And  he  that  takcth  not  his  cross^  and  foUoweth  afit^r 
me,  is  not  worthy  of  me. 

39  He  that  findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  he  that  lose^h 
his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it.  *^ 

40  He  tliat  receiveth  yoti,  receiveth  roe;  and  he  tliat  re- 
ceiveth  me.  receivelh  him  that  sem  me.

5. The  blind  receive  their  sights  and  the  lame  walk,  die 
lepers  are  cleansed j  and  .the  deaf  hear,  .the  dead  ane  rataed 
jiqp,  and  the  poor  have  the  gospel  preached  to  them.

Be- 
hold, thy  disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the 
^sabbath-day* 

3  But  he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  not  read  what  David 
did  when  he  was  an  hungrcd,  end  they  that  were  with  him ; 

4  How  he  entered  into  tlie  house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the 
sbew-bread,  which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for 
them'  which  were  with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests  f 

5  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the  law,  how  that  on  the  sab- 
batii-days  the  priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbalh,  and 
are  blameless? 

6  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  in  this  place  is  one  greater  thaii 
the  temple. 

7  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth,  1  will  have 
mercy  and  not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the 
guiltless. 

8  For  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  even  of  the  sabbath-day. 

9  And  when  he  was  departed  thence,  he  went  into  their 
aynagogiie. 

10  %  And  behold,  there  was  a  man  which  had  his  hand 
withered.  And  they  asked  him,  saying.  Is  it  lawful  to  heal 
on  the  sabbath-days  f  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

"  11  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  man  shall  there  be

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ibedce :  and  great  multitudes  followed  him^  tod  he  hetfle^ 
them  all ; 

16  And  charged  them  tliat  they  should  not  make  him

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaiaii 
the  prophet,  saying, 

18  Behold,  my  servant  whom  I  have  chosen^  my  beloved 
in  whom  my  soi4  is  well  pleased:  I  will  put  my  tqpirit  upon 
him,  and  lie  shall  shew  judgmint  to  the  Geiit3e3. 

19  He  shall  not  strive^  nor  cry ;  neither  shall  ai^  man  hear 
his  voice  in  the  streets. 

20  A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  dmokiog  flat 
shall  he  not  qiiench,  till  be  send  forth  ^  judgment  unta  tic^ 
tory. 

21  And  in  his  name  shall  the  Gentiles  trust. 

22  ^  Then  was  broiight  unto  him  one  possened  of  the 
devil,  blind  and  dumb :.  and  he  healed  him^  insomuch  that  th« 
blind  and  dumb  both  spake  and  saw. 

23  And  all  the  people  were  amazed,  and  said.  Is  not  this 
the  son  of  David? 

24  But  when  the  Pharisees  heard  it,  (hey  said,  Thi»/el* 
law  doth  not  cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of 
the  devils. 

25  And  Jesus  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  unto  them> 
Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to.deso* 
latton ;  and  every  city  or  house  divided  against  itself^  shall  not 
stand : 

26  And  if  Satan  cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided  against  hini-* 
self;  how  shall  then  his  kingdom  stand  ? 

27  And  if  I  by  Be^zebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  children  cast  tktm  out  i  therefore  they  shall  be  youc 
judges. 

28  But  if  I  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  then  the 
l^ingdom  of  God  is  come  unto  you. 

29  Or  else,  how  can  one  enter  into  a  strong  man's  house^ 
and  spoil  his  goods,  except  he  first  bind  the  strong  man?  and 
^then  he  wi^  spoil  his  house. 

&S  SO  Ha 
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.   SO  He  llmt  is  not  wilh  me,  is  against  me ;  and  he  tbfll 
gathereth  not  with  me^  scattereth  abroad. 

31  Y  Wherefore  I  say  unto  you^  AU  namcr  of  sin  and 
blasphemy  shall  be  forgiven  unto  men :  but  the  blaspheasy 
agaioBt  tlie  koi^  Ghost^  shall  not  be  fofgiven  unto  men. 

32  And  whosoever  speaketh  a  word  agaipst  tke  Son  of 
man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  turn:  but  whosoever  speriieth 
^Pfttst  die  Holy  Ghost^  it  shall  not  be  forgiren  bim^  neither 
in  this  worlds  neither  in  the  world  to  come. 

33  Either  make  the  tree  good>  and  his  fiuil  good ;  or  dse 
niake  the  tree  corrupt^  and  his  fruit  corrupt :  ibr  the  tree  is 
known  by  his  fhiit.

5  And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such  little  child  ifa  niy  Dame» 
lecdvethme. 

6  But  nvfaoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  which  be* 
Jieve  in  me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged 
about  his  iieek,  an4  that  he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the 


7  ^  Wo  unto  the  world  because  of  offences!  for  it  must 
needs  be  that  offences  come ;  but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the 
offence  conieth ! 

8  Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them 
off,  and  cast  them  from  thee  v  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into 
life  halt  or  maimed,  rather  than  having  two  hands,  or  two  teet, 
to  be  cast  into  everlasting  lir.e. 

9  And  if  thine  .eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  east  it  from 
thee :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  mto  lite  with  onc  eye,  i  acher 
^an  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire. 

10  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones  : 
for  I  say  unto  you,  that  in  heaven  their  angels  do  aK^ays  behold 
die  face  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

1 1  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that  which  was 
lost. 

12  How  think  y^?  ifa  man  have  an  hundred  sheep,  and 
one  of  them  be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  nineiy  and 
iiine,  and  goeth  into  the  mountains,  and  seektth  iha^  which  is 
gone  astray  ? 

1^  And  if  so  be  that  he  find  it,  verily  I  sa;  unto  you,  he 
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ITJoicetfa  more  of  that  s/^et^,  than  of  the  niBety  an4  nbe  which 
M'cnt  not  astraj. 

14  Ev/en  so  it  is  not  the  )vili  of  yoiir  Father  whicb  is  in 
heaven^  that  one  of  these  little  ones  sho^d  perish. 

15  %  Moreover^  4.  ^^^y  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee^ 
go  and  tell  h^  hif  fault  between  thee  and  hii^  alpne  :  if  be 
^hall  jbear  thee^  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother. 

16  But  if  he  will  not  heai-  thfe,  then  take  with  thi^e  one  or 
two  more^  that  in  the  mouth  of  tw9  or  duree  witnesses  everjr 
iword  may  be  established. 

17  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  di^m,  tell*  it  uptp  die 
phurch :  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  churchy  let  him  be  untQ 
thee  as  ^n  heathep  man  and  a  publican.. 

1 8  Vei  i|y  I  say  unto  y ou^  Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on  earthy 
shall  )^  bound  in  heaven :  and  whatsoever  ye  shall  }oos6  on 
^afth^  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

)9  Again  I  say  unto  you^  that  if  two  of  ^ou  shall  ag|-e^ 
on  earthy  as  touching  any  thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it  sliall  bv. 
jdone  for  them  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

SO  For  where  two  or  three  are  gathered  togf^ther  in  my 
pamCj  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 
.21^  Then  came  Peter  to  him,  aud  said.  Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sip  against  me,  and  I  foi^ive  him  i  till  seven 
times? 

9.Q,  Jesus  said  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  until  seven 
times }  but  until  seventy  times  seven. 

23  %  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened  unto  4 
certain  king  which  would  take  accpunt  of  his  servaqts. 

£4  And  when  he  had  b^gun  to  reckpn,  one  was  brought  untQ 
him  which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents. 

95  But  forasmuch  as  he  ha4  not  to  pay,  hjs  lord  commanded 
him  to  be  sold,  and  hi^  wife  and  children,  and  all  th^t  he  had, 
and  paymeot  to  be  made. 

26  The  servant  therefore  fell  down,  and  worshipped  him, 

sayi^ig.  Lord,  have  patience  with  me,  and  I  wilt  pay  theq

27  Then  the  lord  of  that  servant  w^  moved  with  coispas;, 
sion,  and  loosed  him^  and  foi^ve  him  the  debt. 
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28  But  the  same  servant  went  out^  and  found  one  of  his 
fellow-servants^  which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence :  and  he 
laid  hands  on  faim^  and  took'  liim  by  tlie  throaty  sayings  Pay  me 
that  thou  owest 

29  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down  at  his  feet^  and  be- 
floi^t  him,  saying,  have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay 
thee  all. 

30  And  he  would  not :  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison, 
till  he  should  pay  the  debt. 

31  So  when  his  feUow-servants  saw  what  was  done,  they 
were  veiy  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was 
fdone. 

32  Then  bin  lord,  after  that  he  had  called  him,  said  untp 
him^  O  thou  wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  b6<- 
canse  thou  desiredst  me : 

33  Shouldst  not  thou  also  have  had  compassion  pn  thy  fel- 
low-servant, even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ? 

34  And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the  tor- 
mentors, till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him. 

35  So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you, 
^f  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  brother  their 
jtrespasses. 

CHAR   XIX. 
.£  Ckrist  healeth  the  sick,  3  answereth  the  Pharisees,  touclie- 
ing  divorcemetiii   Id  and   sheweth  how  to  attain  ever^ 
lasting  life. 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished  these 
sayings,  he  departed  from  Galilee,  and  cume  into  the 
jCoastB  of  Judea,  beyoud  Jordan ; 

2  And  great  multitude^  followed  him,  and  he  healed  them 
(there. 

3  ^  Tlie  Pharisees  also  cam^  unto  him,  tempting  him,  and 
saying  unto  him.  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife 
for  every  cause  ? 

4  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  not  read^ 
ihat  he  which  made  them  at  the  beginning,  made  thein  male 
ffnd  female. 

5  And  said.  For  tiiis  cause  shall  a  man  leave  father  and 
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mother^  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife :  ^nd  they  twain  sbaQ'lie 
one  flesh. 

6  Wherefore  they  are  no  more  twain,  but  one  flesh. 
What  therefore  God  liath  joined  together^  let  no  man  put 
asunder. 

7  They  say  unto  him^  Why  did  Moses  then  command  to 
give  a  writing  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her  away  ? 

8  He  said  unto  them^  Moses^  because  of  the  hardness  of 
your  hearts,  suffered  you  to  put  away  your  wives  :  but  from 
the  .beginning  it  was  not  so. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
except  ii  be  for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  committeth 
adultery :  and  whoso  marrieth  h^r  which  is  put  away  doth  com-* 
mit  adultery. 

10  %  His  disciples  say  unto  him.  If  the  case  of  the  man  be 
so  with  his  wife,  it  is  not  good  to  marry. 

1 1  But  he  said  unto  them.  All  men  cannot  receive  thi^  say^ 
ing,  save  they  to  whom  it  is  given. 

1 2  For  there  are  some  eur.uchs,  which  were  so  bom  from 
their  mothers'  womb :  and  there  are  some  eunuchs,  M'hich  are 
made  eunuchs  of  men  :  and  there  be  eunuchs,  which  have 
made  themselves  eunuchs  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven's  sake* 
{le  that  is  able  to  receive  itj  let  him  receive  tV, 

13  ^  Then  were  there  brought  unto  him  little  children, 
that  he  should  put  his  hands  on  them,  and  pray :  and  the 
disciples  rebuked  them. 

14  But  Jesus  said.  Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid  them 
jiOt  to  come  unto  me  :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

15  And  he  laid  his  hands  on  thein,  and  departed  thence^ 

16  ^  And  behold,  one  cume  and  said  unto  him.  Good 
master,  what  good  thing  shall  I  do  that  I  may  have  etcrna} 
life? 

J  7  And  he  said  unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good  ?  there 
is  none  good  but  one,  that  is  God  :  but  if  tlioa  wilt  enter  into 
life,  keep  the  commandments. 

18  He  said  unto  liini,  Which?  Jesus  said,  Thou  shalt  do 
no  murder.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery.  Thou  shalt  hot 
steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness, 
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a  9  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  D^other  i  and^  Thou  ahidt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

20  The  young  man  saith  unto  him^  All  these  things  have  J 
kept  from  my  youth  up :  ,M'hat  lack  I  yet? 

£  1  Jesus  said  unto  him^  if  thou  M'ilt  be  perfect^  go  and  sell- 
that  thou  hast/ and  give  to  thepoor^  and  thou  slialt  have  trea- 
sure in  heaven :  and  come  and  follow  me. 

9,2  But  when  the  young  man  heard  that  sayings  he  went 
away  sorrowful :  for  he  had  great  possessions. 

23  ^  Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples^  Verily  I  say  unto 
youj  that  a  i:ich  man  shall  hardly  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. 

24  And  again  I  say  unto  you^  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go 
through  the  eye  of  a  needle^  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

£5  When  hisT  disciples  heard  it,  they  werp  exceedin^j 
amazed,  sayings  Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

26  But  Jesus  beheld  them,  and  said  unto  them^  With  men 
this  is  impossible  ;  but  with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

9J  Then  answered  Peter  and  said  unto  him^  Behold^  we 
have  forsaken  all^  and  followed  thee ;  what  shall  we  have  tbere- 
forei 

28  And  Jesus  said  unto  them^  Verily  I  say  unto  you^  that 
ye  which  have  followed  me  iu  the  regeneratiou^  when  the  Sop 
of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon 
twelve  tlironeSj  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 

29  And  every  one  that  hath  forsaken  houses^  or  brethren, 
or  sisters^  or  father^  or  mother^  or  wife^  or  children^  or  lands^ 
for  my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  an  hundred  fold^  and  shall 
inherit  everlasting  life. 

SO  But  many  that  are  firsts  shall  be  last;  and  the  hst shall 
be  tlrst. 

CHAP.  XX. 
2  Of  the  labourer^  in  the  vineyard.    20  Christ  teaclieth  hiit 

disciples  to  be  lowly, 
TpOR  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  an 
hqusitiolder^  which  went  out  early  in  tlie  morning  to  hire 
labourers  into  his  vineyard. 
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fi  And  when  he  had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a  pemiy 
a  day^  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard. 

3  Abd  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour^  and  saw  others 
standing  idle  in  the  market-place^ 

4  And  said  unto  them^  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard^  and 
v^tsoever  is  rights  I  will  give  you.  And  they  went  tlieir 
way. 

5  Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour^  and  did 
likewise. 

6  And  about'  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out^  and  found 
others  standing  idle,  and'saitli  unto  them.  Why  stand  ye  here 
all  the  day  idle  ? 

.  7  They  say  unto  him.  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.  He 
saitkunto  them.  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever 
is  right,  that  shall  ye  receive. 

6  So  when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith 
unto  his  steward,  call  the  labourers  and  give  them  their  hire, 
be^ning  from  the  last  unto  the  first. 

9  And  when  they  camjB  that  were  hired  about  the  eleventh 
b^or,  thiey  received  every  man  a  penny. 

}0  But  when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that  they  should 
have  received  more ;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a 
penny« 

1 1  And  when  they  had  receked  iij  they  murmured  against 
the  good  man  of  the  house, 

]  Q  Sayings  The^e  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour^  and  thoU 
hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  burden 
and  hf  at  of  the  dav. 

1.3  But  he  answered  one  of  them,  and  said.  Friend,  I  do 
thee  lu)  wrong :  didst  thou  not  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ? 

14  TvLke  that  thine  tj,  and  go  thy  way :  I  will  give  unto 
this  last^  even  as  unto  thee. 

15  I{i  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  minp 
own :  is  thiue  eye  evil  because  I  am  good  ? 

1 T)  §o  the  last  shall  bc  first,  and  the  first  last :  for  many  be 
calied^  but  few  cho^en. 

17  ^  And  Jesu.s  going  up  to  Jerusalem,  took  the  twelve 
discipleij  apart  in  the  \^av,  and  said«unto  them, 

18  Behold. 


19^  Qeb<»)di  we;  gg^  up  to  Jeruspleoob  and  lint  Son  ofniidii 
^all  be  betrayed  unto  the  chi^f  prieits^  aad  u«l»  tbe  scribeflj 
md  tbey'  sbnU  coodieiw,  him  t^  deaths 

19  And  shall  deliver  him  to  fte  O.entiles  to  mock^  and  to^ 
acoax:g/^,  and  to  .crucify  hit^ :  and  .the  tlikd  da^rhe  shall  rise 
again. 

80  f  Thencam^tohiuxthe,niotfaero£Zebedee*dcfaildr6ii^ 
with  her  so|i3>  lyonhippiog  Mmj  and  desiring  a  certain  thing 
of  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  hei:>  Wliat  wilt  thou  ?  She  saith  unto 
hini^  Qnkxsi  that  tfaiMe  my  two  sons  may  ut,  the  one.  on  thy 
light  hand,  anj  the  other  on  the.  left,  in  thy  kingdom. 

22  Bui  Jesps  ansv^rfd  and  said^  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.

svith :  but  to  s^t  on  my  righl  handi  and  on  n^  left,  is  not  mine 
to  give,  but  it  19haH.be  ghenta,  them  fur  wbom  i^  is  prepared 
pf  my  Father. 

24  .And  when  the  tan  heakd  tl,  thfey  iv^ne  moved: with  in^ 
dagnation  against  the  two  brethren. 

25  But  Jesus  caUed  then^  uuto  Mm,  and  iaid.  Ye  know  that 
jthe  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  dominion  over  them,  and" 
fbey  that  are  great  exjercise  authority  upon  them. 

26  But  it  shall  not  be  so  ampng  you ;  but  whosoever  will 
be  great  among  yoi|,  let  him  be  ypur  minister ; 

27  And  whpsoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be 
your  servant : 

28  Even  as  the  Son  of  nisin  came  not- to  be  ministered  unto^ 
but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

29  And  as  they  departed  from  Jericho^  a  great  multitade 
followed  him. 

30  !^  And  behold,  two  blind  men  sitting  by  the  way«nde, 

when  they  heard  that  Jesus  passed  by,  cried  out,  saying.  Have 

mercy  on  us,  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David. 

S 1  And  the  multitude  rebuked  them,  because  they  should 
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bold  their  peace  :  but  they  cried  the  more^  sayings  Have  mercj^ 
AH  U8^  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David. 

32  And  J^sus  stood  stilly  and  called  them^  and  said^  What 
trill  ye  that  I  shall  do  unto  you  i 

33  They  say  unto  him,  Lord^  that  our  eyes  may  b* 
opened, 

34  So  Jesu9  had  compassion  on  thctn^  and  touched  their 
eyes :  and  immediately  their  eyes  received  sights  and  they  foU 

}owed  him* 

CHAP.   XXL 
}  Chmt  ridcth  into  Jerusalem  upon  an  ass,  12  and  casieth* 

out  the  buyers  and  sellers. 
A  ND  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem^  and  were  come 
to  Bethphage^  unto  the  mount  of  Olives,  then  sent.  J^sut

S  Saying  unto  them^  Go  into  the  village  over  agamst  you, 
and  straightway  ye  shall  find  an  ass  tied^  and  a  colt  wi^  her ; 
loose  them,  and  bring  iiem  unto  me. 

S  And  if  any  nuin  say  ought  unto  you^  ye  shall  say^  The 
Lord  hath  need   of  them  \   and   straightway  he  will  send 

them.    • 

4  All  this  waa  done^  that  it  might  be  fulfill^  which  wa^ 
fpoken  by  the  prophet^  sayings 

5  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion,  Behold^  thy  king  cometh 
unto  thee^  meek,  and  sitting  upoii  an  ass,  and  a  colt^  the  foal 
of  an  ass. 

6  And  the  disciples  went,  and  did  as  Jesus  commanded 
them^ 

7  And  brought  the  ass,  and  the  colt,  and  put  on  them  their 
dothes^  and  they  set  him  thereon. 

8  And  a  very  great  multitude  spread  th^  garmenta  in  the 
way ;  others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees,  and  strawed 
tbem  in  the  way. 

9  And  the  multitude  that  went  before^  and  that  foHowed„ 
cpied^  saying,  Hosanna  to.the  son  of  David:  blessed  is  he 
that  comelh  in  the  uuine  of  the  Lord^  Hosanna  in  the. 
highest. 
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10  And  vihen  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem^  all  the  city 
was  moved^  sa^ing^  Who  is  this  ? 

1 1  And  the  multitude  said^  This  is  Jesus  the  prophet  of 
Nazareth  of  GaUlee. 

12  ^  And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God^  and  cast 
out  all  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple^  and  over* 
threw  the  tables  of  the  money-changers^  and  the  seats  of  thenk 
that  sold  dovea^ 

13  And  said  unto  them^  It  is  written^  My  house  shall  be 
called  the  house  of  prayer ;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of 
thieves. 

14  And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in  the  temple^ 
and  he  healed  them. 

15  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  saw  the  won- 
derful things  that  he  did^  and  the  children  crying  in  the 
temple^  and  saying,  Hosanna  to  the  son  of  David ;  they  were 
sore  displeased, 

16  And  aaid  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  what  these  say?  And 
Jesus  saitfa  unto  them^  Yea ;  have  ye  never  read.  Out  of  th« 
mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  thou  hast  perfected  praise  ? 

17  Kf  And  he  left  them,  and  went  out  of  the  city  into 
Bethany,  and  he  lodged  there. 

18  Now  in  the  morning  as  I,ie  returned  into  the  city,  he 
hungered. 

19  And  when  he  saw  a  fig-tree  in  the  way,  he  came  to 
it,  and  found  nothing  thereon  but  leaves  only,  and  said  unto  it. 
Let  no  fruit  grow  on  thee  henceforward  for  ever.  And  pre" 
sendy  the  fig-tree  withered  away. 

£0  And  when  the  disciples  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  saying. 
How  soon  is  the  fig-tree  withered  away ! 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them^  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  if  ye  have  faith^  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do 
this  which  is  done  to  the  fig-tree,  but  also,  if  ye  shall  say 
unto  this  mountain,  Be  thou  removed^  and  be  thou  cast  into 
the  sea ;  it  shall  be  done. 

22  And  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  praj'er^  be- 
lieving;, ye  shall  receive. 

25*  ^  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief 
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pAeiAH  and  the  elders  of  the  people  cattle  unto  Iiti^  tts  he 
was  teachings  and  said^  By  ^hat  authority  dbest  tboo  these 
things  i  and  ^ho  gaTe  thee  this  authority  f 

24  And  Jetfus  answered  and  said  unto  thcm^  1  4Iso  \vil(a.sk 
yoti  one  things  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  in  likewise  will  tell  you 
by  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

25  The  baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it?  from  hiearen^ 
or  of  men  i  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying;  tf 
we  shall  May,  From  heaven ;  he  will  say  unto  us,  Why  did  ye 
not  riien  believe  him  ? 

£6  But  if  we  shall  say.  Of  men ;  we  fear  the  people  ;  for 
all  hold  John  bh  a  prophet. 

£7  And  they  answered  Jesus,  and  said.  We  cannot  VM, 
And  he  said  unto  ibem,  Neitiier  tell  I  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  things. 

fid  ^  But  what  think  yei  A  certain  man  had  two  sons ; . 
and  he  came  to  the  firsts  and  said.  Son,  go  work  to-day  iki 
my  vineyard. 

£9  He  answered  and  said,  I  will  not :  but  afterward  he 
repented,  and  went. 

30  And  he  came  to  the  second,  ^nd  said  likewise.  And 
he  answered  and  said,  I  go,  sir ;  an  A  went  not. 

31  Whether  of  them  twain  did  th%  wiU  of  his  father? 
They  say  unto  him.  The  first.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you;  that  thb  pufolicatl^  and  the  harlots  go  into 
the  kingdom  of  God  before  you. 

S£  For  John  came  unto  you  in  the  wdy  of  righteousness, 
and  ye  believed  him  not*:  but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  be- 
lieved him :  and  ye,  when  ye  had  seen  it,  repented  not  af« 
terward,  that  ye  might  believe  him. 

S3  ^  Rear  another  parable :  llicire  \>as  a  certain  house- 
holder which  planted  a  vineyard,  and  hedged  it  l*ound  about, 
and  digged  a  wine-press  in  it,  and  built  a  tower,  and  l^t  it 
out  tp  hujfbandmeo,  and  went  into  a  far  countr)  : 

34  And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  drew  near,  he  seift  his 
servaiTts  to  the  husbandmen,  that  they  mi^'t  receive  the  truUa 
of  it. 

35  And  the  husbandmen  todk  his  servants,  and  beat  one, 
and  hilled  anpther,  and  stoned  another. 

36  Agam^

41  They  say  unto  him.  He  will  miserably  destroy  those 
wicked  men,  and  will  let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  bu»- 
bandwen,  which  shall  render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasoiis. 

42  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  scrip- 
tures. The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is  be- 
cdme  tlie  head  of  the  comer :  this  is  the  Lord's  doii^,  and 
it  is  marvellous  in  oiur  eyes  i 

43  Therefore  I  say  unto  you.  The  kingdom  of  God  shall 
be  taken  from  you,  and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  tlib 
fruits  tliereof. 

44  And  whosoever  diall  fall  on  this  stone,  shall  be  broken: 
but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fell,  it  will  grind  him  to  powder. 

45  And  when  the  chief  pnests  and  Pharisees  had  heavd 
his  parables,  they  perceived  that  he  spake  of  them. 

-  46  But  when  they  sought  to  lay  hands  on  hiin,  they  fieared 
the  multitude,  because  they  took  him  for  a  prophet« 

CHAP.  XXU. 

1  TJie  marriage  of  the  kings  son.     1 1  The  wedding  gat^ 

ment.     \b  Of  paying  tribute,  23  and  of' the  re^urreciioti* 

A  ND  Jesus  answer^  and  spake  unto  tliem  again  by  {mi- 

rables,  and  said, 

2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  cerUun  king^ 
lyrhich  made  a  marriage  for  his  son, 

3  And  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  thatiivere  biddjen 
io  die  wedding :  and  they  would  not  come* 

4  Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  saying,  Tdl  them 
i»hich  are  bidden.  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner :  my 
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6x&n  and  my  fadings  are  killedj^  and  all  &ings  are  riady  i 
come  unto  the  marriage. 

5  But  they  made  liglit  of  it,  and  went  their  ways^  one  to 
his  farm^  another  to  his  merchandise  : 

6  And  the  renmaiit  took  his  servants^  and  entreated  them 
q>itefully)  and  sle\v  them. 

7  But  when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth :  and 
lie.sent  fortli  his  armies^  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and 
burned  up  their  city. 

8  Then  saith  he  to  bis  servants.  The  it  .-«ng  is  ready,  but 
they  which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 

9  Go  ye  therefore  into  the  highM'ays,  and  as  many  as  ye 
shall  find,  bid  to  the  marriage. 

10  So  those  ser^'ants  went  out  into  die  highways,  and  ga- 
thered together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good: 
and  the  wedding  was  furnished  with  guests. 

11^  And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he 
•aw  there  a  man  which  had  not  on  a  wedding  garment ; 

12  And  he  saith  unto  him.  Friend,  how  earnest  diou  in 
hither,  not  having  a  wedding  garment?  And  he  was  speech- 
less. 

13  Then  said  thq  king  to  the  servants.  Bind  him  band  and 
foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer  darkness ; 
there  shall  be  weeping,  and  gnashii^  of  teeth. 

14  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen. 

15  ^  Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how 
thc^  might  entangle  him  in  his  talk. 

16  And  they  sent  out  unto  him  their  disciples,  with  the 
Herodians,  saying.  Master,  we  know  that  thou  art  true,  and 
teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for  any 
man  ;  for  thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men. 

17  Tell  us  therefore.  What  thinkest  diou?  Is  it  lawful  to 
five  tribute  unto  Cesar,  or  not  i 

18  But  Jesus  perceived  their  wickedness,  and  said.  Why 
tempt  ye  me,  ye  hypocrites  i  * 

19  Shew  me  the  tribute-money.  And  they  brought  unto 
him  a  penny. 

20  Ad4 
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to  Attd  fa^  saith  unto  them^  Whose  is  this  image  and  super* 
Bcription? 

2  i  They  say  unto  hinij  Csesar^s.  Then  saith  he  unto  them^ 
Render  therefore  unto  Carsar  the  things  which  are  Cesar's } 
and  unto  God  the  things  that  are  God's. 

£2  When  they  h^d  heard  these  words,  they  mairveUedj  and 
left  him,  and  went  their  way* 

23  %  The  same  day  came  to  him  the  Sadducees^  which 
say  that  there  is  no  resurrection^  and  asked  llim^ 

84  Sayings  Master,  Moses  said.  If  a  man  die,  having  no 
children,  his  brother  shall  marry  his  ;wife,  and  raise  up  seed 
unto  his  brother. 

25  Now  there  were  with  us  seven  brethren :  and  the  first, 
when  Im  had  married  a  wife,  deceased,  and  havbg  no  issue^ 
left  his  wife  unto  his  brother : 

26  likewise  the  second  also,  and  the  third,  unto  the 
aevendi. 

27  And  last  of  aU  the  woman  died  also. 

28  Therefore  in  the  resurrection  whose  wife  shall  she  be 
of  the  seven  i  for  they  all  had  hen 

20  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  thbm.  Ye  do  err,  not 
knowing  the  scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God. 

30  For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  marry,  nor  aire  given 
in  marriage,  but  are  as  the  angek  of  God  in  heaven.

39  And  die  second  is  like  unto  it^  lliou  shalt  love  Ay 
neighbour  as  thyself. 

-  40  On  theee  two  commaBdments  hang  aU  the  law  and  the 
prophets. 

41  While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together^  Jesu9 
asked  them^ 

'42  Saying,  What  think  ye  of  Christ f  whose  non  is  he? 
They  say  unto  him^  The  ten  of  David* 

4  J  He  saith  unto  diem^  How  tlien  doth  David  in  spirit  call 
hkn  Lord;  raying, 

44  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord>  Sit  thov  on  aiy  rq;lit 
hand;  till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ? 

45  If  David  then  c^i  him  Lord,  how  i«  he  his  son  i 

46  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  ndtlier 
durst  any  man  from  that  day  forth  -ask  him  any  more 
quesiiom.

4  For  they  bind  heavy  burdens^  and  grievous  to  be  borne, 
and  lay  them  on  men's  shoulders ;  but  they  themsehes  will  not 
move  them  with  one  of  their  fingers. 

b  But  all  their  works  they  do  for  to  be  seen  of  men :  they 
make  broad  their  phj^cteries,  and  enlarge  the  borders  of 
dieir  garment^; 

6  And  love  the  uppermost  rooma  at  feasts,  and  the  chief 
seats  in  the  synagogues, 

7  And  greetings  iu  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  of  men> 
Rabbi;  Rabbi. 
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d  But  b«  iiot  ye  called  Rabhi :  for  one  is  your  M^stePi 
(H>eH  Cbriat,  and  all  ye  are  brethren. 

g  And  call  no  man  your  father  ujpoi^  the  earth ;  for  one  19 
your  Father^  which  b  in  heaven. 

10  Neither  be  ye  called  masters:  for  one  is  your  Master^ 
tveti  Christ 

1 1  But  he  that  is  greatest  an^ng  you>  shall  be  your  ser- 
vant. 

12  And  whosoever  shall  exalt  himself>  shall  be  abas^ ;  aiu) 

he  that  shall  humfak  himselfj  sluUl  be  exalted. 

IS  But  wo  unto  you  scribe  and  Pbari8ees>  hypocrites !  fcv 

ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against  men  :  for  ye  nei*« 
,  ther  go  in  yminelvn,  neither  suffer  ye  them  that  ^r^  entering 
.  to  go  in» 

14  Wo  unto  yott  scribes  and  Phariseesj  hypocrites !  for  y^ 
devour  widows  houses^  and  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayer; 
thei«fore  ye  shall  recdve  the  ^eater  damnation* 

15  Wo  unto  you  scribes  aiMl.  Pharisees^  hypocrites!  fof 
ye  com|>ass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselyte,  and  ^en  he 
is  made^  ye  make-  him  twofiAd  n^ore,^  child  of  hell  than 
yourselves. 

16  Wo  imtb  you,  y«  blind  guides,  ivbich  say.  Whosoever 
shdl  swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing  \  but  whosoever  ^h^U 
swear  by  the  gold  of  the  temple,  he  is  a  debtor ! 

n  Yc  fools,  and  blind :  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gold^ 
or  the  temple  that  sanctifieth  the  gold  i 

18  And  whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothmg ; 
,bi|t  whosoever  sweaoetli  t^  the  gift  that  is  upon  it,  he  is 

guilty. 

19  Yc  fools,  and  bl'md :  for  whether  u  greater,  the  gift>  or 
the  altar  that  sanctifieth  the  gift  i 

120  WhosQ  therefore  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  sweareth  by 
it,  and  by  all  things  thereon. 

%i  And  whoso  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  sweareth  by  it, 
and  by  Um  that  dwelleth  therein. 

9A  And  he  that  sBall  swe«r  by  heaveri,  sweareth  by  the 
throne  of  God,  and  by  him  that  sitteth  thereon. 

23  Wo  unto  you  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye 
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pay  tithe  of  mint,  and  anise,  and  cummin,  and  have  oibiftecf 
the  weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy,  and 
faith :  diese  dught  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other 
undone. 

24  Ye  blind  guides,  which  strain  at  a  gnat  and  swallow  a 
camel. 

£5  Wo  unto  you  sctibes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye 
make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup,  and  of  the  platter,  but 
within  they  are  full  of  extortion  and  excess. . 

26  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  eleanse  first  that  which  is  within 
the  cup  and  platter,  that  the  outside  of  them  may  be  clean 
also. 

27  Wo  unto  you  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for 
ye  are  like  unto  whited  sepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beau-* 
tifiil  outward,  but  are  within  full  of  dead  men's  bones,  and  of 
all  uncleanness. 

28  Even  so  ye  also  outwardly  appear  nghteous  unto  men^ 
but  within  yki  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and  iniquity. 

29  Wo  unto  you  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  because 
ye  build  the  tombs  of  die  prophets,  and  garnish  the  sepulchres 
of  the  righteous, 

30  And  say.  If  we  had  been  in  the  days  ot  our  fEUhers,  we 
would  not  have  been  partakers  wilh  them  in  the  Uood  of  the 
prophets. 

31  Wherefore  be  ye  witnesses  imto  yourselves,  that  ye  are 
the  children  of  them  which  killed  the  |m>pbet$. 

32  Fill  ye  up  then  the  measure  of  your  fathersu 

^  33  Fe  serpents,  j^e  generation  of  vipen^  how  can  ye  escape 
the  damnation  of  hell  i 

34  %  Wherefore,  behold;  I  send  unto  you  prophets, and  wise 
men,  and  scribes ;  and  some  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and  crucify ; 
and  some  of  then^  shall  ye  scourge  in  yojur  synagogues,  and 
persecute  them  from  city  to  city : 

'  35  That  upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous  blood  shed 
upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  righteous  Abel,  unto  the 
blood  of  2jacharia8,  son  of  Barachias^  whom  ye  slew  bet\veen 
the  temple  and  the  altar.

19  And  wo  unto  them  that  are  with  child^  and  iq  t|icm  that 
give  suck  in  those  days ! 

20  But  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  wpater,  pother 
on  the  sabbath  day ; 

SI  For  then  sh^U  be  great  tribulation,  such  as  was  not 
since  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  this  time,  no^  nor  ever 
0hall  be^  • 

9Q  And  except  those  days  should  be  shortened,  there  should 
fio  flesh  be  saved :  but  for  the  elect's  sake  those  days  shall  be 
shortened.  -     .  - 

C3  Then  if  any  man  ^idl  say  unto  you,  Jjo,  \kere  is  Christj 
or  there  ;  believe  it  not.

28  For  wheresoever  the  carcase  is^  ther^  will  the  eagles  be 
gathered  together. 

29  ^  Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  those  days,  shall 
the  sun  be  darkeoed^  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light,  and 
the  stars  shall  foil  from  heaven,  and  the  pow^s  of  the  heavens 
shall  be  shaken :

S  And  the  foolish  said  unto  the  wise^  Give  us  of  your  oil ;

9  But  the  wise  answered^  sayings  Not  so ;  lest  there  be  not 
-enough  for  us  and  you  :  but  go  ye  rather  to  them  that  sell^  and 
Jbuy  for  yourselves. 

10  And  while  they  went  to  buy^  the  bridegroom  came>  and 
they  that  were  ready  went  in  with  him  to  the  marriage^  and 
ihe  door  was  shut.

15  And  unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to  another  two,  and 
io  another  one ;  to  every  man  according  to  his  several  ability ; 
and  straightway  took  his  journey. 

16  Then  he  that  had  received  the  five  talents,  went  and 
traded  with  the' same,  and  made  them  other  five  talents. 

17  And  likewise  he  that  had  received  two>  he  also  gamed 
i>ther  two. 

18  And  he  that  had  received  one^  went  and  digged  in  tha 
learth,  and  hid  his  lord's  money. 

19  After  a  long  time  die  lord  of  those  servants  cometh^ 
and  reckoneth  with  them. 

20  And  so  he  that  had  received  five  talents  came  and 
brought  other  five  talents,  saying,  Lord,  thou  deUveredst  unto 
me  five  talents ;  behold,  1  have  gained  beside  them  five  talents 
^nore. 

21  His  lord  said  unto  him.  Well  done,  thou  good  and 
^Mthful  servant :  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I 

will' 
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will  make  thee  nfler  over  many  tilings :  enter  tbou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  lord. 

£2  He  abo  that  had  recdved  two  talents^  came  and  said, 
JiOrdj  thou  deliveredst  unto  me  two  talents :  behold^  I  have 
gained  two  other  talents  beside  them. 

93  His  lord  said  unto  him.  Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant ;  thou  hast  heca  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make 
thee  ruler  over  many  things :  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
lord. 

24  Then  he  ^ich  had  received  the  one  talent,  eame  and 
'  said.  Lord,  I  knew  thee  that  thou  art  an  hard  mail,  reaping 

where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and  gathering  where  thou  hast  not 
•trawed : 

25  And  I  was  afraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the 
earth :  lo,  there  thou  hast  thai  is  thine.

29  For  unto  every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and  he 
shall  have  abundance*:  but  from  him  that  hath  not,  shall  be 
taken  away  even  that  which  he  hath. 

50  And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable  servant  into  outer  dark* 
ness :  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

51  %  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his  glory,  and 
all  die  holy  angeb  with  him,  then  shall  he  mt  upon  the  throne 
ofhisgloiy;  . 

82  And  before  him  diall  be  gathered-all  nations :  and  he 
shall  separate  them  one  from  another^  as  a  shepherd  divideth 
hi$  abeep  from  the  goats : 

33  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  but  the 
goats  on  the  left. 

34  Then  shall  the  King  say  nnto  them  on  his  right  hand. 

Come, 
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Come,  ye  Messed  of  my  Father,  inherit 
for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world : 

35  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  meat :  I  was 
thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took 

me  in : 

3()  Naked,  and  ye  clothed  me :  I  was  wck,  and  ye  visited 
me  :  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came  unto  me.. 

37  Then  shall  the  righteous  ansWer  him,  saying,  Lurd,  . 
when  saw  we  thee  an  hungered,  and  fed  thee  f  or  thirsty)  and 

^tLvethee  drink? 

58  When  saw  we  thee  a  iltranger,  and  took  thee  in  ?  or 
^ed,  and  clothed  ^Aee  ?  ' 

39  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  came  unto 

thee? 

N  40  And  the  king  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them.  Verily  I 
^y  unto  you.  In  as  much  as  ye  have  done  t^  unto  one  of  the 
Jeasft  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me< 

41  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  handy 
pepart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for 
Ike  devil  and  his  angels : 

42  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  no  meal:  I  waa 
thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no  drimk  : 

43  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  not  in:  naked,  and  ye 
idodied  me  not :  sick,  and  in  pruton,  and  ye  visited  me  not. 

44  Then  shall  they  also  answer  him,  saying.  Lord,  when 
law  we  thee  ah  hungered,  or  athirst,  or  a  stranger,  or  mked, 
pr  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  did  not  minister  unto  theef 

45  Then  shall  he  answer  diem,  saying,  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  In  as  much  as  je  did  t^  not  to  one  of  .the  least  of  these« 
ye  did  it  not  to  me. 

46  And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  ponishment :

3  Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
scribes,  and  the  elders  of  the  people,  unto  the  palace  of  the 
high  priest,  who  was  called  Caiaphas, 

4  And  consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty^ 
and  kill  him. 

6  But  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast-day,  lest  diere  be  an 
uproar  among  the  people. 

6  ^  Now  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of 
Simon  the  leper, 

7  There  came  unto  him  a  woman  having  an  alabaster-box 
of  very  preeious  ointment,  and  poured  it  on  his  head,  as  he  sat 
at  meat. 

8  But  when  his  disciples  saw  it,  they  had  ind^natton, 
saying.  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste  ? 

9  For  this  ointment  might  have  been  sold  for  much,  and 
given  to  the  poor. 

10  When  Jesus  understood  it,  he  stfid  unto  them.  Why 
trouble  ye  the  woman  i  for  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work 

upon  me. 

1 1  For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you,  but  me  ye  have 
not  always. 

12  For  in  that  she  hath  poured  this  ointment  on  toy  body, 
she  did  it  for  my  burial. 

13  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shaH 
be  preached  in  the  whole  worid,  there  shall  also  this,  that 
this  woman  hath  done,  be  told  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

14  ^  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Judas  Iscariot,  went 
unto  the  chief  priests, 

15  And  said  unto  them,  What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will 
deliver  him  unto  you?  And  they  covenanted  with  him  for 
thirty  pieces  of  silver. 

16  And  from  that  time  he  sought  opportunity  to  betray 
bim. 

17  ^  Now  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread, 
the  disciples  came  to  Jesus,  saying  unto  him,.  Where  wilt 
thou  that  we  prepare  for  thee  to  eat  the  passover  ? 

18  And

18  And  he  said^  Go  into  the  city  to  such  a  man^  and  $ay 
unto  him.  The  master  saith.  My  time  is  at  band)  I  will  keep 
the  passover  at  thy  house  with  my  disciples. 

19  And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus  had  appomted  them, 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

90  Now  when  the  even  was  come,  he  sat  down  with  the 
twelve. 

21  And  as  diey  did  eat^  he  said^  Verily  I  say  unto  you^ 
that  one  of  you  diall  betray  me. 

fi2  And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful^  and  began  every 
one  of  them  to  say  unto  him>  Lord^  is  it  I  f 

25  And  he  answered^  and  ssud^  He  that  dippeth  his  hand 
with  me  in  the  dish>  the  same  shall  betray  me. 

24  The  Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  is  written  of  him :  but  wo 
unto  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed !  it  had 
been  good  for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  bom. 

25  Then  Judas,  which  betrayed  him^  answered^  and  said. 
Master^  is  it  I  i  He  said  unto  him^Thou  hast  said. 

26  ^  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jiesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  discjples,  and 
said^  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body. 

27  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to 
them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it ; 

28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  i& 
shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins. 

29  But  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you 
ia  my  Father  s  kingdom. 

SO  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went'  out  into 
the  mount  of  Olives. 

31  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended 
because  of  me  this  night :  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flodc  shall  be  scattered  di>road. 

32  But  after  I  am  risen  again,  I  will  go  before  you  into 
Galilee. 

33  Peter  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Though  9!ll,fnen 
shall  be  offended  because  of  diee,  j/et  will  I  never  be  of- 
fended. 

S4  Jesus 
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» 

54  Jeals  said  unto  him^  VMly  I  say  iinlo  tbee,  ITiat  dii^ 
■igbt^  b^ore  the  cock  crow^  tfiou  shaft  deny  me  ihrice. 

35  Peter  taid  uato  him^  Though  I  diould  die  with  thee^ 
jel  will  I  not  deny  thee.     Likewise  also  said  all  the  disciples. 

36  ^  Hien  cometh  Jesus  with  them  unto  a  place  called 
Glethsemanej  and  saith  imto  the  disciples^  Sit  ye  here>  while 
I  go  and  pray  yonder. 

37  And  he  took  with  him  Peteo  and  the  two  sons  of 
Zebedee,  and  b^an  to  be  sorrowful^  and  very  heavy. 

58  Then  saith  he  unto  them.  My  sou^  is  exeeeding  sor- 
rowfulj  even  unto  death :  tarry  ye  here  and  watch  wkh  me» 

59  And  he  went  a  little  fardier,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and 
prayed;  saying,  O  my  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cttp 
pass  from  me  :  nevertheless,  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  mk. 

40  And  he  cometh  unto  the  disciples,^  abd  findelh  them 
asleep,  and  saith  unto  Peter,  What,  could  ye  not  watch  with: 
me  one  hour? 

41  Watch  and  pray,  ihat  ye  enter  not  into  temptations 
Ihe  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

46  He  went  away  again  the  second  time,  and  prayed,  say* 
ing,  O  my  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from  me, 
eacept  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done. 

43  And  he  came  and  found  them  asleep  again :  for  their 
eyes  were  heavy. 

44  And  he  left  theii\,  and  went  away  again,  and  prayed 
the  third  time,  saying  the  same  wonds. . 

45  Then-cometh  he  lo  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them^ 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest:  behold  the  hour  is  at 
hand,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into*  the  hands  of  sin- 
ners. 

4/t)  iftlse,  let  us  he  going :  behold,  he  b  at  hand  that  doth 
betray  me. 

47  %  And  while  he  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
came,  and  with  him  a  rreat  multitude  with  swords  and  staves, 
from  the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people.  -^ 

48  Now  he  tliat  betrayed  him  gave  them  a  sign,  sayingj 
Whomsoever  I  shall  kbs,  the  same  is  he :  hold  him  fast. 

6  49  An* 
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.  49  Aud  fordimth  he  came  to  Jesus^  and  said^  Hail^  maiter ; 
and  Idsaed  him* 

,  50  And  Jesua  aaid  unio  Ua,  Friend^  wherefore  art  thou 
come?  Then  came  they  and  laid  hands  on  Jesus^  and  look 
him» 

51  And  befaoMy  one  of  them  which  were  with  JeBiu, 
stretched  out  his  hand^  and  drew  his  «wordj*and  struck  a  sei^ 
vant  of  the  high' priest's,  and  smote  off  his  ear. 

59  Then  said  Jesus  'iiato  Inm^  ^ihrt  up  i^in.diy  sword 
into  bis  phoe :  for  all  they  that  take  the  sword,  shall  perish 
with  the  sword. 

55  Hiinkest  thou  that  I  .camidt  now  pray  to  my  Father^ 
and  he  shall  presenUy  give  me  more  than  twelve  legions  oC 
angels?  «. 

54  But  how  then  shall  the  soriptures  be  fulfilled;  that  thut 
it  must  be  ? 

55  In  that  same  hour  said  Jesus  to  the  multitudes.  Are  ye 
come  out  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves  for  to  ti^e 
me  ?  I  sat  daily  with  you  teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye  had 
no  hold  on  me. 

56  But  all  this  was  done,  that  the  scnptures  of  the  pro* 
phets  might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the  disciples  forsook  him, 
and  fled. 

57  if  And  tibey  that  had  hud  hold  on  Jesus,  led  Mm  allray 
to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes  and  th^  elders 
were  assembled.

At  the  last  came  two  fidse 
witnesses,

6S  And  the  high  priest  arose,  and  ^aid  unto  him,  An- 
swerest  thon  nothing  i  what  is  it  which  these  witness  against

fiS  But  JesuB  held  his  peace*  And  the  high  pri^t  $sU 
swered  and  said  unto  him,  I  adjure  thee  by  the  living  God/ 
that  thou  fell  us  whether  thou  be  the  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God.

67  Then  did  th^  spit  in  his  face,  and  buffeted  him ;  and 
others  smote  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands^ 

68  Saying,  Prophesy  unto  us,  thou  Christ,  who  is  he  that 
smote  thee  i 

69  ^  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace :  and  a  damsel 
came  unto  him,  saying.  Thou  abo  wast  with  Jesus  of  Ga-* 

lilee. 

70  But  he  denied  before  them  all,  saying,  I  kiiow  not 

what  thou  sayest. 

71  And  when  he  was  gone  out  into  the  porch,  another 
maid  saw  him,  and  said  unto  them  that  were  there.  This  flsl* 
low  was  also  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

72  And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the 
man. 

.  73  And  after  a  while  came  unto  him  they  that  stood  by, 
and  said  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  also  art  one  of  Ihen^;  for  diy 
speech  bewrayeth  thee* 

74  Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear,  scrymg,  I  know 
not  the  man.    And  immediately  the  coNc  crew* 

75  And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  Jesus,  which  said 
unto  him.  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
And  he  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly.

31  Christ  is  crucified.

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TT^HEN  the  raoroing  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests  and 
elders  of  the  people,  took  couusel  against  Jesus  to  put 
him  to  death. 

2  And  when  they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away,  and 
delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor. 

3  %  Then  Judas  which  had  betrayed  him,  when  he  saw 
that  he  was  condemned,  repented  himself,  and  brought  again 
the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders, 

4  Saying,  I  have  sinned,  in  that  1'  have  betVayed  the  in- 
nocent blood.  And  they  said.  What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou 
to  that. 

5  And  he  cast  dovm  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and 
departed,  and  went  and  hanged  himself. 

6  And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said> 
It  is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them  intp  the  treasury,  because  it  is 
the  price  of  blood. 

7  And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the  pot-, 
ter^s  field,  to  bury  strangers  in. 

8  Wherefore  that  field  was  called,  Tlic  field  of  blood,  unto 
this  day. 

9  (llien  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy 
the  prophet,  saying.  And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver, 
the  price  of  him  that  was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children 
of  Israel  did  value  : 

10  And  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  ap-^ 
pointed  me.) 

1 1  And  Jeaus  stood  before  the  governor ;  and  the  gover- 
nor asked  him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  king  of  the  Jews  ?  And 
Jesus  said  uiUo  him.  Thou  sayest. 

12  And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing. 

'   15  Then  said  Pflate  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how 
many  things  they  witness  against  thee  ? 

14  And  he  answered]  him  to  never  a  word,  insomuch  that 
the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 

15  Now  at  that  feast  the  governor  ^as  wont  to  release 
unto  the  people  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would. 

16  And  they  bad  then  a  notable  prisoner^  called  Barabbas. 

U  17  There- 
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17  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them^  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  i  Ba- 
rabbas^  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ  i 

18  For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him. 

19  ^  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment  sea t^  his 
wife  sent  unto  him^  sayings  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with 
that  just  man  :  for  1  have  suffered  many  things  this  day  in  a 
dream  because  of  him. 

20  But  tlie  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude 
that  they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus. 

21  ^rhe  governor  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Whether 
of  the  twain  will  ye  that  1  release  unto  you  i  They  said^  Ba- 
rabbas. 

22  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What  shall  I  do  then  with 
Jesus,  which  is  called  Cinist  ?  Thei/  all  say  onto  him,  JLet 
him  be  crucified. 

23  And  the  governor  said.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 
But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying.  Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  5[  When  Pilate  saw  .that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but 
that  rather  a  tumult  wa.s  made,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his 
hands  before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood 
of  this  just  person  :  see  ye  io  it.- 

25  Then  answered  all  the  people^  and  said,  His  blood  ie 
on  us,  and  on  our  children* 

26  ^  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them ;  and  when 
he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified. 

27  Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the 
cotnni«m  hall,  aud  gathered  unto  him  tlie  whole  band  of 
soldiers^ 

2B  And  they  stripped  him,  aud  put  on  him  a  scarlet 
robe. 

29  %  And  when  they  hid  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they 
put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand  :  and  they 
bowed  the  knee  befol'c  him,  and  mocked  him^  8aytn||>  Hailj 
King  of  the  Jews  2 

30  And  they  spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed>  and  smote 
him  on  the  head. 

dl  f  Aud  after. that  they  had  mocked  bim^  tfaej  took. the 

robe 
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rebe  off  from  him,  and  put  his  own  nument  on  him^  and  led 
him  away  to  crucify  him, 

3'2  And  as  they  canie  out,  they  found  "a  man  of  Cyrenej 
Simon'by  name :  him  they  compelled  to  bear  his  cross, 

S3  And  when  they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Gol- 
gotha^ that  is  te  say,  a  placQ  of  a  skull, 

34  %  They  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink,  mingled  with  gall : 
and  when  he  had  tasted  thereof^  he  would  not  drink. 

113  And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his  garments,  cast- 
ing lots :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the 
prophet.  They  parted  my  garments  among  them,  and  upon 
my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots. 

36  And  sitting  down,  they  watched  him  thera ; 

37  And  set  up  over  his  hekd,  his  accusation  written, 
THIS  IS  JESUS,  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

38  llieu  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him,  one 
on  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left. 

39  %  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging  their 
heads, 

40  And  saying.  Thou  that'  destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of 
God,  come  dawn  from  the  cross. 

41  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  him,  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said, 

42  He  saved  others ;  himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  be 
the  king  of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him. 

43  He  trusted  in  God ;  let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will 
have  him :  for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 

44  The  thieves  also  which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast 
{the  same  in  hb  teeth. 

45  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all 
the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour. 

46  And  about  tl^e  ninth  hour,  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud 
Toice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani  f  that  is  to  say.  My 
God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? 

47  Some  of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard  that, 
said,  Thb  ma/icalleth  foe  Elias. 

U  fl  48  And 
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48  And  straightway  one  of  Uiem  ran^  and  took  a  spunge, . 
and  tilled  ii  wiih  vinegar^  and  put  it  on  a  reed^  and  gave  him 
to  drink. 

49  The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come 
to  save  him. 

50  %  Jesus,  Nvhen  he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice, 
yielded  up  the  ghost. 

5 1  And  behold,  the  v^il  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain, 
fiom  the  top  to  the  bottom ;  and  the  earth  did  quake,  and 
the  rocks  rent ; 

d£  And  the  graves  were  opened^  and  many  bodies  of  saints 
which  slept,  arose, 

53  And  came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and 
went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many. 

54  Now  ^'Lcn  the  centurion,  and  tliey  that  were  with  him, 
Watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things  that 
were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  8a}ing,  Traly  this  was  the 
Son  of  God. 

55  And  many  women  were  there  beholding  afar  off,  which 
followed  Jesu»from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  him  : 

56  Among  which  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the 
mother  of  James  and  Joses,  and  the  motlier  of  Zebedee's 
children. 

57  When  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of 
Arimatliea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus* 
disciple : 

58  He  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus :  then 
Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered. 

5y  And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in 
%  clean  finen  cloth, 

60  And  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewti 
out  in  the  rock  :  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the 
sepulchre,  and  departed. 

61  And  there  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Maiy, 
sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre. 

G2  ^  Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the  pre* 
paration,  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto 
Pilate, 

C3  Saying 
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63  Sayings  sir,  we  reiineinber  that  that  deceiver  said^  while 
he  was  yet  ahve.  After  three  days  I  will  rise  again. 

64  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  inade  sm-e 
until  the.  third  day,  )est  his  disciples  come  by  iiight,  and  steal 
him  away,  and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead : 
so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first. 

65  Pilate  said  unto  them.  Ye  have  a  watch :  go  your  wajr, 
make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can. 

6G  So  they  we^t  and  made  the  sepulchre  siire^  sealing  the 
stone^  and  settiug  a  watch.  ,  '  ; 

CHAP.  XXVJIJ. 
1  Christ's  resurrection.    9  He  appe^rejtfi  to  the  tzKune/i, 

16  and  to  his  disciploiy  IQ.  (jLudtSemlptk  them  to  baptize. 
TN  the  end  of  the  sabl^h,  as  it  begaii  to  dawn  toward  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  came   Mary  Magdalene,,  and  the 
other  Mary,  to  see  the  sepulchre*    .       '.     ;   r.  . 

2  And  behold,  there  was  agre^t  earthquake :  for  the  aogdl 
of  the  Lord  descended  from  heaven^  an4  came  aQd  rQlled-  back 
the  stone  from  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it. 

3  His  countenance  was  like  lightning, ,  apd  bisraiipent 

white  as  snow:  ■  i..  .      »  ,  » r. ,     .   r 

4  And  for  fear  of  him  th^  keep^»^d  shal^e,  and»became 
iis  dead  f»tfn.  ..  -      ,, 

5  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  wofnen. 
Fear  not  ye :  for  I  know  that  ye  seek  Jl^us,.  which  levas  cru- 
cified, )        •:        .        .    : 

6  He  is  not  here :  for  he  is  risen,  as  ha  ss^d.  Con^,  see 
the  place  where  the  Lord  lay. 

7  And  go  quickly,  and  tell  his  disciples  that  he  is  risen  from 
the  dead ;  and  behold,  lie  goeth  betbre  you  into  Galilee ;  there 
shall  ye  see  him :  lo,  I  liave  told  yop. 

8  And  they  departed  quickly  from  the  sepulchre,  with  fear 
and  great  joy ;  and  did  run  to  bring  his  disciples  word. 

9  IT  And  as  they  went  to  tell  his  discijiles,  behold,  Jesus 
met  them,  saying,  All  hail.  Apd  they  came,  and  held  him  by 
die  feet,  and  worshipped  him.

17  And  when  they  saw  him,  they  worshipped  him :  but 
BOilie  doubted. 

18  And  Jesus  came,-  and  sp^^^  unto  them,  saying,  AH 
power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth. 

'  19  IF  Go  ye  ther^f^yre,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost : 

20  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  ha\*e 
commanded  you :  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  tvtn  unto 
the  end  of  the  world.     Amen.

CHAP.  I. 

)  Luke^s  preface.  5  The  coTiception  of  John  Baptist,  26 
and  of  Chrht.  57  The  natiiitj/  and  circumcision  of 
John.    67  The  prophecy  of  Zacharids. 

TJ^Orasmuch  as  many  have  taken  in  hand  to  set  forth  in 
orda'  a  declaration  of  those  things  which  are  most  sifrely 
believed  among  us, 

2  Even 
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2  Even  as  they  delivered  them  unto  us  which  from  the 
beginiuDg  were  eye-witnesses  and  ministers  of  the  word  ; 

3  It  seemed  good  to  me  also,  having  had  perfect  under* 
standing  of  all  things  fronr  the  vei7  tirst^  to  write  iinto  thee 
in  order,  most  excellent  Theophilus, 

4  That  thoti  mightest  know  the  certainty  of  tho^e  thing^ 
wherein  thou  hast  been  instructed, 

n*^HERE  was  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king  of  Judea^ 
a  certain  priest  named  Zacharias^  of  the  course  of  Abia : 
and  bis  wife  was  of  the  daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her  name 
was  Elisabeth. 

6  And  they  were  botli  righteous  before  God,  walkmg  in 
all  the  commandments  and  ordinances  of  the  L.ord  blame- 
lesSa 

7  And  they  had  no  child,  because  tlmt  Elisabeth  was  bar- 
ren, and  they  both  were  now  well  stricken  in  years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  he  executed  the  priest's 
office  before  God  in  the  order  of  his  course, 

9  According  to  the  custom  of  the  priest's  office,  his  lot 
was  to  bum  inoenae  when  he  went  into  the  temple  of  the 
Lord. 

10  And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were  praying 
without,  at  the  time  of  incense. 

1 1  And  there  appeared  unto  him  an  angel^  of  the  Xiord 
standing  on  the  ri§kt  side  of  the  altar  of  incense. 

12  And  when  21achanas  saw  him,  he  was  troubled,  and  fear 
fell  upov4iim. 

\3  But  the  angel  said  unto  him.  Fear  not,  Zacharias :  for 
thy  prayer  is  heard ;  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth  shall  bear  thee  a 
son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John. 

14  And  thou  shalt  have  joy  and  gladness ;  and  many  shall 
rejoice  at  his  birth. 

15  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sigiit  of  the  Ix>rd,  and  shall 
drink  neitlier  vyine  nor  strong  drink ;  and  he  shall  be  tilled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  even  from  his  mother's  womb. 

16  And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to  the 
Lord  their  God. 

17  And  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the  spirit  and  power  of 

U  4  EUas, 
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Elias^  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and 
the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just :  to  make  ready  a 
people  prepared  for  the  Lord. 

18  And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel.  Whereby  shall  I 
know  this  ?  for  I  aui  an  pld  man,  and  my  wife  well  stricken 
ip  years. 

19  And  the  angel  answeriog,  said  unto  him,  I  am  Gabriel, 
that  stand  in  the  presence  of  Uod;  and  am  sent  tP  ^peakMnto 
thee,  and  to  shew  thee  these  glad  tidings. 

20  And  behold,  thou  slialt  be  dumb,  and  notably  to  speak, 
until  the  day  that  these  things  shall  be  perforpaedj  becstusci 
thou  believest  not  ixly  words,  which  shall  be  fuIfilLed  in  their 
season. 

£1  And  the  people  waited  for  Zacharias,  and  marvelled 
that  he  tarried  so  long  in  the  temple. 

22  And  when  he  came  out,  he  cqidd  npt  9P^  untp 
them:  and  they  perceived  that  he  had  seeaa  vision  iu  the 
temple:  for  he  beckoned  unto  them>  and  refDaiaed  speech- 
less. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  soon  as  th^  days  of  his 
ministration  were  accomplished,  he  departed  to  his  owix 
house. 

24  And  after  those  days  his  wife  Elisabeth  concaved,  and 
hid  herself  five  months,  saying, 

25  Thus  hath  the  Lord  dealt  with  me  in  the  days  wherein 
I^e  looked  on  me,  to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men. 

26  ^  And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent 
from  God  unto  a  city  of  Galileb,  named  Nazareth, 

27  To  a  virgin'  espoused  to  a  man  whose  name  was 
Joseph,  of  the  house  of  David  ^  and  the  virgin's  name  was 

Mary. 

28  And  the  angel  came  in  unto  her,  and  Said,  Hail,  thou 
that  art  highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee  :  blessed  art 
thou  among  women. 

29  And  when  she  saw  him,  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying, 
and  cast  in  her  mind  what  mapner  of  salutation  this  should 
be. 

30  And. 
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30  And  the  angel  said  unto  her>  Fear  not,  Maiy:  dx 
tbou  hast  found  favour  with  God. 

31  And  behold^  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb^  and 
bring  forth  a  son^  and  shalt  call  his  name  J£SUS. 

32  Uffi  shall  be  great^  and  shall  be  called  the  son  of  the 
Highest :  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne 
of  his  father  David : 

.  33  And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever; 
and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 

34  Then  said^Mary  unto  the  angel^  How  shall  thi^  be^ 
seeing  I  know  not  a  man  ? 

35  And  the  angel  answered  and  daid  unto  her^  The  Holy 
Ghost  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest 
shall  overshadow  thee  :  therefore  also  that  holy  thing  which 
shall  be  born  of  thee,  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God. 

36  And  behold,  thy  consin  Elisabeth,  she  hath  also  con- 
ceived a  son  in  her  old  age :  and  this  is  the  sixth'  month 
with  her,  who  ^^s  called  barren, 

'  37'  For  with  God  nothing  shall  be  impossible.  '  *' 

38  And  Mary  said,  Behiold  the  handmaid  of  the  Lord,  be 
it  unto  me  according  to  thy  word.  And  the  angel'  departed 
fitMn  her. 

39  IF  And  Mary  arose  in  those  days,  and  w^nt  into  the 
bill  oountry  with  haste,  into  a  city  of  Juda : 

40  And  entered  into  the  house  of.  Zacharias,  and  saluted 
Elisabeth. 

•  41  And  it  came  to  passj  that  when  Elisabeth  heard  the 
salutation  of  Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb ;  and  EIn 
aabeth  viras  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost :    ' 

4£  And  she  spake  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said^  Blessed 
art  thou  among  women,  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy 
womb. 

43  And  whence  is  this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord 
should  come  to  me  f 

44  For  lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of  thy  salutation  sounded 
in  mine  ears,  the  babe  leaped  in  my  womb  for  joy. 

45  And  blessed  is  she  that  believed :  for  there  shall  be  a 
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perfoFmance  of  those  things  vrhich  MFere  toM  ber  firom  the 
Lord. 

46  And  Mary  said^  My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord, 

47  And  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  saviour. 

48  For  he  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of  hia  hand- 
maiden: for  behold^  from  henceforth  all  generations  shall 
4udl  me  blessed. 

49  For  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me  great  things ; 
and  holy  is  his  name. 

50  And  his  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him  from  gene* 
ration  to  generation. 

51  He  hath  shewed  strength  with  his  arm ;  he  hath  scat- 
tered the  proud  in  the  iroaginition  of  their  hearts. 

52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats,  and 
exalted  them  of  low  degree. 

68  He  hath  filled  the  hungry  with  good  things ;  and  the 
rich  he  hath  sent  empty  away* 

54  He  hath  holpen  his  sen*ant  Israd,  in  remembrance  of 
Am  mercy ; 

55  As  he  spake  to  our  fathers,  to  Abraham,  and  to  bis 
seedj  for  ever. 

56  And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  months^  and 
xetumed  to  her  own  house. 

57  %  Now  Elisabeth's  full  time  came  that  she  diould  be 
delivered ;  and  she  brought  forth  a  son. 

58  And  her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the 
Lord  had  shewed  great  mercy  upon  her ;  and  they  rejoiced 
with  her. 

59  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they  came 
to  drcumcise  the  child ;  and  they  called  him  Zacharias,  after 
the  name  of  his  father. 

60  And  his  mother  answered  and  said,  Not  so  ;  but  he 
shall  b^  called  John. 

61  And  they  said  unto  her.  There  is  none  of  thy  kindred 
that  is  called  by  this  name. 

62  And  they  made  signs  to  his  father>  how  he  Would  have 
him  called. 

63  And 
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63  And  he  asked  for  a  writing  ta^Ie^  and  xnxote,  saying, 
His  name  is  John.    And  they  marvelled  all. 

64  And  his  mouth  was  opened  immediately^  and  his  tongue 
hosed,  and  he  spake^  and  praised  God. 

65  And  fear  came  on  ail  that  dwelt  round  about  them : 
and  all  these  sayings  were  noised  abroad  throughout  all  the 
hill  country  of  Judea. 

66  And  all  they  that  heard  them,  laid  them  up  in  their 
hearts^  saying.  What  manner  of  child  shall  this  be!  And 
die  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  him. 

67  if  And  his  father  Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  prophesied^  saying, 

68  Biassed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel :  for  he  hath  visited 
and  redeemed  his  pec^le, 

69  And  hath  raised  up  an  horn  of  salvation  for  us  in  the 
house  of  his  servant-  David ; 

70  As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  pro[^t8  which 
have  been  since  the  world  began : 

71  That  we  should  be  saved  from  our  enemies,  and  from 
the  band  of  all  that  hate  us; 

72  To  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our  fathenj  and  to 
remember  his  holy  covenant ; 

73  The  oath  which  he  sware  to  oar  fother  Abraham, 

74  That  he  would  grant  unto  os,  that  we,  being  delivered 
out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies,  might  serve  him  wi&out 
fear, 

75  In  holiness  and  iighteousness  before  him,  all  the  days 
of  our  life. 

76  And  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of  the 
Highest :  for  thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to 
prepare  his  ways ; 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  by  the 
remission  of  their  sins, 

78  Through  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God ;  whereby  the 
day*spring  from  on  high  hath  visited  us ; 

79  To  give  light  to  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the 
ihadow  of  ^eath,  to  guide  our  feet  into  the. way  of  peace. 

80  And 
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80  And  the  child  grew^  and  ^axed  strong  in  spirit,  smd 
was  in  the  deserts  till  the  day  of  his  shewing  unto  Israel. 

CHAP.  IL 
1  Augustus  taxeth  all  the  Roman  Empire.     6  ChrisCs  mr- 
tivity.    2\  His  circumcision.     28  Simeon  and  Anna's

A  ND  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  there  went  out 
a  decree  from  (^sar  Augustus  that  all  the  world  should 
be  taxed.     ^ 

£  (And  this  taxing  was  first  made  wlien  Cyrcnius  wa& 
governor  of  Syria.) 

3  And  all  went  to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  his  own  isiiy. . 

4  And  Joseph  also  went  up  from  Galilee,  out  of  the  dty 
of  Nazareth  into  Judea,  unto  the  city  of  David,  which  is 
called  Bethlehem ;  (because  be  was  of  .the  house  and  line^e 
of  David :) 

'    5  To  be  taxed  witli  Mary  bb  espoused  wife,  heidg  great 
with  child.  «  « 

6  ^  And  so  it  was>  that,  while  they  were  there>  the  <i»ys 
were  accomplished  that  she  should  be  delivered. 

7  And  she  brought  forth  her  first-born  son,  and  wrapped 
him  in  swaddling  clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger ;  because 
there  was  no  room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

8  And  ihere  were  in  the  same  country  shepherds  abiding 
in  t£e  field,  keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by  ni^t 

Q  And  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and 
the-  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  found  about  them:  and  they 
were  sore  afraid. 

10  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not;  for  behold,  I 
bring  yott  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people. 

1 1  For  unto  you^is  born  this  day,  in  the  city  of  David^  a 
Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the  Lord. 

12  And  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto  you;  Ye  shall  find  the 
babe  wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes,  lying  in  a  manger. 

13  And  suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel  a  multitude  of 
the  heavenly  host  praising  Grod,  and  saying, 

14  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest^  and  on  earth  peace,  good 
Nvill  toward  men, 

15  And 
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15  And  it  came  to  pass^  as  ^e  angels  were  gone  vmzj 
from  them  into  heaven^  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another. 
Let  US  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing 
which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the*Lord  hath  made  known 
unto  us. 

l€  And  they  came  with  haste,  sftid  found  Mary  and  Jo- 
seph, and  the  babe  lying  in  a  manger. 

1 7  And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made  known  abroad 
the  saying  which  was  told  them  concerning  this  child. 

18  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  ;lho8e  things 
which  were  told  them  by  the  shepherds. 

19  But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in 
ber  heart. 

20  And  the  shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  pnusing 
God  for  ail  the  things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was 
told  unto  them. 

21  ^  And  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  for  the 
circumcising  of  the  child,  his  name  was  called*  JESUS,  which 
was  so  named  of  the  angel  before  he  was  eonceived  in  the 
womb. 

22  And  when  the  days  of  her  purification  according  to  the 
law  of  Moses  were  accomplished,  they  brought  him  to  Je- 
rusalem, to  present  him  to  the  Lord ; 

23  (Ah  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male 
that  openeth  the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord ;) 

24  And  to  offer  a  sacrifice,  according  to  that  which  is 
said  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  a  pair  of  turtle-doves,  or  two 
young  pigeons. 

25  And  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem  whose 
name  was  Simeon ;  and  the  same  man  tc^as  just  and  devout, 
waiting  for  the  consolation  of  Israel :  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
was  upon  him. 

26  And  it  was  revealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
that  he  should  not  see  death  before  he  bad  seen  the  Lord's 
Christ. 

.  27  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple :  and  when 
the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do  for  him  after 
the  custom  of  the  law^ 

8  28  Then 
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2S  Then  took  he  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  God^ 
and  said, 

29  Lord,  now  lettest  Ihou  thy  servant  depart  in  peace, 
aocordii^  to  thy  word : 

30  For  mine  eyes  have  seen  tliy  salvation, 

31  Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all 
people ; 

32  A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles :  and  the  glory  of  thy 
people  Israel. 

33  And  Joseph  and  his  motlier  marvelled  at  those  things 
which  were  spoken  of  him.         ^ 

34  And  Simeon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his 
mother.  Behold,  this  chUd  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again 
of  many  in  Israel;  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken 
against; 

35  (Yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also,) 
that  the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 

36  And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter 
of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser;  she  was  of  a  great  a^e, 
and  had  lived  with  an  husband  seven  years  from  her  viigi- 
tiity ; 

37  And  she  was  a  widow  of  about  four-score  and  four 
years,  which  departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God 
with  fastings  and  prayers  night  and  day. 

SS  And  she  coming  in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise 
unto  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them  that  looked  for 
xedemption  in  Jerusalem. 

39  And  when  they  had  performed  all  things  according  to 
•the  law  of  tlie  Lord,  they  returned  uito  Galilee,  to  their 
own  city  Nazareth.  *  '  s 

.40  And  the  Child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled 
with  wisdom :  and  the  grace  God  was  upon  him. 

41  Now  his  parents  went  to  Jerusdem  every  year  at  the 
ieast.of  the  passover. 

42  And  when  he  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to 
Jerusalem  after  the  custom  of  the  feast. 

43  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  diey  rttumed, 

the

hia  mother  knew  not  of  it. 

44  But  they  supposdng  him  to  have  been  in  the  company, 
ivent  a  day's  journey ;  and  they  sought  him  among  their  kins- 
folk and  acquaintance. 

45  And  when  they  found  him  not,  they  turned  back  again 
to  Jerusalem  seeking  him. 

46  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they  found 
him  in  the  temfrfe,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both 
hearing  them,  and  asking  them  questions. 

47  And  ail  that  heard  him  were  astonished  at  his  under- 
itandii^  and  answers.

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4  As  it  is  written  b  the  book  of  tiie  words  of  Esaias  the 
prophet,  saying,  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness^ 
Prepare  }C  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight. 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and  hiU 
shall  be  brought  low ;  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight^ 
and  the  rough  ways  shall  be  made  smooth ; 

6  And  alt  Hesh  shall  see  the  salvation  of  God. 

7  Then  said  he  to  the  multitude  that  came  forth  to  be 
baptized  of  him,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  f 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  worthy  of  repentance,  and 
begin  not  to  say  within  youiselvcs,  We  iiave  Abraham  to 
our  father :  for  I  say  unto  you,  That  God  is  able  of  these 
atones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 

9  -^Vnd  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees : 
every  tree  therefore  which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  ia 
bewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.

11  Now  the  parable  is  this:  The  seed  is  tlie  word  of 
God.      ' 

12  Those 
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12  Those  by  the  way-side  are  they'that  hear ;  then  cometh 
the  devil^  and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts^  lest 
they  should  believe  and  be  saved^ 

13  They  on  the  rock  are  theyy  which^  when  they  hear^  re- 
ceive the  wfird  with  joy  ;  and  these  have  no  root^  which  for  a 
while  believe^  and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 

14  And  that  which  fell' among  thorns  are  th^y,  whlch^ 
when  diey  have  heard>  go  forth^  and  are  choked  with  cares  and 
riches,  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no  fruit  to  per* 
fection. 

15  But  th^t  on  the  good  ground  are  they  which  in  an  honest 
and  goo^  heart,  having  heard  the  word^  keep  it,  and  bring 
forth  fruit  with  patiei^ce. 

IT)  ^  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  covereth 
it  with  a  vessel.  Or  putteth  it  under  a  bed ;  but  settetfa  r^  on 
a  candlestick,  that  they  which  enter  in  may  see  the  light. 

1 7  For  nothing  is  secret  that  shall  not  be  made  mapifest ; 
neither  anjf  thing  hid  that  shall  not  be  known  and  come 
abroad. 

18  Take  heed  therefore  how  ye  hear:  for  whosoever  hath, 
to  him  shall  be  giv^n  ;  and  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shall 
be  taken  even  that  which  he  seemeth  to  have. 

19  Then  came  to  him  Aes  mother  and  hia.  brethren,  and 
could  not  come  at  him  for  the  press. 

.120  And  it  was  told  him  by  certain^  which  said.  Thy  mother 
and  thy  brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  see  thee. 

SI  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  My  mother  and 
my  brethren  are  these  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do 
it.  ^ 

22  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  that  he  went  into 
a  ship  with  his  disciples :  and  he  said  unto  them.  Let  us  go 
orer  unto  the  other  side  of  the  lake.  And  they  launched 
forth. 

^  But  as  they 'sailed  he  fell  asleep :  and  there  came  down 
a  storm  of  wind  on  the  lake ;  and  they  were  filled  tcith  water, 
and  were  in  jeopardy. 

24  And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying, 
Jkiaater,  master,  we  perish.     Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the 
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wind^  and  the  ragiug  of  the  water :  and  they  cea3ed^  and  there 
Avas  a  calm. 

^zb  And  he  said  unto  then>^  Where  is  your  f^ith  P  And  they 
beint>  afiaid,  wondered,  saving  one  to  another^  What  manner 
of  :  an  is  this !  tor  he  commaudeth  even  the  windB  and  water,    ' 
and  they  '.bey  liim. 

C6  ^  Atid  thev  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes, 
which  is  over  against  GuHlce. 

27  And  when  he  went  forth  to  land,  there  met  him  out 
of  the  cit\  a  certain  man  which  had  devils  long  time,  and 
ware  no  clothes^  neither  abode  in  any  hoiise^  but  in  the 
tombs. 

28  When  he  saw  Jcsus^  he  cried  out,  and  fell  down  before 
him,  and  with  a  loud  voice  said.  What  have  I  to  do  with  thee, 
Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God  most  high  ?  I  beseech  thee,  torment 
me  not. 

29  (For  he  had  con^mandcd  the  unclean  spirit  to  concie  out 
of  the  man.  Tor  oftentimes  it  had  caught  him :  and  he  was 
kept  bound  with  chaitM  and  in  fetters  ;  and  he  brake  the  bands^ 
and  was  driven  of  the  devil  into  tiie  wilderness.) 

30  And  Jesus  asked  him,  saying,  W'hat  is  thy  name 
and  he  said.  Legion ;  because  many  devils  were  entered  into 
him. 

31  And  they  besought  ^lim  that  he  would  not  command 
them  to  go  out  into  the  deep. 

32  And  there  was  there  an  herd  of  many  swine  feeding  oa 
the  mountain :  and  they  besought  him  that  he  would  suffer 
them  to  enter  into  them.     And  he  suffered  them. 

33  Then  went  the  devils  out  of  the  man,  and  entered  into 
the  swine :  and  the  herd  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into 
the  lake,  and  were  choked. 

34  When  they  that  fed  them  saw  what  was  done,  they  fled^ 
and  went  and  told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country. 

35  Tfieri  they  went  out  Xo  see  what  was  done ;  and  came  to 
Jesus,  ami  found  the  man  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  dc- 
paited,  sittin<;  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  clothed,  and  in  his  right > 
miud  :  and  tlicy  were  afraid. 
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$6  They  alsb  which  saw  it,  told  them  by  what  means  he 
that  was  possessed  of  the  devik  was  healed. 

37  Then  the  whole  in:;llitude  of  the  country  of  the  Gada- 
reaes  rouod  about  besought  him  to  depart  from  'them ;  for 
they  were  taken  with  great  fear :  and  he  went  up  into  the 
ship^  and  returned  back  again. 

38  Now  the  man  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed 
besought  him  that  ha  might  be  with  him  :  but  Jesus  sent  him 
awayi  saying, 

39  Ketum  to  thine  own  house^  and  shew  how  great  things 
God  hath  done  unto  thee.  And  he  went  his  way^  and  pub- 
lished throughout  the  whole  city  how  great  things  Jesus  had 
done  uato  him.  ^ 

40  And  it  came  to  pass^  that^  when  Jesus  was  returned^ 
the  people  gladly  received  him  :  for  they  were  all  waiting  for 
him. 

4  i  And  behold,  there  came  a  man  named  Jairus^  and  he 
was  a  ruler  of  the  synagogue :  and  he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  feet^ 
and  besought  him  that  he  would  Cbme  iuto  his  house  : 

42  l^or  he  had  one  only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of  age^ 
and  she  lay  a  dying.  But  as  he  went,  the  people  thronged 
him. 

43  And  a  woman  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years^ 
which  had  spent  all  her  living  upon  physicians,  neither  could 
bd  healed  of  any, 

44  Came  bdind  him,  aqd  touched  the  border  of  his  gar- 
ment :  and  immediately  her  issue  of  blood  stanched. 

45  And  Jesus  said^  Who  touched  me  i  When  all  denied, 
Peter,  and  they  that  were  with  him  said,  Mslster,  the  mul- 
tkiade  throng  thee  and  press  theCy  and  sayest  tliou^  Who 
touclied  me  i 

46  And  Jesus  said.  Somebody  hath  touched  me :  for  I 
perceive  that  virtue  is  gone  out  of  me. 

47  And  when  the  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid,  she 
came  trembling,  and  falling  down  before  him,  she  declared 
unto  him  before  all  the  people  for  what  cause  she  had  touched 
him^  and  how  she  was  healed  immediately* 
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48  And  he  said  unto  heo  Daughter^  be  of  good  comfort : 
thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole ;  go  in  peace. 

49  While  he  yet  spake^  there  cometh  one  from  the  ruler 
of  the  syna;;ogue's  house j  saying  to  him^  Thy  daughter  is  dead ; 
trouble  not  the  Master. 

06  But  when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  answered  him^  sayings 
Fear  not :  believe  only^  and  she  shall  be  made  whole. 

5 1  And  when  he  came  into  the  house>  he  suffered  no  man 
to  go  iu^  save  Peter^  and  James^  aud  John^  and  the  father  and 
the  mother  of  the  maiden. 

52  And  all  wept,  and  bewailed  her :  but  he  said.  Weep 
not ;  she  is  not  dead>  but  sleepeth. 

53  Aud  tliey  lau|^licd  him  to  scom^  knowing  that  she  was 
dead. 

54  And  he  put  them  all  oat,  and  took  her  by  the  hand^ 
and  called,  saying,  Maid,  arise. 

55  And  her  spirit  came  again,  and  she  aroae  straightway : 
and  he  commanded  to  give  her  meat. 

56  And  her  parents  were  astonished  :  but  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  was  done. 

CHAP.  IX. 
1   Christ  sendeth  out  his  apostles.    7  Herod  is  desirous  to 
see  him.     28  His  tran^gtnration,     37  He  heateth  the 
lunatick. 
nnHEN  he  called  his  twelve  disciples  together,  and  gaVe 
them  power  and  authority  over  all  devils^  and  to  cura 
diseases. 

2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
to  heal  the  sick. 

« 

3  And  be  said  unto  them,  Take  nothing  for  jfour  jour^e^^ 
neither  staves,  nor  scrip,  neither  bread,  neither  money ;  nei* 
tber  have  two  coats  apiece. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  ye  enter  into,  there  abide,  and 

thence  depart. 

5  And  who8oe%'er  will  not  receive  you,  when  ye  go  out  of 
that  city,  shake  off  the  very  dust  from  your  feet  for  a  testi* 
^lony  against  tliem. 
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6  And  they  departed  and  went  through  the  tovms,  preach- 
ing the  gospel^  and  healing  every  where. 

7  ^  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  lieard  of  all  that  was  done  bj 
him :  ^and  he  was  perplexed^  because  that  it  was  said  of  some^ 
that  John  wal  risen  from  the  dead ; 

8  And  of  some,  that  Eiias  had  appeared ;  and  of  others^ 
that  one  of  the  old  prophets  was  risen  again, 

9  And  Herod  said,  John  have  I  beheaded :  but  who  is 
this  of  whom  I  hear  such  things?  And  he  desired  to  see 
him. 

10  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  retumid,  told  him 
all  that  they  had  done.  And  he  took  them,  and  went  aside 
privately  into  a  desert  place  belonging  to  the  city,  called 
Bethsaida. 

1 1  And  the  people,  when  they  knew  ii,  followed  him  :  and 
he  received  them,  and  spake  unto  them  of  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  healed  them  that  had  need  of  healing. 

12  And  when  the  day  began  to  wear  away,  then  came  the 
twelve,  «nd  said  unto  him.  Send  the  multitude  away,  that  they 
m>y  go  into  the  towns  and  country  round  about,  and  lodge, 
^d  get  victuals  ;  for  we  are  here  in  a  desert  place. 

IS  But  be  said  unto^them.  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And 
they  said.  We  have  no  more  but  tive  loaves  and  two  fishes  \ 
#xcept  we  should  go  .and  buy  meat  for  all  this  people. 

14  (For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.)  And  he 
said  to  his  disciples.  Make  them  sit  doi\ii  by  fifties  in  a 
company. 

13  And  they  did  so,  and  made  them  all  sit  down. 

}6  Then  be  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and 
looking  np  to  heaven,  he  blessed  them,  and  brake>  and  gave  to 
the  disciples  to  set  before  the  multitude. 

17  And  they  did  eat,  and  were^l  filled :  and  there  was 
taken  up  of  fragments  that  remained  to  them  twelve  bas- 
kets. 

15  ^  And  it^came  to  pass,  as  he  was  alone  praying,  his 
disciples  were  with  him :  and  he  asked  them^  saying,  W  horn 
say  the  people  that  I  am  i 
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19  They  adswchring  said,  JoVni  the  Bap^t ;  hut  some  «ry, 
Elias ;  and  others  say,  that  one  of  the  oid  prophets  is  risen 
again. 

£0  He  said  unto  them^  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  em  ?  Petef 
answering  said.  The  Chiist  of  God. 

%\  i\nd.h&  straitiy  charged  them,  and  commanded  them  to 
teU  no  man  that  thing ; 

22[  Saying>  The  Son  of  man  must  suffer  many  things,  and 
b«  rejected  of  the  elders  and  chief  priests  and  scribes,  and 
be  slain,  and  be  raised  the  tliird  day. 

93  Abd  he  said  to  them  all,  If  any  man  will  come  after  me, 
let  i^m!  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  dbily,  and  foJloW 

24  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it :  but  who* 
soever,  will. lose. his  life  for  my  sake,  the  sam^  shall  save* it. 

25.  For  wbiit  is  a  man  advantaged,  if  he  gain  the  ^hxAk 
world,  and  iQiBe  himself,  or  be  cast  away  i 

£6  For  whosoever-  shall  be  ashamed  of  me,  and  of  my 
words^  of  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  be -ashamed,  when  h^ 
shall  come  iu,,bi^  own  .glory,  and  in  Jh$  Fathers,  and  4>f  thh 
holy  angels..  '  .  - 

t    %7  liui  i  t«U  ^ois  of  a  tnith,  there  be  some  8tan<bng  here 
3^th  siial)  ilpt  taste  of  deatk  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of  God. 

£8  %  And  itrcome  to  pass  about  an  eiglit  days  aiter  thest 
fiayinglj  he  took  Peter,  and  John, and  Jameft,  and  went  up  into 
a  mountain  td  pcayv     .  c  . 

29  And  as  he  prayed,  the  fashion  of  his  countenance  it^% 
altered,  and  <his  raiment  was  white  and  glistering.  ' 

3Q  And,  behold,  ihere  talked  with  him  two  tnen,  Vvhich 
ii^re  Moses  tind  Elias : 

31  Who  appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his  deceased  which 
he  shouM  ^com|»lisb  at  Jernsalem* 

>  32  BiDtPfltery  and  Ibey  that  Were  ^tth- him,  "^  ere  heavy 
with  sleep :  and  when  they  were  awake,  they  saw  his  glory, 
aiid  the  two  men  that  stood  with  him. 

3d  Ai.d  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  departed  ft-om  him,  Pefet* 
^id  unto  Jesus,  Master^  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here :  and  let 
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in  make  three  tabernacles^  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  MoscA, 
and  one  for  Elias :  not  knowing  what  he  said. 

34  While  he  thus  spake^  there  came  a  cloud  and  oversha- 
dowed them  :  and  they  feared  as  they  entered  into  the  cloud. 

55  And  there  came  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  saying.  This  is 
my  beloved  Son :  hear  him. 

36  And  when  the  voice  was  pa8t>  Jesus  was  found  alone. 
And  they  kept  it  close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any  of 
those  things  which  they  had  seen. 

37  f  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  o;i  the  next  day,  when  they 
were  come  down  from  the  hill,  much  people  met  him. 

38  And,  behold,  a  maii  of  the  company  cried  out.  Saying, 
Master,  I  beseech  thee,  look  upon  my  son  :  for  he  is  mine 
only  child.

40  And  I  besought  thy  disciples  to  cast  him  out,' and  they 
could  not. 

41  And  Jesut  answering  said,  O  faithless  and  perverse  ge 
neration,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you,  and  siifier  you  ^  Bring 
thy  son  hither. 

42  Afld  as  he  was  yet  coming,  the  devil  threw  him  douii, 
and  tare  him.  And  J  esus  rebuked  the  unclonn  spirit,  and  healed 
the  child,  and  delivered  him  again  to  his  father. 

43  And  they  were  all  amazed  at  the  mijjiity  power  of  God. 
But  while  they  wondered  every  one  at  all  things  which  Jesus 
did,  he  said  unto  his  disciples, 

44  Let  these  sayings  sink  down  into  your  ears :  for  the  Son 
0f  man  shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men. 

45  But  they  understood  not  this  saying,  and  it  was  hid  from 
Hiem  that  they  perceived  it  not;  and  they  feared  to  ask  him  of 
that  saying. 

46  %  Then  there  mrose  a  peatfoobg  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  greatest. 

47  And  Jesus  perceiving  the  thought  of  their  hearty  took  a 
ebiM,  and  s^  him  by  him> 

48  And  said  unto  them^  Whosoever  shall  receive  this  child

in  my  name  /eceiveth  me :  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me 
receive th  him  that  sent  me :  for  lie  that  is  least  among  you  aU> 
the  same  shall  be  great.

54  And  when  his  disciples  James  and  John  saw  thifi,  theiy 
said^  Lorc^  wilt  thou  that  we  command  fire  to  come  down 
from  heaven,  and  consume  them,  even  as  Elias  did  i 

65  But  he  turned,  and  rebiiked.^hem,  apdsaid.  Ye  know 
not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of. 

56  For  the  Son  of  man  is  not  come  to  destroy  iqcq's  lives, 
but  to  save  them.    And  tbey  went  to  another  village. 

.  57  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went  in  the  way,  a 
certain  man  said  nnto  him.  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee  whithei*. 
soever  thou  goest. 

5d  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Foyes  have  holes,  and  birds 
of  the  air  have  nests  ;  but  the  Son  of  man  bath  not  where  to 
lay  Ais  head* 

59  And  te  said  unto  ^mother.  Follow  me*  !Put  he  said, 
Jjord,  suffer  me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father. 

60  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Let  the  dead  burytheir  de^d :  but 
go  thou  and  preach  the  kingdom  of  God. 

61  And  another  also  &aid.  Lord,  I  will  foUow  thee :  but  let 
me  first  go  bid  ihem  fartwel  which  are  at  home  at  my  house. 

62  And  Jetus  said  unto  him.  No  man  haying  put  his  hand 
to  the  plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of 
God, 
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CHAP,  X. 
1  The  seventy  disciples  sent  forth,  and  admonished,    41 

Martha  reprtk^nded. 
A  FTER  these  thbgs  the  Lord  appointed  other  seventy  also^ 
and  sent  them  two  and  two  before  his  face  into  every  citj 
aiid  place  whither  hp  himself  would  come. 

2  Therefore  said  he  unto  them^  The  harvest  truly  is  grea|, 
]l>ut  the  labourers  are  few :  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest^  that  he  would  send  ibrth  labourers  into  his  harvest. 

3  Go  your  ways :  |>|ehold  I  send  yoi^  forth  a»  lambs  among 
wolves. 

4  Cany  peither  purse^  nor  scrip^  nor  shoes  :  and  salute  no 
iqan  by  the  way. 

5  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter^  first  say^  Peace  &« 
to  this  house. 

6  And  if  the  Son  of  peace  be  there^  ^our  pfsac^  shaB  resf 
'upon  it :  if  not^  it  shall  turn  to  you  again. 

7  And  in  the  same  house  remain^  eating  and  drinking  sudi 
things  as  they  give ;  for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire. 
Go  not  from  house  to  house. 

8  And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  epter,  and  they  receive  yooy 
leat  §uch  things  as  are  set  before  you : 

^  And  heal  thp  sick  that  .are  thereiui  and  say  unto  them^ 
The  kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  yuu. 

10.  ))ut  into  whatsoever  city  ye  ^nter>  and  they  receive  yon 
not^  go  your  ways  out  into  the  streets  of  tlie  same^  and  say, 

1 1  Even  the  very  dust  of  your  city^  which  cleaveth  on  us, 
yre  do  >vipe  off  aga^nsj  you :  notwitiislandiiig,  be  ye  £urc  of 
tbis^  that  the  (cing^om  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

12  But  I  say  unto  you^  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  in 
that  djiy  fof  Sodom^  than  for  that  city. 

)S  Woe  iinto  thee,  Chorazin  !  \yoe  unto  thee^  Bethsaida ! 
for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
which  have  been  done  in  you,  they  had  a  great  while  ago  re- 
^  pented^  sitting  in  sackcloth  and  ashes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the 
judgment^  than  for  you* 

15  And 
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15  'And  tliou^  Capernaum^  >whidi  art  exalted  to  heaven^ 
ikalt  be  thnist  down  to  hell.    . 

16  He  that  heareth  yoii>  heareth  me  ;  and  he  that  despiseth 
ton,  despiseth  me ;  and  he  that  despiseth  me^  de.spiseth  bim 
that  sent  me. 

17  ^  And  the  seventy  returned  agfcin  with  joy,  SByktg, 
Lord,  even  the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  thy  name. 

18  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  behe}d  Sutan  as  liglitnifvg  61II 
from  heaven. 

>9  BcboW,  I  give  unto  you  power  to  fread  on  serpents  and 
scorpions,  and  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy :  and  nothing 
*shaU  by  any  means  hurt  you. 

£0  Notwithstanding  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are 
subject  untQ  you ;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  yourr  names  are 
written  in  heaven. 

2!  f  In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  i^irit,  and  said,  I 
thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  «nd  earthy  that  thou 
hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent',  and  hast  re- 
vealed' them  unto  babes  :  even  so.  Father  :  for  so  it  seemed 
good  in  thy  sight. 

SS  AH  things  are  delivered  to  me  of  my  FVithei* :  and  no 
man  knoweth  who  the  Son  is,  but  the  Father ;  and  who  tbe 
Father  is,  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son  Will  reveal 
him. 

S3  %  And  he  turned  bim  unto  his  disciples,  and  said  pri<> 
vately.

God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  squI,  and  widi  all  thy 
strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind  ;  and  thy  neighbour  as  thyMtf. 

£8  And 
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S8  Atid  he  said  unto  him^  Tbou  hast  answered  right :  thb 
do^  and  thou  shalt  live. 

^9  But  he,  willing  to  justify  liimself^.said  unto  JeSns,  And 
who  is  my  fieighbour  ?  ^ 

SO  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man  went  down 
AT>m  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  whjch 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  ^nd  departed, 
Jeavinc^  him  half  dead. 

dl  And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  priest  that 
Way :  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

32  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came 
and  looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

33  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journied,  came  where 
he  was :  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him, 

34  And  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  viounds,  pouring 
in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought 
him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him. 

35  And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two 
j[>ence,  and  gave  them  to  tlie  host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take 
care  of  him :  and  whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again,  I  will  repay  thee. 

36  Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour 
unto  him  that  fell  among  the  thieves  ? 

37  And  he  said.  He  that  shewed  mercy  on  him.  Then 
tziA  Jesus  unto  him.  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise. 

38  ^  Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  went,  that  he  entered 
into  a  certain  village :  and  a  certain  woman,  named  Martha, 
received  him  into  her  house. 

39  And  she  had  a  sister  called  Mary,  which  also  sat  at 
Jesus'  feet,  and  heard  his  word. 

40  But  Martha  was  cumbered  about  much  serving,  and 
came  to  him,  and  said.  Lord,  dost  thou  not  care  that  my  sister 
hath  left  me  to  serve  alone  i  bid  her  therefore  that  she  help 
me.

A  ND  it  came  to  passj  that  ^»  he  was  praying  id  a  certain 

place>  when  he  ceased^  oqe  of  his  disciples  said  iinto 

him^  Lord>  teach  us  to  pray^  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples. 

2  And  he  said  unto  thcm»  When  ye  pm^^  say^  Ouf  feir 
ther  vhich  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  b^  thy  qame*  Thy 
kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done^  as  in  heaven^  so  in 
earth. 

3  Give  us  day  by  day  our  daily  bread. 

4  And  forgive  us^  our  sins ;  for  we  also  forgive  every  one 
that  is  indebted  to  us.  ^d  lead  us  not  into  temptation;  but 
deliver  us  from  evil. 

.  5  And  he  said  ^nto  them.  Which  of  yoa  shall  have  a 
friend,  and  shall  go  unto  him  s(t  midnight^  and  ss^  unto  him^ 
friend',  lend  me  three  loaves ; 

6  For  a  friend  of  mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me^  apd 
I  have  nothing  to  set  before  him  f 

7  And  he  from  within  shall  answer  and  say^  Trouble  me 
not :  the  door  is  now  shut,  and  my  children  aie  with  me  in 
bed ;  I  cannot  rise  and  give  thee. 

8  I  say  unto  you^  Though  he  will  not  ri^  aodl  give  him, 
because  he  is  his  friend,  yet  because  of  his  importunity  h^ 
will  rise  and  give  him  as  many  as  he  needeth. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you.  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek, 
and  ye  shall  find  ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

10  For  every  one  that  asketh,  receiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh, 
findeth;  and  to  him  that  knocketh,  it  shall  be  opened. 

1 1  If  a  son  shall  ask  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a  father, 
will  ye  give  him  a  stone  f  or  if  he  ask  a  fishj  will  he  for  ^ 
fish  give  him  a  serpent  i 

12  Or  if  he  shall  ask  an  egg,  will  he  offer  him  a  scor^ 
pion  ? 

13  If  ye  then  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts 
unto  your  children:  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly 
J'ather  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ?' 

14  %  And 
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14  %  And  lie  ^as  casting  out  a  devil^  and  it  was  dUmb* 
And  it  came  to  pavs^  when  the  devil' was  gone  out,  the  dumb 
qrake ;  and  the  people  wondered. 

15  But  some  of  them  said^  he  casteA  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub  the  chief  of  the  devils. 

16  And  others  tempting  kim  sought  of  him  a  sign  from 
heaven. 

17  But  he  knowing  their  thoughts  said  unto  them.  Every 
kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation  ;  and 
a  house  divided  against  a  house  falleth. 

18'  If  Satan  also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his 
kingdom  stand?  because  ye  say,  that  I  cast  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub. 

19  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  oat  devils,  by  whom  do  your 
sons  cast  them  outf  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 

£0  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  Ood  cast  out  devils,  no 
doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 

9,1  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his 
goods  are  in  peace  : 

22  But  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and 
overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein 
he  trusted^  and  divideth  his  spoib. 

23  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me :  and  he  that 
gathefreth  not  with  me  scattereth. 

9Af  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he 
walketh  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest :  and  finding  none,  he 
taith,  I  will  return  unto  my  house  whence  I  came  out. 

25  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  ga^ 
mshed. 

26  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other  spirits 
ttiore  wicked  than  himself;  and  they  enter  in  and  dwell  there: 
and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 

27  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  a  certain 
woman  of  the  company  liJFted  up  her  voice,  and  said  unto 
him.  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which 
thou  hast  sucked. 

28  But  he  said.  Yea,  rather  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  keep  it. 

20  %  And 
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29  ^  And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together, 
he  began  to  savj  This  i^  an  evil  generition :  they  seek  a  sign ;. 
and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  it^  but  the  sign  of  Jonas^  the 
prophet. 

30  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign. unto  the  Niuevites^  so  shall 
also  the  Son  of  man  be  V>  this  generation. 

51  Tlie  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  JudgineDll 
with  the  men  of  this  generation^  and  condemn  them:  for 
she  came  from  the  utmost  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wis* 
dom  of  Solomon ;  aud^  behold^  a  greater  than  Solomon  is 
here* 

52  The  men  of'Nineve  shall  rise  up  in  the  ju^lgment  with 
this  generation^  and  shall  condemn  it :  for  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonas ;  aad^  behold^  a  greater  than  Jonas 
fs  here. 

33  No  man  when  he  hath  fighted  a  candie^  putteth  it  in 
8  secret  place^  neither  under  a  bushel>  but  on  a  candlestick^ 
that  they  which  come  in  may  see  the  light. 

34  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye :  therefore  when  tfain^ 
«ye  is  single^  thy  whole  body  also  is  full  of  light ;  but  wlien 
thine  eye  is  evil^  thy  body  also  is  full  of  darkness. 

35  Take  heed  therefore  that  the  light  which  is  in  thee  be 
90t  darkness. 

36  If  thy  whole  body  therefore  be  full  of  light>  having 
no  part  dark^  the  whole  shall  be  full  of  iight^  as  when  the 
bright  shining  of  a  candle  doth  give  tliee  light. 

37  ^  And  as  he  spake^  a  certain  Pharisee  besought  him 
^  dine  with  him :  and  he  went  in^  and  sat  down  to  meat. 
^  38  And  when  the  Pharisee  saw  it,  he  marvelled  that  he 

had  not  first  washed  before  dinner. 

59  And  the  !U>rd  said  unto  him^  Now  do  ye  Pharisees 
make  clean  the  outside  of  tiie  cup  and  the  platter;,  but  your 
inward  part  is  full  of  ravening  ^nd  wickedness. 

40  Ye  fools^  did  not  he  that  made  that  wliich  is  without 
^ake  that  which  is  within  also  i 

41  But  rather  give  aims  of  such  things  as  ye  have }  aod^ 
behold,  all  things  are  clean  unto  you. 

42  But  woe  unto  you,  Pharisees !  for  yc  tithe  mint  and 

rue 
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me  and  all  maimer  of  berbs^  and  pasa  over  judgment  and 
the  love  of  God :  theae  ought  ye  to  have  done^  and  not  to 
leave  the  other  updone. 

43  Wpe  untA  you>  Pharisees !  for  ye  love  the  uppermost 
feats  in  the  synagogues,  aiid  greetings  in  the  markets. 

44  Woe  vnto  you^  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for 
y*e  are  as  graves  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that  walk  over 
tlum  are  not  aware  of  them. 

45  Then  answered  one  of  the  lawyers,  and  said  unto  him. 
Master,  thus  saying,  tbou  reproachest  us  also. 

46  And  he  said.  Woe  unto  you  also,  ye  lawy^s!  for  ye 
lade  men  with  burdens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  yourselves 
touch  not  the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers. 

47  Woe  unto  you!  for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the 
prophets,  and  your  fathers  killed  them. 

48  Truly  ye  bear  witness  that  ye  allow  the  deeds  of  your 
£i^rs :  for  they  indeed  killed  them,  and  ye  build  their  se- 
pulchres* 

49  Therefore  also  said  the  wisdom  of  God,  I  will  send 
them  prophets  and  Apostles,  and  some  of  them  tliey  shall  slay 
and  persecute : 

50  Tliat  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets  which  was  shed 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world  may  be  required  of  this 
generation ; 

51  From  Ae  blood  of  Abel  unto  the  Mood  of  Zachanas, 
which  perished  between  the  altar  and  the  temple:  verily  I 
say  unto  you.  It  shall  be  required  of  this  generation. 

52  Woe  unto  you,  lawyers !  for  ye  have  taken  away  the 
key  of  knowledge :  ye  enter  not  in  yourselves,  and  them  that 
were  altering  in  ye  hindered. 

53  And  as  he  said  these  things  unto  them^  the  scribes  and 
llie  Pharisees  began  to  urge  him  vehemenUy,  and  to  provoke 
him  to  speak  of  many  things : 

54  Laying  wait  for  him,  and  seeking  to  catch  somedun^ 
out  of  his  moutl^  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

CHAP.   XII. 
1  To  ajmd  hypocrisy  and/earfulneu  in  publiMwg  Christ's 

doctrine* 
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doctrine,     13  To  beware  of  covetoumeis,  %2  Md  over^ 

carefulness.    41   Tht  faithful  and  wise  Steward. 
T  N  the  mean  time,  Mvheo  there  were  gathered  together  an 

innumerable  multitude  of  people,  insomuch  that  they 
trode  one  upon  another,  he  began  to  say  unto  his  disciples 
first  of  all.  Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the  Phariseesi  which 
is  hypocrisy. 

£  For  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall  nOt  be  revealed ; 
neither  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 

S  Therefore  whatsoever  ye  have  spoken  in  darkness,  shall 
be  heard  in  the  light ;  and  that  which  ye  have  spoken  in  the 
car  in  closets  shall  be  proclai^le4  upon  the  house-tops, 

4  And  I  say  unto  you,  miy  friends,-  Be  not  afraid  of  them 
that  kiU  the  body,  and  after  that  have  no  more  that  they  can 
do. 

5  But  I  will  forewarn  you  whom  ye  shall  fear :  Fear  him 
which,  after  he  hath  killed,  hath  power  to  cast  into  hell;  yea, 
I  say  unto  you.  Fear  him. 

6  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  fieurthings,  and  not 
one  of  them  b  forgotten  before  God? 

7  But  even  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 
Fear  not  therefore  :  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many  spar- 
rows. 

B  Also  I  say  unto  you,  whosoever  shall  confess  me  bdbre 
men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  also  confess  before  the  angels 
of  God: 

9  But  he  that  denieth  me  before  men^  shall  be  denied  be* 
fore  the  angels  of  God. 

10  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of 
man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him :  but  unto  him  that  blasphem* 
eth  against  the  Holy  Ghost  it  shall  not  be  forgiveA. 

li  And  when  they  bring  you  unto  the  synagogues,  and 
wtto  magistrates,  find  powers,  take  ye  no  thoi^ht  how  or 
what  thing  ye  shall  answer,  or  what  ye  shall  say : 

12  For  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour 
what  ye  ought  to  say* 

13  V  And  one  of  the  company  said  imto  him>  Master, 
^ak  to  my  brother^  .that  he  divide  the  inheritance  with  me. 

14  And 
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14  And  be  said  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  juc^e, 
»or  a  divider  over  you? 

15  And  he  said-  unto  them.  Take  heed,  and  beware  of 
(!ovetou$ne8s:  for  a  man's  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance 
of  tlie  things  which  he  possesseth. 

16  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  saying.  The  |;round 
of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plentifully : 

17  And  he  thought  within  l^imself,  saying.  What  shall  I 
do,  because  I  have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits? 

18  And  he  said.  This  will  I  do:  I  will  puU  down  my 
bams,  and  build  greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my 
fruits  aud  my  goods. 

19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul.  Sold,  thou  hast  much  goods 
laid  up  for  many  years;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be 

.  merry. 

90  But  God  said  unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  sout 
shall  be  required  df  thee:  then  whose  shall  those  things  be 
which  thou  hast  provided? 

21  So  w  he  diat  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not 
rich  toward  God. 

22  %  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Tlierefore  I  say  unto 
3foaj  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shaU  eat ;  neither 
for  the  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on. 

23  The  life  is  more  than  m^at,  and  tlie  body  is  more  than 
raiment. 

24  Consider  the  ravens:  for  they  neither  sow,  nor  reap; 
which  neither  Imve  storehouse,  nor  bam;  aiid  God  feedeth 
them:  How  much  more  are  ye  better  than  the  fowls? 

25  And  which  of  you,  with^taking  thought,  can  add  to  his 
jtature  one  cubit? 

26  If  ye  then  be  not  able  to  do  that  thing  which  it  leasl^ 
why  take  ye  thought  for  the  rest? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how  they  grow:  They  toil  notj 
they  spin  not;  and  yet  I  say  unto  you.  That  Solomon  in  aO 
his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these. 

28  If  then  God  so  clothe  the  pvss,  which  is  to«day  m 
.the  field,  and  to^morroW  is  cast  into  the  oven;. how  much 

more  teill  Ae  clothe  you,  O^e  of  Utile  hiAf 
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C9  And  seek  not  ye  what  ye  sliall  eat^  or  wlial  ye  diall 
.  drink,  neither  be  ye  of  doubtful  mind. 

30  For  all  these  tUugs  do  the  uatidns  of  the  world  seek 
after:  and  your  Father  kuoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  these 
things. 

31  ^  But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

32  Fear  not^  little  flock;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good 
pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom. 

3S  Sell  that  ye  have>  and  give  alms ;  provide  youraehres 
bfl^s  which  wax  not  old>  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that  faiktb 
not,  where  no  thief  approacheth,  neither  moth  comifKleth. 

34  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
'  $lso. 

35  Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights  bura* 

36  And  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  thehr 
lord,  when  he  will  return  from  the  wedding;  thai  when  he 
cometh  and  knocketh^  they  may  open  unto  him  immediately. 

37  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom  the  lord,  when  ho 
Cometh,  shall  find  watching:  verily  I  say  unto  you.  That  he  ' 
•haU  gird  hunself,  aiMl  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meal,  amf 
will  come  forth  and  serve  them.   . 

38  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  coooie  in 
the  third  watch,  and  find  tkem  so,  blessed  are  those  servanta. 

39  And  this  know,  that  if  the  good  man  of  the  bouse 
had  known  what  hour  the  thief  Mould  come,  he  wouM 
have  watched,  and  not  have  suifered  his  house  t»  be  broken, 
tbrougli* 

40  Be  ye  therefore  ready  also:  for  the  Son  of  man  Cometh 
at  an  hour  when  ye  think  not. 

41  %  llien  Peter  said  unto  him  Lord,  speakest  thon  this 
parable  unto  us,  or  even  to  all  ? 

42  And  the  Lord  said.  Who  then  is  that  iaidifiil  and  wise 
steward^  whom  his  lord  shdl  make  ruler  over  hia  housh^dd, 
to  give  them  their  poition  of  meat  in  due  season^ 

43  Blessed  is  that  servant,whom  his  lord,  whea  he  cgmetfi^ 
shall  find  so  doing. 

9  44  Of 
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44  Of  a  trutli  I  ^f  unto  you>  That  he  iM  mate  Urn 
teller  over  all  tliat  he  hath. 

45  But  and  if  that  servant  sAy  in  his  heart>  My  lord  de-» 
kyeth  hia  coming;  and  shall  begin  to  beat  the  mea-tenrattSi 
and  maidens^  and  to  eat  and  drtnk>  and  to  be  drunken  $ 

46  The  li>i*d  of  that  servant  will  come  in  a  day  when  hd 
looketh  not  for  him^  and  at  an  hour  when  he  is  not  aware^ 
and  Ivill  cut  bim  in  sunder^  and  will  appoint  him  his  portioil 
with  the  unbelievers. 

47  And  that  servant  whidh  knew  his  lord^s  will^  and  pre^ 
pared  not  kimtelf,  neither  did  according  to  his  wiU^  shall  b^ 
beaten  with  many  $trip€$* 

48  But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did  commit  things  worthy 
9t  stripes,  shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes.  For  unto  whom-* 
soever  much  in  given>  of  hiiii  shaB  be  much  required:  and 
to  whom  men  have  committ^  much^  of  him  th^  will  ask 
the  more.

50  But  I  have  a  baptism  to  be  baptised  with>  and  how  am

51  Suppose  ye  that  I  am  come  to  give  peace  on  earth?  I 
toll  yon.  Nay ;  but  rather  division : 

52  For  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  five  in  one  house

53  The  fiulier  shall  be  divided  against  the  son^  and  die

61  Yea>  and  why  even  of  yourselves  judge  ye  nol%%faa(f 
is  right?  * 

-  68  When  thou  goert  with  thine  adversary  to  the  magis- 
trate, 06  thou  art  in  tlie  >vay^  give  diligence  thnt  tliou  mayest 
be  delivered  fi'oin  him ;  lest  be  haJe  thee  to  the  judge^  and 
the  judge  deliver  thee  to  die  ofiicer,  and  the  officer  cast  tliee 
into  prison.

*  10  f  And  heSvas  teuoliing  in  one  of  tlie  ijns^fuea  o» 
the  sabbath.  •     .  ,  . 

11  And^ 
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1 1  And>  beholdj  there  was  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit 
of  infirmity  eighteen  years^   and  was  bowed  together,  au;i.  ^ 
could  in  no  wise  hft  u|)  kernel/. 

12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her>  he  called  her  to  him,  and 
said  unto  her.  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  infir- 
mity. 

13  And  he  laid  hi$  hands  on  her:  and  immediately  idie 
was  made  straight,  and  glorified  God. 

14  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indig- 
nation, because  that  Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath-day, 
and  said  unto  the  people.  There  are  si^^  days  in  which  men 
ouzhlf  to  work :  in  them  therefore  qome  and  be  healed,  and 
not  on  the  sabbath-day. 

15  The  Lord- then  answered  him,  and  said,  TAou  hypo- 
crite, doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox 
or  his  ass  firom  the  stall,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering?

17  And  when  be  had  said  these  things,  all  his  adversaries 
were  ashamed :  and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all  thef  glorious 
things  that  were  done  by  hinj. 

18  Then  said  be,  Unto  what  b  the  kingdom  of  God 
like  i  and  whereunto  shall  I  resemble  iti 

19  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard-seed,  which  a  man  took 
and  cast  into  his  garden;  and  it  grew,  and  waxed  a  great  tree, 
and  the  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  in  the  branches  of  it. 

20  And  again  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  I  liken  the  king* 
dom  of  God  i        ^ 

21  It  is  like  leaven,  which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three 
jneasures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. 

22  And  he  went  through  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching, 
and  journeying  toward  Jemsalem. 

23  f  Then  said  one  unto  him.  Lord,  are  tliere  fpw  that 
be  saved?  Ai^d  he  said  unto  them, 

24  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate :  for  many,  I  s^y 
unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able, 

^5  When  once  the  master  of  the  house  is  risen  up,  and 
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jbath  ^ut  the  door,  and  ye  begin  to  staiid  without;  dnd  to 
knock  at  the  door,  saying,  Lpi^>  I^'rd,  open  unto  ub,  and 
he  shall  answer  and  say  unto  you,  I  know  you  not  whence 
ye  arc: 

t6  Thcfd  shall  ye  begin  to  say.  We  have  eaten  and  drunk 
in  thy  presence,  and  thou  hast  taught  in  our  streets. 

^7  But  he  shall  say,  I  tell  you,  I  know  you  not  wh^ce  ycf

4  And  they  held  llieir  peace.'  And  he  took  Ai/7i»  and 
healed  him,  and  let  him  g<> ; 

5  And  answered  them,  saying.  Which  of  you  shal  have 
an  ass  or  an  ox  fallen  into  a  pit,  and  will  not  stra^htway 
|ndl  him  out  on  the  sabbath-day? 

6  And  they  could  not  answer  hitn  again  t«  these  things. 

7  ^  And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to  lliose  which  wett  bid- 
den, when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the  chief  rooms; 
Mjing  unto  thes, 

8  When  thonait  bidden  of  any  mnn  to  a  wedding,  sit  not 
liown  in  the  faigbeflt  room ;  iest  a  mere  honourable  man  than 
thou  be  bidden  of  him ; 

9 .  And  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  th^. 
Give  this  man  place;  and  thoa  begin  mth  ahame  to  take  the 
lowest  room. 

.  10  But  when  thon  art  bidden^  go  and  sit  down  in  the 
ipweat  room;  that  when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may 
say  unto  thee.  Friend,  go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thou  have 
WOfriiip  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at  meat  with  thae. 

11  For  whosoever  exaltcth  himself  shall  be  abased;  aiul 
he  that  fanmUeth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

10  %  Then  said  hp  unto  him^^  A  certain  man  made  a  goeat 
aupper,  and  bade  many: 

17  Ap4  sept  his  servant  at  supper-time  to  say  to  them  tliat 
were  bidden.  Come;  for  all  things  are  now  ready. 

18  And  they  all  with  one  content  hegux  to  make  excuse* 
The  first  said  linto  )iiiu,  I  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground, 
and  I  must  needs  go  and  see  it:  I  pray  thee  have  me 
excused. 

19  And  another  said,  I  have  bought  five  yoke  of  oxen,  an4 
I  go  to  prove  them :  [  pray  thee  have  me  excused. 

20  And  another  sajd,  I  have  married  a  wife,  uA  there* 
fpre  I  cannot  come. 

^1  So  that  servant  came  and  shewed  his  lord  these  things. 
Then  the  master  of  die  house  being  angry,  said  to  his  servant. 
Go  out  quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  bring 
in  hither  the  poor^  and  ^e  maimed,  and  the  halt,  and  the 
blind. 

£2  And  the  servant  said.  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  hast 
conimancied,  and  yet  there  is  room. 

£3  And  the  lord  said  unto  the  servant.  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges,  and  cpmpel  M«m  to  come  in,  that  my 
house  may  be  filled. 

£4  For  I  say  unto  you,  That  none  of  those  men  which 
were  bidden  shall  taste  of  my  supper. 

25  %  And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him :  and  be 
(Umed,  and  said  unto  diem, 

26  If  any  man  come  to  me,  and  hate  not  his  father  and 
mother,  and  wife,  and  children,  and  brethren,  and  sister!^ 
yea,  and  his  own  life  also,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple.

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29  Lest  haply  after  he  hath  ]ai4  the  foundation,  and  is  not 
able  to  finish  it,  all  that  behold  it  begin  to  mock  him, 

^0  Saying,  This  man  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able  Id 
finish. 

31  Or  what  king  going  ta  make  war  against  another  king^ 
sittedi  not  down  first,  and  consulteth  whether  he  be  able  with 
ten  thousand  to  meet  him  that  cometh  against  him  with 
twenty  thousand  ? 

3^  Or  else,  while  the  other  is  yet  a  great  way  off^  llo 
aendeth  an  ambassage,  and  desireth  conditions  of  peace. 

35  So  likewise,  whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  foiaabedi 
all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

34  Salt  if  good :  but  if  the  sah  have  lost  his  savour, 
with  shall  it  be  seasoned? 

36  It  is  neither  fit  for  the  land,  nor  yet  for  the  duDf^D;

8  '^  Either  what  woman  having  fen  pieces  of  silver,  if  she 
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lo&t  ottt  picce^  doth  not  light  a  candle^  and  v^eep  the  house, 
and  seek  diligently  till  she  find  it? 

9  And  H'faen  she  hath  fouttd  it,  she  calleth  Ii£r  friends  and 
ker  neighbours  together^  saying,  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I  have 
feond  the  piece  «hich  I  had  lost* 

10  Likeidse  I  aay  unto  you^  There  is  joy  ia  the  farewiice 
of  the  angels  of  God  over  one'  sinner  that  repenteth. 

11  5[  And  he  said,  A  certain  inan  had  two  bods: 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  fadier^  Falherj 
give  me  the  portion  of  goods  that  fidleth  to  me*  And  he  di* 
tided  onto  ihem  his  living* 

13  And  not  many  days  after  the  yonnger  son  gathered  all 
together,  and  took  his  jouhiey  into  a  &r  country,  and  there^ 
wasted  his  substance  with  riotous  living. 

14  And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  mightj 
famine  in  that  land ;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want.

19  And  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son;  nmke 
mt  as  one  of  diy  hired  servants. 

20  And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.  B«t  when  he 
flfus  yet  a  great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him,  and  had  compas- 
sion, and  ran,  and  fell  on  hb  neck,  and  kissed  him. 

21  And  the  son  said  unto  him>  Father,  I  have  sinned 
egainst  heaven  and  in  thy  sight,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to 
be  caHed  thy  son. 

22  But  the  father  said  to  his  servants.  Bring  forth  the  best 
fobe,  and  put  it  on  him ;  and  put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and 
shoes  on  his  feet :

26  And  he  called  one  of  the  servants,  and  asked  what  thesft

£7  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thy  broAer  is  contt;  -and  ikf 
faxher  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf,  because  he  hath  reeeited 
him  safe  and  sound. 

^8  And  he  was  angry,  ttnd  w^d  not  g^  in :  ther«fom 
came  his  father  out,  and  inireated  him. 

^9  And  he  answering  said  to  Ais  ftaher,  La,  these  many 
years  do  I  serve  thee,  neither  tiimiigvesfi«d  I  at  any  time  ihy 
commandment;  and  ye«  thou  never  gavesft  me  a  kid,  thttt  I 
might  make  meny  with  my  friends:

fi  And  he  called  him,  and  said  onto  him,  tlow  is  k  that  t 
bear  this  of  theef  give  an  account  of  thystewardrfi^:  for 
ihou  mayest  be  no  longer  steward. 

S  Then  the  steward  aaid  witlun  imnself.  What  vhaU  1 4o{ 
for  my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship;  I  cannot 
dig;  to  6^  I  am  asfhamed. 

4  I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  |Mlt  ^ifit  of 
the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their  honsea. 

5  So 
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5  5o  he  called  every  one  of  hU  lord*s  debtors  unto  him,  and 
aaid  unto  the  first>  How  much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ? 

6  And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he  said 
imto  him^  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and  write 
fifty. 

7  Then  said  he  to  another.  And  how  much  owest  thou  i 
And  he  said^  An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said 
unto  him.  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore. 

8  And  the  lord  commended  the  unjust  steward,  because 
he  had  done  wisely:  for  the  children  of  tliis  world  are  in  their 
generation  wiser  than  the  children  of « light. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  mirighteousness;  that  when  ye  fail,  they  maj 
ireceive  you  into  everlasting  habitations. 

10  He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least,  is  faithful  also 
in  nnuch :  and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the  least,  is  unjust  also  in 
much. 

1 1  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unrigh* 
teous  mammon,  who  will  commit  to  your  trust  the  true 
riches? 

12  And  if  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is 
another  mau*8,  who  shall  g\\e  you  that  which  is  your  own? 

13  No  servant  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either  he  wil( 
hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other;,  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the 
one,  tod  despise  the  other*  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mam« 
mon. 

14  %  And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard 
all  these  things:  and  they  derided  bim- 

15  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  "they  which  justify 
yourselves  before  men;  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts:  for 
that  <^ which  is  highly  esteemed  among  men  b  abomination  in 
the  sight  of  God. 

16  ^rhe  law  and  the  prophets  trrre  until  John:  since  that 
time  the  kingdom  of  Gqd  is  preached,  and  every  man  presseth 
into  it. 

17  And  it  b  easier  for  heaven  and  earth  to  pass,  than  one 
tittle  of  the  law  to  fail. 

18  Wljosoever  putteth  away  his  wife  and  marrie^h  aqoth^, 

commit- 
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committeth  adultery :'  and  whosoever  marrieth  her  that  is  put 
away  from  her  husband,  committeth  adulter}. 

29  ^  There  waM  a  certain  rich  man,  which  wasi  clothed  in 
purple  and  fine  linen,  and  fared  sumptuously  every  day: 

£0>  And  there  was  a  certain  beggar  named  Lazarus,  which 
was  laid  at  his  gate  full  of  sores, 

« 

21  And  desiring  to  be  fed.  witli  the  crumbs  which  fell 
lirom  the  rich  man^s  table:  moreover,  the  dogs  came  and 
licked  his  sores. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  die  beggar  died,  and  was 
carried  by  the  angels  into  Abraham's  bosom.  The  rich 
'man  also  died,  and  was. buried; 

25  And  in  hell  lie  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments, 
and  seeth  Abraham  afar  <^,  and  Lazarus  in- his  bosom. 

24  And  he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy

4  And  if  he  tic^pa^s  against  thee  seven  timea  in  a  (fey, 
and  s^aeR  Unet  in  a  day  tusn  agttti  to  thee>  sa^ing^  I  9b« 
pent;  thou  shak  forgive  him^ 

5  And  the  Apostles,  saild  unto  the  Lord,  Ineieaaeour^itfa.

9  Poth  he  thank  that  serrant  because  he  dad  the  things

thinga  which  afe  Gon^manded  yon,  say^  We  are  niipfofiiaU# 
aarvaots :  we  have  done  that  which  was  our  duty  to  do. 

11^  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  to  Jerusalem,  that 
he  passed  through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee.

16  And  fell  down  on  his  face  nt  bis  feet^  giving  hi^ 
thanks :  and  he  was  a  Samaritan. 

1 7  And  Jesus  answering  said.  Were  there  not  ten  ekansedf 
but  where  are  tlie  nine? 

18  There  are  not  found  that  returned  to  give  glor^r  to 
God^  save  this  stranger.

Q  ^  And  he  spake  thi^  pdrable  onto  ceitflin  \Vhic1i  triisted 
in  themselves  that  they  were  righteous^  and  despis^  otherl :

1 1  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  hiitisdf^  Godl^

unjust^  adulterers^  or  ev^n'ii^  this  piiblican. 

I£  I  fest  t^ice  in  the  Week,  I  give  tithed  of  all  that  I  pos- 
sess. 

13  And  the  publican,  standing  afar  ofF,  wbuld  not  lift  ttj> 
so  inuch  ks  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upott  hii  breast, 
saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.  ^ 

14  I  t^ll  you.  This  man  went  down  to  his  hotiise  justi- 
fied rather  than  the  other :  for  every  one  that  exalteth  him- 
self shall  be  absised ;  Md  be  thdt  hunlbleth  himself  shall  be 
exalted. 

15  %  And  they  brought  unto  him  also  infonts,  that  h!b 
would  toiich  th6m :  but  when  his  disciples  saw  it,  they  re- 
buked them.

25  For  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  a.  needle's

27  And  he  said,  Tlie  thhigs  which  arc  impressible  with  men 
are  possible  m  ith  God. 

28  Tlien  Peter  said,  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and  followed 
thee. 

29  And  he  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  There 
jb  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  parents,  or  brethren,  or 
wiije,  or  children,  for  the  kingdom  of  God's  sake, 

30  Who  shall  not  receive  manifold  more  in  this  present 
time,  and  in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

31  i[  Then  he  took  unto  himi^t  twelve,  and  said  unto 
them.  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  ' 
written  by  the  prophets  concerni^ig  the  Son  of  man  shall  be ' 
accomplished.

people :  and  they  marvelled  at  his  answer,  and  held  their 
p^Mce.

34  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them>  The  childn^n  of 
diis  world  marry,  and  are  given  in  marriage  :

45  Then  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people  he  said  unto  bit

46  Beware  of  the  scribeSj  which  desire  to  walk  in  long 
robes^  and  love  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  the  highest  S9at9 
in  the  synagogues^  and  the  chief  rooms  at  feasts ; 

47  Which  .devour  widows'*  houses^  and  for  a  shew  mfkd 
long  prayers :  the  same  shall  receive  greater  damnation*    • 

CHAP.   XXI. 
^  The  desiruciion  of  ihe  temple  and  city  ia  fofetqlit.    25 

The  signs  of  the  fast  day.

18  But  there  shall  not  an  hair  of  your  head  perish. 

19  In  your  patience  possess  ye  your  souls. 

20  And  when  ye  shall  see  Jerusalem  compassed  with  armies^ 
then  know  that  the  desolation  thereof  is  nigh. 

£  1  Then  let  them  which  are  in  J  udea  flee  to  tbe  mountains ; 

and 
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and  let  tfa«m  wliicli  are  m  the  midst  of  it  dep«rl  out ;  and  let 
cot  them  that  are  in  the  eountries  enter  thereinto. 

9,2  For  these  be  the  days  of  vengeance^  that  all  things 
which  are  written  may  be  fiilfHied. 

23  But  woe  unto  them  that  are  with  chihl,  and  to  them 
that  give  suck  in  those  days!  for  there  shdl  be  great  distiess 
in  the  land^  and  wrath  upon  thi^  people. 

24  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  swordj  and  shall 
be  led  away  captive  into  all  natiois :  and  Jerusalem  shall  be 
trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles^  nntil  the  times  of  the  Gentiles 
beMfiUed. 

25  %  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sim^  and  in  the  moon^ 
and  in  the  stars;  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations^  with 
perplexity ;  the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring ; 

26  Men*s  hearts  iailii^  them  for  fear^  and  for  looking 
after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth :  for  the 
powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken.

28  And  when  these  things  begin  to  come  to  pass^  thea 
look  up^  and  lift  up  your  heads;  for  your  redemption  dr4weih 
nigh. 

29  And  he  spake  to  tliem  a  parable ;  Behold  the  fig  tre^ 
and  all  the  trees ;

6  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted  to  give  him  money* 

6  And  he  promised,  and  sought  opportunity  to  betray  him 
U9tQ  them  in  the  absence  of  the  multitude. 

7  f  Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the 
pgsaover  nuist  be  killed. 

8  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John,  saying,  Go^  and  prepare  us 
the  passoveri  that  we  may  eat. 

9  And  they  said  unto  himj  Where  ytilt  thou  that  we  pre* 
pare? 

10  Ai^d  he  said  unto  lhem>  BehQld>  when  ye  are  entered 
inlQ  the  dty,  there  riiaU  a  man  meet  you  bearing  a  pitclier  of 
water ;  follow  him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth  in. 

1 1  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  good  man  of  the  house.  The 
master  saitb  unto  tliee.  Where  is  the  guest  chamber,  where  ] 
shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  i 

12  And  he  shall  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  fumi:died : 
there  make  ready. 

1 3  And  they  went  ai^d  found  as  he  had  said  unto  thein : 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

14  And 
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14  And  When  the  boor  w«s  come^  he  sat  down^  and  the 
twelve  apostles  with  him. 

15  And  he  Sftid  utito  them^  with  de^re  I  have  desired  to 
eat  this  passover  with  you  before  I  siifier : 

1 6  For  I  say  unto  you^  I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof^ 
until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

17  And  he  took  die  eup^  and  gave  thanks^  and  said^Take 
diis,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves :

19  %  And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  dianks,  and  brake  itf 
and  gave  unto  them,  saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is  giveu 
for  you :  this  do  in  remembranf.e  of  me. 

20  Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper,  saying.  This  cup 
iVthe  new  testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  yon. 

fi  1  But,  befaoM,  the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with 
me  on  die  table. 

22  And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  was  determbed : 
but  woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  betmyed ! 

23  And  they  began  to  f|nquire  among  themselves,  which 
of  them  it  w^  that  should  do  this  (hii^. 

24  And  there  was  also  a  strift  among  them,  which  of 
diem  should  6e  accounted  the  greatest. 

23  And  he  said  unto  them.  The.  kings  of  the  Gentiles 
exercise  lordriiip  over  them ;  and  they  that  exercise  autho- 
rity upon  them  are  called  benefactors. 

26  But  ye  lAd//  not  &^  so :  but  he  that  is  greatest  among 
you,  let  htm  be  f»  the  younger ;  and  he  that  b  chief,  as  he 
that  dodi  serve. 

27  For  whether  %$  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he 
dial  serveth  ?  ts  not  be  that  shteth  if  meat  i  but  I  am  among 
you  as  he  that  serveth. 

28  Ye  are  diey  which  have  continued  with  me  in  my 
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29  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Father 
hath  appointed  onto  me ; 

SO  That  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  m  my  kingdom^ 
and  sit  on  thrones  judging  die  twelve  tribes  of  Isiuel. 

31  And 
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31  And  the  Lord  loid,  Simon,  Simon,  behold  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheal : 

S£'  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  failfa  fail  not:  and 
vhen  thou  art  converted  strengthen  thy  brethren. 

33  And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee  both  into  prison,  and  to  death. 

34  And  he  said,  1  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow 
thb  day,  befwe  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest 

ate. 

35  And  he, said  unto  them.  When  1  sent  you  without 
jmrae,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  thing?  And  thejf 
iHud,  Notlung. 

86  Then  said  he  unto  them,  But  now  he  that  hath  a  parse, 
let  him  take  i^,  and  likewise  his  scrip :  and  he  that  hath  no 
fword,  let  him  sell  his 'garment,  and  buy  one. 

.37  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  this  that  is  written,  must  yet 
be  accomplished  in  me.  And  he  was  reckoned  among  the 
transgresHore :  for  the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end. 

38  And  they  said.  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two  swords. 
Aud  he  said  unto  them.  It  is  enough. 

39  And  he  ciime  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the  mount 
of  Olives;  and  hm  disciples  also  followed  him. 

40  And  when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said  unto  diem.  Pray 
that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation. 

41  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them  about  4i  stone's  cast, 
iHd  kneeled  down,  and  prayed,

from  me ;  nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but  thine  be  done. 

43  And  there  appeared  an  angel  unto  him  from  heaven, 
streiQIthening  him. 

44  And  being  in  an  agony  he  prayed  more  earnestly :  and 
bis  sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to 
the  ground. 

45  And  when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  his 
disciples,  be  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow, 

46  And  said  unto  them.  Why  sleep  ye  ?  rise  and  pray,  lest 
ye  enter  into  temptation. 

47  And  ivhil%  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  multitude,  and  he 

that 
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that  was  called  Judas,  ona  of  the  twelve,  went  before  them^ 
and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss  him. 

48  But  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas,  betrayest  thou  die  Son 
of  man  with  a  kiss  i 

49  ^^'hen  they  which  were  about  him  saw  what  would 
follow,  they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the 
sword  * 

^0  And  one  of  them  smote  a  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  right  ear. 

5 1  And  Jesus  answered  and  said.  Suffer  ye  thu3  fiu*.  And 
he  touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him. 

552  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests  and  captains  of 
the  temple,  and  the  elders  which  were  come  to  him.  Be  ye 
come  out  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves  i 

53  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched 
forth  no  hands  against  me :  but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the 
power  of  darkness. 

64  Then  took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him  into 
the  high  priest's  house.    And  Peter  followed  afar  off. 

55  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the 
ball,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among 
them. 

56  But  a  certain  maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  the  fire, 
and  earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said,  Tliis  man  was  also 
with  him. 

57  And  he  denied  him,  saying.  Woman,  I  know  him 
not 

58  And  after  .a  little  while  another  saw  him,  and  said. 
Thou  art  also  of  them.    And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not. 

59  And  about  the  space  of  one  hour  after,  another  confi- 
dently aflirmed,  taying,  of  a  truth  this  fellow  also  was  widi 
him :  for  he  is  a  Galilean. 

60  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest 
And  immediately^  while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew. 

61  And  the  Lord  tumed>  and  looked  upon  Peter.  And 
Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said 
unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

62  And  Peter  went  out  and  wept  bitterly. 

63  And 
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63  And  tke  men  that  held  Jesan,  mocked  fatm>  and  smote 
A/m. 

64  And  when  they  had  blindfoided  him,  they  struck  him 
on  the  face,  and  asked  him,  saving.  Prophecy^  ^vho  is  it  that, 
imnte  thee  i 

65  And  many  other  things  blasphemoiisly  spake  they  against 
him. 

66  And  as  soon  as  it  waa  day,  tlie  elders  of  the  people,  and 
the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes  cam6  together,  atid  led  him 
into  their  coafici), 

67  Saying,  Art  thou  tlid  Christ?  tell  ns.  And  he  said  unto 
f  hem.  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe : 

68  And  if- 1  also  ask  yoa,  ye  wilt  not  answer  me,  nor  let 
me  go. 

69  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  man  sit  on  the  right  hand 
of  the  power  of  God. 

70  Then  said  they  all.  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of  God  ? 
And  he  said  mifo  thcmt,  Ye  say  that  I  am. 

7 1  And  they  saifd.  What  need  We  any  further  witbess  ?  fo:^ 
we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  own  mouth. 

CHAP.  XXIII. 
1  Jesus  is  accused  before  Pilate,    13  v>ho  is  desirom  to  ^* 

Uau  Mm.    27  The  destruction  of  JefuMikm  forddd. 

46  ChfUts  death,  50  and  burial. 
AND  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  him  unto 
-^  Pilate. 

2  And  they  began  to  accuse  him,  saying.  We  found  thi^ 
fellttaf  perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute 
to  Cetfar,  ^'iiig>  that  he  hifuself  is  Christ  a  King. 

5  And  Pilatcf  asked  hiiti,  saying.  Art  Hixm  thef  King  of 
the  Jews  ?  ^And  he  answered  him  and  teid,  Thon  sayest  it. 

4  Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  ^nd  io  th^  j^eofrfe, 
I  ihid  no  feult  itt  this  man. 

5  And  they  were  Hie  rtiore  fierce,  saylngt  He  ^reth  up 
the  people,  te^hing  throughout  all  Jewfy,  begihmi^  from 
OaKlee  to  this  place. 

6  When  Pilate  heard  oi  Galilee^  he  askcfd  iX  hethef  the  ittan 
were  a  Galilean  ? 

7  And 


S.  LUKE. 

7  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  tbat  he  belonged  unto  Hood's 
Jurisdiction^  he  sent  him  to  H^rod,  M?bo  himself  also  was  at 
Jerusalem  at  that  time. 

8  And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus^  he  was  exceeding  glad : 
for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  seasofi,  because  he' 
had  heard  many  things  of  him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen 
some  miracle  done  by  him. 

9  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in  many  words;  but  he 
answered  him  nothing. 

10  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  vehemently 
accused  him. 

1 1  And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him  at  nought, 
and  mocked  iiim,  and  arrayed  bim  in  a  gorgeous  robe^  and 
sent  him  agaih  to  Pilate. 

12  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends 
together:  for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between  them- 
selves. 

13  ^  And  Pilate^p  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief 
priests^  and  the  rulers^  and  the  people^ 

14  Said  unto  them^  Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me 
as  one  that  perverteth  ttie  people :  and^  behold^  I^  havii^ 
examined  Aim  before  you^  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man 
touching  those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him : 

15  No^  nor  yet  Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him;  and  loj 
nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him. 

Id  i  will  therefore  chastise Um^  and  release  Aim. 

17  (For  of  necessity  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the 
feast.) 

1 8  And  they  cried  out  all  at  once>  sayings  Away  with  this 
man,  and  release  unto  us  Barabbas:. 

19  (Who  for  a  certain  sedition  made  in  the  city^  and  for 
murder^  was  cast  into  prison.) 

£0  Pilate  therefore^  willing  to  release  Jesus^  spake  again 
to  them. 

9,1  But  they  cried^  sayings  Crucify  Atm^  crucify  him. 
22  And^e  said  unto  them  the  third  time^  Why^  what 
evil  hath  he  done  i  I  have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him  t 
%   I  will  therefore  chastise  him>  and  let  him  go» 

B  b  23  An4 
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83  An^  they  wore  instant  with  loud  voices^  requiring  that 
he  might  be  crucified*  And  the  voices  of  them  and  of  the 
chief  priests  prevailed. 

£4  Aud  Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  shoold  b^  as  they  re- 
quired. 

2St  And  he  released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and 
murder  was  cast  into  prison^  whom  they  had  desired;  but  he 
delivered  Jesus  to  their  will. 

£6  And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one 
Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the  country,  and  on  him 
they  laid  the  cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 

£7  %  And  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of  people^ 
and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

£8  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them,  said.  Daughters  of  Je- 
rusalem, weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for 
your  children. 

£9  For,  behold,  the  days  are  coming  in  the  which  they 
ahaU  say,  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never 
bare,  and  the  paps  which  never  gave  suck. 

SO  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  moimtains.  Fall 
on  us;  and  to  the  hilb.  Cover  us. 

3 1  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree,  what  shall 
be  done  in  the  dry? 

S£  And  there  were  also  two  other  malefactors  led  with 
him  to  be  put  to  death. 

33  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place  which  is  called 
Calvary,  there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefiictors,  one 
on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left. 

34  Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  tliem;  for  tlicy 
know  not  what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his  i-aiment,  and 
cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And  the  rulers  also 
with  them  derided  him,  saying,  He  saved  others;  let  him 
save  himself,  if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God. 

36  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him, 
and  offering  him  vinegar, 

37  And  saying.  If  thou  be  the  King  of  the  Jews,  save 
thyself. 

38  And 
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58  And  a  superscription  also  was  written  over  himr  in 
letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE 
KtNG  OF  THE  JEWS. 

39  And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed 
on  him^  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering  rebuked,  him,  saying.  Dost 
not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemna* 
tion? 

41  And  we  indeed  justly;  for  we  receive  the  due  rewaitl 
of  our  deeds:  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss. 

42  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when 
thou  comest  into  thy  kingdom. 

43  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Verily  t  say  unto  thee^  To* 
day  thou  shalt  be  with  me  in  paradise. 

44  And  it  was  abotit  the  sixth  hour,  and  there  was  dark* 
ness  over  all  the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour. 

45  And  the  sun  was  darkened,  and  the  vail  of  the  temple 
was  rent  in  the  midst. 

46  And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voite,  he  said. 
Father,  into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having 
said  thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost. 

47  Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glo* 
rified  God,  saying.  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man. 

48  And  all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight, 
beholding  the  things  which  were  done,  smote  their  breasts, 
and  returned. 

'49  And  all  his  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed 
him  from  Galilee^  stood  afar  off,  beholding  these  things. 

50  ^  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  named  Joseph,  a 
counsellor ;  and  lie  was  a  good  man,  and  a  just : 

51  (The  same  had  not  consented  to  the  counsel  and  deed 
of  them;)  he  was  of  Arimathea,  a  city  of  the  Jews:  who 
also  himself  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

52  This  man  went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  . 
Jesus. 

5S  And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrapped  it  in  linen,  and 
laid  it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in  stone,  wherein  never 
man  before  was  laid. 

B  b  £  54  And 
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54  And  that  day  \va8  the  preparation^  and  die  sabbath 
drew  on* 

65  And  the  women  also  which  came  with  him. from  Ga- 
lilee, followed  afteTj  and  beheld  the  sepulchre^  and  how  his 
body  was  laid* 

^  And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  ointments; 
and  rested  the  sabbath-day  according  to  the  commandment. 

CHAP.  XXIV. 
],.  Chrisfi  resurrection  declared  to  the  women.     13  He  him- 
self appeareth,    36  giveth  a  charge  to  his  apostles,    50 

and  ascendeth* 
^rOW  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early  in  the 
morning,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bringing  th^ 
spices  which  they  had  prepared,  and  certain  others  with  them. 

2  And  th^  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the  se- 
pulchre. 

S  And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not  the  body  of  the 
liord  Jesus* 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed 
thereabout,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  gar 
ments: 

5  And  as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their  hces 
to  the  earth,  they  said  unto  them.  Why  seek  ye  the  livii^ 
among  the  dead? 

6  He  is  not  here,  but  b  risen:  remen^er  how  he  spake 
unto  you  when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 

7  Saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and  the  third  day  rise 
again, 

8  And  they  remembered  his  words^ 

9  And  returned  froni  the  sepulchre,  and  told  all  these 
tliiogs  unto  the  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest* 

10  It  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the 
fnother  of  James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them^ 
which  told  these  things  unto  the  apostles. 

11  And  their  words  seemed  to  them  as  idle  tales,  aud 
they  believed  tliem  not. 

12  Tlien  arose  Peter,  and  ran  unto  the  sepMlchre;  and 
ftoopbg  down,  he  beheld  the  linen  clothes  laid  by  them* 

selvesj 
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selves,  and  departed,  wondering  in  himself  at  that'  which 
was  come  to  pass. 

15  %  And,  bdiold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to 
a  village  called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusd[eai  about 
threescore  furlongs.  [' 

14  And  they  talked  together  of  all  these  things 'w6ich  had 
happened. 

\6  And  it  came  to  pass/  that  while  they  communed  ifoge* 
ther  and  reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near  and  went  with 
them. 

16  But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  shoidd  not  know 
him* 

17  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  manner  of  <ommmii- 
cations  are  these  that  ye  have  one  to  another  as  ye  walk;^ 
and  are  sad? 

18  And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  wail  Cleopas,  an- 
swering said  unto  him.  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusa- 
lem, and  hast  not  known  the  things  ^hich  are  come  to  puss 
there  in  these  days? 

19  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  thmg^?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  Gonceming>Je8us  of  Nazaredi,  which  was  a  pro- 
phet mighty  in  deed  and  word  before  God  and  all  the  peo- 
ple: 

20  And  how  di^  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered 
him  to  be  condanned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  hinu 

£1  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  beeff  he  m-hich  shoidd  have 
redisemed  Israel:  4nd  beside  all  this,  to-day  is  the  third  daj 
since  these  things  were  done. 

22  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made 
us  astonished^  which  were  early  at  the  sepulchre; 

23  And  when  they  found  not  his  body,  they  came,  say- 
ing. That  thej^had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said 
that  he  was  alive, 

24  And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went  t(^the 
sepulchre,  and  found  i /  even  so  as  the  women  had  said :  but 
him  they  saw  not. 

25  Then  he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart 
to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken ! 

6  b  3  26  Ought 
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96  Ought  not  Qirbt  to  have  sneered  these  things^  aod  to 
enter  into  his  glor^^  ? 

27  And  begmnbg  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  be  ex- 
poppdo^  unto  them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  concern- 
ing himself. 

•    99  And  Ihej  drew  nigh  uoto  the  vBlage  whither  they 
went:  and  he  made  as  though  he  would  have  gone  further. 

29  But  they  constrained  him,  saying,  Abide  with  us:  for 
it  b  tOM'ard  evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went 
in  to  tany  with  them. 

30  And  it  camjB.  fo  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them. 

.    SI,  And  their  eyes  were  opened^  and  they  knew  him; 
and  he  vanished  out  of  their  sight. 

32  And  they  said  one  to  another.  Did  not. our  heart  bmm 
within  us,  while  he  tallied  with  us  by  the  way,  and  urtiile  be 
opened  to  us  the  acriptwiasi 

33  And  they,  rose  tip  the  wne  hour,  and  returned  to  Je» 
nisslem,  and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them 
^lat  were  with  themj 

34  Saying,  The.Iriord  ii  nafBm'mde^,  and  hath  appeared 
to  Simon. 

35  And  they  told  what  things  were  done  in  the  M^ay,  and 
how  he  was  known  of  them  in  breakii^  of  bread. 

36  f  And  as  they  thus  spake,  Jesus  himself  stood  m  the 
midst  of  them,  and  saith  onto  them.  Peace  be  unto  you. 

37  But  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  aod  supposed 
fliat  they  had  seen  a  spirit. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them.  Why  are  ye  troubled?  and 
why  do  thoughts  arise  m  your  hearts  f 

39  Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself: 
handle  me,  aod  see;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones, 
as  ye  see  me  have. 

40  And  when  he  had  thus  spokcn>  he  diewed  them  iis 
bandb  and  hU  feet. 

41  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  won* 
dered^  he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  here  any  meat^ 

42  And

42  And  ihej  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  £aAt,  aild  of  an 
honey-comb. 

43  And  he  took  it,  and  did  e^t  before  them. 

44  And  he  said  unto  them^  These  are  the  ^irofdsVhich 
I  spake  unto  you^  while  I  was  yet  with  you^  that  all  tfatngi 
must  be  fulfilled  which  were  written  in  the  law  of  Mo^es, 
and  fn  the  prophets,  and  in  the  psebns,  concferfmig  me. 

45  Then  opened  he  their  understandmg,  diatthey  might 
understand  the  scriptures, 

46  And  said  unto  them.  Thus  it  is  writteh,  and  thtts  It 
behoved  Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  th^  fiiird 
day: 

47  And  that  repentance  and  ren&sion  of  sins  should  be 
preached  in  his  name  among  all  nations,  begitlnhig  at  Jeru- 
salem. 

48  And  ye  are  witnesses  of  these  things. 

49  And,  behold,  I  send  the  promise  of  my  Father  t^ppn 
you :  but  tarry  ye  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  euh 
dued  with  power  from  on  high. 

50  %  And  he  led  them  out  as  far  aA  tO  Bethany,  aUd  he 
lift  up  his  hands,  and  blessed  them. 

51  And  it  came  to  pass,  ^hile  he  blessed  them,  he  was 
parted  from  them,  and  carried  up  into  heaven. 

52  And  they  wor8hij:q[>ed  him,  and  returned  to  Jerusadem 
with  great  joy : 

53  And  were  continually  ia  the  temple  praising  and  blea^ 
sing  Godk    Amen. 
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The  Gospel  according  to  St,  JOHN. 

CHAP.  IV. 

1  Chriii  talketh  with  a  woman  of  Samaria.    ^  Hh  di$^ 

ciples  marvel.    31  Chri$f$  zeal  for  God*s  glory.    43  He 

departeth  into  Galilee,  and  healeth  the  ruler's  son.  * 

T^HEN  the   Lord  knew  how  the  Pharisees  had  heard 

that  Jesus  made  and  baptized  more  disciples  than  John, 

2  (Though  Jesus  himself  baptized  m)t>  but  his  cUsCiples) 

B  b  4  3  He 
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3  He  left  Judea^  and  departed  again  into  Galilee. 

4  And  he  must  needs  go  through  Samaria. 

5  Then  Cometh  he  to  a  city,  of  Samaria^,  which  is  called 
Sydiar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Jacob  gave  to  hit 
^u  Joseph. 

6  Now  Jacob's  well  was  there.    Jesus  therefore  beii^  - 
wearied  with  his  journey^  sat  thus  on  the  well :  and  it  was 
about  the  sixth  hour. 

7  There  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water: 
Jesus  saith  unto  ber.  Give  mp  to  driniu 

8  (For  his  disciples  were  gone  away  unto  the  city  to  buy 
meat.) 

9  Then  saitfa  the  woman  of  Samaria  unto  him.  How  is 
it  that  thouj  being  a  JeWj  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a  wo- 
man of  Samaria f  For  the  Jews  have  no  dealings  with  the 
Samaritans. 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her>  If  thou  knewest  the 
gift  of  God^  and  whp  it  is  that  saith  to  thee.  Give  me  to 
drink;  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of  him^  and  he  would  have 
^ven  thee  living  water. 

1 1  The  woman  saith  unto  him^  Sir,  thou  bast  nothing  to 
draw  with,  and  the  well  is  deep :  from  whence  then  hast 
thou  that  liviug  water? 

19.  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  which  g^ve 
us  the  well,  and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his  children,  and 
his  cattle?  » 

13  Jesus  answered  and^aid  unto  her.  Whosoever  driuketb 
of  this  water  shall  thirst  agaii^: 

14  But  whosoever  drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shaU  give 
him^  shall  never  thirst;  but  the  Mater  that  I  shall  give  him^ 
shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water  sprbging  up  into  everlasting 
life. 

15  The  woman  saith  unto  him.  Sir,  Give  me  this  water;, 
that  )  thirst  not,  li^ither  come  hither  to  draw. 

16  Je^us  saith  unto  her.  Go,  (^  thy  husb^md,  and  come 
hither. 

17  The  woman  answered  and  said,  I  have  no  husband. 
Jesus  said  fintoher.  Thou  hast  weU  said,  I  hav^  no  hi|^nd : 

18  For 
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18  For  thou  hast  had  five  husbands,  and  he  nvbom  dion 
now  hast  is  not  thy  husband;  in«tliat*saidst  thou  truly. 

19  The  woman  saith  untp  him^  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thoa 
art  a  prophet. 

QO  Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain ;  and  ye  noL 
that  in  Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to  worship. 

21  Jesus  saith  mito  her.  Woman,  believe  me  die  hour 
comedi  when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at 
Jerusalem,  wordiip  the  Father. 

22  Ye  worship  ye  know  not  what:  we  know  what  wie 
worship :  for  salvation  is  of  the  Jews. 

23  But  the  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true 
worshippers  shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth: 
for  the  rather  seeketh  such  to  worship  him. 

24  God  is  a  Spirit:  and  they  that  worship  him,  most 
worship  him  in  spirit  and  in  tnith. 

26.  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  Messiaa 
cometh  which  is  called  Christ:  when  he  is  come,  he  will 
teU  us  all  things. 

26  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  he, 

27  f  And  upon  this  came  his  disciples,  and  marvelled 
that  he  talked  with  the  woman ;  yet  no  man  said.  What 
seekest  thouf  or,  why  talkest  thou  with  herf 

28  The  woman  then  left  her  water*pot,  and  went  her  way 
into  the  city, '  and  saith  to  the  men,  ^ 

29  Come,  see  a  man,  which  told  me  all. things  that  ever 
I  did:  is  not  this  the  Christ? 

SO  Then  they  went  out  of  the  city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  ^  In  the  mean  while  his  disciples  prayed  him,  saying. 
Master,  eat. 

32  But  he  said  unto  them,  1  have  meat  to  eat  thatya 
know  not  of. 

33  Therefore  said  the  disciples  one  to  another.  Hath  aiiy 
man  brought  him  ou^ht  to  eat' 

34  Jesus  saith  tmto  them^  My  meat  is  to  do  the  v^ill  of 
him  that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work. 

36  Say  not  ye.  There  are  ^fX  fopr  months^  and  thtn 
Mmeth  harvest?  behold,  I  sa^  unto  you,  lift  up  your  eyes, 

and 
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«id  hok  on  the  fieldl;  for  they  are  tvhite  already  to  har^ 
vest. 

36  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages^  and  gatberetli 
fruit  unto  eternal  life:  that  both  he  that  soweth  and  he  that 
jpeapeth  may  rejoice  together. 

37  And  herein  ia  that  njii^  tme^  One  aowetbj  and  ano- 
ther reapeth. 

38  [  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no  la- 
bour: other  men  laboured,  and  ye  are  entered  into  their 
labours. 

39  And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed  on 
khDj  for  the  saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified.  He  told 
me  all  that  ever  I  did. 

40  So  whep  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto  him,  they 
besought  him  that  he  would  tarry  with  them :  and  he  abode 
there  two  days. 

'    41  And  many  more  believed,  because  of  his  own  word: 

4£  And  said  unto  the  woman.  Now  we  believe,  not  be* 
cause  of  thy  saying :  for  we  have  heard  him  ourselves,  and 
know  that  tliis  is  indeed   the  Christ,  the  Saviour   of  the 

world. 

43  f  Now  after  two  days  be  departed  thence,  and  went 
into  Galilee. 

44  For  Jesus  himself  testified,  that  a  prophet  hath  no 
honour  in  his  own  country. 

43  Then  when  he  was  come  into  Galilee,  the  Galileans 
received  him,  having  seen  all  the  things  that  he  did  at  Jeru- 
salem at  the  feast :  for  they  also  went  unto  the  feast. 

46  So  Jesus  came  again  into  Caea  of  Galifee,  where  he 
made  the  water  wine.  And  there  M'as  a  certain  nobleman, 
whose  son  M'as  sick  at  Capernaum. 

47  When  he  heard  that  Je&us  was  come  out  of  Judea 
into  Galilee,  be  went  unto  him,  and  besoi^ht  him,  tliat  he 
would  come  down,  and  heal  his  son:  for  be  was  at  the 
point  of  death. 

48  Then  said  Jesus  unto  httn,  Exeepi  ye  see  signs  and 
wonders,  ye  will  not  bdieve. 

49  The 
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49  Tlie  nobleman  saith  unto  him^  Sir,  come  down  ere 
my  child  die. 

50  Jesus  saith  unto  hini«  Go  thy  ^vay;  thy  son  liveth. 
And  the  man  believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  said  unto  him, 
and  he  went  his  way. 

51  And  as  he  was  now  going  down^  his  smants  met 
him,  and  toM^Atm,  saying.  Thy  son  liveth. 

52  Then  enquired  he  of  tliem  the  hour  when  he  began 
to  amend.  And  they  said  unto  bim.  Yesterday,  at  the 
seventh  hour,  the  fever  left  him* 

53  So  the  fether  knew  thattV  was  at  die  same  hour  in  the 
which  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thy  sou  liveth:  and  himself 
believed,  and  hb  whole  house. 

54  This  is  again  the  second  miracle  that  J&sua&d  whea 
he  was  come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee. 

CHAP.  V.  . 

1  Jesus  on  the  sabbathrday  cureth  him  that  was  diseased 

eight  and  thirty  years.     10  The  Jews  cavil,  and  persecute 

him  for  it. 

A  FTER  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews ;  and  Jesus 

went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem  by  the  sheep^market  a'^oot, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda,  having  five 
porches. 

3  In  these  lay  a  great  multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind, 
bait,  withered,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water! 

4  For  an  angel  went  down  at  a  certain  season  into  the 
pool,  and  troubled  the  water:  whosoever  then  first  after  the 
troubling  of  the  vrate^  stepped  in,  was  made  whole  of  what* 
soever  disease  he  had. 

5  And  a  certain  man  was  there,  which  had  an  infirmity 
thirty  and  eight  years. 

6  When  Jesus  saw  him  lie,  and  knew  that  he  had  been 
now  a  long  time  in  that  case,  he  saith  unto  him.  Wilt  thou 
be  made  whole? 

7  The  impotent  man  answered  him.  Sir,  I  have  no  man, 
when  the  water  is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool :  but 
while  I  am  coming,  another  steppeth  down  before  me. 

8  Jesus 
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8  JesoB  saith  unto  hixn^  Rise^  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

9  And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took 
up  his  bed  and  i^alked:  and  on  .the  same  day  was  the  sab- 
bath. 

10'^  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was  cured^ 
It  is  the  sabbadi-day:  it  is  not  lawful  Wtbee  to 'carry  My 
bed. 

* 

11  He  answered  theni.  He  that  made  me  whole,  the 
same  said  Unto  me.  Take  up  thy  bod  and  walk. 

12  Then  asked  they  him.  What  man  is  that  which  said 
onto  thee.  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk? 

13  And  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  who  it  was:  for 
Jesus  had  conveyed  himself  away,  a  multitude  btiug  in  that 
place. 

14  Afterward  Jesus  findeth  him  in  the  temple,  and  said 
unto  him.  Behold,  thou  art  made  whole :  sin  no  more,  lest 
a  worse  thing  corae  unto' thee. 

15  The  man  departed,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus 
which  had  made  him  whole. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and 
sought  to  slay  him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  the 
sabbath-day. 

)7  But  Jesus  answered  them^  My  Father  worketb  hither* 
to,  and  I  woik. 

18  Therefore  the  Jews  sought  the  more  tx)  kill  him,  be^ 
cause  he  had  not  only  broken  the  sabbath,  but  said  also  that 
God  was  his  Father,  making  himself  equal  with  God. 

ig  Then  answered  Jesus,  and  said  unto  them,*  Verily, 
yerily,  I  say  unto  you.  The  Son  can  do  nothing  of  himself, 
but  what  he  seeth  the  Father  do :  for  what  things  soever  he 
doeth,  these  also  doeth  the  Son  likewise. 

20  For  the  Father  loveth  the  Son,  aiid  sheweth  him  all 
things  that  himself  doeUi:  and  he  will  shew  him  greater 
irorks  than  these,  Ihat  ye  may  marvel- 

21  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up  the  dead,  and  quickeneth 
them;  even  so  the  Son  quickeneth  whom  h^  will: 

S2  For  the  Father  judgeth  no  manj  but  hath  committed 
all  jud^»t  unto  the  Son : 

23  Th«t 
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is  That  all  men  should  honour  the  Son/eveti  as  they 
honour  the  Father.  He  that  honoureth  not  the  Son^  honour- 
eth  not  the  Father  which  hath  sent  him. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  heareth  my 
word,  and  believeth  on  him  that  sent  itie,  hath  everlasting 
Lfe,  and  shall  not  come  into  condemnatioti,  but  is  passed 
from  death  unto  life. 

S5  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  The  hour  is  coming;, 
and  now  is,  when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of 
God :  and  they  that  hear  shall  live. 

26  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  himself,  so  hath  he  given 
to  the  Son  to  have  life  in  himself; 

27  And. hath  given  him  authority  to  execute  judgment 
also,  because  he  is  the  Son  of  man. 

28  Marvel  not  at  this:  for  the  hour  is  coming  intfie  which 
all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice, 

29  And  shall  come  forth;  they  that  have  done  good,  unto 
the  resurrection  of  life ;  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  unto 
the  resurrection  of  damnation. 

30  I  can  of  my  own  self  do  nothing :  as  I  hear,  I  judge : 
and  my  judgment  is  just;  because  I  seek  not  mine  own 
will,  but  the  will  of  the  Father  which  hati|  sent  me. 

31  If  I  bear  witness  of  myself,  my  witness  is  not  true. 

32  There  is  another  that  beareth  witness  of  me,  and  I 
know  that  the  witness  which  he  witnesseth  of  me  ia  true. 

33  Ye  sent  unto  John,  and  he  bare  witness  unto  the 
truth. 

34  But  I  receive  not  testimony  from  man:  but  these 
things  I  say  that  ye  might  be  saved. 

35  He  was  a  burning  and  a  shining  lig^t:  and  ye  were 
willing  for  a  season  to  rejoice  iii  his  light. 

S6  But  I  have  greater  witness  than  that  of  John:  for  the 
works  which  the  Father  hath  given  me  to  finish,  the  same 
works  that  I  do,  bear  witness  of  me,  that  the  Father  hath 
sent  me. 

37  And  the  Father  himself  which  hath  sent  me  hath  borne 
witness  of  me.  -  Ye  have  neither  heard  his  voice  at  any  time, 
nor  seen  his  shape. 

S3  And 
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58  AnA  ye  httre  not  h»  word  abiding  in  yon :  for  whom 
lie  hath  sent^  him  ye  believe  not 

39  Search  the  scriplorea;  for  in  Acm  ye  thvok  ye  have 
.  eternal  life:  and  th^  are  they  which  testify  of  me. 

40  And  ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye  might  have  life* 

41  I  receive  not  honour  from  men* 

42  But  I  know  youj  that  ye'  have  not  the  love  of  God  in 
you.  . 

43  I  am  •  come  in  my  Father^a  name^  and  ye  receive  me 
not:  if  another  shall  come  in  his  own  name,  him  ye  will 
receive. 

44  How  can  ye  believe,  which  receive  honour  one  of 
another,  and  seek  not  the  honour^  that  comeih  from  God 
only? 

45  Do  not  think  that  I  will  accuse  you  to  the  Father: 
there  is  one  that  accuseth  you,  even  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust. 

46  For  had  ye  believed  Moses,  ye  would  have  believed 
me:  for  he  wrote  of  me* 

47  But  if  ye  believe  not  his  writings,  how  shall  ye  believe 
my  words? 

CHAP.  XL 
1  Christ  raiseth  Lazarus.    47  The  priests  and  Pharisees 

gather  a  council  against  him, 
'^OW  a  certain  man  was  sick,  named  Lazarus,  of  Bethany, 
the  town  of  Mary  and  her  sister  Martha. 
S  (It  was  that  Mary  which  anointed  the  Lord  with  oint- 
ment, and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose  brother  Laza- 
fua  was  sick.) 

3  Therefore  his  sisters  sent  unto  him,  saying.  Lord,  be* 
hold,  he  vhom  thou  lovest  is  sick. 

4  When  Jesus  heard  that,  he  said.  That  sickness  is  not 
nnto  death,  but  for  the  glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  Grod 
might  be  glorified  thereby. 

5  Now  Jesus  loved  Martha,  and  her  sister,  and  Laaams. 

6  When  he  had  heard  therefore  that  he  was  sick,  he  abode 
two  days  still  in  the  same  place  where  he  was. 

7  Then  after  that  saith  he  to  Ais  disciples.  Let  us  go  into 
Judea  again. 
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8  His  di«eiplei  say  unto  him^  Master,  the  Jews  of  late 
sought  to  stone  thee;  and  goest  thou  thither  again? 

y  Jesus  answered.  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day? 
If  any  man  walk  in  the  day,  he  stumbieth  not,  because  he 
seeth  the  light  of  this  world. 

10  But  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  he  stumbieth,  because 
there  is  no  light  in  him. 

11  These  things  said  he:  and  lifter  that  he  saith  unto 
them.  Our  friend  Lazarus  sleepeth;  but  I  go  that  I  may 
awake  him  out  of  sleep. 

12  Then  said  his  disciples.  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he  shall 
do  well. 

13  Howbeit,  Jesus  spake  of  his  death:  but  they  thought 
that  he  had  spoken  of  taking  of  rest  in  sleep. 

14  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  plainly,  Lacarus  is  dead. 
\5  And  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  was  not  there,  to 

the  intent  ye  may  believe;  nevertheless,  let  us  go  unto  him. 

16  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  called  Didymus,  unto  his 
fellow  disciples,  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with  him. 

17  Then  when  Jesus  came,  he  found  that  he  had  lain  in 
the  grave  four  days  already. 

18  Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen 
fiirlonga  off: 

19  And  numy  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to 
comfort  them  concerning  their  brother. 

20  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as  she  heard  that  Jesus  was  com- 
ing, went  and  met  him :  but  Mary  sat  stiil  in  the  house. 

fil  Hien  said  Martha  unto  Jesus,  Lord,'  if  thou  hadst 
been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 

22  But  I  kuow  that  even  now,  whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask  of 
God,  God  will  give  it  thee. 

23  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Thy  brother  shall  rise  again. 

24  Martha  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again 
in  the  resurrection  at  the  last  day. 

25  Jesus  said  unto  her,  I  am  the  resurrection  and  the 
life :  be  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall 
he  live; 
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9S  And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  tne^  sliall  never 
die.     Believeist  thou  this? 

27  She  sailh  unto  him^  Yea^  ^Lord^  I  believe  that  thou 
ait  the  Christy  the  Son  of  God>  whi<ih  shall  come  into  the 
world. 

28  And  when  she  had  so  said^  «he  went  her  way^  and 
called  Mary  her  sister  secretly^  sayings  the  Master  is  comej 
and  calleth  for  thee. 

29  As  soon  as  she  heard  that,  she  rose  quickly^  and  came 
mitohim* 

SO  Now  Jesus  was  not  yet  come  into  the  town^  but  was 
in  that  place  where  Martha  met  him. 

si  The  Jews  then  which  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and 
comforted  her,  when  they  saw  Maty  that  she  rose  up  hastily ' 
and  went  out,  followed  her,  saying.  She  goeth  unto  the  grave 
to  weep  there. 

32  Then  when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus  was,  and  saw 
bim,  she  fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying  unto  him.  Lord,  if  thou 
badst  been  here>  my  brother  had  not  died. 

53  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews 
also  weep'uig  which  came  with  her^  he  groaned  in  the  spirit 
and  was  troubled, 

34  And  said.  Where  have  ye  laid  himf  They  said  unto 
him.  Lord,  come  and  see. 

35  Jesus  wept. 

86  Then  said  the  Jews,  Behold,  how  he  loved  liim! 

37  And  some  of  them  said.  Could  not  this  man,  whicji 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  that  even  this  man 
should  not  have  died  ? 

38  Jesus  therefore  again  groanmg  in  himself,  cometh  to 
the  grave.     It  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it. 

39  Jesus  said.  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister 
of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  by  this  time  he 
stinketh :  for  he  hath  been  dead  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if 
thou  wouldest,  believe,  thou  shouldest  see  the^lory  of  Godf 

41  Then  they  took  away  the  stone  ^roin  the  place  wher« 
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this  dead  was  laid.    And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  8ald>' 
Father^  I  thank  thee  that  thou  haat  heard  me. 

42  And  I  knew  that  thou  hearest  me  always :  but  because 
of  the  people  which  stand  by  I  said  it,  that  they  may  believe 
that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

43  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken^  he  cried  with  a  loud 
Toice^  Lazarus^  come  forth. 

44  And  he  that  was  dead  came  forth^  bound  hand  and  foot 
with  grave*clothes :  and  his  face  was  bound  about  with  a  nap- 
kin.   Jesus  saith  unto  them^  Loose  him^  and  let  him  go. 

45  Then  many  of  the  Jews  which  came  to  Mary^  and  had 
seen  the  tjiings  which  Jesus  did^  believed  on  him. 

46  But  some  of  them  went  their  ways  to  the  Pharisees^  smd 
told  them  what  things  Jesus  had  done. 

47  f  Then  gathered  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  a 
council^  and  said^  What  do  we  f  for  this  man  doeth  many 
miracles. 

48  If  we  let  him  thus  alone^  all  men  will  believe  on  him : 
and  the  Romans  shall  come  and  take  away  both  our  place  and 
nation. 

49  And  one  of  them^  named  Caiaphas^  being  the  high  priest 
that  same  year^  said  imto  them^  Ye  know  nothing  at  all^ 

50  Nor  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us^  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish 
not. 

51  And  this  spake  he  not  of  himself:  but,  being  high 
priest  that  year,  he  prophesied  that  Jesus  should  die  for  that 
nation ; 

52  And  not  for  that  nation  only,  but  that  also  he  should 
gather  together  in  one  the  children  of  God  that  were  scattered 
abroad. 

53  Then  from  that  day  forth  they  took  counsel  together  for 
to  put  him  to  death. 

54  Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly  among  th« 
Jews ;  but  went  thence  unto  a  country  near  to  the  wilderness, 
into  a  ci^  called  Ephraim,  and  there  contmoed  with  hi^ 
disciples. 

55  And  the  Jews*  passover  was  nigh  at  hand :  and  many 
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weni  out  of  tbe  country  up  to  Jerusalem  befo/re  the  pasiover 
to  purify  tbemselyes. 

56  TheD  »omgbt  they  for  Jesus,  and  spakei  aaiong  them- 
mWfs,  9fi  they  atood  iq  the  temple.  What  think  ye,  that  he  will 
not  come  to  the  feast  i 

57  Now  li9th  th^cluef  priests  and  the  Pharisees  had  given 
a  commandment,  that  if  any  mau  knew  where  he  were,  he 
Aould  shew  iti  that  they  might  take  him. 

CHAP.  XIII. 
1  Jeiu$  wmmth  his  disciples  Jict,  aud  exhorteih  them  to  hu- 
mility w4  charity.    36  He  foreu:ameth  Peter  of  his 
denial.  . 

"VrQW  before  the  feast  of  the  pafisover,  when  Jesus  knew 
that  his  hour  was  come  that  he  should  depart  out  of  this 
y/foAd  unto  tlie  Father,  having  loved  his  own  which  were  in 
the  world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end. 

2  And  supper  being  ended,  the  devil  having  now  put 
into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot^  Simon  s  son,  to  betray 
kkoa: 

3  Jesus  knowing  that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  iata 
his  hands,  and  that  he  'was  come  from  God>  and  went  to 
God; 

4  He  riseth  from  supper,  and  laid  aside  his  garments ;  ^d 
look  a  towel  and  girded  himself. 

5  After  that  he  poureth  water  into  a  bason,  and  began  to 
wash  the  disciptes'feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel 
wherewith  he  was  girded. 

6  Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter :  and  Peter  said  unto 
him.  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet? 

7  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  What  I  do,  thou 
knowest  not  now ;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter. 

a  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet. 
Jesus  answered  him.  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part 
with  me. 

9  Simon  PiRter  aaith  unto  him,  Iiord,  not  my  feet  only,  but 
also  my  hands  and  ny  head. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  him.  He  that  is  washed  needeth  notaave 
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to  wash  kis  feetj  but  is  clean  every  whit :.  and  je  are  ckftn^ 
but  not  alL 

]  1  For  he  knew  who  should  betray  him ;  therefore  said  he^ 
Ye  are  not  all  clean. 

12  So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet^  a^d  had  taken  his 
garments^  and  was  set  down  again^  he  said  unto  them^  Know 
ye  what  I  have  done  to  you  f 

IS  Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord :  and  ye  say  wall ;  for  i^ 
I  am.  ^ 

14  If  I  then^^oiir  Lord  and  Master^  have  Mraahed  your 
£eet ;  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet 

15  For  I  have  given  you  an  example^  that  ye  dioidd  do  u 
I  have  done  to  you. 

16  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  Lord ;  neither  he  that  is  sent,  greater  than  he 
that  sent  him. 

17  If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

18  I  speak  not  of  you  all :  I  know  whom  I  have  chosen : 
but  that  the  scripture  may  be  fulfilled.  He  that  eateth  bread 
with  me  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against  me* 

19  Now  I  tell  you  before  it  come,  that  when  it  is  come  te 
pass^ye  may  believ#that  I  am  Ae. 

90  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  thatreceiveth  whom- 
soever I  send,  receiveth  me ;  and  he  that  receiveth  me^  re^ 
ceiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

£1  When  Jesus  had  thus  said,  he  was  troubled  in  spirit 
and  testified,  and  said.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you^  That  one 
of  you  shall  betray  me. 

22  Then  the  disciples  looked  one  on  another^  doubtii^  of 
whom  he  spake. 

£3  Now  there  was  leaning  on  Jesus'  bosom  one  of  his 
disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved. 

24  Simon  Peter  therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he  should 
ask  who  it  should  be  of  whom  he  spake. 

25  He  then  lying  on  Jesus'  breast  saith  unto  hjm,  Lordj 
who  is  it  ? 

« 

26  Jesus  answered.  He  it  is  to  whom  I  shall  give  a  sop 
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wh^n  I  have  dipped  it.    And  when  he  had  dipped  the  sop, 
he  gave  it  to  Judas  Iscariot^  the  son  of  Simon. 

27  And  after  the  sop  Satan  entered  into  him.  Hien  said 
Jesus  unto  him^  That  thou  doest^  do  quickly. 

28  Now  no  man  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent  he  spake 
this  unto  him. 

£9  For  some  of  them  thought^  because  Judas  had  the  bag> 
that  Jestis  had  said  unto  him^  Buy  those  things  that  we  have 
need  of  against  the  feast ;  or^  that  he  should  give  somethbg 
to  the  poor. 

30  He  then  having  received  the  sop^  went  imme<liately 
out :  and  it  was  night. 

31  Therefore  when  he  was  gone  out^  Jesus  said^  Now  is 
the  Son  of  man  glorified^  and  God  is  glorified  in  him. 

.S2  If  God  be  glorified  in  him^  God  shall  also  glorify  him 
in  himself^  and  shall  straightway  glorify  )iim. 

dd  little  children^  yet  a  little  while  I  am  with  you.  Ye 
shall  seek  me :  and^  as  I  said  unto  the  Jews^  Whither  I  go> 
ye  cannot  come ;  so  now  I  say  to  you. 

34  A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you.  That  ye  love 
one  another;  as  I  have  loved  you^  that  ye  also  love  one 
another.  • 

35  By  tliis  shall  all  nun  know  tliat  yc  arc  my  disciples^  if 
ye  have  love  one  to  another. 

36  f  Simon  Peter  said  unto  him^  Lord^  Whither  goest 
thou  i  Jesus  answered  him^  Whither  1  go^  thou  canst  not  fol- 
low me  now ;  but  thou  shalt  follow  me  afterwards. 

37  Peter  said  unto  him^  Lord,  Mhy  cannot  I  follow  thee 
now  I  I  will  lay  down  my  life  for  thy  sake. 

38  Jesus  answered  him^  Wilt  thou  lay  down  thy  life  for 
my  sake  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  The  cock  shall  not 
crow  till  thou  hast  denied  me  thrice. 

CHAP.  XIX. 
1  Christ  is  scourged,  croumcd  mth  thorns,  beaten,  and  cru* 
cified.    28  lie  dieth,   38  and  is  buried  by  Joseph  and 
Nicodemus* 
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'^PHEN  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  lY 
on  his  head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robe, 

3  And  said.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  And  they  smote  him 
tvith  their  hands. 

4  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  tbem^ 
Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find 
no  fault  in  him. 

5  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thoms, 
and  the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto  theqa.  Behold 
the  man ! 

6  When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  faim^ 
they  cried  out,  saying.  Crucify  him,  crucify  At/n.  Pilate  saifh 
unto  them.  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him :  for-  {'(iitd  no  feult 
in  him. 

7  The  Jews  answered  him.  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the  Son  of 
God. 

8  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the 
more  afraid ; 

9  And  went  again  into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith 
unto  Jesus,  whence  art  thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  an* 
swer. 

10  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto 
me  i  knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and 
have  power  to  release  thee  ? 

1 1  Jesus  answered,  Thoii  couldest  have  no  power  at  all 
against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above  :  therefore 
he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him:  but 
the  Jews  cried  out,  saying.  If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art 
not  Cesar's  friend :  whosoever  maketh  himself  a  King  speaketh 
against  Cesar. 

13  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat  in  a  place 
that  is  called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gab- 
batha^ 

14  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover^  and  about 
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the  sixtli  hour:  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jewa^  Behold  jour 
King! 

15  But  they  cried  out.  Away  with  him,  away  with  him. 
Crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  Shall  I  crucify  your 
KiogF   the  chief  priests  answered.    We  have  no  king  but 

Cesar. 

10  Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  crn- 

cified.    And  they  took  Jesus  and  led  him  away. 

*    17  And  he  bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called 

the  place  ef  a  Skull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  GoU 

,  gotha : 
«    18  Where  they  crucified  him,  and  t^o  others  with  him,  on 
either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 

19  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And 
the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH,  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS. 

m  This  title  then  read  many  of  the  Jews :  for  tbe  place 
where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  was 
written  in  Hebrew,  and  Ctreek,  and  Latin. 

21  vThen  said  tlie  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write 
not.  The  Kii^  of  the  Jews ;  but  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of 
die  Jews. 

22  Pilate  answered.  What  I  have  written,  I  have  written. 

23  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they,  had  crucified  Jesus,  took 
his  garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ;  and 
also  his  coat:  now  the  coat  was  \Wthoat  seam,  woven  firom 
Ihe  top  throaghout. 

24  They  said  therefore  among  themselves.  Let  us  not  rend 
it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be  r  that  the  scripture 
might  be  ftrifiUed,  which  saith.  They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots,  lliese  things 
therefore  the  soldiers  did. 

25  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesiis  his  mother,  and 
his  mother^s  sister,  Mary  the  rdfe  of  Cleophas,  and  Maiy 
Magdalene. 

26  When  Jesus  tlierefore  saw  his  mother,  arid  the  disciple 
standing  by  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  imto  his  mother.  Woman, 
Miold  thy  son ! 

6  27  Then 
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♦37  Then  saith  he  tD  the  disciple,  Bebol4  %  mother! 
And  Aom  that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his.  owp 
home. 

.28  f  After  this,  Jesus  knoiving  that  all  things  were^  now 
accomplished,  that  the  scripture  might  Ibe  fadfiUed^  saidl,  ][ 
thirst. '  ,    [ 

£9  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  AiU  of  vin^;ar :  and  they 
filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hy;ispp,  and  put 
it  to  his  mouth.

-    37  And  again  another  scripture  saitb,  iTb^y  ^^  \^^\  ^^ 
him  whom  thec^  pierced.  .<..:! 

.38^  And  after  4»is,  Joseph  of  Airimatbf^  (^ei^gva  dis- 
ciple of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  feaj;  pf  ^e  J^wa^)  be^ofight 
Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus.;  ^pd  Bilate 
gave  lum  leave.  He  came  therefore  and  took  the  ho^  of

unto  him,  We  alsd  go 'with  theei  They  went  forth^  and 
'leiitered  into  a  ship  ihnnediately ;  and  that  nigbr  they  caught 
nothing. 

c"^m  But  when  the  niortiingwa^  no W^  come,  Jc«u§  atoddon 
the  .shore  :  but  the  discit)les  knew  not  that  it  was  Jetufi. 
^^  '3'  Then  Jesus  saidi  unto  theii.  Children,  have  ye  any  meat? 
"Tliefy  answered  him.  No.'  i   •  . 

6'  And  he  said  unto  them.  Cast  the  net  on  the  right  ^de  of 
^^e4hip,^hd  ye  shall  <indv  TThey  caist  therefore^<c(nd  now  they 
were  not  able  td  di-^iv  it  for  the  multitude  ofiisKes. 
'^ '  7  1*heteforelhkt  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  saith  unto  Pe^ 
ter.  It  is  the  Lord.  Now  when  Simon  Peter  heard  that  it  was 
the  Ldtif,  lie  girt  Ais  fisher^s  coat  unto  him,  (for  hewas  naked,) 
'and  did  'ciuit  himself  ihto  the  sea. 

•  P"  Attd  theotJie^  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship;  (for  they 
were  riot  fhr  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  cubitsj 
dragging  the  net  with  fishes. 

'  *'  9  As  soon'  thpert  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire 
•of  eosds>  there, and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread. 

10  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye  hate 
'iadw  cstught. 

11  Simon 
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1 1  Simon  Peter  vfeni  up,  and  drew  the  net  to  land  ftdl  of 
great  ^shes^  an  hundred  and  fifty  and  three :  and  for  all  there 
uere  so  many^  yet  was  not  the  net  broken, 

IQ  Jesus  saith  unto  them^  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of 
.the  disciples  durst  ask  hini«  Who  art  thou?  knowing  that  it 
was  the  Lord. 

13  Jesus  then  cometh,  and  taketh  breads  and  giveth  them, 
and  tish  likewise. 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time  that  Jesus  shewed  himself  to 
bis  disciples  after  that  he  was  risen  from  the  dead. 

1 6  ^  So  when  they  had  dined^  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter^ 
Simou^  son  of  Jonas^  lovest  thou  me  more  than  these  i  He 
saith  unto  him^  Yea^  Lord ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He 
saith  unto  him^  Feed  my  lambs. 

16  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  tirae^  Simon,  son  of 
Jonas,  lovest  thou  mei  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord; 
thou  knpwest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  mj 
^beep. 

17  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jona^, 
lovest  thou  me  i  Peter  was  grieved  because  he  said  unto  him 
the  thiid  time,  Lovest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord^ 
thou  knowest  all  things ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  sheep. 

18  Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  thee.  When  thou  wast  young, 
^hou  girdedst  thyself^  and  walkedst  whither  thou  wouldest :  but 
when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and 
another  sl^ll  gird  tbiee,  md  carry  thee  whither  thou  wouldest 
not. 

19  This  spake  he^  signifying  by  what  death  he  should  glo- 
rify God.  And  when  he  had  spoken  this,  he  saith  unto  him^ 
Follow  me. 

20  ^  llien  Peter  turning  ^bout,  seeth  the  disciple  whom 
Jesus  loved  following^  which  also  leaned  on  bis  breast  at  sup- 
per, and  said,  }jord,  whiph  i^  he  that  betrayeth  thee  ? 

2\  Peter  seeing  him,  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what^aU 
this  man  do  i 

^2  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  if  \  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come, 
^nrhat  is  thaf  to  thee  i  follow  thou  me. 

23  Then 
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€5  Then  went  this  teyii^  abroad  attiotig  the  brethren^  that 
that  dbciple  should  not  die :  yeX  Jesus  said  not  imto  him. 
He  shall  not  die ;  but.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come^  what 
is  that  to  thee  ? 

24  This  is  the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things, 
and  wrote  these  things :  and  we  know  that  bis  testimony  is 
true. 

25  And  there  were  also  many  other  things  which  Jetes  did, 
the  which,  if  they  should  be  written  every  one,  I  suppose  that 
even  the  world  itself  could  not  contain  the  books  that  should 

« 

be  written.    Amen. 

The  ACTS  of  the  APOSTLES. 

CHAP.  I. 

1  A  repetition  of  patt  of  Chrisfe  hutoty.     1 5  Matthias 

chosen  into  the  epostleship. 

'Y^HE  former  treatise  have  I  made,  O  llicophilus,  of  all  that 
Jedus  began  both  to  do  and  to  teach, 

2  Until  the  da^  in  which  he  was  taken  up,  after  that  he 
through  the  Holy  Ghost  had  given  commandments  unto  the 
apostles  whom  he  had  chosen : 

3  To  whom  also  he  shewed  himself  alive  after  his  passion 
by  many  infallible  prodfs,  being  seen  of  them  forty  days, 
and  speaking  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

4  And  being  assembled  together  with  them,  commanded 
them  that  they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard 
of  me. 

5  For  John  truly  baptized  with  water ;  but  ye  shall  be  bap- 
tized with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence. 

6  When  they  therefore  were  come  together,  they  asked  of 
him,  saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again  die 
kingdom  to  Israel  f 

7  And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  tlie 
times  or  the  seasons^  which  the  Father  liath  put  in  his  own 
powei. 

8  Bqt 
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8  But  ye  shall  receive  pewer  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is 
come  upon  jou :  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in 
Jerusalein^  and  in  all  Judea^  and  in  Samaria^  and  unto  the  ut- 
termost part  of  the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while  they  be^ 
held^  he  was  taken  up ;  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their 
«ight. 

10  And  while  they  looked  stedfastly  toward  heaven^  as  he 
went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white  apparel  ;• 

1 1  Which  also  said^  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye 
gazing  up  into  heaven?  this  same  Jesus  which  is  taken  up  from 
you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  l&e  manner  as  ye  have  seen 
him  go  into  heaven. 

12  Then  returned  they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the  mount 
called  Olivetj  which  is  from  Jerusalem  a  sabbath-day's  jour- 
ney. 

IS  And  when  they  ^ere  come  in,  they  went  up  into  aa 
upper  room,  where  abode  both  Pete^,  and  Jajines,  and  Johnj 
and  Andrew,  Philip,  and  Thonlas,  Bartholomew,  and  Mat- 
thew, James  the  so7i  of  Alpheus,  and  Simon  Zeiotes,  and  Judas 
the  brother  of  James. 

14  These  all  continued  with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  sup- 
plication, with  tlie  women,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus^and 
with  his  brethren. 

15  ^  And  in  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the 
disciples,  and  said,  (the  number  of  the  names  together  were 
about  an  hundred  and  twenty,) 

16  Men  and  brethren,  this  scripture  must  needs  have  been 
fulfilled  which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  mouth  of  David  spake 
before  concerning  Judas^  which  was  guide  to  them  that  took 
Jesus. 

17  For  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had  obtained  part 
of  this  ministry. 

18  Now  this  man  purchased  a  field  with  the  reward  of 
iniquity ;  and  falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  liiidst^ 
and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out. 

.19  And  it  was  known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at  Jenisa^ 
)em^  insomuch  as  that  field  is  called  in  their  proper  tongpe^ 
Aceldama^  that  is  to  say^  The  field  of  bloo4. 

^  20  For 
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20  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  psalms^  Let  his  habita* 
tioB  be  desolate^  and  let  no  man  dwell  therein :  aud^  HLb  bbhop- 
rick  let  another  take. 

21  Wherefore  of  these  men  which  have  companied  with  us 
all  the  time  that  tlie  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  out  among  us^ 

22  Beginning  from  the  baptism  of  John^  unto  that  same 
day  that  he  was  taken  up  from  us^  must  one  be  ordained  to  be 
a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrection. 

23  And  they  appointed  two>  Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  surnamed  Justus^  and  Matthias. 

24  And  they  prayed  and  said^  Thou^  Lord,  which  knoweat 
the  hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether  of  these  two  thou  bast 
chosen, 

25  That  he  may  take  part  of  this  ministry  and  apostleship, 
from  which  Judas  by  transgression  fell,  that  he  might  go  to 
his  own  piace. 

26  And  they  gave  forth  their  lots ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon 
Matthias  ;  and  he  was  numbered  with  the  eleven  apostles. 

CHAP.  IL 
The   apostles  filled  uith   the   Holy  Ghost,  speak  diven 

languages.  * 
A  ND  when  the  day  of  PeQtecost  was  fully  ooin^>  they  were 
all  with  one  accord  ip  one  place. 
2  And  suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven  as  of  ^ 
rushing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  a]t  the  house  where  they 


werf)  sittmg. 


3  And  there  appeared  unto  them  cloven  tongues^  like  as  of 
fire^  and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them. 

4  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  began 
to  speak  with  other  tongues^  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance. 

5  And  there  were  dwelling  at  Jerusalem  Jews^  devout  men, 
0U(  of  every  nation  undet  heaven. 

6  Now  when  this  was  noised  abroad^  the  multitude  came 
together^  and  were  confounded,  becadse  that  every  man  heard 
them  speak  in  his  own  language, 

7  And  they  were  all  amuzed,  and  marvelled,  saying  one  to 
another.  Behold,  are  not  all  these  which  speuk  Galileans? 

8  And  how  he^r  we  every  mai)  in  our  ^^vu  tongue  whei*e'u^ 
we  were  born? 

0  P'^hi^ns, 
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9  Parthians^  and  Medes^  and  Elamltes^  and  the  dwellers 
in  Mesopotamia,  and  in  Judea,  and4n  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus^ 
ahd  Asia, 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  parts 
of  Libya  about  Cyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rcnne,  Jews  and 
Proselytes, 

11  Cretes  and  Arabians,  we.  do  hear  them  speak  in  our 
tongues  the  wonderful  works  of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  were  in  doubt,  saying 
one  to  another.  What  meaneth  this  i 

13  Others  mocking,  said.  These  men  are  fiiU  of  new  wine. 

14  But  Peter  standing  up  Avith  the  elevten,  lifted  up  his 
voice,  and  said  unto  them.  Ye  men  of  Judea,  and  all  ye  that 
dwell  at  Jerusalem,  be  this  ^own  unto  you,  and  hearkea  to 
my  words : 

1.5  For  these  are  not  drunken,  as  ye  suppose,  seeing  it  is 
but  the  third  hour  of  the  day. 

16  But  tliis  is  that  which  was  spoken  by  die  prophet  Joel; 

17  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days,  saith  God, 
I  will  pour  oat  of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh :  and  your  sons  and 
your  daughters  shall  prophesy,  and  your  young  men  shall  see 
visions,  and  your  old  men  shall  dream  dreams : 

18  And  on  my  servants  and  on  my  handmaidens  I  will 
pour  out  itt  those  days  of  my  spirit ;  and  they  shall  prophesy : 

19  And  I  will  shew  wonders  in  heaven  above,  and  signs  iu 
the  earth  beneath ;  blood,  and  fire,  and  vapour  of  smoke : 

£0  The  sun  shall  be  turned  into  darkness,  and  the  moon 
into  blood,  before  that  great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord 
come: 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  shall  call 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord  shiUl  be  saved. 

22  Ye  men  of  Israel,  hear  these  words ;  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth, a  man  approved  of  God  among  you  by  miracles,  and 
wouders,  and  signs,  which  God  did  by  him  in  the  midst  of 
you>  as  ye  yourselves  also  know : 

23  Him,  being  delivered  by  the  determinate  counsel  and 
foreknowledge  of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wicked  hands 
have  crucified  and  slain : 

£4  Whom 
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24  Whom  Go4  hath  raised  up,  having  loosed  the  pams 
of  death :  because  it  Svas  not  possible  that  be  sliould  be  holden 
of  it. 

25  For  David  spaaketh  concerning  him^  I  foresaw  the  Lord 
always  before  my  iace^  for  he  is  on  my  right  handj  that  I 
should  not  be  moved : 

26  Therefore  did  my  heart  rejoice,  and  my  tongue  was 
glad ;  moreover  also  my  flesh  shall  rest  in  hope : 

27  Because  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soi^  in  heB,  neither 
wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

28.  ThofL  hast  made  known  to  me  the  ways  of  life ;  thou 
abalt  make  me  fall  of  joy  with  thy  countenance. 

29  Men  and  brethren,  let  me  freely  speak  unto  you  of  the. 
patriarch  David,  that  he  is  both  dead  and  buried,  and  hi» 
sepulchre  is  with  us  unto  this  day. 

30  Therefore  being  a  prophet,  and  knowing  that  Grod 
had  sworn  with  an  oath  to  him,  that  of  the  fruit  of  hb  loins, 
according  to  the  fleshy  he  wotild  raise  up  Christ  to  sit  on  his 
throne; 

31  He  seeing  this /before,  spake  of  the  resurrection  of 
C3irist,  that  his  soul  was  not  left  heU,  neither  his  flesh  did  see 
corruption. 

32  This  Jesus  hath  God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are 
witnesses.  * 

33  Therefore  beii%  by  the  right  hand  of  God  exalted,  and 
having  received  of  the  Father  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
he  hath  shed  forth  this  which  ye  now  see  and  hear. 

34  For  David  is  not  ascended  into  the  heavens :  but  he 
saith  himself.  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  sit  thou  on  my 
right  hand, 

'  35  Until  I  make  thy  foes  thy  footstool. 

36  Therefore  let  all  the  house  of  Israel  know  assuredly, 
that  God  hath  made  thatsame  Jesus,  wh6m  ye  have  o-ucified, 
both  Lord  and  Christ. 

37  Now  when  they  heard  this,  they  were  pricked  in  their 
heart,  and  said  unto  Peter,  and  to  the  rest  of  the  apostles, 
Meo  and  brethren,  what  shall  Me  do  ? 

38  Th^  Peter  said  unto  them,  liepent,  and  be  baptized 

every 
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every  onq  of  you  in  the  naipe  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  r^ 
mission  of  sius^  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  tb«  Holj 
Ghost. 

39  For  the  promise  is  unto  you^  an^  lo  your  cbildrenj  said 
to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  l^ord  our  Qod  shall 
caU.  .  , 

40  And  with  many  other  words  did  be  .testify  and  exhort^ 
saying)  Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward  gentration. 

41  Tlien  they  that  gladly  received  his  word  were  bspti^ed: 
and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about  diree 
thoMsand  souls. 

42  And  they  continued  stedfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine 
and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

43  Aud  fear  came  upon  every  soul;  and  many  wondera 
and  signs  were  done  by  the  aposdes. 

44  And  all  that  believed  were  together^  and  had  all  tfaiags 
common ; 

45  And  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and  parted  them 
to  all  men,  as  every  man  had  need. 

46  And  they  continuing  daily  with  one  accord  in  the  temple, 
atud  breaking  bread  from  house  to  house^  did  eat  their  meat 
with  gladness  aud  singleness  of  heart, 

47  Praising  God>  and  having  fiaivour  with  all  the  people. 
And  the  Ijord  added  to  the  church  daily  jHich  as  should  be 
saved* 

CHAP.  III. 
\  Peter  and  John  restore  a  lame  man,  12  Oictibing  the  cure 

to  the  name  of  Jesus,  19  and  exhorting  to  repentance* 
*^OW  Peter  aud  John  went  up  together  into  the  temple  at 
the  hour  of  pray^>  being  the  ninth  hour. 

2  And  a  certain  man,  knaue  from  his  motheir'si  woo^b,  was 
curried,  VKhom  they  laid  daily  at  the  gate  of  the  temple  wUch 
is  called  Qpautiful,  to  ask  alms  of  them  that  eutiyed  into  tha 
temple ; 

3  ¥^10  seeing  Peter  wad  John  about  tQ  go  into  the  temple, 
asked  an  alms.  « 

4  And  Petec  fiutening  his  eyos  upou  him,  with  4ofan,stid, 
Look  on  us. 

^  And 
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5  And  he  gave  heed  unto  them>  expecting  to  teanre 
something  of  them. 

6  Then  Peter  fiaid^  Silver  and  gold  I  have  none ;  but  such 
as  I  have  give  I  thee :  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  N»* 
zaretb  rise  up  and  walk. 

7  And  he  took  him  bj  the  right  hand^  and  lifted  him  up ; 
and  immediately  his  feet  and  ancle  bones  received  strength. 

8  Ai^d  he  leaping  up  stood^  and  walked,  and  entered  with 
them  into  the  temple^  walkings  and  leaping,  and  praising 
God. 

9  And  all  the  people  saw  him  walking  and  praising  God : 

10  And  they  knew  that  it  was  he  which  sat  for  alms  at  tbe 
Beautiful  gate  of  the  temple :   and  thej   were  filled   with 

.  wonder  and  amazement  at  that  which  had  happened  unto 
him. 

1 1  And  as  the  lame  man  which  was  healed  held  Peter  and 
John^  all  the  people  ran  together  unto  them  in  the  porch  that 
is  called  SoIomon*s,  greatly  wondering. 

12  ^  And  when  Peter  saw  it,  he  answered  unto  the  people. 
Ye  men  of  Israel,  why  marvel  ye  at  this  i  or  why  look  ye  so 
earnestly  on  us,  as  though  by  our  own  power  or  holiness  we 
had  made  this  man  to  walk  f 

13  The  God  of  Abraham,  and  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  the 
God  of  our  ffltthers,  hath  glorified  his  Son  Jesus ;  whom  ye 
delivered  up,  and  denied  him  in  the  presence  of  Pilate,  when 
he  was  determined  to  let  him  go. 

14  But  ye  denied  the  Holy  One,  and  the  Just,  and  desired 
.a  murderer  to  be  granted  unto  you ; 

15  And  killed  the  prince  of  Life,  whom  God  bath  raised 
firom  the  dead ;  whereof  we  are  witnesses. 

16  And  his  name,  through  fiiith  in  his  name,  hath  made 
this  man  strong,  whom  ye  see  and  know :  yea,  the  faith  which 
is  by  him  hath  given  him  this  perfect  soundness  in  the  pre- 
sence of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I  wot  that  through  ignorance  ye 
Ad  it,  as  did  also  your  rulers. 

J  8  But  those  things  which  God  before  had  shewed  by  the 

xuouth 
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*  « 

lnoa(ti  of  all  hU  prophets,  that  Christ  Aonld  sttffer^  htf  hatti 
8o  fulfilled. 

19  ^  Repent  ye  therefore^  aad  he  converted^  thiit  your  sins 
may  be  blotted  out^  vfhiia  the  times  of  refreshing  shall  come 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord ; 

20  And  he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which  bdb^e  was 
preached  unto  you : 

21  Whom  the  heaven  mtist  receive  until  the  times  of  re* 
stitution  of  all  things,  which  God  hath  spoken  by  the  moudl 
of  all  hi^  holy  prophets  since  the  world  b^an« 

29,  For  Moses  truly  said  unto  the  fathers^  A  prophet  shdl 
the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you  of  your  brethren,  like 
unto  me ;  him  shall  ye  hear  in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall 
say  unto^ou. 

23  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  soul  which  will 
not  hear  that  prophet  shall  be  destroyed  from  among  the 
people. 

24  Yea,  and  all  the  prophets  from  Samuel,  and  those  thzt 
fd^low  after^  as  many  as  have  spoken,  have  likewise  foretold 
of  these  days. 

25  Ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets,  tnd  of  the  cov&« 
nant  which  God  made  with  our  fiithers,  saying  unto  Abra* 
ham.  And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be 
blessed. 

26  Unto  you  first,  God,  having  raised  up  his  Son  Jesus> 
sent  him  to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you  iGrom 
his  iniquities. 

CHAP-  IV. 
1  Ptter  and  John  impriaaned.    6  Their  defence.    IS  They 

are  threatened. 
A  ND  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests  and  the 
captain  of  the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees,  came  upoa 
them, 

2  Beii^  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached 
thn^ugh  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead. 

S  And  they  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in  hold  unto 
the  next  day :  for  it  was  now  eventide. 

4  Howbeit  many  of  them  which  heard  the  word  believed ; 
and  the  number  of  the  oien  was  about  five  thousand.

The  ACTS. 

5  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow^  that  their  rnlers^ 
and  elders,  and  sciibts, 

6  And  Annas  the  high  priest,  and  Caiaphas^  and  John, 
and  Alexander^  and  an  •  many  as  were  of  the  kindred  of  die 
high  priest,  were  gathered  together  at  Jerusalem. 

7  And  wlien  they  had  set  them  in  the  midst,  they  asked. 
By  what  power  or  by  what  name  have  ye  done  this  ? 

8  Then  Peter,  filled  wiili  the  Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them. 
Ye  nilera  of  the  people,  and  elders  of  Israel, 

g  If  we  this  day  be  examined  of  the  good  deed  done  to 
the  impotent  man,  by  what  means  he  is  made  whole ; 

10  Be  it  known  unto  you  all,  and  to  all  the  people  of 
Israel,  that  by  the  name  of  Jesiis  Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom 
ye  crucified,  vthom  (iod  raised  from  the  dead,  even  by  him 
doth  this*  roan  stand  here  before  you  whole. 

1 1  This  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at  nought  of  you  build- 
ers, which  is  bec6me  (he  head  of  the  comer. 

12  Neither  is  therd  salvation  in  any  other :  for  there  is 
tione  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby 

we  must  be  saved. 

1 3  %  Now  when  riiey  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter  and  John, 
and  perceived  that  tlu'y  wore  unlearned  and  ignorant  men, 
they  marvelled ;  and  tii<7  took  kiiowleci^e  of  them  that  they 
had  been  with  Jesus.  • 

14  And  beholditij^  the  man  which  was  healed  standing 
with  them,  they  could  sjiy  nothing  against  it. 

i5  But  when  they  had  commanded  them  to  go  aside  out  of 
the  council,  they  conferred  among  themselves, 

16  Saying,  Wlmt  shall  we  do  to  these  men  ?  for  that  in- 
deed a  notable  itilracle  hath  becni  done  by  them  is  manifest  to 
all  them  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem  ;  and  we  cannot  deny  tV. 

17  But  tiiat  it  spread  no  furliier  among  the  people.  Jet  us 
strailly  threaten  them,  that  they  "speak  henceforth  to  no  man 
in  this  name.  ' 

18  And  they  called  them,  and  commanded  them  not  to 
speak  at  all,  nor  teach  in  the  name  of  Jesus. 

19  But  Peter  and  John  answered  and  said  unto  them> 
Whether  it  be  right  in  the  sight  of  God  to  hearken.unto  yoii 
more  than  unto  God,  judge  ye.    ^ 

20  -For 
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20  For  we  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we  have 
Been  and  heard. 

21  So  when  they  had  further  threatened  them^  they  let 
them  go,  finding  nothing  how  they  might  punish  them^  be^ 
cause  of  the  people :  for  all  men  glorified  God  for  that  whidi 
was  done. 

22  For  the  man  was  above  forty  years  old  oh  whom  this 
miracle  of  healing  was  shewed. 

23  And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own  company, 
and  reported  all  that  the  chief  priests  and  elders  had  sud  unto 
them. 

24  And  when  they  heard  tliat,  they  lifted  up  their  Voice 
to  God  with  one  accord,  and  said;  Lord,  thou  art  God  which 
hast  made  heaven  and  earthy  and  the  sea^  and  all  that  in  them 
is: 

25  Who  by  the  mouth  of  thy  servant  David  hast  said. 
Why  did  the  heathen  rage,  and  the  people  imagine  vson 
things  ? 

26  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and  the  rulers  were 
gathered  together  against  the  Lord,  and  against  his  Christ. 

27  For  of  a  truth  against  thy  holy  child  Jesus  whom  thoU 
hast  anointed,  both  Herod  and  Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  G&^ 
tiles,  and  the  people  of  Israel,  were  gathered  together, 

28  For  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy  counsel  detef* 
mined  before  to  be  done. 

29  And  now.  Lord,  behold  their  threatenings :  and  grant 
unto  thy  servants  that  with  all  boldness  they  may  speak  thy 
word, 

30  By  stretching  forth  thine  hand  to  heal ;  and  that  signs 
and  wonders  may  be  done  by  the  name  of  thy  holy  child 
Jesus.  * 

31  And. when  they  had  prayed,  the  place  was  shaketa 
where  they  were  assembled  together ;  add  they  were  all  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spake  the  Word  of  God  with 
boldness. 

32  And  the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  Were  of  one 
heart  and  of  one  soul :  neither  said  any  of  them,  that  ought 
of  the  things  which  he  possessed  was  his'  own ;  but  they  had 
all  things  conunon.'  ' 

D  d  S  SS  And 
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33  And  with  great  power  gave  the  Apostles  witness  of  the 
resurrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus:  and  great  gmcf  was  upon 
them  all. 

34  Neither  %vas  there  any  among  them  that  lacked :  for 
as  many  as  were  possessors  of  lands  or  houses^  sold  them^  and 
bfought  the  prices  of  die  diings  that  were  sold> 

35  And  laid  them  down  at  the  apostles'  feet :  and  distri* 
bution  was  made  unto  every  man  according  as  he  had  need. 

36  And  Joscs,  who  oy  tiie  apostles  was  sumamed  Barna- 
bas^ (\(hich  is,  being  hiterpreted,  Tlie  son  of  consolation^)  a 
Levite,  and  of  the  country  of  Cyprus, 

S7  Having  land,  sold  it,  and  brought  the  money,  and  laid 
it  at  tlie  apostles'  feet. 

CHAP.  V. 
1  I'he  death  of  Atianias  and  Sapphlra.     17.  The  aposths 

imprisoned  again, .and  delivered. 
T)UT  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with  Sapphira.his 
wife,  sold  a  possession, 
2  And  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  his  wife  jdso  being 
privy  to  it,  and  brought  a  certain  part,  and  laid  iV  at  the 
apostles'  feet, 

.i  But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  .Satan  fiUed  thine 
heart  to  he  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back /art  of  Act 
price  of  the  land  ? 

4  Whiles  it  remained,  was  it  not  tliine.own?  and  after  it 
^as  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine  own  power  ?  why  hast  thou  con- 
ceived this  tiling  in  thine  heart  ?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men^ 
but  unto  God. 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  these  words  fell  down  and  gave 
up  the  ghost :  and  great  fear  came  on  all  them  that  heard  these 
things. 

6  And  the  young  men  arose,  wound  him  up,  and  carried 
him  out,  and  buried  him. 

7  And  it  was  about  the  space  of  three  hours  after^  when 
his  wife,  not  knowing  what  was  done,  came  in. 

8  And  Peter  answered  unto  her.  Tell  me  whetlier  ye  sold 
the  land  for  so  nmch  ?  And  she  said.  Yea,  for  so  much. 

9  Tlieu  Peter  said  unto  her,  how  is  it  that  ye  have  agreed 
iogetlicr  to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  die  Lord  ?  behold,  the  feet 

of 
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fftf  them  which  have  buryed  thy  hasband  are  at  the  door^  and 
diall  carry  thee  out. 

iO  Then  fell  she  down^  straightway  at  his  feet,  and  yielded 
up  the  ghost :  and  the  young  men  came  in  and  found  her 
dead^  and  carrying  her  forth,  buried  her  by  her  husband. 

1 1  And  great  fear  came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon  as 
many  as  heard  these  things. 

12  And  by  the.  hands  of  the  apostles  were  many  signs  and 
wonders  wrought  among  the  })eople ;  (and  they  were  ail  with 
one  ac&)rd  in  Solomon's  porch. 

13  And  of  the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself  to  them:  but 
die  people  magnified  them. 

14  And  believers  weie  the  more  added  tp  the  Lord,  muU 
titudes  both  of  men  and  women.) 

15  Insomuch  that  diey  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the 
streets,  and  laid  iheta  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the  least  the 
shadow  of  Peter  passing  by  might  overslmdow  some  of  them* 

16  Tliere  came  also  a  multitude  out  of  the  cities  round 
about  unto  Jerusalem,  bringing  sick  folks,  and  them  which 
were  vexed  ujth  unclean  spirits :  and  they  were  healed  every 
one. 

17  -^  Then  the  high  priest  rose  up,  and  all  they  that  were 
with  him,  (which  is  the  sect  of  the  Sadducees,)  and  were 
filled  with  ind^ation,   - 

'  18  And  laid  their  hands  on  the  aposdes,  and  put  them  in 
the  cpmmon  prison.  ^ 

19  But  the  angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  the  prison 
doors,  and  brought  them^  forth,  and  said, 

20  Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple  to  the  people  all  the 
words  of  this  life.  "" 

21  And  when  they  heardiAn^,  they  entered  into  the  temple 
early  in  the  mpming,  and  taught.  But  the  high  priest  came, 
and  .they  t)iat  were  with  him,  and  called  the  council  together, 
and  an  the  senate  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  sent  to  the 
prison  to  have  diem  brought. 

22  But  when  the  officers  came,  and  found  tliem  not  in  the 
prison,  they  returned,  and  told, 

£3  Saying,  the  prison  truly  found  we  shut  with  all  safety, 

P  d  3  and 
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wad  the  keepers  standing  without  before  the  doors :  but  when 
we  had  opened^  we  found  no  man  within. 

£4  Now  when  the  high  priest^  and  the  captain  of  the  temple^ 
•nd  the  chief  priestSj  heard  these  tilings^  they  doubted  of  them 
whereunto  this  would  grow. 

d5  Then  came  one  and  tcJd  them^  saying.  Behold,  the 
men  whom  ye  put  in  prison  are  standing  ia  the  temple^  and 
teaching  the  people. 

26  Then  wait  the  captain  with  the  officers^  and.  brought 
them  without  violence :  for  they  feared  the  people^  lest  they 
Aould  have  been  stoned. 

fi7  And  when  they  had  brou^t  them^  they  set  them  before 
the  council :  and  the  high  priest  asked  them, 

28  Saying,  did  we  not  straitly  command  you  that  ye  should 
aot  teach  in  this  name  ?  and,  behold,  ye  have  filled  Jerusa- 
iem  with  your  doctrine,  and  intend  to  bring  this  man's  blood 
upon  us. 

.  9S^  Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered  and  said. 
We  ought  to  obey*God  rather  than  man. 

30  The  God  of  our  lathers  raised  up  Jesus^  whom  ye  slew 
and  hanged  on  a  tree. 

31  Him  bath  God  exalted  with-  his  r^ht  hand^  to  be  a 
Prince  and  a  Saviour,  for  to  give  repentance  to  Israel,  and 
forgiveness  of  fins. 

32  And  we  are  his  witnefles  of  these  things ;  and  so  is  also 
the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given  to  them  that  obey 
^him 

33  When  they  heard  that,  they  were  cut  to  the  heart,  and 
took  counsel  to  slay  them. 

S4  Then  stood  *there  up  one  in  the  council,  a  Pharisee, 
named  Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of  the  law,  had  in  reputation 
among  all  the  people^  and  commanded  to  put  the  apostles 
forth  a  little  space ; 

35  And  said  unto  them.  Ye  men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to 
yourselves  what  ye  intend  to  do  as  touching  these  men. 

36  For  before  these  days  rose  up  Theudas,  boasting  himself 
to  be  somebody  j  to  whom  a  number  pf  men^  about  four  hun^ 
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dred^  joined  tliemselves  :  who  was  slain ;  and  all,  as  many  as 
obeyed  him,  were  scattered  and  brought  to  nought. 

37  After  this  man  rose  up  Judas,  of  Galilee  m  the  days 
of  die  taxing,  and  drew  away  mucii  people  after  him:  he 
also  perished ;  and  all,  even  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were 
dispersed. 

38  And  now  I  say  unto  you.  Refrain  from  tliese  men^  and 
let  them  alone  :  for  if  this  counsel  or  this  work  be  of  men^  it 
will  come  to  nought : 

39  But  if  it  be  of  God,  yc  cannot  overthrow  it;  lest  haply 
ye  be  found  even  to  iight  against  God. 

40  And  to  him  they  agreed  :  and  M'lien  they  had  called  the 
apostles,  and  beaten  them,  they  commanded  that  they  should 
not  speak  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  let  diem  go. 

41  And  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  council^ 
rejoicing  that  they  were  counted  wordiy  to  suffer  shame  for 
his  name. 

4£  And  daily  in  the  temfde,  and  in  every  house^  they  ceased 
not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus. 

CHAP.  VI. 

1  Deacons  chosen*    9  Stephen  false! if  accused  of  blasphemy. 

A  ND  in  those  days,  when  the  number  of  the  disciples  was 

muldplied,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of  die  Grecians 

Against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected  in 

the  daily  ministration. 

2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto 
them,  and  said.  It  is  not  reason  tliat  we  riiould  leave  the  word 
of  God,  and  serve  tables. 

3  Wherefore,  brethren,  look  yc  out  among  you  seven  men 
of  honest  report,  iiill  of  the  Holy  Ghoat^  and  wisdom^  whom 
we  may  appoint  over  this  business. 

4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer^  'and  to 
the  ministry  of  die  word. 

5  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  fnuldtude :  and  they 
chose  Stephen,  a  man-full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
Philip^  and  Prochorus,  and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Par- 
mcuas,  and  Nicolas,  a  proselyte  of  Autioch  : 

D  d  4       '  6  Whom 
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,    6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and  when  they  had 
pr^ed,  they  laid  thtir  hands  oo  them» 

7  And  the  word  of  Grod  increased ;  and  the  number  of  the 
disciples  multiidied  in  Jerusalem  gready ;  and  a  great  con^ 
paoy  of  the  priests  were  obedient  to  the  ikith, 

8  And  Stephen^  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  wondera 
and  miracles  among  the  people.         ' 

9  ^  Then  there  arose  certain  of  the  synagogue  which  is 
called  The  synagogue  of  the  libertines^  and  Cyrenians,  and 
Alexandrians^  and  of  them  of  Cilicia,  and  of  Asia,  disputing 
with  Stephen. 

10  And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the 
q>irit  by  which  he  spake. 

1 1  Then  they  suborned  men,  which  said.  We  have  heard 
faim  speak  blasphemous  words  against  Moses,  and  against 

God» 

12  And  they  stirred  up  the  people^  and  the  elders,  and  the 

tribes,  and  came  upon  him,  and  cau^t  him,  and  brought 
him  to  the  council, 

13  And  set  up  false  witnesses,  which  said.  This  man  ceaseth 
not  to  speak  blasphemous  words  against  this  holy  place  aqd 
the  law ; 

14  For  we  have  heard  him  say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
shall  destroy  tliis  place^  and  shuU  chunge  tlie  customs  which 
Moses  delivered  us. 

15  And  all  that  sat  in  the  councilj  looking  stedfastly  09 
bim^  jBaw  his  face  as  it  had  been  the  iace  of  an  angel. 

CHAP.   Vll. 
I  Stephen  answereth  to  hit  accusation*    54  They  stone  him 

to  deaths 
npHEN  said  the  high  priest.  Are  these  things  so? 
'^    S  And  he  wd,  M^n,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hearken ; 
The  God  of  gloiy  aj^eared  unto  our  father  Abraham  when  be 
was  in  Mesopotamia>  before  he  dwelt  in  Charran, 

3  And  said  nnto  him>  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country,  and 
frotn  thy  kindred,  and  come  intp  the  Ipnd  which  I  shall  shew 

4  Th^P  »un«  he  out  of  tkt  land  pf  the  Quldefins,  and 
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IJwek  in  Cbarran :  and  from  thence,  when  bis  fiitfaer  was  dead, 
he  removed  him  into  this  land  wherein  ye  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  none  inheritance  in  it>  no  not  90  mu4:k 
as  to  set  his  foot  on ;  yet  he  promised  that  he  would  giye  it  to 
him  for  a  possession^  and  to  his  seed  after  bim,  when  as  yet 
he  had  no  child. 

6  And  God  spake  on  this  wise.  That  his  seed  should  so* 
joum  in  a  sti-ange  land ;  and  that  they  should  bring  them  into 
bondage,  and  intreat  them  evil  four  hundred  years. 

7  And  the  nation  to  whom  they  shall  be  in  bonds^,  will 
J  judge^  said  God :  and  after  that  shall  they  come  forth^  end 
serve  me  in  this  place. 

8  And  he  gave  him  the  covenant  of  circumcision :  and  so 
Abraham  begat  Isaac,  and  circumcised  him  the  eighth  dayj 
and  Isaac  begat  Jacob;  and  Jacob  begat  the  twelve  patriarchs* 

9  And  the  patriarchs,  moved  with  envy,  sold  Joseph  into 
Egypt :  but  God  was  with  him, 

10  And  delivered  him  out  of  all  his  afflictions,  and  gave 
him  favour  atid  wisdom  in  the  sight  of  Pharaoh  kii^  of 
Egypt ;  and  he  made  him  gpvemor  over  Egypt  and  adl  his 
bouse. 

1 1  Now  there  came  a  dearth  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt 
and  Chanaan,  and  great  affliction :  and  our  fathers  found  no 
sustenance. 

12  But  when  Jacob  heard  that  the;re  was  corn  in  ^gjpt, 
Jbe  sent  out  our  fathers  first. 

13  And  at  the  second  time  Joseph  was  made  known  to  his 
brethren ,  and  Joseph  s  kindred  was  made  known  onto  Ph4- 
laoh. 

14  Then  seAt^  Joseph,  and  called  his  father  Jacob  to  Idm, 
And  all  hia  kindred,  threescore  and  fifteen  souls. 

:  15  So  Jacob  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  died,  he  and  our 
fathfsrs, 

16  And  were  carried  over  into  Sychem,  and  laid  in  the 
sepulchre  that  Abraliam  bought  for  a  sum  of  money  of  the 
/ons  of  Enotmor,  the  father  of  Sychem. 

}J  jBvt  nvhen  the  time  of  the  promise  drew  nigh  which 

God 
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God  had  sworn  to  Abraham,  ^e  people  grew  and  molti- 
plied  in  Egypt, 

19  Till  another  king  arose,  which  knew  not  Joseph. 

19  The  aame  d^lt  subtilly  with  our  kindred,  and  evil  en* 
treated  our  fathers,  so  that  they  cast  out  their  young  cliildren, 
to  the  end  they  might  not  live. 

QO  In  which  time  Moses  was  bom,  and  was  exceeding  fair, 
and  nourished  up  in  his  father's  house  three  months : 

£1  And  when  he  was  ca^t  out,  Pharaoh's  daughter  took 
him  up,  and  nourished  him  for  her  own  son. 

22  And  Moses  was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  Eg}  p- 
tians,  and  was  mighty  in  words  and  in  deeds. 

23  And  when  he  was  full  forty  years  old,  it  came  into  his 
heart  to  visit  his  brethren  the  children  of  Israel. 

24  And  seeing  one  qf  them  suffer  wrong,  he  defended 
Aim,  and  avenged  him  that  was  oppressed,  and  smote  the 
Egyptian  : 

25  For  he  supposed  his  brethren  would  have  understood 
how  that  God  by  his  hand  would  deliver  them  :  but  they  un* 
derstood  not. 

26  And  the  next  day  he  shewed  himself  iinto  them  as  they 
strove,  and  would  have  set  them  at  One  again,  saying,  Sirs,  ye 
are  brethren  ;  why  do  ye  wrong  one  to  another  i 

27  But  he  that  did  his  neighbour  wrong  tlirust  him  ai%-ay, 
.  saying.  Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  over  us  f 

28  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou  didst  the  Egyptian  yestcr- 
day? 

29  Then  fled  Moses  at  this  saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in 
the  land  of  Madian,  where  he  begat  two  sons. 

SO  Aud  when  forty  years  were  expired,  there  appeared  to 
him  in  the  wilderness  of  mount  Sina,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  in 
a  flame  of  fire  in  a  bush. 

31  When  Moses  saw  tV,  he  wondered  at  the  sight :  and  as 
he  drew  near  to  behold  it,  the  voice  of  tlie  Lord  came  unto 
him, 

32  Saying,  I  am  the  God  of  thy  fathers,  the  God  of  Abra- 
ham, and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  Then 
Moses  trembled,  and  durst  not  behold- 

33  Then 


Tbe  ACTS. 

,  33  Then  said  the  Lord  to  him^  Put  off  thy  shoes  from  ' 
tidy  feet :  for  the  place  where  tliou  standest  i^  holy  ground. 

34  I  have  seen^  I  have  seen  the  afflictioo  of  my  people 
^'hich  is  in  Egypt,  and  I  have  heard  their  groaning,  and 
9nd  am  come  down  to  deliver  them*  And  now  come,  I  will 
send  thee  into  Egypt. 

35  This  Moses,  whom  they  refused,  saying.  Who  made 
thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  f  the  same  did  God  send  to  be  a 
ruler  and  a  deliverer  by  the  baud  of  the  angel  which  appeared 
to  him  in  the  bush. 

36  He  broi^ht  them  out,  after  that  he  had  shewed  won- 
ders and  signs  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  tlie  Ked  sea,  and 
in  die  wilderness  forty  years. 

37  This  is  that  Moses  which  said  unto  the  children  of 
Israel,  A  prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you 
of  your  brethren  like  unto  me ;  him  shall  ye  hear. 

38  Tills  is  he  that  was  in  the  church  in  the  wilderness 
with  the  angel  whidi  spake  to  him  in  the  mount  Sina,  and 
mth  our  fathers :  who  received  the  lively  oracles  to  give 
unto  us: 

'39  To  whom  our  fathers  would  not  obey,  but  thrust  him 
from  them,  and  in  their  hearts  turned  back  again  into  Egypt, 

40  Saying  unto  Aarou/  Make  us  gods  to  go  before  us: 
for  a$  for  this  Moses  which  brought  us  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  we  wot  not  what  is  become  of  him. 

41  And  they  made  a  calf  in  those  days,  and  offered  sa- 
crifice unto  the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the  works  of  their  own 
bands. 

42  Then  God  turned,  and  gave  them  up  to  worship  the 
host  of  heaven;  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  prophets, 
O  ye  house  of  hrael,  have  ye  offered  to  me  slain  beasts  and 
sacrifices  by  the  vpace  of  forty  years  in  the  wilderness  f 

43  Yea,  ye  took  up  tlie  tabernacle  of  Moloch,  and  the 
star  of  your  god  Remphan,  figures  which  ye  made  to  wor- 
^ship  them:  and  1  will  carry  you  away  beyond  Babylon. 

44  Our  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  witness  in  the 
wilderness,  as  he  had  appointed,  speakii^  unto  Moses  that 
lie  should  make  it  according  to  the  fashion  that  he  had  seen. 

45  Which 
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45  Which  also  our  fathers  that  came  after  brought  in 
with  Jesus  into  the  possession  of  the  Gentiles,  whom  God 
drave  out  before  the  face  of  our  fathers,  unto  the  days  oi 
David; 

46  Who  found  favour  before  God,  and  desired  to  find  a 
tabernacle  for  the  G.od  of  Jacob. 

47  But  Solomon  built  him  an  house. 

48  Howbeit  the  most  High  dwetleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands;  as  saidi  the  prophet, 

49  Heaven  is  my. throne,  and  earth  i$  my  footstool:  what 
liouse  will  ye  build  me  \  saith  the  Loid:  or  what  is  the  place 
of  my  rest  P' 

50  Hath  not  my  hand  made  all  these  tilings? 

51  Ye  stif&'necked,  and  uncircurocised  in  heart  and  ears, 
ye  do  always  resist  die  Holy  Ghost:  as  your  fathers  didy  so 
do  ye, 

52  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not  your  fethers  perse- 
cuted? and  they  have  slain  tliem  which  shewed  before  of  the 
coming  of  the  Ji|st  One;  of  whom  ye  have  been  now  the 
betrayers  and  murderers  i 

53  Who  have  received  the  law  by  tlie  disposition  of 
angels,  and  have  not  kept  it* 

54  %  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  were  cut  to  the 
heart>  and  they  gnashed  on  him  with  their  teeth. 

55  But  he,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  looked  up  stcd^ 
fiutly  into  heaven,  and  saw  the  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus 
atanding  on  the  right  hand  of  God, 

56  And  said.  Behold,  I  see  the  heavens  opened,  and  the 
Sou  of  man  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

57  l%en  they  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped 
their  ears,  and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord, 

58  And  cast  him  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  Hm:  and  the 
witnesses  laid  down  their  clothes  at  a  young  man*s  feet,  wliose 
name  was  Said. 

59  And  they  stoned  Stephen,  calling  upon  God,  and  say- 
ing;  Lord  Jesus,  receive  my  spirit. 

60  And  he  kneeled  down,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 

.    Lofd^ 
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Lord^  lay  not  this  sin  to  their  cliarge*   And  when  he  had  said 
tbis^  he  fell  asleep. 

CHAP.  VllL  ^ 
1  The  Church  planted  in  Samaria,    14  25  cor^rmed  by 
Peter  and  John,    26  Philip  sent  to  baptize  an  eunuch,  ■ 

_  * 

A  ND  Saul  was  consenting  unto  his  death.    And  at  that 

time  there  was  a  great  persecution  against  the  churdi 

which  was  at  Jerusalem ;  and  they  were  all  scattered  abroad 

throughout  the  regions  of  Judea  and  Samaria^  except  the 

apostles. 

12  And  devout  men  carried  Stephen  to  his  burial,  and  made 
great  lamentation  over  him. 

3  As  for  Saulj  he  made  havock  of  the  churchy  entering 
into  eveiy  house^  and  haling  men  and  women^  committed  Mem 
to  prison* 

4  Therefore  they  that  were  scattered  abroad  went  every 
vliere  preaching  the  word. 

.   5  Then  Philip  went  down  to  the  city  of  Samaria^  and 
preached  Christ  unto  them. 

6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave  heed  unto  those 
tilings  which  I'hilip  spake^  hearing  and  seeing  the  miracles 
which  he  did.  '^ 

7  For  unclean  spirits^  crying  with  a  loud  voice^  came  out 
of  many  that  were  possessed  with  them :  and  many  taken  with 
palsies,  and  that  were  lame,  were  healed. 

^  8  And  there  was  great  joy  in  that  city. 

9  But  there  was  a  certain  man  called  Simon,  which  before 
time  in  the  same  city  used  sorcery,  and  bewitched  the  people 
of  Samaria,  giving  out  that  himself  was  some  great  one : 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  heed  from  the  least*  to  the 
greatest,  saying.  This  man  is  the  great  power  of  God. 

1 1  And  to  him  they  had  regard,  because  that  of  long  time 
he  had  bewitched  them  with  sorceries. 

12  But  when  they  believed  Philip  preaching  the  things 
concerning  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  they  were  baptized  both  men  and  women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  believed  also;  and  when  he  was 

.    baptiaed^ 
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baptized^  tie  continued  with  Philip^  and  wondered^  heboid' 
iiig  the  miracles  and  signs  which  were  done. 

14  ^  Now  when  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
beard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God^  they  sent 
unto  Peter  and  John : 

15  Who,  when  they  were  come  down,  prayed  for  them 
that  they  might  receive  the  Holy  Ghost : 

16  For  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of  them :  only 
tiiey  were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

17  Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  received 
tho  Holy  Ghost.  ^     > 

18  And  when  Simon  saw  that  throifgh  laying  on  of  the 
a^ipsdes'  hands,  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given,  he  offered  them 
money, 

19  Saying,  Give  me  also  tliis  power,  that  on  whomso- 
ever I  lay  hands,  he  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

20  But  Peter  said  unto  him.  Thy  money  perish  with  thee^ 
because  thou  hast  thought  that  tlie  gift  of  God  may  be  pur- 
chased with. money. 

9.1  Tliou  hast  neither  part  nor  lot  in  this  matter;  for  thy 
heart  is  not  right  in  the  sight  of  God. 

22  Repent  therefore  of  this  thy  wickedness,  and  pray 
God,  if  perhaps  tlie  thought  of  thine  heart  may  be  forgiven 
thee. 

23  For  T  perceive  that  thou  art  in  the  gall  of  bitterness, 
and  in  the. bond  of, iniquity. 

24  Then  answered  Simon,  and  said.  Pray  ye  to  the  Lord 
for  me,  that  none  of  these  things  which  ye  have  spoken  come 
upon  me. 

9.5  And  they,  when  tht  y  had  testified  and  preached  the 
word  of  the  Lord^  retiuned  to  Jerusalem,  and  preached  the 
Gospel  in  many  villages  of  the  Samaritans. 

9.6  %  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  say- 
ing, Arise,  and  go  toward  the  south,  unto  the  way  that  goeth 
down  from  Jerusalem  untb  Gaza,  which  is  desert. 

27  And  he  arose  and  went :  and  behold,  a  man  of  Ethi- 
opia, an  eunuch  of  great  authority  under  Caudace,  queen  of 
5  the 
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the  Ethiopians^  >vho  had  the  charge  of  all  her  treasure^  and 
had  come  to  Jerusalem  for  to  worship^ 

QS  Was  returning^  and  sitting  in  liis  chariot  read  Esaias  the 
prophet. 

29  Then  the  Spirit  said  unto  Philip^  Go  near^  and  join 
thyself  to  this  chariot. 

30  And  Philip  ran  thither  to  him,  and  heard  him  r^ad  the 
prophet  EsaiaSj  and  said;,  Understandest  thou  what  thou 
revest  f 

3 1  And  he  said,  How  can  I^  except  some  man  should  guide 
me  i  and  he  desired  Philip  that  he  would  come  up  and  sit 
with  him. 

32  ^rhe  place  of  the  scripture  which  he  read  was  this^  He 
i\  as  led  as  a  sheep  to  the  slaughter ;  and  like  a  lamb  dumb 
before  his  shearer^  so  opened  he  not  his  mouth : 

S3-  In  his  humiliation  his  judgment  was  taken  away :  and 
who  shall  declare  his  generation  ?  for  his  life  is  taken  from 
(he  earth. 

34  And  the  eunuch  answered  Philip^  and  said^  I  pray  thee^ 
of  whom  speaketh  the  prophet  this  i  of  himself^  or  of  some 
other  man  ? 

35  Then  Philip  opened  his  mouthy  and  b^an  at  the  same 
scripture^  and  preached  unto  him  Jesus. 

S6  And  as  they  went  on  their  way,  they  came  unto  a  cer- 
tain water :  and  the  eunuch  said^  See,  here  is  water ;  what 
doth  hinder  me  to  be  baptized  f 

37  And  Philip  .said.  If  thou  believest  with  all  thine  heart, 
thou  mayest.  And  he  answered  and  said^  I  believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  son  of  God. 

38  And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to  stand  still :  and  they 
went  down  both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  eunuch ; 
and  he  baptized  him. 

39  And  when  they  were  come  up  out  of  the  water,  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  caught  away  Philip,  that  the  eunuch  saw 
him  no  more :  and  he  went  on  his  way  rejoicing. 

40  But  Philip  was  found  at  Azotus  :  and  passing  through, 
he  preached  ia  all  tlie  cities^  till  he  came  to  Cesarea. 

0 
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CHAP.  IX. 

1  Saut  going  towards  Damascm,  10  is  called  to  the  apoifle^ 
ship.  2&  The  Jews  lay  wait  for  him.  36  Tabitha  raised, 
A  ND  Saul  yet  breathing  out  threateuings  and  slaughter 
against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord,  ii'ent  unto  the  high 
priest, 

£  And  desired  of  hun  letters  to  Damascus  to  the  syna- 
gogues, that  if  he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were 
men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  Jerusa- 
lem. 

3  And  as  he  journeyed,  he  came  near  Damascus :  and  sud- 
denly  there  shined  rornid  about  him  a  light  from  heaven. 

4  And  he  fell  to  die  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto 
him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me  ? 

5  Anch  he  said,  who  art  thou.  Lord  f  And  the  Lord  said,  I 
am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest :  it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick 
i^inst  the  pricks. 

6  And  he  trembling  and  astonished,  said.  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do  ?  And  the  Lorci  said  unto  him.  Arise, 
and  go  iuto  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must 
do.  , 

7  And  the  men  which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speech- 
less, hearing  a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man. 

8  And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth ;  and  when  his  eyes  were 
opened,  he  saw  no  man :  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand,  and 
brought  him  into  Damascus. 

g  And  he  was  thiee  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat 
nor  drmk. 

.10  %  And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias;  and  to  him  said  the  Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias* 
And  he  said.  Behold,  I  am  here,  Lord. 

1 1  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
street  which  is  called  Straight,  and  enquire  in  the  bouse  of 
Judas  for  one  called  Saul  oT  Tarsus :  for,  behold^  he  pray* 
etfa, 

12  And  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias  com* 
ing  in,  and  putting  his  hand  on  him^  that  be  might  receive  his 
mgJtkU 
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13  Then  Ananias  answered^  Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many 
of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy  saints  at 
Jerusalem. 

14  And  here  he  hath  authority  from  the  chief  priests  to* 
bind  all  that  call  on  thy  name. 

15  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him^  Go  thy  way:  for  he  is  a 
chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  name  before  iheGentileSj 
and  kin*s,  and  the  childreu  of  Israel. 

16  Fur  I  will  shew  him  how  great  things  he  must  suffer 
for  my  name's  sake. 

17  And  Ananias  went  hb  way,  and  entered  into  the- 
house;  and  putting  his  hands  on  him,  said,  Br<>ther  Saul,  the 
Lord,  even  Jesus,  that  appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou' 
came^iit,  hath  sent  me,  that  thpu  mightest  receive  thy  s^ht, 
and  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  immediately  there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had 
^teen  scales  ^  and  he  received  sight  forthwith^  and  arose,  and 
was  baptized. 

19  And  when  he  had  received  meat,  he  was  strengthened. 
I'heu  was  Saul  certain  days  with  tlie  disciples  which  were 
at  Damascus. 

20  And  straightway  be  preached  Chriit  in  the  synagogues, 
that  he  is  the  Son  of  God. 

£  1  But  all  that  hcsird  nim  were  amazed,  and  said,  Is  not 
tliis  he  thai  destroyed  them  whieb  culled  on  this  name  in 
Jerusalem,  and  came  hither  for  that  intent,  that  he  miiht' 
bring  tlMsui  bound  unto  the  chief  priests? 

<22  But  ;^Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  and  coh- 
founded  the  Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that 
this  is  very  Christ. 

<i^  ^  And  after  that  many  days  were  fulfitted,  the  Jews 
took  counsel  to  kill  him : 

24  But  their  layii^  await  was  known  of  Saul.  And  they 
watche^i  ifae  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him. 

lb  Then  the  disciplt^s  took  him  by  night,  and  let  him 
do\m  by  the  wall  in  a  basket. 

1^6  And  when  Saul  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  assayed  to 
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ym  hi^jlBeif  te  tha  diaciple&i  but  tkej  isere  aH  afraid  of  him, 
amd  b^Uaved  not  that  ha  waa  a  diseiple. 

27  But  Barnabas  took  bim,  and  brought  Inm  to  tke  apns- 
1i^>  and  declared  unta  them  how  he  had  seen  the  Lord  in 
the  way,  and  that  he  bad  spoken  to  bim^  and  bow  he  had 
preached holdlg^at  Damaaciia  in<  the  name  of  Jesus. 

98  Aod  he  waa  wAl  them  coming  in  and  going  out  at 
Jerusalem. 

90  4ju):  he  spi^e  bohS^  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  disputed  against  the  Grecians :  but  they  went  about  to 

alflf  bin^. 

^0  Whifh  yi\»n  the,  bretbien  knew,  they  brought  him 
4owa  f^  C<^%rQSKi.  and  sent  kim  fortl^  to  Tarsus* 

31  Then  b^d.  the  isbifrchea  cest  throughout  all  Judea  and 
Galilee,  and  Samaria,  and.  were  edified;  and  walking  in  the 
i^i^  9f  the*  I/]ird,  aqd  io  the  comfort  of.  the  Holy  Ghost, 
iirere  n^ukiplied* 

82  %  And  it  came  to  pats,,  as  Peter  passed  throughout  all 
q^^ariprSf  he  cume  down  also  to  the  saiuta  which  dwelt  at 
^Mydda.       .       .  > 

33  And  there  he  found  a  certain  man  named  Eneas, 
wb^ch  h^,  h'^'p^  hia.  bed  eight  years,  and  was  sick  of. the 
palsy, 

34  Aod  ^\px  said  unto  him,  Eneas,  Jesus  Christ  maketh 
t^ee  whole:  ^irise^  and  make  thy  bed.  And.he  arose  imme- 
diately. 

'  35  And  all  that  divelt  in  Lydda  and  Saron  saw  him,  arid 
tnmedto  the  Lordf- 

.  36  \  Now.tbere  was.  at  Joppa,  a  certain  disciple  named 
Tabitha,  which  by  interpretation  is  called  Dorcas:  thi» 
woman  was  full  of  good  works,  and.  alms  deeds  \ihich  alie 
did, 

37  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  daya,  that  she  %Tas  sick 
and  died:  whom  when  they  hadi  waslusd,  they,  laid  her  in 
an  upper  cbambe^. 

3B  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda  was  nigh,  unto  Joppa,  and  the 
disciples  had  heard  that  Peter  was  there,,  they.  sent^unlOvhim 
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two  men^  datiring  him  that  he  would  not  delay  to  come  to 

them.

39  Then.  Peter  arose,  and  went  with  them.  When  he 
was  come,  they  Jbrought  him  into  the  upper  chamber :  anq 

.  aU  tlie  widows  stood  by  him,  weeping,  and  shewing  the  coats 
and  garments  which  Dorcas  made  uhijfe  she  was  with  them. 

40  But  Peter  put  them  all  forth,  and  k'neeledf  down  ana 
prayed;  and  turning  htm  to  the  b6dy,  saiidj^ Tabitlia,  a. isef 
And  she  opeiied  her  e^es :  and  when  she  saw  J^eter,  she  aat 
up.  .    ■   . 

41  And  he  gave  her  Ats  hand,  ainci  lifted!  her  lip?  and 
when  he  had  called  the  saints  and  widows,  he  presented  her 
alive. 

42  And  it  was  known  tnrougliout  aQ  Joppa;  and  manj 
believed  in  the  Lord«r 

43  And  it  came  to'  {>a8S,  ;tliat  he  tarried  many  days  in 
Joppa  with  one  Simon,  a  tanner.'    , 

CHAP.  X. 

1  Conielius  sendeth  Jor  Peter.    9  .^i^  vision!    $4    fTe 

preaihelh.     44  The  Holy  Ghost  falleth  on  the' hearers. 
n^UEHE  was  a  man  in  Ce^area  called  Cornelius,  a  centu* 
rioii  of  the  band  called  the  Italian  6iiW>     . 

2  A  devout  man,  and  one  that  feared  God  with 'all  his 
house,  which  gave  much  alms  to  the  people,  and  prayed  to 
(jod  ahvay.  ^ 

3  He  saw  in  a  vision  evidently  about  the  ninth  hour  oi  the 
day  an  angel  of  God  coming  in  to  him,  and'saymg  unto 
him,  Cornelius. 

4  And  when  he  looked  oh  him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said. 
What  is  it,  iJord  P  And  he  said  untb  him,  Thy  prayers  and 
tliine  alms  are  come  up  for  a  memorial  before  God. 

5  And  now  send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  foro/ie  Simon, 
whose  surname  is  Peter: 

(j  He  lodgeth  with  oile  Simon,  a  tamer,  whose  house  is  by 
tlie  sea  side:  he  shall  t^il  thee  what  thou  oughtc^t  to  dt>. 

7  And  when  the  angel  m  hie  h  spake  unto  CoVnehus  was 
departed,  he  called  two  of  his  houshc'ld  servuuts,  and  a  de- 
vout soldier  of  theiu  that  waited  on  him  continually:      - 
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8  And  \vhen  he  had  declared  all  these  things  unto  ik^in, 
he  sent  them  to  Joppa. 

9  ^  On  the  morrow  as  they  went  on  thtir  joiiwfcy,  and 
diew  ni^h  uato  the, city,  Peter  went  up  upcRthe  hou$e-top 
to  pray^  about  the  sixth  hour:  - 

10  And  he  became  very  hungry,  and  would  have  eateiv: 
but  while  they  made  ready  be  fell  into  a  tiT.ncc^ 

1 1  And  saw  heaven  opened,  and  a  certain  vessel  descend- 
ing unto  him,  as  it  had  been  a  great  sheet,  knit  at  the  four 
toniers,  and  let  down  to  the  earth : 

12  Wherein  were  all  manner  of  four-fooled  beasts  of  the 
earth,  ^d  wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things,  and  fowls  of  the 
air. 

15  And  there  came  a  voice  to  himy  Rise,  Peter;  kill  and 
eat." 

H  But  Peter  said.  Not  so.  Lord;  for  I  have  never  eaten 
iiny  thing  that  is  common  or  unclean. 

16  And  tha  voice  spake  unto  him  again  the  second  time, 
WJiat  Qod  hath  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common. 

1 6^ This  was  done  thrice:  and  ihe  ressel  was  received  up 
.  again  into  heaven.  , 

17  Now  while  Peter  doubted  in  himself  what  this  vision 
which  he  had  seen  should  mean,  behold,  the  men  which  were 
'sent  from  Cornelius  hud  made  eihjuiry  for  Simon*s  house, 
and  stood  before  the*gate, 

18  And  called,  and  asked  whether  Simon,  which  was  sur- 
named  Peter,  were  Iod<,ed  there? 

19' While  Peter  thought  on  the  vision,  the  Spirit  said 
unto  hin^^  £tholJ,  three  men  seek  thee.    ' 

<2(\  Arise  therefore,  and  get  thee  do%vn,  and  go  with 
them,  doubting  nothing:  for  I  have  sent  them. 

21  Then  Peter  went  down  to  the  men  which  were  sent 
unfo  him  from  C^^rnelius;  and  said,  Bt^hold,  1  am  he  whom 
ye  feek:  what  is  the  cau'^e  wherefr»re  }e  are  come? 
^  ^<J  And  ihcy  &aid,  Corneliiis  the  centurion,  a  just  man^ 
and  ^>rG  that  fearelli  God,. and  of  good  report  among  alt  th<2 
liilloo  of  the  Jews,  vas  warned  fro:n  (iod  by  an  holy  an^cl 
tottcKdlor  ihtt  iisio  hi.^  house,  and  to  lit'ur  words  of  ihce. 

And  cm 
the  morrow  Peter  went  kway  with  theiii,  aud  certain  bre- 
liireii  from  Joppa  accompanied  him.* 

124  And  the  morrow  after  they  entered  into  Cesarea.  And 
Corncliua  waited  for  thpm^  and  bad  called  together  his  kins-' 
men  and  near  friends, ' 

23  And  as  Peter  was  coming  in^,  Cornelius  met  him^  and 
fell  dawn  at  his  feet^  and  worshipped  him. 

20'  Hut  Peter  took  him  up^  saying,  stand  up;  I  myself 
al^o  am  a  man. 

^7  And  as  he  talked  with  him,  he  Went  in,  and  found 
many  that  were  come, together. 

'28  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  know  how  that  it  is  an 
unlawful  thing  for*  a  man  that  is  a  Jew  to  ke§p  company 
with,  or  couif5  unto  one  of  another  nation ;  but  God  hath 
shewed  me  that  I  should  not  call  any  man  common  or  un-' 
clean. 

29  Tlierefore  came  I  untoi/ou  wiUioul  gainsaying  as  sooa 
as  I  was  sent  for:  1  ask  therefoie  for  vyhat  LitcnL  ye  have

SO  And  Cornelius  said.  Four  days  ago  I  ^^1ls  fasting  until 
(his  hour;  aud  at  the  nihtli  hour  I  prayed  in  my  bouie,  audf 
behold,  ^  man  stood  before  me  ii|  bright  clothing, 

31  And  said,  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard,  and  dilne 
alitts  are  had  m  remembrance  in  the  sight  of  God. 

32  Send  therefore  to  Joppa,  and  ca)l  hither  Simon,  whose 
siirnaine  is  Peter ;  he  is  lodged  in  the  house  of  one  Simon, 
a  tanner,  by  the  sea  side :  who,  when  he  cometh/  shall  .speak 
unto  thee^ 

33  Immediately  therefore  I  sent  to  thee ;  and  thoii  hast 
well  done  that  thou  art  come*  Now  therefore  are  we  all 
here  present  beCore  God^  to  hear  all  things  that  are  com*' 
manded  thee  of  God. 

34  f  Then  Peter  opened  iis  mouth,  and  said.  Of  a  truth 
I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons  i 

35  But  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  hiin^  aiid  worked^ 
figbtepusnea^,  is  ac^pted  with  him, 
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56  Tlie  word  which  God  sent  imtp  the  jchildren  of  Isi^el^ 
preaching  peace  by  Je^ua  Qmst:  (he  is  Ijora  of  all:) 

87  That  wordj  I  say,  ye  know^  which  was  published 
throughout  ail  Jud^aj  and  began  from  Galilee^  after  th^ 
bapUsni  which  John  preached ; 

*"  ^  tlow  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  J  and  with  power :  who  went  about  doing  good^  and 
healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil ;  for  Go<^  was

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he.  did  both 
in  the  land  of  the  Jews  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew 
and  hanged  on  a  tree: 

M>  Him  God  faised  up  the  third  day^  and  shewed  him 
openly; 

41  Not  to  all  the  people^  but  unto  witnesses  chosen  be- 
fore of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him 
after  he  rose  from  the  dead. 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and 
to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the 
judge  of  quick  and  dead* 

43  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness,  t|iat  through 
his  name  whosoever  believelh  in  him  shall  receive  remission 
of  Sins.

4B  And  he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in  the  namo 
of  the  Lord.    Then  prayed  they  him  to  tarry  certab  days.

Lord:  for  nothing  common  or 
unclean  hath  at  any  time  entered  into  my  mouth. 

9  But  the  voice  answered  me  again  from  haaven.  What 
God  hath  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common* 

10  And  this  was  done  three  times:  and  all  were  drawn 
up  again  into  lieaven.

!7  Forasmiich  then  as  God  gave  them  the  like  gift  as  he 
did  unto  US|  who  believed  on  tlte  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  what

18  When  they  heard  these  things^  they  held  their  peace, 
and  glorified  God,  saying,  Iben  hath  God  also  to  the  Gen* 
tiles  granted  repentance  onto  life.

2%  Then  tidings  of  these  things  canie  tmto  the  ears  of  the 
church  \\hich  was  in  Jerusalem:  aiid  they  sent  forth  Bama* 
bas,  that  he  should  go  as  far  as  Antioch. 

23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace^of  God, 
\vas  glad,  and  exhorted  them  all  that  with  purpose  of  heait 
they  would  cleave  unto  the  Lord. 

£4  For  he  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost^ 
^i:d  of  faith:  and  much  people  was  added  unto  the  Lord*

•    "29  Then  the  disciples,  every  man  according  to  his  abilitfy 

determined  to  -send  relief  unto  the  brethren  which  dwelt  in

SO  Which  also  they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  bj  the 
hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul* 

CHAP.  XII. 
1  Hirad  persecutetk  the  Christians.    SO  His  pride  and

^OW  about  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  fordr  Ais 
hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  church«

13  Ai|d  when  he  had  considered  tht:  thing,  he  eaaoe  to  the 
bouse  of  Mary  the  mother  of  John>  whose  surname  was 
Mark ;  where  many  were  galbered  together,  praying. 

1 3  And  as  Peter  liitocked  at  the  door  of  die  gate^  a  danist  I 
$ame  to  hearken,  named  Rhoda. 

14  And  when  she  knew  Peter's  voice,  she  opened  not  the 
gate  for  giladi^ess^  but  ran  b,  alid  told  how  Peter  stood  before 
tbe  gate. 

15  And  they  said  unto  her.  Thou  art  mad.  But  she  cob- 
Itantty  affirmed  tha^  it  was  even  so*  Then  ssad  they,  k  b 
hb  anget. 

.16  But  Pet^r  oontioted  knocking:  and  when  th^y  had 
opened  the  door,  and  saw  him,  they  were  astonished. 

17  Bttt  he  beck<NMng[  unto  them*  with  the  hand^to  hold 
their  pcate,  disciared  mito  tUem«botf  die  Lord  had* broogfat 
him  oul  of  the  prison.

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g  Then  Saul,  who  aT8(>  is  called  Paql,  filled  with  the  Holy

10  And  sairij  O  full  of  alt  subtilty  and  all  mischief^  thou 
child  uf  the  ^evil,  thou  enemy  of  all  righteousness,  wdi  thou

1 1  Akd  now,  behold*  the  hand  of  the  Lord  is  tipon-thee^ 
and  thou  sliatt  be  blind^  not  iieeing  the  sun  for  a  season.

44  ^  And  the  next  sabbath-day  came  almost  the  \yhole' 
city  together  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

45  But  when  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  theT  were  filled 
wilh'enVy,  and  spake  against  those  things  which  were  spoken 
by  Paul,  contradicting  and  blaspheming. 

46  Hien  Paul  and  Barnabas  w^xed  bold,  and  said.  It  was 
ffiecessary  jthat  dip  word  of  God  should  first  have  been  spoken 
to  you:  bur  seieitig  ye'ptit  it  from  you,  and  judge  yourselves 
unwordiy  of  eveiksting  life,  lb,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles. 

47  'Fbr  so  hadi  the  Lord  comraandeil  uJ,  sat/iug,  I  have 
set  thee  to  be  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  snouldest  be 
for  salvation  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

48  And  when  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  were  glad,  and' 
glorified  the  word  of  the  Lord :  and  as  many  as  were  or- 
darned  to  eternal  lite  believed. 

49  And  the  \yOrd  of  the  Lord  was  published  throughout 
all  ihe  regioov 

60  But 
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SO  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  tlie  devout  and  honourable 
v'omei),  and  ihe  chief  men  of  the  city,  aud  raised  persecutimt 
agaiost  Paul  and  Bamabaaj  and  e3ipelled  them  out  of  tbf  ir 
coasls. 

6 1  But  ibey  shook  o£f  the  duat  of  their  feet  against  them, 
and  came  unto  Iconium. 

.  52  And  the  disciples  were  filled  with  Joy,  and  ivitli  the 
Holy -Ghost.  ^ 

CHAP.  XIV. 
1  Pavl  and  Barnabas  are  perseckfed,    S  F/tul  hcafirtg  ir 

cripptr,  they  tfre  reputed  as  ^orfs.    1  §  Paul  is  stomiL   (2 1 

They  pass  ihj^ugh  divers  efutrehes,  and  r^tnm  to  Antioci. 
A  l^i)  it  came  to  pass  in  Icoinum^  thaf  titcj  wtut  both  to- 
gether into  the  sjraagogue-  oP  dte  Jcm  s,  and  so  spake, 
that  a  great  niuhitude  both  of  the  Jews  and  al^o  of  ihe 
Greeks  believed.    • 

Q,  But  the  unbelieving  Jews  stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  and 
made  tlieir  minds  evil  affected  atrainst  the  l>rciliren. 

S  Lon^  time  therefore  ab6ck  they  speaking  boldly*  in  tbcr 
Lord,  ^\hich  gave  testimony  unto  the  word  of  bis  gracc>  and 
granted  signs  and  wonders  to  be  done  by  their  hands. 

4  Btit  tlie  multitude  'of  the  city  was  divided :  and  part 
held  with  the  Jews^  and  part  with  theaposrtles. 

.5  A4ul  when  there  was  an  ass.uilt  made  both  of  the  Gen^ 
tiles^  and  also  of  the  Jews,  with  their  rultrs^  to  use  than  dt* 
spitefidty^  and  to  stone  tliem, 

(>  They  were  ware  of  it,  and  fle  J  unto  Lystra  and  Derbr, 
cities  of  Lycaonia^  and  unto  the  region  that  hcdi  round* 
about : 

7  Afld  there  they  preached  the  GosjicL 

8  ^  AwA  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  l.ystra>  impotent  in- his* 
feet;  beinga  crip[de  iiom  his  moliicr's  womb,  who  never  had 
walked : 

9  The  same  heard  Paul  spctik:  who  stcdfiistly  btholding 
him,  and  perc.ivin^  t<iat  be  ha.i  fauh  to  b^;  healed, 

10  Said-  wiiii  a  loud  voice>  btand  uprjght  on  thy  feet. 
And  he  lea[>ed  and  walked. 

*  1  i  A.;d  when  the  people  saw  what  Paul  had  done,  they 

lifted 
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lifted  op  their  roiceSj  saying  in  the  speech  of  Lycaonia^  The 
gods  are  come  down  to  as  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

i£  And  they  caUed  Barnabas,  Jupiter;  and  Paul,  Mercu^ 
ma,  because  he  was  th^  chief  speaker. 

13  Then  the  priest  of  Jupiter,  which  was  before  their  city, 
brought  oxen  and  garlands  unto  the  giites,  and  would  have 
done  sacrifice  with  the  people. 

14  Which  when  the  apo:>tles  Barnabas  and  Paid  heard  o^ 
thej  rent  their  cbthes,  and  ran  in  among  the  people,  cry- 
ing out, 

15  And  saying.  Sin,  ^'hy  do  ye  these  things?  we  also  are 
men  of  like  passionis  with  you,  and  preach  uuto  you  that  ye 
diould  turn  from  these  vanities  unto  the  living  God,  whidi 
made  heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sei^  and  all  things  that  are 
therein: 

16  Who  in  times  past  sufiered  all  nations  to  walk  in  their 
own  ways. 

17  Nevertheless  *he  left  ^  not  himself  without  witness,  in 
tliat  he  did  good,  and  gave  us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful 
seasons*  filling  our  hearts  with  food  and  gladness. 

]  8  And  with  these  sayings  scarce  restrained  they  the  people 
that  they  had  not  done  sacrifice  luto  them. 

19  %  And  theie  came  thither  certain  Jews  from  Antioch 
and  Iconium,  who  persuaded  the  people,  and  having  stoned 
Paul,  drew  him  out  of  the  city,  supposing  he  had  been  dead. 

20  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples  stood  round  about  him,  he 
rose  up,  and  came  into  the  city:  and  the  next  ddy  he  de|)arted 
with  Barnabas  to  Derbe. 

21  %  Aud  when  they  had  preached  the  Gospel  to  that  city, 
and  had  taught  many,  they  returned  again  to  Lystra,  and  to 
Iconium,  and  Antioch, 

22  Confirming  the  souls  of  the  disciples,  and  exhorting 
them  to  continue  in  the  faith,  and  that  we  must  through 
much  tribulation  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

23  And  when  'they  had  ordained  them  elders  in.  every 
church,  and  had  prayed  with  fastiitg,  they  ccriuhendtMl  them 
to  the  Lord,  on  whom  they  believed. 

24  And 
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24  And  after  they,  had  passed  throughout  Pisidia^'  they 
came  to  Pamphylia. 

25  And  when  they  liad  preached  the  word  in  Perga^  they 
went  down  into  Attalia : 

26  And  thence  sailed  to  Antioch^  from  whence  they  had 
been  recommended  to  the  grace  of  God  for  the  work  which 
they  fulfilled. 

27  And  when  they  were  come,  and  had  gathered  the  church 
together,  they  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done  with  them,  and 
how  he  had  opened  the  door  of  feith  unto  the  Gentiles. 

28  And  there  they  abode  long  time  with  the  disciples. 

CHAP.    XV. 
1  Dinension  about  .circumcision.     6  The  apostles  consult 
about  it,  22  and  send  their  determination  to  the  churches. 
36  Paul  and  Barnabas  contend j  and  part. 
A  ND  certain  men  which  pame  down  from  Judea  taught 
the  brethren,  and  said.  Except  ye  be  circumcised  after 
the  manner  of  Moses,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 

2  When  therefore  Paul  and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dissen- 
sion and  disputation  with  them,  they  determined  that  Paul 
and  BarnabaM,  and  certain  other  of  ,tkem,  should  go  up  to 
Jerusalem  unto  the  apostles  and  elders  about  this  question. 

3  And  being  brought  on  t,heir  Way  by  the  church,  they 
passed  through  Phenice  and  Samaria,  declaring  the  conver- 
sion of  the  Gentiles  :  and  they  caused  great  joy  unto  all  the 
brethren. 

4  And  when  they  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  re- 
ceived of  the  church  and  of'  the  apostles  and  elders,  and  they 
declared  all  things  that  God  had  done  with  them. 

5  But  there  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  tlie  Pharisees 
which  believed,  sayings  That  it  was  needful  to  circumcise 
them,  and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Mose^. 

6  ^  And  the  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter. 

7  And  when  there  had  been  much  disputing,  Peter  rose 
up,  and  said  unto  them.  Men  and  brethren,  ye  know  how 
that  a  good  while  ago  God  made  choice  among  us,  tbi^t  the 

F  f  Gentiles 
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Gentiles  by  my  mooth  shsU  hear  the  word  of  the  gospel^  aad 
believe. 

8  And  Ood^  which  knoweth  the  hearts^  bare  them  wit- 
ness,  ^ving  them  the  Holy  Ghosts  even  as  he  did  unto  us ; 

9  And  put  no  difference  between  us  and  them^  purifying 
their  hearts  by  iakh. ' 

10  Now  therefore^  why  tempt  ye  God^  to  put  a  yoke  upon 
the  neck  of  the  disciples^  which  neither  our  fathers  nor  we  were 
able  to  bear  i 

11  But  we  believe  that  through  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  we  shall  be  saved^  even  as  they. 

12  Then  all  the  multitude  kept  silence^  and~gave  audience 
to  Barnabas  and  Paul^  declaring  what  miracles  and  wonders 
God  had  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by  them. 

13  And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James  answered^ 
paying.  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me : 

14  Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  th^ 
Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name. 

-    15  And  to  this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is 
written, 

16  After  this  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  tabcr* 
nacle  of  David  which  b  fallen  down;  and  I  >vill  build  again 
Ae  ruins  thereof,  and  I  will  set  it  up :  ^ 

17  That  the  nesidue  of  men  noiight  seek  after  the  Lord,  and 
all  the  Gentiles  upon  whom  my  name  b  called,  saitb  the  Lord, 
who  doetb  all  these  things. 

18  Known  unto  God  are  alibis  works  from  the  beginning 
of  the  world. 

19  Wherefore  toy  sentence  is,  tfmt  we  trouble  not  them 
which  from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God : 

£0  But  that  we  write  unto  them,  that  they  abstain  from 
polfutions  of  idols,  and  from  fOmicatioUi  and  from  things 
strangled,  and /rom  blood. 

81  For  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him.  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbatii  day. 

22  ^  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles'  and  elders,  with  the 
whole  churchy  to  lien^  chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to 
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Antioch  with  Paml  and  Barnabas ;  namely,  Jiida»  surnatned 
Barsabas ;  and  Sila^ ;  chief  men  among  the  brethren : 

23  And  they  wrote  letters  by  them  after  this  manner  $  The 
apostles  and  elders^  and  brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the 
brethren  which  are  of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch  and  Syria,  and 
Cilicia: 

24  Forasmuch  as  we  have  heard  that  certain  which  went 
out  from  us  have  trouUed  you  with  words,  subverting  jour 
souls,  sayings  Ye  must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law :  to 
whom  we  gave  no  such  commandment : 

25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  assembled  with  one*  ac- 
cord, to  send  chosen  men  uuta  3'ou,  with  our  beloved  Bal-- 
nabas  and  Paul, 

26  Men  that  have  hazarded  their  lives  for  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas,  who  shall  also 
teU  jfdu  the  same  things  by  mouth. 

28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy  Qhost,  and  to  us,  to 
lay  upon  you  no  greater  bufden  than  these  necessary  things  J 

€9  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered  to  idols,  and  from 
blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from  fornication: 
from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  well.  Fare  ye 
well. 

30  So  when  they  were  dismissed,  they  came  to  Antioch : 
find  when  they  had  gathered  the  multitude  together,  they  de* 
livered  the  epistle : 

31  Which  when  they  had  read,  they  rejoiced  for  the  con- 
solation. 

32  And  Judas  and  Silas,  being  prophets  also  diemselves, 
exhorted  the  brethren^ with  many  wordij.  and  confirmed 
them. 

33  And  after  they  had  tarried  there  a  ^>ace,  they  were 
let  go  in  peace  from  the  brethren  unto  the  aposdes. 

<  34  Notwithstanding,  it  pleased  Silas  to  abide  there  sdl. 

36  Paul  also  and  Barnabas  continued  in  Antioch,  teach- 
ing and  preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord,  with  many  others 
also. 

36  %  And  some  days  after  Paul  said  unto  Baniabas,  Let 
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us  go  again  and  visit  our  brethren  in  every  city  where  we  have 
preached  the  iirord  of  the  Lord^  and  see  how  they  do. 

S7  And  Barnabas  determined  to  take  with  them  John, 
whose  surname  was  Mark. 

38  But  Paid  thought  not  good  to  take  him  with  thern^  who 
departed  from  them  from  Pamphylia^  and  went  not  with  them 
.to  the  work. 

3Q  And  the  contention  was  so  sharp  between  them,  that 
they  departed  asunder  one  from  the  other :  and  so  Banuibas 
took  Mark,  and  sailed  unto  Cyprus ; 

40  And  Paul  chose  Silas,  and  departed,  being  recom- 
mended by  the  brethren  unto  the  grace  of  God* 

41  And  he  went  through  Syria  and  Cilicia,  confirming 

the  churches. 

CHAP.   XVI. 
1  Paul  circumdseth  Timothj/,    14  conceritA  LySia,  l6 
casteth  out  a  spirit  of  divination,  19  u  imprisoned  tgfUh 
Silas,  95  and  rekased, 
^HEN  came  he  to  Derbe  and  Lystra:  and,  behold,  a 
certain  dificiple  was  there,  named  Timotheiis,  the  son  of 
a  certain  woqian  which  was  a  Jewess,  and  believed;  but  his 
father  wa^  a  Greek ; 

2  Which  was  well  reported  of  by  the  brethren  that  were  at 
lustra  and  Iconium* 

3  Him  would  Paul  have  to  go  forth  with  him  ;  and  took 
aud  circumcised  him  because  of  the  Jews  which  were  in 
those  quarters :  for  they  knew  all  that  his  father  iK-as  a 
Greek. 

4  And  as  they  went  through  the  cities  they  delivered  them 
the  decrees  for  to  keep  that  were  ordained  of  the  apostles  ^nd 
elders  which  were  at  Jerusalem. 

5  And  so  were  the  churches  established  in  the  laitb^  and 
increased  in  number  daily. 

6  Now  when  they  had  gone  throughout  Phrygia  and  tfa* 
region  of  Galatia,  and  were  forbidden  of  th^  Holy ''Ghost  to 
preach  the  word  in  Asia, 

7  After  they  were  come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  bto 
Bithynia :  but  the  Spirit  suffered  them  not* 
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8  And  they  passing  by  Mysia  came  down  to  Tfoas. 

9  And  a  vUion  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night ;  there  stood 
a  man  of  Macedonia,,  and  prayed  him^  sayii^^  Come  over 
auto  Macedonia,  and  help  us; 

10  And  after  he  had  seen  the  vision,  immediately  we  en- 
deavoured to  go  into  Macedonia,  assuredly  gathering  that 
tlie  Lord  had  called  us  for  to  preach  the  Gospel  unto  them. 

1 1  Therefore  loosing  from  Troas>  we  came  with  a  straight 
Course  to  Samothracia,  and  the  next  day  to  Neapolis; 

12  And  from  thence  to  Pfailippi,  which  is  the  chief  city 
of  that  part  of  Macedonia,  and  a  colony :  and  we  were  in 
tlmt  city  abiding  certain  days. 

13  And  on  the  sabbath  we  went  out  of  the  city  by  a  river 
side,  where  prayer  was  wont  to  be  made;  and  we  sat  down 
and  spake  unto  the  women  which  resorted  thither. 

14  ^  And  a  certain  woman  nikmed  Lydia,  a  seller  of 
purple,  of  the  city  of  Thyatira,  which  worshipped  CJod,  heard 
us :  whose  heart  the  Lord  opened,  that  she  attended  unto 
the  things  which  were  spoken  of  Paul. 

15  And  when  she  was  baptized^  and  her  houshold,  she  be>» 
sought  u$,  saying,  if  ye  have  judged  me  to  be  faithfiil  to  the 
Lord,  come  into  my  house,  and  abide  theret  And  she  con- 
strained us. 

16  f  And  it  camfe  to  pass,  as  we  tvent  to  prayer,  a  cer* 
tain  damsel  possessed  with  a  spirit  of  divination  met  us,  which 
lirought  her  masters  much  gain  by  soothsaying : 

17  The  same  followed  Paul  and  us,,  and  cried,  saying, 
These  men  are  the  servants  of  the  most  )iigh  God,  which 
shew  unto  us  the  way  of  salvation. 

1 8  And  this  did  she  many  days.  But  Paul  being  grieved, 
turned  and  said  to  the  spiritj  I  command  thee  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  come  out  of  her.  And  he  came  out  the 
same  hour. 

19  %  And  when  her  ma^rs  saw  that  the  hope  of  their 
gains  was  gone,  they  caught  Paul  and  Silas,  and  drew  them 
into  the  market  place  unto  the  rulers, 

20  And  brought  them  to  the  magistrates,  saying*.  These 
men  being  Jews  do  exceedii^y  trouble  our  city.  | 
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£1  And  feaeh  custoBia  which  are  not  lawful  for  n$  to  re- 
Kcive,  neither  to  observe,  being  Romans. 

62  And  the  multitude  rose  up 'together  against  them :  and 
the  magistrates  rent  off  their  clothes,  and  commanded  to  beat 
them. 

23  And  when  they  had  laid  many  stripes  upon  them,  they 
cast  ihem  into  prison,  charging  the  jailor  to  keep  them  safely: 

£4  Who  having  received  such  a  charge,  thrust  them  into 
die  inner  prison,  and  made  their  feet  fast  in  the  stocks. 

25  %  And  at  midnight  Paul  and  Silas  prayed^  and  sang 
praises  unto  God :  and  the  prisoners  heard  them. 

26  And  suddenly  there  was  a  great  earthquake,  ao  that 
ihei  foundations  of  the  prison  were  shaken:  and  immedi- 
ately all  the  doors  were  opened,  and  every  one's  bands  were 
loosed. 

27  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  awaking  out  of  his  sleep, 
and  seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  he  drew  out  his  8Word> 
and  would  have  killed  himsdf,  supposing  that  the  prisonera 
had  been  fled. 

28  But  Paul  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying.  Do  diyself 
no  La.m  :  for  we  are  all  here. 

29  Then  he  called  for  a  light,  and  sprang  in  and  came 
trembling,  and  fell  down  before  Paul  and  Sibis, 

30  And  brought  them  out,  and  sadd,  Sirs,  what  must  I  do 
to  be  saved  i 

31  And  they  said.  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
thou  shalt  be  saved,  and  thy  house. 

32  And  they  spake  unto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and 
to  all  that  were  in  his  house* 

33  And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of  the  night,  and 
washed  their  stripes;  and  was  baptized^  he  and  all  his, 
straightway. 

34  And  when  he  had  brought  them  into, his  house,  he  set 
meat  before*  them,  and  rejoiced,  believing  in  God  with  all 
his  house. 

35  And  when  it  was  day,  the  magistrateis  sent  the  serjeantb*> 
saying,  Let  those  men  go. 

i)G  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  told  this  saying  to  Paul> 
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Tlie  magistrates  have  sent  to  let  you  go :  now  therefore  de^ 
|)art^  and  go  in  peace.  ' 

37  But  Paul  said  unto  them^  They  have  beaten  us  openly 
undondemned^  being  Romans^  and  have  cast  us  into  prison : 
and  now  do  they  thrust  us  out  privily  ?  nay^  verily ;  but  let 
them  come  themselves  and  fetch  us  out. 

38  And  the  Serjeants  told  these  words  unto  the  mi^^ 
fitrates :  and  they  feared^  when  they  heard  that  they  were  Ro- 
mans. 

39  And  they  came  and  besought  theoij  and  brought  them 
out^  and  desired  them  to  depart  out  of  the  city. 

40  'And  they  went  out  of  the  prison,  and  entered  into  the 
home  of  Lydia :  and  when  they  had  seen  the  brethren^  they 
comforted  them  and  departed. 

CHAP.  XVIL 
1  Paul  preacheth  at  Thessalonica,   10  Berea,  16  and  at 

Athens.    34  Some  are  converted. 
^VrOW  when  they   had  passed  through  Amphipolis  and 
Apollonia^  they  came  to  Thessalonica^  where  yf9a  a 
synagogue  of  the  Jews: 

2  And  Paul^  as  his  manner  was^  went  in  unto  them>  and 
three  sabbatli  days  reasoned  with  them  out  of  the  scriptures, 

3  Opening  and  alledging  that  Christ  must.needs  have  suf- 
fered^ and  risen  again  from  the  dead;  and  that  this  Jesusj 
whom  1  preach  unto  you>  is  Christ. 

4  And  some  of  them  believed^  and  consorted  with  Paul 
and  Silas ;  and  of  the  devout  Greeks  a  great  multitude^  and  of 
the  chief  women  not  a  few. 

5  But  the  Jews  which  believed  not^  moved  with  envyi 
took  unto  them  certain  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort^  and 
gathered  a  company,  and  set  all  the  city  on  ai^  uproar,  and 
assaulted  the  house  of  Jason,  and  sought  to  bring  them  out  to 
the  people. 

6  And  when  they  found  them  not,  they  drew  Jason  and 
certain  brethren  unto  Hhe  rulers  of  the  city,  crying,  These 
that  have  turned  the  world  upside  down  are  come  hither 
also; ' 

7  Whom  Jason  hath  received :  and  these  all  do  contrary 
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to  the  decrees  of  Cesar,  saying,  Tliat  there  is  another  King, 
one  Jesus. 

8  And  they  troubled  the  people  and  the  rulers  of  the  city, 
when  they  heard  these  things. 

9  And  when  they  had  taken  security  of  Jason,  and  of  the 
other,  they  let  them  go. 

10  ^  And  the  brethren  immediately  sent  away  Paul  and 
Silas  by  night  unto  Berea :  who  coming  t/iitkerweut  into  the 
synagogue  of  the  Jews. 

1 1  These  were  more  noble  than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in 
that  they  received  the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind,  and 
searched  the  scriptures  daily,  whetjier  those  things  were  so. 

12  Therefore  many  of  them  believed;  also  of  honourable 
women  which  were  Greeks,  and  of  men,  not  a  few. 

Id  But  when  the  Jews  of  lliessaionica  had  knowledge 
that  the  word  of  God  was  preached  of  Paul  at  Berea,  they 
came  thither  also,  and  stirred  up  the  people. 

14  And  tlien  immediately  the  brethren  sent  away  Paul  to 
go  as  it  were  to  the  sea :  but  Silas  and  Timotheus  abode 
Uiere  stilL 

15  And  they  that  conducted  Paul  brought  him  unto  Athens : 
and  receiving  a  commandment  unto  Silas  and  Timotheus  for 
to  come  to  him  ^vith  all  speed,  they  departed. 

16  %  Now  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his 
spirit  was  stirred  in  him^  when  he  saw  the  city  wholly  given 
to  idolatrv. 

17  Therefore  disputed  he  in  the  synagogue  with  the  Jew9, 
and  with  the  devout  persons,  and  in  the  mai'ket  daily  with 
them  that  met  with  him.  ^^ 

18  Then  certain  pbilosophets  of  the  Epicureans  and  of 
the  Stoicks  encountered  him.  And  some  said.  What  will 
this  babbler  say .'  other  some,.  He  seemeth  to  be  a  setter  forth 
of  strange  gods :  because  he  preached  unto  them  Jesus,  and 
the  resurrection. 

19  And  they  took  him,  and  brought  him  unto  Areopagu.% 
saying.  May  we  know  what  this  new  doctrine,  whereof  thou 
speakest,  uf 
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20  For  thou  bringest  certain  strange  things  to  our  ears ; 
^e  would  know  therefore  what  these  things  mean. 

SI  (For  all  the  Athenians  and  strangers  which  were  there, 
spent  their  time  in  nothing  else,  but  either  to  tell,  or  to  hear 
some  new  thing.) 

^2  Then  Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  Mars  hill,  and  said. 
Ye  men  of  Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all  thmgs  ye  are  too 
superstitious. 

£3  For  as  I  passed  by,  and  beheld  your  devotions,  I  found 
an  altar  with  this  inscription,  TO  THE  UNKNOWN  GOD. 
Whom  therefore  ye  ignorantly  worship,  him  declare  I  unto 
you. 

24  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things  therein,  seeing 
that  he  is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in  temples 
made  with  hands ; 

£5  Neither  is  worshipped  with  men's  hands,  as  though  he 
tieeded  any  thii^,  seeing  he  giveth  to  all  life  and  breath,  and 
all  things ; 

26  And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for 
to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  determined 
the  times  before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habita- 
tion; • 

91  That  they  should  seek  the  Lord,  if  haply  they  might 
feel  after  him,  and  find  him,  though  he  be  not  fieu'  from  every 
one  of  us: 

28  For  in  him  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being ;  as 
certain  also  of  your  own  poets  have  said.  For  Ave  are  also  his 
ofifspring. 

£9'  Forasmuch  then  a9  we  ar^  the  offspring  of  God,  we 
ought  not  to  think  that  the  Godhead  b  like  unto  gold  or  silver, 
or  stone,  graven  by  art  and  man*s  device. 

SO  And  the  times  of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at;  but 
now  commandeth  all  men  every  where  to  repent : 

31  Because  he  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by  that  nmn  whom  h^  hath 
ordained ;  whereof  he  hath  f^iven  assurance  unto  all  men,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  diiad. 

32,  And  when  they  heard  of  the  resurrec^on  of  the  dead, 
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aoitle  mocked :  and  others  said^  We  ^iU  hear  thee  again  of 
this  matter. 
S3  So  Paul  departed  from  among  them. 
34  %  Howbeit^  certain  men  ciave  unto  liim,  and  believed : 
among  the  which  u*a8  Dion}'8ius  the  Areopagite^  and  a  woman 
yarned  Dasiaris^  and  others  with  tbeni. 

CHAP.  XVIIL 
1  Paul  laboureth  with  his  hands,  and  preaching  at  Corinth, 
9  is  encduraged  in  a  vision.  .  12  i/e  is  accused  before  the 
depuiif,  but  dismissed.    24  Of  ji polios. 
A  FTER  these  things  Paul  departed  from  Athens^  and  came 
to  Corinth ; . 

2  And  found  a  certain  Jew  named  Aquila^bom  in  Pontus, 
lately  come  from  Italy,  with  his  wife  Priscilla  ^  (because  that 
Claudius  had  commanded  all  Jews  to  depart  from  Rome  :) 
aod  came  imto  them. 

3  And  because  he  was  cf  the  same  crafty  he  abode  with 
them^  and  wrought :  for  by  their  occupation  they  were  tent 
makers.       *" 

4  And  he  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  eveiy  sabbath,  and 
persuaded  the  Jews  and  the  Greeks. 

5  And  when  Silas  and  Timotheus  were  come  from  Mace-' 
donia,  Paul  was  pressed  in  the  spirit,  and  testified  to  the  Jews 
that  Jesus  was  Christ. 

6  And  when  they  opposed  themselves,  and  blasphemed, 
he  shook  his  raiment,  and  said*  unto  them.  Your  blood  be 
upon  your  own  heads ;  I  am  clean :  from  henceforth  I  will  go 
unto  the  Gentiles. 

7 '  And  he  departed  thence,  and  entered  into  a  certaip  man's 
house  named  Justus,  one  that  worshipped  God,  whose  house 
joined  hard  to  the  syi^ogue. 

.  6  And  Crispus  the  chief  ruler  of  the  synagogue  believed  on 
the  Lord  with  all  his  house :  and  mapy  c^  the  Corinthians 
hearing,  believed^  and  were  baptized. 

9  V  Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in  the  night  by  a  visioPj 
Bie  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace : 

10  For  I  am  with  thee,  and  do  mad  shall  set  on  thee  t^ 
Juirt  thee :  for  I  have  much  people  ia  this  city* 

6  11  And 


Tlie  acts: 

1 1  And  he  conUnued  there  a  year  and  six  months/  teach- 
ing the  word  of  God  among  them. 

12  f  And  when  Gallio  was  the  deputy  of  Achaia,  Che 
Jews  made  insurrection  with  one  accord  against  Paul^  and 
brought  him  to  the  judgment  seat, 

13  Sayings  This  fellow  persuadeth  men  to  worship  God 
contrary  to  the  law. 

14  And  when  Paul  was  now  about  to  <^en  hk  mouthy 
Gallio  said  unto  the  Jews,  If  it  were  a  matter  of  wrong  or 
wicked  lewdness,  O  yt  Jews,  reason  would  that  I  should  bear 
with  you : 

15  But  if  it  be  a  question  of  words  and  nam^,  and  qf 
your  law,  look  ye  to  it :  for  I  will  be  no  judge  of  such  maN 
ttrs* 

16  And  he  drave  them  from  the  judgment  seat 

17  Then  all  the  Greeks  took  Sosthenes,  the  chief  niler  of 
the  synagogue,  and  beat  bim  before  the  judgment  seat.  And 
Gallio  cared  for  none  of  those  things. 

1 8  And  Paul  after  this  tarried  there  yet  a  good  while,  and 
then  took  his  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sailed  thence  into 
Syria,  and  with  him  Priscilla  and  Aquila ;  havii^  dhom  its  ^ 
head  in  Cenchrea  :  for  he  had  a  vow. 

19  And  he  came  to  Ephesus,  and  left  them  there :  but  he 
himself'  entered  into  the  synagogue,  and  reasoned  with  the 
Jews. 

20  Wb^  they  desired  him  to  tarry  longer  time  with  them 
he  consented  not ; 

21  But  bade  them  farewel,  saying,  I  must  by  all  means 
keep  this  feast  that  cometh  in  Jerusalem :  but  I  \vill  return 
again  unto  you,  if  God  will.    And  he  sailed  from  Ephesus. 

22  And  when  he  had  landed  at  Cesarea,  and  gone  up,  and 
mduted  the  church,  he  went  down  t6  Antioch.  , 

23  And  after  he  had  spent  some  time  there  he  departed, 
and  went  over  all  the  country  of  Gaktia  and  Phiygia  in  order 
strengthening  all  the  disciples. 

24  %  And  a  certain  Jew  named  ApoUos,  horn  at  Alex- 
andria>  an  eloquent  man^  and  mighty  in  the  scriptures,  came 
to  Ephesus. 

25  This 
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25  Thb  ifitti  wail  instructed  in  the  way  of  tbe  Lord :  and 
being  fervent  in  the  spirit^  he  spake  and  taught  diligently  the 
things  of  the  Lord^  knowit^  only  the  baptism  of  John. 

26  Awl  he  began  to  speak  boldly  in  the  synagogue  7 
whom  when  Aquila  and  PrisciUa  had  heiffd^  they  took  him 
imto  them,  and  expounded  unto  him  the  way  of  God  more 
petfecUy. 

£7  And  when  he  wils  dbposed  to  pass  into  Achaia^  the 
brethren  wrote,  exhorting  the  disciples  to  receive  htm.  Who, 
when  he  was  come,  helped  them  much  which  had  believed 
through  grace : 

fiB  For  he  mightily  convinced  the  Jews^  and  that  pub^ 
fifikly,  shewing  by  the  scriptures  that  Jesus  was  Ghrist* 

CHAP.  XIX. 
Tke  Holy  Ghoit  is  givefi  by  PauFs  h^mdt 
A  ND  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  ApoUos  wab  at  Corinth, 
Paul  having'  pass^  through  the  upper  coasts,  came  to 
Ephesus :  and  finding  certain  disciples, 

£  He  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Ghost 
aince  ye  believed  i  And  they  said  unto  him.  We  have  not  so 
much  as  heard  whether  there  be  any  Holy  Ghost. 

5  And  be  said  unto  them,  Unto  what  then  were  ye  bap«- 
tfaed  i  And  they  said.  Unto  John's  baptism. 

4  Then  said  Paul,  John  verily  baptized  with  the  baptism 
of  repentance,  saying  unto  the  people.  That  they  should 
believe  on  him  which  should  come  after  him,  that  is,  on 
Christ  Jesus. 

J^  When  they  heard  this,  they  were  baptized  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

6  And  when  Paid  had  hid  hiM  hands  upon  them,  the  Holy 
jQbost  came  on  them  ;  and  they  spake  with  tongues,  and  pro* 
phesied. 

7  And  all  the  men  were  about  twelve. 

8  And  he  went  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly  for 
the  space  of  three  months,  disputing  and  persuading  the  things 
concerning  the  kingdom  of  God. 

9  But  when  divers  were  hardeoed  and  believed  not,  but 
spake  evil  of  that  way  before  the  multitude,  he  departed  from 

them. 
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them,  apd  sisparated  the  disciples^  disputing  d^Iy  in  the  school 
of  one  Tyrannus.  ' 

10  4nd  this  continued  by  the  space  of  two  years;  so  that 
all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of  the  Lord 
Jesiis^  both  Jews  and  Greeks. 

11  And  God  wrought  special  miracles  by  the  bands  of 

12  So  that  from  his  body  were  brought  unto  the  sick  hand* 
kerchief^  or  aprons^  apd  the  diseases  departed  from  thfem^  and 
the  evil  spirits  went  out  of  theni. 

13  llien  certain  of  the  vaga1>ond  Jews,  e^^orcists,  too^ 
upon  them  to  call  over  them  which  had  evil  spirits^  the  naoi^ 
of  the  Lord  Jesus^  sayings  We  adjure  you  by  Jesua  whom 
P^ul  pre9.c)ieth. 

14  And  there  were  seven  sons  of  one  Sceva  a  Jew^  and 
chief  of  the  priests^  which  did  so. 

15  And  the  evil  spirit  answered  and  said^  Jesus  I  know^ 
^xld  Paul  I  know ;  but  who  are  ye  ?   - 

16  And  the  man  in  whom  the  eyil  spirit  was^  leaped  on 
them^  and  overcame  them^  and  preyailed  agains^  ti^^V^j  so  that 
Ihey  fled  out  pf  that  house  nak(e4  and  wounded. 

17  And  this  was  known  to  all  the  Jews  and  Greeks  alse 
dwelling  at  Ephesus ;  and  fear  fell  on  them  all^  and  the  name 
p{  the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified. 

18  And  many  that  believed  came,  and  confessed,  and 
libeiived  their  deeds. 

19  Many  of  them  also  which  used  curious  arts,  brought 
their  books  together,  and  burned  them  before  all  men :  and 
|hey  counted  the  price  of  them,  and  found  it  fifty  thousand 
pieces  pf  silver. 

20  So  mightily  grew  the  word  of  God,  and  prevailed* 

21  After  these  things  were  ended,  Paul  purposed  in  the 
spirit,  when  he  had  passed  through  Macedonia  and  Achaia, 
to  go  to  Jerusaleip,  saying.  After  I  have  been  there,  I' must 
also  see  Rome. 

22  So  he  sent  into  Macedonia  two  of  them  that  ministered 
unto  him,  Timotheus  and  Erastus ;  but  he  himself  stayed  in 
Asia  for  a  season. 

23  And 
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fid  And  th«  same  time  there  arose  no  smaD  stir  about  that 
way. 

fi4  For  a  certain  man  named  Demetrius^  a  silversmith, 
which  made  silver  shrines  for  Diana^  brought  no  small  gain 
unto  the  craftsmen ; 

fi.5  Whom  he  called  together  with  the  workmen  of  like  oc- 
cupation! and  said^  Sirs,  ye  know  that  by  this  craft  we  have 
our  wealth. 

96  Moreover  ye  see  and  hear  that  not  alone  at  Ephesus^ 
but  almost  throughout  all  Asia,  this  Paul  hath  persuaded  and 
turned  away  much  people,  saying,  that  they  be  no  gods  which 
are  made  with  hands  : 

27  So  that  not  only  this  our  craft  is  in  danger  to  be  set  at 
nought ;  but  also  that  the  temple  of  the  great  goddess  Diana 
should  be  despised,  and  her  magnificence  should  be  destroyed, 
whom  all  Asia  and  the  world  worsbippeth. 

28  And  when  they  heard  the$e  sayings,  they  were  full  of 
wrath,  and  cried  out^  saying.  Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephe- 
sians. 

$9  And  the  whole  city  was  filled  with  confusion:  and* 
having  caught  Gains  and  Aristarchus,  men  of  Macedonia, 
PaiiTs  companions  in  travel,  they  rushed  with  one  accord  into 
the  theatre. 

SO  And  when  Paul  would  have  entered  in  unto  the  peopte, 
the  disciples  suffered  him  not. 

3 1  And  certain  of  the  chief  of  Asia,  which  were  his  friends, 
sent  unto  him,  desiring  him  that  he  would  not  adventure  him* 
self  into  the  theatre. 

SS  Some  therefore  cried  one  thing,  and  some  another «-  for 
.the  assembly  was  confused,  and  the  more  part  knew  not  wher^ 
fore  they  were  come  together. 

33  And  they  drew  Alexander  out  of  the  multitude,  the 
Jews  putting  him  forward.  And  Alexander  beckoned  with 
the  hand,  and  would  bav6  made  his  defence  unto  the  people. 

34  But  when  they  knew  that  he  was  a  Jew,  all  with  one 
voice  about  the  space  of  two  hours  cried  out.  Great  is  Diana 
of  the  EphesiansI 

35  And 
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35  And  when  the  town  clerk  had  appeased  the  people^  he 
said^  Ye  men  of  Ephesiu^  what  man  is  there  that  knoweth 
not  how  that  the  city  of  the  Ephesians  is  a  worshipper  of  the 
great  goddess  Diana^  and  of  the  image  which  fell  down  jfrom 
Jupiter? 

36  Seeing  then  that  these  things  cannot  be  spoken  against, 
ye  ought  to  be  quiet>  and  to  do  nothinig  rashly. 

37  For  ye  have  brought  hither  these  men,  which  are 
neither  robbers  of  churches,  nor  yet  blasphemers  of  yout 
goddess. 

38  Wherefore  if  Demetrius  and  the  craftsmen  which  are 
with  him  have  a  matter  against  any  man,  the  law  is  open,  and 
there  are  deputies :  let  them  implead  one  another. 

39  But  if  yB  enquire  any  thing  cbncerniog  oth^  matters,  it 
ahall  be  determined  in  a  lawfid  assembly. 

40  For  we  are  in  danger  to  be  called  in  question  for  this 
day*s  uproar,  there  being  no  cause  whereby  we  may  give  an 
account  of  this  concourse. 

41  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  dismissed  the  as** 
sembly. 

CHAP.   XX. 

1  Paul  goeth  to  Macedonia.    6  Jit  Troas  he  celebrateth 

the  Lortfs  Supper,  preacheth,  and  raiseth  Eutychus, 

fallen  from  a  window,  to  life.    17  Jit  Miletus  Paul  comz 

mitteth  the  flock  to  the  elders,  36  and  prayeth  with  them. 

A  ND  after  the  uproar  was  ceased,  Paul  called  unto  Aim 

the  disciples,  and  embraced  them,  and  departed  for  to  go 

into  Macedonia. 

2  And  when  he  had  gone  over  tfaos^  parts,  and  had  given 
them  much  exhortation,  he  came  into  Greece, 

3  And  there  abode  three  months.  And  when  the  Jews 
laid  wait  for  him  as  he  was  about  to  sail  into  Syria,  he  pur- 
posed to  return  tlirough  Macedonia. 

4  And  there  accompanied  him  into  Asia,  Sopater  of  Berea; 
and  of  the  Thessalonians,  Aristarchus  and  Secundus ; 'and 
Gaius  of  Derbe,  aad  Timotheus ;  and  of  Asia,  Tychicus  and 
Trophhnus. 

Q  These  going  before  tarried  for  us  at  Troas. 

6  IT  And 
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6  %  And  we  sailed  away  from  Philippi  after  the  days  of 
pnle^vened  bre^dj  imd  came  unto  them  to  Troas  in  five'days ; 
where  we  abode  seven  days. 

7  And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week^  when  the  disciples 
came  together  to  break  breads  Paul  preached  unto  them,  ready 
to  depart  on  the  morrow;  and  contin^ed  his  speech  until 
midnight. 

8  And  there  were  many  lights  in  the  upper  chamber^  where 
they  were  gathered  together. 

g  And  there  sat  in  a  window  a  certain  young  man  named 
Eutychus^  being  fallen  into  a  deep  sleep :  and  as  Paul  was 
}oag  preaching,  he  supk  down  with  $Ieepj  and  fell  down  from 
the  third  loft^  and  was  taken  up  dead. 

10  And  Paul  went  down,  and  fell  on  him,  and  em- 
bracing him,  said.  Trouble  not  yoqrselves ;  for  bis  life  is 
in  him. 

} }  When  be  therefore  was  come  up  again,  and  had  broken 
bread,  and  eaten,,  and  talked  a  long  while,  even  ^U  break  of 
day,  ao  he  departed, 

12  And  they  brought  the  young  man  alive,  and  were  not  a 
litde  comforted. 

13  And  \ye  went  before  to  sliip,  and  sailed  unto  Assoa, 
there  intending  to  take  in  Paul :  for  so  had  he  appointed, 
minding  himself  to  gp  afoot. 

14  And  when  he  n^et  with  us  at  Assos,  we.  took  him  in, 
and  came  to  Mitylene* 

15  And  we  sailed  thence,  and  came  the  next  day  over 
against  Chios ;  and  the  next  day  we  arrived  at  Samos,  and 
tarried  at  Trogyllium ;  and  the  next  day  we  caqie  to  Mile- 
tus. 

16  Fpr  Paul  h&d  determmed  to.sul  by  Epbesus,  because 
he  would  not  spend  ^he  time  in  Asia :  for  he  hasted,  if  it  were 
possible  for  him,  to  be  at  Jerusalem  the  day  of  Pentecost. 

17  f  And.  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called 
the  elders  of  the  church. 

18  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them. 
Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after  what 
manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons, 

19  Serving 
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19  Serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of  mtnd^  and  with 
many  tears^  and -temptations^  which  befel  me  by  the  lying 
iu  wait  of  the  Jews: 

20  And  how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  yms  profitable  unto 
you,  but  have  shewed  you>  and  have  taught  you  publickly^ 
and  from  house  to  house, 

21  Testilying  both  to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks^ 
fepentance  toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Liord  Jesua 
Christ 

22  And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jeru- 
salem, not  knowing  the  things  that  shall  beial  me  there: 

25  Save  that  the  UoK  Ghost  witnesseth  in  every  city^ 
saying,  That  bonds  and  afilictions  abide  me. 

24  But  none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my 
life  dear  unto  myself,  4m>  that  I  might  finish  my  course  with 
joy,  and  the  ministry,  which  I  have  received  of  the  Liord  Jesus^ 
to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

25  And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among  whom  I 
have  gone  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face 
no  more. 

2^  Wherefore  I  take  you  to  recoid  this  day,  that  I  am 
pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men. 

27  For  I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the 
counsel  of  God. 

2S  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the 
flock  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseerv, 
to  feed  the  church  of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with 
jiis  own  blood. 

29  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my  departing  shall  grievous 
wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock. 

30  Also  of  your  ownselves  shall  men  arise  speaking  per« 
verse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them. 

SI  Therefore  watch,  and  remember  that  by  the  space  of 
three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every  one  night  and  day  with 
fears. 

32  And  now^  brethren,  I  commend  you  fo  God,  and  to 
the  word  of  his  grace^  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to 
give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are  sanctified. 

G  g  33  I  have 
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d3  I  have  coveted  no  roan's  gilveo  or  gold^  or  appareL 
34  Yea>  ye  yourselves  know  that  these  hainds  have  mim- 
Atered  unto  my  neceik^ities^  and  to  them  thstt  were  with  me. 

do  I  have  ahewed  you  all  things,  how  tlvit  so  labouring 
y^  ought  to  support  the  weak^  atid  to  remember  the  words 
of  the  Lord  Jesus>  how  he  said>  It  is  more  blessed  U>  gWe 
than  to  neceive. 

36  %  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken^  he  kneeled  down, 
and  prayed  with  tliem  all. 

57  And  they  all  wept  sore^  and  fell  on  Paul's  neck>  and 
kissed  him^ 

38  Sorrowing  most  of  all  for  the  words  which  he  spake, 
that  they  should  see  his  face  no  more.  And  they  accom- 
panied him  unto  the  ship. 

CHAP.   XXL 
1  Paul  tmll  not  be  dissuaded  from  going  to  Jerusalem,    9 
Philip's  daughters  prophetesses.     18  Paul  at  Jerusalem 
is  apprehended,    31  but  is  rescued  by  the  chief  captain. 
A  N  D  i^  came  to  pass,  that  after  we  were  gotten  from 
them,  and  had  launched,  we  came  with  a  straight  course 
nnto  Coos,  and  the  day  followuig  unto  Rhodes,  aud  from 
thence  unto  Patara: 

^  And  finding  a  i4up  sailing  over  unto  Phenicia,  we  went 
aboard,  and  set  forth. 

3  Now  when  we  had  dbcovered  Cyprus,  we  left  it  .on 
tlie  left  hand,  and  sailed  into  Syria,  and  lauded  at  Tyre :  foe 
there  the  ship  was  to  unlade  her  burden. 

4  And  finding  disciples,  we  tarried  there  seven  days :  who 
asnd  to  Paul  through  the  spirit,  that  he  should  not  go  up  to 
Jerusalem. 

6  And  when  he  had  accomplished  those  days,  we  departed, 
and  went  our  way;  and  they  all  brought  us  on  oiu-  way,  with 
wives  and  children,  till  we  were  out  of  the  city:  and  we 
kneeled»down  on  the  shore,  and  prayed. 

6  And  when  we  had  taken  our  leave  one  of  another^^wf 
too|e  ship ;  and  tlity  returnc  d  home  again.    ..

6  And  the  next  day  .weMbat  wer«  df  Paursctaifiany  de- 
paj  ted^  a|id  came  unto  .Cesat^ea :  and  we  enlet-ad  into  the 
hpuse  pf  Philip  the  evaajgelist,  which  wati  one  of  the  sevei^ 
and  abode  with  him.  i  •       '        « 

9  ^  And  the  same  man  had  four  daughters^  virgins,  \chich 
did  prophesy. 

10  And  as  we  tarried  there  many  dayg,  ib^re  came  down 
from  Judea  a  certain  prophet  named  Agabus, 

1 1  And  when  h^  •  waa  come  udto •  qs,  he  took  Pttula 
girdle,  and  bound  his  own  hands  and  feet^  and.  Aaid>  Thus 
sailh  the  Holy  Gho&t,  ^o  jshall '  die  Jefvs  at  Jerusalem  bbtd 
th^  man  that  owneth  this  girdle,  and.  shall  deliver  him  ]qU> 
the  hands  of  the  Genti)^», 

i2  And  when  we  heard  these  things,  botli  we^  «nd  they 
of  that  place^  besought  him  nc^  to  go  up  to  Jenucdeoa.       • 

.13  Then  Paul  answered*  VVliat  metn  ye  to  weep,  i«id 
to  break  tuy  heart?  f r;r .  I  am  ready  not  to  be-'bou^ 
only,  but  also  to  die  at  Jerusalem  for  the  name  of  the  Ijord 
Jesus.  , 

14  And  when  he  would  not  be  persuaded,  we  ceased^ 
saying,  The  will  of  th^  Lord  be  done. 

15  Aad  after  those  day»  we  took  uni^our  catriagey^  and 
went  MP  to  Jerusalem. 

16  There  went  with  us  jlso  certain  of  the  disciples  of 
€e8ar^^  find  brought  with  them  one  Mnaaoo,  of  Cyprus,  an 
old  disciple,  with  whom  we  should  lodge.     . 

1 7  And  when  we  were  come  to  Jerusalem,  die  brethren 
received  us  glaUljr. 

18  ^  And  the  day  following  Paul  went  in  with  us  unto 
James ;  4ind  all  the  elders  were  present. 

19  And  when  he  had  saluted  them,  he  declared  partieu** 
larlj  what  things  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by 
his  ministry. 

£0  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  glorified  the  Lord,  and 
laid  unto  him^  Th6u  seest,  brother,  how  many  thousands  of 

G  g  2  Jews 
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Jews  there  are  which  beltete;  and  they  are  all  zca!ous  of 
thekw:   ' 

21  And  tliey  are  infoitned  of  thee,  that  (hon  teachcst  all 
Ae  Jt^i  which  are  among  the  Gentiles  to  forsake  Moses^ 
saying,  Tliat  they  ought  not  to  circumcise  their  children, 
neither  to  walk  after  the  customs. 

62  W  hat  is  it  therefore  ?  the  muUitude  must  needs  come 
together :  for  they  will  hear  that  thou  art  come. 

(23  Do  therefore  this  that  we  »ay  to  to  thee:  we  have  four 
inen  which  have  a  vow  on  them ; 

24  Them  take,  and  purify  thyself  nith  them,  and  be  at 
charges  with  them,  that  they  may  shave  their  heads:  and 
all  may  know  that  those  thir>gs  w  hereof  they  were  inforihed 
concerning  thee,  are  notliing;  but  that  tbou  thyself  also 
walkest  orderly,  and  kcepcst  the  law. 

25  Aa  touching  the  Gentiles  wliich  believe,  we  have 
written  and  concluded  that  they  obser\'e  no  such  tlung,  sa\'e 
only  that  they  keep  themselves  from  thingjs  offered  to  idoIs,and 
from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from  Tomicatron. 

26  Tlien  Paul  took  tlie  men,  and  the  next  <lay  purifying 
bim&elf  with  them,  entered  into  tlie  temple,  to  signify  tlie 
accomplishment  of  the  days  of  purification,  until  that  an 
offering  should  be  offered  for  every  one  of  them. 

27  And  when  the  seven  days  were  almost  ended,  tlie  Jews 
which  were  of  Asia,  when  tliey  saw  him  in  the  temple, 
stirred  up  all  the  people,  and  laid  hands  on  him, 

26  Crying  oot.  Men  of  Israel,  help:  thia  is  the  man 
that  teacheth  «11  men  every  where  against  the  people,  and  the* 
luw,  and  tliis  place :  and  further  brought  Greeks  dlLso  into 
the  temple,  and  hath  polluted  this  holy  phKre. 

2<>  (Fo^  they  had  seen  before  <\'itfa  him  in  th^  ci^Tro- 
phimus,  an  Ephesian,  wlioui  they  supposed  that  Paul  hud 
brought  into  the  temple.) 

30  And  all  tlie  city  was  moved,  and  the  people  fan  toge* 
then  and  they  took  Paul,  aud  drew  him  out  of  the  temple: 
and  fortliwith  the  ddors  were  shut. 

3 1  f  And  as  they  m  ent  about  to  kilf  him^  tidings  cama 

unt9

unto  the  chief  captain  of  th.e  band,  tlial  all  .Jerusalem  ^ag  in 
an  uproar.  , 

32  Who  immediately  took  soldiers  and  centurions,  aij^ 
ran  down  unto  them :  and  >vhpn  they  saw  tlie  chief  captain 
and  the  soldiers,  they  left  beating  of  P^ul^ 

33  Then  the  chief  captain  c^me  n^Kir  apd  took  him,  and 
commanded  hin^  to  be  bound  with  two  ch^ips;  and  de- 
manded who  he  was,  and  wjiat  he  h^d  done. 

34  Aficksome  cried  one  tiling,  some  ^no^her,  among  tb^ 
multitude :  and  when  he  could  not  know  the  certainty  for 
tlie   tu0ii|lt,   be  commanded  him  to   be  carried  into  the. 
castle. 

3d  And  when  hi?  came  upon  the  stairs,  so  it  w*as  that  he 
was  borpe  of  the  soldiers,  for  die  viojence  of  the  people. 

36  For  the  multitude  of  the  people  followed  after,  crying^ 
Away  with  him- 

37  And  as  Pdul  was  to  be  led  into  the  castle,  he  said 
unto  the  chief  captain.  May  I  speak  unto  thee^  Wbe  said. 
Canst  thou  speak  Greeks 

38  Art  not  thou  that  Egyptian  which  before  these  days 
madest  ao  uproar,  and  leddcst  out  into  the  wilderness  four 
thousand  men  that  were  murderers  I 

39  But  Paul  said,  I  am  a  man  v[>hich  am  a  Jew  of  Tarsus, 
a  city  in  Cilicia,  a  citizen  of  no  mean  city :  and  I  beseech 
thee,  suffer  me  to  speak  unto  the  people. 

40  And  when  be  bad  given  him  licence,  Paul  stood  on 
the  stair^,  and  beckoned  with  the  hand  unto  the  people* 
And  when  there  was  made  a  great  silence,  he  spake  pnto 
thtm,  in  the  Hebrew  tongue,  sayiiig, 

CHAP.  XXII. 
1  "Pwl  declareth  his  conversion.    25  He  eseapeth  scourging 

hy  the  privilege  of  a  ftoman. 
"^if  EN,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hear  ye  my  defence  which 
I  make  now  unto  you. 
£  (And  when  they  heard  that  he  spake  in  the  Hebrev^ 
tongue  to  them,  they  kept  the  more  s|]etice:  aptl  he  saith,) 

3  I  am  verily  a  man  tthich  am  a  Jew,  born  in  Tarsus,  a 
ci{if  in  C  ilicia,  yet-  brought  up  in  this  city^  at  the  feet  of 
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Gamaliel,  and  taught  according  to  the  perfect  manner  of 
the  law  of  the  fathers,  ai'.d  was  zealous  toward  God,  as  ye 
all  are  tbts  day. 

4  And  I  persecuted  this  way  unto  the  death,  binding  and 
delivering  into  prisons  both  men  and  women. 

5  As  also  the  high  priest  doth  bear  nie  witness,  and  all 
the  estate  of  the  elders :  from  whom  hlso  1  received  letters 
unto  tlie  brethren,  •  and  went  to  Damascus,  to  bring  them 
which  were  there  bound  unto  Jerusalem,  for  to  be 
punished. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  ihat  as  I  m:ide  my  journey,  and 
was  come  nigh  unto  Dainascus  ^ibout  noou,  suddenly  there 
shone  from  heaven  a  great  light  round  abo'it  me. 

7  Aud  I  fell  unto  the  ground,  and  heard  a  voice,  saying 
•unto  me,  Saul,*  Saul,  why  persecute^t  thou  me? 

8  And  I  answered.  Who  art  thou.  Lord  ?  And  he  said 
unto  me,  I  am  Jesus  of  Nazareth  \\  horn  thou  persecutest. 

9  And  tliey  that  were  with  me  saw  hideed  the  light,  and 
were  afraid ;  but  they  heard  not  the  voice  of  him  that  spake 
to  me. 

10  And  I  said,  What  shall  I  do,  Lord?  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  me.  Arise,  and  go  into  Damascus ;  and  there  it 

•shall  be  told  thee  of  all  things  which  are  appointed  for  thee 
to  do. 

1 1  And  when  I  could  not  see  for  the  glory  o^  that  light, 
'being  led  by  the  hand  of  them  that  were  with  mc,  I  came 
*into  Damascus. 

'  •  12  And  one  Ananias,  a  devout  man  according  to  the 
law,  having  a  good  report  of  all  the  Jews  which  dwelt 
thtrty 

IS  Came  unto  me,  and  stood,  and  said  unto  me.  Brother 
Sawl,  receive  thy  sight.  And  the  same  hour  I  looked  up 
upon  him. 

14  And  he  said,  The  God  of  our  fathers  hath  chosen 
thee  that  thou  shouklest  know  his  will,  and  see  that  Just 
One,  and  shouklest  hear  the  voice  of  his  mouth. 

15  por  thou  shalt  be  his  witness  unto  all  men  of  what 
thou  hast  seen  and  heard.  • 

16  And 


The  ACTS. 

16  And  now  \vh3r  tarriest  thoui  arise,  and  be  baptized^ 
and  wash  away  tliy  siiis>  calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

)7  And  it  came  to  pas?,  that  when  I  was  come  again 
to  Jerusalem^  even  \VfaiIe  1  prayed  iu  the  temple^  I  was*  iji 
a  trance; 

18  And  saw  hiip  saying  unto  ine>  Make  haste^  and  get 
thee  quickly  out  of  Jerusalem :  for  they  will  not  receive  thy 
testimony  concerning  me. 

19  And  1  said^  Lord^  they  know  that  I  imprisoned  and 
beat  in  every  synagogue  them  that  believed  on  thee : 

20  And  when  the  blood  of  thy  martyr  Stephen  was  shed^ 
I  also  was  standing  by,  and  consenting  unto  his  deaths  and 
kept  the  raiment  of  them  that  slew  him. 

£1  And  he  said  unto  mf»>  Depart:  fori  will  send  thee 
far  hence  unto  the  Gentiles* 

22  And  they  gaye  him  audience  unto  this  word,  aod  then 
lifted  up  thejr  voices,  and  said.  Away  with  such  9i  ftlkm 
from  the  earth :  for  it  is  not  fit  that  he  should  live. 

23  And  as  they  cried  out,  and  cast  off  their  clothes,  and 
threw  dust  into  the  air, 

9^  T\ie  chief  captain  commanded  him  to  be  brought  into 
the  castle,  and  bade  that  he  should  be  examined  by 
scourging;  that  he  might  know  wherefqre  diey  cried  so 
-against  him.  ' 

25  %  And  as  they  bound  him  with  thongs,  Paul  said 
tinto  the  centurion  that  stood  by.  Is  it  lawful  for  you  to 
scourge  a  man  that  is  a  Roman,  and  uncondemned? 

26  Wlien  the  centurion  heard  that,  he  went  and  told 
the  chief  captain,  saying.  Take  heed  wh^t  thoudoest:  for 
this  man  is  a  lioman. 

27  ^rhen  the  chief  captain  came,  and  said  unto  him. 
Tell  me,  art  thou  a  Roman  r     He  said,  Yea. 

28  And  the  chief  qapluin  ansvyered.  With  s|  great  sum 
obtained  I  this  freedom.  And  Paul  said.  But  1  was  free 
foom. 

29  Tlien  straightway  they  departed  from  him  which 
should  have  examined  him:  and  the  chief  captain  also  was 
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afraid  after  he  knew  that  he  was  a  Roman^  and  because  he 
Lad  bound  him* 

50  On  the  morrow^  because  he  would  have  known  the 
certainty  wherefore  he  was  accused  of  the  Jews,  he  loosed, 
him  from  his  bands>  and  commanded  the  chief  priests  and 
all  their  council  to  appear^  and  brought  Paul  down^  and  set 
him  before  them. 

CHAP.  XXIII. 
1  Paul  pleadeth  his  cause.    7  Dissension  among  his  accusers. 

S3  He  is  sent  to  JKr/ir. 
A  ND  Paul  earnestly  beholding  the  council,  said.  Men 
and  brethren,  I  have  lived  in  all  good  conscience  before 
God  until  this  day. 

S  And  the  high  priest  Ananias  commanded  them  that 
stood  by  him  to  smite  him  on  the  mouth. 

5  Then  said  Paul  unto  him,  God  shall  smite  thee,  thou 
whited  wall :  for  sittest  thou  to  judge  me  after  the  law,  and 
commandest  me  to  be  smitten  contraiy  to  the  law? 

4  And  they  that  stood  by  said,  Revilest  thou  God's  high 
priest? 

6  Then  said  Paul,  I  wist  not,  brethren>  that  he  waa  the 
high  priest:  for  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  not  speak  evil  of 
the  ruler  of  thy  people. 

6  But  when  Paul  perceived  that  the  one  part  were  Sad- 
ducees,  and  the  other  Pharisees^  be  cried  out  in  the  council^ 
Men  and  brethren,  I  am  a  Pharisee,  the  son  of  a  Pharisee: 
of  the  hope  and  rcsmrection  of  the  dead  I  am  called  in 
question* 

7  %  And  when  he.  had  so  said,  there  arose  a  dissension 
between  the  Pharisees  and  the  Sadducees :  and  the  multiud^ 
wa9  divided. 

8  For  the  Sadducees  say,  that  there  is  no  resurrection, 
neither  angel,  nor  spirit;  but  the  Pharisees  confess  both. 

9  'And  there  arose  a  great  cry :  and  the  scribei  that  tttrt 
of  the  Pharisees' part*  rose,  and  strove,  saying.  We  find  no 
evil  ifi  this  man :  but  if  a  spirit  or  an  angel  hath  spoken  to 
him,  let  us  not  fight  against  God. 

10  And  when   there  arose  a  great  dissension^  the  chief 
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€Bptaki|  Tenring  lest  Paul  should  have  been  pulled  in  pieces 
of  ifaeniy  commanded  Uie  soldiers  to  go  down^  and  to  fake 
him  by  force  from  among  them^  and  to  bring  him  into  the 
castle. 

1 1  And  the  night  following  the  Lord  stood  by  him^  and 
said^  Be  of  good  cheer,  Paul :  for  as  thou  hast  testified  oi 
me  in  Jentsalem,  so  must  thou  bear  witness  al&o  at  Rome. 

12  And  M'heu  it  was  day^ceitaln  of  the  Jews  banded 
together,  and  bound  themselves  under  a  curse,  saying, 
lliat  they  would  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  hfld  killed 
Paul. 

]  3  And  they  were  more  than  forty  which  had  made  ithia 
conspiracy.  \ 

14  And  they  came  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  and 
said.  We  have  bound  ourselves  under  a  gieat  curse  that  we 
will. eat  nothing  until  we  have  slain  Paul. 

16  Now  therefore  ye  with  the  council  signify  to  the  chief 
captain  that  he  bring  him  down  to  you  to-morrow,  as  though 
ye  would  enquire  something jnore  perfectly  concemimg  him: 
and  we,  or  ever  he  come  near,  are  ready  to  kill  him. 

16  And  when  Paul's  sister's  son  heard  of  their  l3ring  in 
wait,  he  went  and  entered  into  the  castle,  and  told  Paul. 

17  Then  Paul  called  one  of  the  centurions  unto  him,  and 
aaid^  Bripg  this  young  man  unto  the  chief  captain:  for  he 
hath  a  certain  thing  to  tell  him. 

18  Sq  he  took  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  chief  captain^ 
and  said,  Paul  tlie  prisonej  called  me  unto  A//n^  and  prayed 
ine  to  bring  this  young  man  unto  thee,  who  hath  something 
to  say  unto  thee. 

19  Then  the  chief  captain  took  him  by  the  hand,  and 
Vi&iUxoith  him  aside  privately,  and  asked  }um.  What  is  that 
thou  hast  to  tell  me? 

£0  And  lie  said.  The  Jews  have  agreed  to  desire  dwe 
that-  thou  wouldest  bring  down  Paul  to-moirow  into  the 
pouncil,  as  though  ^ey  would  enquire  somewhat  of  him 
more  perfectly. 

£1  But  do  not  t}iou  yie|d  uptp  them:  for  there  lie  in 
wait  for  him  of  them  more  than  forty  mc^i^  which  have 
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hoand  themselves  with  an  oath  that  they  wilt  neither  eat  nor 
drink  till  they  have  killed  him :  and  now  are  they  ready^ 
looking  for  a  promise  from  thee. 

2,2  So  the  chief  captain  then  let  the  young  man  depart, 
and  charged  him,  See  thou  tell  no  man  that  thou  hast  shewed 
these  things  to  me. 

.23  %  And  he  called  unto  him  two  centurions^  say^ngy 
.Make  ready  two  hundred  soldiers  to  go  to  Cesarea,  and 
horsemen  threescore  and  ten,  and  spearmen  two  hundred^ 
at  the  third  hour  of  the  night; 

£4  And  provide  them  heasts^  that  they  may  set  Paul  on^ 
.and  bring  him  safe  unto  Felix  the  governor. 

25  And  he  wrote  a  letter  after  this  manne^^ : 

26  Claudius  I^fsias  unto  the  most  excellent  governor 
Te)ijL.^ndeth  greeting. 

27  This  man  was  taken  of  the  Jews,  and  should  have 
been  killed  of  them:  then  came  I  with  an  army,  and  reacued 
hifli^  having  understoocf  that  he  was  a  Roman. 

28  And  when  I  would  have  known  the  cause  wherefore 
they  accused  him,  I  brought  him  forth  into  their  coancil: 

29  Whom  I  perceived  to  be  accused  of  questions  of  Iheir 
law,  but  to  have  nothing  laid  to  his  chaige  worthy  ef  deadi 
or  of  bonds. 

SO  And  when  it  was  told  me,  how  that  the  Jews  laid  wait 
for  the  man,  I  sent  straightway  to  thee,  and  gave  command- 
ment to  his  accusers  also  to  say  before  tliee  what  they  had 
against  him.    Farewell. 

31  Then  the  soldiers^  as  it  was  commanded  them,  took 
Paul,  and  brought  him  by  night  to  Antipatris. 

32  On  the  morrow  they  left  the  horsemen  to  go  with  him, 
4ind  returned  to  the  castle : 

33  Who,  when  they  came  to  Cesarea,  and  delivered  the 
i^pbtle  to  the  governor,  presented  Paul  also  before  him. 

34  And  when  the  governor  had  read  the  letter,  he  asked 
.'Of  what  promce  he  waa.     And  when  he  understood  that 

he  was  of  Cilicia ; 
55  I  will  hear  thee,  said  he,  when  thine  accusers  are  also 

come. 
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fome.     And  he  commanded  him    to    be  kept  in  Herod's 
judgment  hall. 

CHAP.   XXIV. 

I.  Paul  accused  by  TirtaUus,  10  ansxetrthfor  himself,  24 
He  preachtth  Christ  to  the  governor  and  his  wife,  27  a^Ao 
at  last)  going  out  of  his  office ,  leaveth  Paul  in  prison. 

A  ND  after  live  days  Ananias  the  high  priest  descended 
with  the  elders,  and  sriVA  a  certain  orator^  named  Ter* 

tuUus^  M'ho  informed  the  governor  against  Paul. 

2  And  when  he  was  called  forth^  Tertulhis  began  to  ac« 
cuse  him^  saying,  Soeing  that  by  thee  we  enjoy  great  quiets 
ness,  and  that  very  worthy  deeds  are  done  unto  thi^i  nation 
by  thy  providence, 

3  We  accept  if  always,  and -in  all  places,  most  noble 
FdiXj  with  alt  thankfulness. 

4  Notwithstanding,  that  I  be  not  further  tedious  unto 
teee>  I  pray  thee  that  Uiou  wouldest  hear  us  of  thy  clemency 
a  few  words.  . 

5  For  we  hate  found  this  man  a  pestilent  fellow,  and  a 
mover  of  sedition  among  all  the  Jews  throughout  the  world, 
and  a  ringleader  of  the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes : 

6  Who  also'  hath  gone  about  to  profane  the  temple: 
whom  we  took^  and  would  have  judged  according  to  our 
law. 

7  But  the  chief  captain  Lysias  came  upon  us,  and  with 
^eat  vipleuce  took  him  away  out  of  our  hands, 

8  Commanding;  his  accusers  to  come  unto  thee:  bv  ex- 
iiminiDg  of  whom  thyself  mayest  take  knowledge  of  all  the«e 
things  whereof  we  accuse  him. 

9  And  the  Jews  also  assented,  saying.  That  these  things 
were  so. 

10  ^  Tlien  Paul,  after  that  the  governor  had  beckoned 
unto  him  to  speak^  answered.  Forasmuch  as  I  kAow  that 
ihou  hast  been  of  many  years  a  judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do 
the  more  cheerfully  answer  for  myself: 

1 1  Because  that  thou  mayest  understand  that  there  are 
yet  but  twelve  days  since  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  for  to 
worship. 

12  Aud 


Thp  ACTS- 

12  And  they  neither  found  me  in  the  temple  disputing 
ivith  any  roan^  neither  raising  up  the  people^  neithei*  in  the 
synagogues^  nor  in  the  city: 

13  Neither  can  diey  prove  the  things  whereof  they  now 
accuse  me. 

14  But  this  I  confess  unto  thee^  that  fifter  the  xfty  ^'hich 
they  call  heresy^  so  worship  I  the  God  q{  iny  fathers,  be- 
lievhig  all  things  which  arc  written  in  the  law  find  in  the 
prophets : 

15  And  have  hope  toward  God>  which  they  thennselves 
also  allowj  that  there  shall  be  k  resurrection  of  th^  d^^ 
both  of  the  just  and  unjust. 

1 6  And  herein  do  I  exercise  myself  to  have  always  a  coor 
science  void  of  offence  toward  God,  and  toward  men. 

17  Now  after  many  years  I  came  to  bring  alms  to  mj 
nation,  and  offerings. 

IB  Whereupon  certain  Jews  from  Asia  found  me  purified 
in  the  temple,  neither  with  multitude,  nor  with  tumult. 

J  9  Who  ought  to  have  been  here  before  thee,  and  object 
if  they  had  ought  against  me. 

20  Or  else  let  these  same  here  say,  if  they  have  found  any 
evil  doing  in  me,  while  I  stood  before  the  council, 

21  Except  it  be  for  this  one  voice,  tl^it  I  crie^ 'standing 
among  them.  Touching  tlie  resurrection  of  the  dead  I  an| 
called  in  question  by  you  this  day. 

22  And  when  Felix  heard  these  things,  having  more  per* 
feet  knowledge  of  that  way,  he  deferred  them,  and  said. 
When  Lysias,  the  chief  captain,  shall  6ome  down,  I  will  know 
the  uttermost  of  your  matter. 

25  And  he  commanded  a  centurion  to  keep  Paul,  and  to 
let  Aim  have  liberty,  and  that  he  should  forbid  none  of  his 
acquaintance  to  minister  or  come  unto  him. 

24  %  And  after  certain  days^  when  Felix  came  with  his 
wife  Drusilla,  which  was  a  Jewess,  he  sent  for  Paul,  and 
heard  him  concerning  the  faith  in  Christ. 

25  And  as  he  reasoned  of  righteousness,  temperance,  and 
judgment  to  come,  Felix  trembled^  and  ans^i'cred.  Go  thy 

way 
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way  for  this  time;  when  I  have  a  convenient  season^  I  witi 
call  for  ttiee. 

26  He  hoped  also  that  money  should  have  been  given  him 
of  Paul  that  he  might  loose  him:  wherefore  he  sent  for  him 
the  oftener^  and  communed  with  him. 

27  ^  But  after  two  years  Porcius  Festus  came  into  Felix' 
room ;  and  Felis^  willing  to  shew  the  Jews  a  pleasure^  left 
Paul  bound. 

CHAP.  XXV. 

1  Paul  accused  by  the  Jews  before  FfstusydppealelhuntoCesar. 

"M'OW  when  Festus  was  come  into  the  province,  after 

three  days  he  ascended  from  Cesarea  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Then  the  high  priest  and  the  chief  of  tlie  Jews  in* 
formed  him  ag^nst  Paulj  and  besought  him, 

3  And  desired  favour  against  him^  that  he  would  send  for 
him  to  Jerusalem,  laying  wait  in  the  way  to  kill  him. 

4  But  Festus  answered.  That  Paul  should  be  kept  at  Ce- 
sarea, and  tlla^he  himself  would  depart  shortly  thither. 

5  Let  them  therefore,  said  he,  which  among  you  are  able 
go  down  witli  me,  and  accuse  this  man,  if  there  be  any  wick- 
edness in  him. 

6  And  when  he  had  tarried  among  them  more  than  ten 
days,  he  went  down  unto  Cesarea ;  and  the  nest  day  sittino- 
on  the  juc^ment  seat,  commanded  Paul  to  be  brought. 

7  Aud  when  he  was  come,  the  Jews  which  came  down 
from  Jerusalem  stood  round  aboiit,  and  laid  many  and  griev- 
ous complaints  i^ainst  Paul,  .which  they  could  not  prove. 

8  While  he  answered  for  himself.  Neither  against  the  law 
of  the^  Jews^  neither  against  the  temple,  nor  yet  against 
Cesar  have  I  offended  any  thing  at  all.  ^ 

9  But  Festus,  willing  to  do  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  answered 
Paul,  and  said.  Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusalem^  and  there  be 
judged  of  these  things  before  me? 

10  Then  said  Paul,  I  ^iand  at  Cesar's  judgment  seat, 
where  I  ought  to  be  judged :  ta  the  Jews  h^ve  I  done  no 
wrong,  as  thou  very  well  knowest. 

1 1  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or  have  committed  any  fhhg 
worthy  of  deaths  I  refuse  not  to  die :  but  if  diere  be  none 

of 
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of  these  ihiogs  whereof  these  accuse  me^  so  man  nui^r  deli- 
ver me  unto  them.     I  appeal  unto  Cesar. 

1^  Tbeu  Festu8>  wheu  lie  bad  conferred  with  the  couo- 
c3,  answered^  Hast  Uioh  appealed  unto  Cesar  .^  unto  Cesar 
shalt  thou  go. 

13  And  after  certain  days  king  Agrippaaod  Beniice  came 
fiDto  Cesarea  to  salute  Festus* 

14  And  when  they  had  been  there  many  days^  Festuti  de- 
clared Paul's  cause  uuto  the  king,  saying,  Tliere  is  a  certain 
man  left  in  bonds  by  Felix : 

13  About  Mhom,  when  I  was  at  Jerusalem^  tlie  chief 
priests  and  the  ciders  of  the  Jews  intbrmed  m(,  desiring  to 
have  judgment  against  hiai. 

16  To  whom  I  aaswered.  It  is  not  the. manner  of  the 
Romans  to  deliver  any  man  to  die,  before  tiiat  be  which  is 
accused  have  the  accusers  face  to  face,  and^liave  licence  to 
answer  for  himself  concerning  the  crime  laid  against  him. 

17  Therefore  when  they  were  come  hither,  without  any 
delay  on  tlie  morrow,  I  sat  on  die  judgment  seat,  and  com- 
manded the  man  to  be  brqu^ht  foith. 

1 8  Against  whom  when  the  accusers  stood  up,  they  bronght 
none  accuaation  of  such  tilings  as  I  supposed : 

19  But  had  certain  questions  against  him  of  their,  own 
superstition,  and  of  one  Jesus,  wliich  waa  dead,  whom  Patii 
affirmed  to  be  alive. 

£0  And  because  I  doubted  of  such  manner  of  qQestion^ 
I  asked  him  whether  he,  would  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be 
Judged  of  tliese  matters. 

£1  But  when  Paul  had  appealed  to  be  reserved  unto  ibe 
hearing  of  Augustus,  [  commanded  him  to  be  kept  till  i 
might  send  him  to  Cesar. 

22  Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Festiis,  I  would  ako  bear  the 
man  myself.     To-morrow,  said  he,  thou  shalt  hear  him. 

23  And  on  the  morrow,  when  Agrippa  was  come,  and 
Bernice,  with  great  pomp,  and  was  entered  into  the  place 
of  hearing,  with  the  chief  captains  and  principal  men  of  die 
city,  at  Festus*  commandment  Paul  was  brought  forth. 

24  And  Festus  ^»d.  King  Agrippa,  and  all  men  whic^ 

arc

are  here  present  with  us,  ye  see  this  man,  about  "whom  all 
the  multitude  of  the  Jews  have  dealt  iaith  me  both  at  Jert»v 
salem  and  alw  here,  crying,  that  he  ought  not  to  live  any 
longer. 

i25  But  when  1  found  that  he  had«committed  nothing  wor^ 
thy  of  death,  and  that  he  himself  hath  appealed  to  Augustutj 
I  have  determined  to  send  him. 

26  Of  whom  I  have  no  certain  thing  to  write  unto  my 
lord.  Wherefore  I  have  brought  him  forth  before  you,  and 
specially  before  thee,  O  king  Agrippa,  that  after  examina- 
tion had  I  might  have  somewhat  to  write. 

27  For  it  seemeth  to  me  unreasonable  to  send  a  prisoner, 
and  not  withal  to  signiiy  the  crimes  /aid  agamst  him. 

CHAP.   XXVI. 
i  Paul  before  Agrippa  declareti  his  life,   12  and  Us  con^ 

version.    24  Festus  ehargeth  him  to  be  mad, 
npHEN  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  Thou  art  pennitted  to 
Hpeak  for  thyself.     Then  Paul  stretched  forth  tlie  hand^ 
and  answered  for  himself: 

2  I  think  myself  happy,  king  Agrippa,  because  I  shall 
answer  for  myself  this  day  before  thee,  touching  all  the 
things  whereof  I  am  accused  of  the  Jews: 

3  Especially,  because  I  know  thee  to  be  expert  in  all  cus* 
toms  and  questions  which  are  among  the  Jews.  VVherefora 
I  beseech  thee  to  hear  me  patiently. 

4  My  maimer  of  life  from  my  youth,  which  was  at  the 
first  among  mine  own  nation  at  Jerusalem,  know  all  the 
Jews ; 

5  Which  knew  me  from  the  beginning,  if  they  would 
testify,  that  after  the  most  strailest  sect  of  our  religion  I  lived 
A  Pharisee. 

6  And  now  I  stand  and  am  judged  for  die  hope  of  the 
promise  made  of  God  unto  our  fathers : 

.  7  Unto  which  promise  our  twelve  tribes,  instantly  serving 
God  day  and  night,  hope  to  come.  For  which  hc^'j  sake, 
king  Agrippa,  I  am  accused  of  the  Jews. 

8  Why  should  it  be  thought  a  thing  incredible  with  you, 
that  God  should  raise  the  dead?  .   • 

'     3  9  I  verily 
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d  I  Verily  thought  with  myself  that  I  ought  to  do  mstif 
things  contrary  to  the  nailie  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

10  Which  thing  I  also  did  in  Jerusaleni:  and  many  of  the 
dints  did  I  sliut  up  in  prison^  liaving  received  authority  from 
the  chief  priests ;  and^  m  heh  they  were  put  to  deaths  I  gave 
my  voice  against  them. 

11  And  I  punished  them  oft  in  every  synagogue,  and 
compelled  them  to  blaspheme';  and  being  exceedingly  mad 
•giiiitft  tliem>  I  persecuted  them  even  unto  strange  cities. 

12  5[  Whereupon  as  I  went  to  Damadeus  with  autliority 
and  commission  from  the  chief  priests^ 

13  At  mid-day,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a  tight  from 
heaven,  above  the  brightness  of  the  sim;  shining  round  about 
me,  and  them  which  journeyed  with  me.' 

14  And  when  we  were  all  fallen  to  the  cdfth,-I  heard  a 
voice  speaking  unto  me,  and  saying  in  the  Hebrew  tongue^ 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  met  It  ii  hard  for  thee  to 
kick  against  the  pricks. 

15  And  I  said,  Who  art  thou.  Lord?  And  he  said^  I  am 
Jesus  whom  tliou  persecutest^ 

16  But  rise,  and  stiuid  upon  thy  feet  i  for  I  hftve  appeared 
unto  tliee  for  lliis  purpose,  to  make  thee  a  minister  and  ft 
witness  both  of  these  things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  of 
those  thitigs  in  the  which  I  will  appear  unto  thee; 

17  Delivering  thee  from  the  people^  and^om  the  Gen^ 
tiles,  unto  v(  hom  now  I  seiid  thee, 

18  To  open  their  'eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness 
to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they 
may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  inheritance  among  them 
which  are  sanctiiied  by  faith  tliat  is  in  me. 

ig  Whereupon,  O  king  Agrippa,  I  was  not  disobedient 
HDto  the  heavenly  vision :  ' 

20  But  shewed  first  unto  them  of  Damascus,  and  at  Je^ 
fusalem,  and  throughout  all  the  coasts  of  Judea,  and  then 
Ito  the  Gentiles,  that  they  should  repent  ai^d  torn  to  God^ 
and  do  works  meet  for  repentance. 

91  For  these  causes  the  Jews  caught  me  in  the  temple, 
^od  went  about  to  kill  n:e. 

29 
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22  Ilavitig  therefore  obtained  heJp  of  Go3,  1  contillue 
Onto  tills  day,  witnessing  both  to  small  and  great,  feajHig; 
none  other  things, than  those  which  the  prophets  and  Moses 
did  say  should  come :  '  ' 

^3  That  Christ  should  suffer,  and  that  he  should  t)(e  the 
first  thftt  should  rise  from  the  dead^  and  should  shew  light 
untt>  the  people,  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

24  ^  And  as  he  thus  spake  for  himself,  Festus  3aid  i^ith 
a  loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  art  beside  thyself;  much  learning 
doth  make  thee  mad. 

'-  25^  But  he  said,  I  am  not  mad,  knost  noble  Festus;  but 
speak  forth  the  words  of  truth  and  soberness. 

'26  For  the  king  knoweth  of  these  things,  hefore  whom 
also  I  speak  freely :  for  I  am  persuaded  that  none  of  these 
things  are  hidden  from  him ;  for  this  thing  was  not  done  in 
a  comer. 

27  King  Agrippa,  bellevest  thoU  the  prophets?  1  know 
that  thou  bellevest. 

'  28  Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  Almost  thou  persuadest 
W  to  be  a  Christian. 

29  And  Paul  said,  I  would  to  God  that  not  onty  thou,  hut 
also  all  that  hear  me  thb  day,  were  both  almost^  and  alto- 
gether such  as  I  am,  except  these  bonds. 

SO  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken^  the  king  rose  up,  ancl 
die  governor,  and  Bemi<^e,  and  they  that  sat  with  them : 

31  And  when  they  were  gone  aside,  they  talked  between 
themselves,  saying.  This  man  doeth  nothing  worthy  of  deaths 
or  of  bonds. 

32  Then  said  Agrippa  unto  Festus^  This  man  might  hav«  . 
be^n  set  at  liberty,  if  he  had  not  appealed  unto  Cesar* 

CHAP.  XXVII. 
1  Paul  shipping  toward  Rome,    10  foreielleth  the  danger 
of  the  voyage,  1 1  but  is  not  believed.     14  They  are  tossed 
with  a  tempest,  41  and  shipwrecked;  22^  34^  44,  yet  all 
come  safe  to  land. 
ND  when   it  was  determined  that  we  should  sail  intd 
Italy,  they  delivered  Paul  and  certain  other  prisoners 
pnto  one  darned  Julius,  a  centurion  of  Augustus'  band. 

H  h  2  And 
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ft  And  enterii^  into  a  ship  of  Adrainyttiunij  we  lanncbed, 
meaning  to  sail  by  the  coasts  of  Asia ;  one  Aristarchus  a  Ma- 
cedonian of  Thessalooica  bebg  with  us. 

3  And  the  next  day  they  touched  at  Sidon.  And  Juliua 
courteously  entreated  Paul^  and  gave  Aim  liber^  to  go  unto 
his  friends  to  refresh  himself. 

4  And  when  we  had  launched  from  thence>  w^  sailed  under 
CyiMTis,  because  die  winds  were  contrary. 

'  5  And  when  we  had  sailed  over  the  sea  of  Cilicia  and  Pam^ 
phylia^  we  came  to  Myra,  a  city  of  Lycia. 

6  And  there  the  centurion  found  a  ship  of  Alexandria 
sailing  into  Italy ;  and  he  put  us  therein. 

7  And  when  we  had  sailed  slowly  many  days,  and  scarce 
were  come  over  gainst  Cnidu8>  the  wind  not  suffering  us,  we 
failed  under  Crete,  over  against  Salmooe : 

8  And  hardly  passing  it^  came  unto  a  place  which  is  called 
The  fiiir  havens ;  nigh  whereunto  was  the  city  of  Lasea. 

9  Now  when  much  time  was  spent^  and ^ when  aailii^  was 
now  dangerous^  because  the  last  was  now  already  past,  Paul 
admonished  them, 

10  f  And  sud  unto  them.  Sirs,  I.  perceive  that  this  voyage 
win  be  with  hurt  and  much  damage,  not  only  of  the  kding, 
and  ship,  but  also  of  our  lives. 

1 1  Nevertheless  the  centurion  believed  the  master  and  the 
owner  of  the  ship  more  than  those  things  which  were  spokeik 
hy  Paul. 

12  And  because  the  haven  was  not  commodious  to  wiiH 
ter  in,  the  more  part  advised  to  depart  hence  also,  if  by  any 
means  they  might  attain  to  Phenice,  and  there  to  winter ; 
which  is  an  haven  of  Crete,  and  lieth  toward  tlie  south  west 
and  north  west. 

1 3  And  when  the  south  wind  blew  softlyj  supposmg  4iai 
they  had  obtained  their  purpose,  loosing  ihence,  they  sailed 
close  by  Crete.- 

14  ^  But  not  long  after  there  arose  against  it  a  tem- 
pestuous wind,  called  £uroclydon. 

15  And  when  the  ship  was  caught,  and  could  not  bear  up 
into  the  wind,  we  let  her  drive. 

I6  And 
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16  And  ninning  under  a  certain  khnd  vibkh  in  cdled 
Oauda^  we  had  much  work  to  come  by  the  boat : 

17  Which  when  they  had  taken  up^  they  used  belpa^  so. 
dbrgirding  the  ship ;  and  fearing  lest  Aey  should  ML  into  the 
quicksands^  strake  sail^  a)nd  so  were  driven* 

18  And  we  being  exceedingly  tossed  with  a  tempest,  the 
next  day  they  lightened  the  ship  j 

19  And  the  third  day  we  cast  out  with  our  own  hands  die 
tackling  of  the  ship. 

20  And  when  neither  sun  ncn*  stars  in  many  days  appeared^ 
and  no  small  tempest  lay  on  us,  all  hope  dait  we  should  b^ 
saved  was  then  taken  away 

Q 1  But  after  loi^  abstinence,;  Paul  stood  forth  in  the  midst 
of  them,  and  said^  Sirs,  ye  should  have  hearkened  unto  me^ 
and  not  have  Iposed  from  Crete,  and  to  have  gained  this 
harm  and  loss. 

£2  And  now  I  exhort  you  to  be  of  good  cheer:  for  there 
shall  be  no  loss  of  any  man's  life  among  you,  but  of  the  ship. 

SS  For  there  stood  by  me  thb  night  the  angd  of  God, 
whose  I  am,  and  whom  I  serve, 

24  Saying,  Fear  not,  Paul ;  thou  must  be  brought  before 
Cesar:  and  lo,  God  hath  given  thee  all  them, that  sail  with 
thee. 

25  Wherefore,  sirs,  be  of  gqjod  cheer :  for  I  believe  God, 
tliat  it  shall  be  even  as  it  was  told  me. 

26  Howbeit  we  must  be  cast  upon  a  certain  island, 

27  But  when  the  fourteenth  night  was  come^  as  we  were 
driven  up  and  down  in  Adria,  about  midnight  the  shipmea 
deemed  that  they  drew  near  to  some  country ; 

28  And  sounded,  and  found  it  twenty  fathoms:  and  when 
they  had  gone  a  little  farther,  diey  sounded  i^Eain,  and  found 
it  fifteen  fathoms* 

29  Then  fbaring  lest  they  should  have  fiedlen  upon  rocks^ 
they  cast  four  aqchors  out  of  the  stem,  and  wished 'for  flie 
day. 

SO  And  as  the  shipmen  were  about  to  flee  out  of  die  shipt 
when  they  had  let  dowp  the  boat  into  thfe  sea,  under  colour 
as  though  they  would  have  cast  anchors  out  of  the  foreship, 

H  h  S  31  Paul 
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I3i  PflXil'Bai^ '^ 4v^  cenUiriop  »n<i  U>  tli^  soldiers^  Except 
these  abide  \n  4l^  «lup  ye  cannot  he  saved. 
.  ^  Then  tbe  aoldier^  cut  off  the  ropes  of  the  boat^  and  let 
l^r  fall  off.      , 

S3  And  while  the  day  waa  coming  on^  Paul  besought 
Hfm  all  to  take  meat,  saying.  This  day  is  the  fourteenth 
day  tliat  ye  have  tarried,  .anc)  continued  fasting,  having  taken 

«ofbiAg. 

34  Wherefore  I  pray  you  to  take  some  meat :  for  this  is 
^r  your  h^akh :  for  there  hhall  not  an  hair  fall  from  the  heac) 

Qf  any  of  you. 

35  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  took  bread,  and  gar* 
thaoks  to  God  in  presence  of  them  all :  and  whea  he  had 
broken  t^,  he  began  to  eat. 

36  Then  were  they  all  of  good  cheer,  and  they  also  took 

$(yme  meat. 

37  And  we  were  in  all  ia  the  ship  two  hundred  threescore 

^d  siateen  souls. 

88  And  when  they  had  eaten  enough,  they  lightened  the 
ship,  and  cast  out  the  wheat  ipto  the  sea. 

89  And  when  it  was  day,  they  knew  not  the  hnd :  but 
they  discovered  a  certain  creek  with  a  shore,  into  the  which 
they  were  minded,   if  it  were  possible,    to  thrust   in    the 

^ip. 

40  And  when  they  had  taken  up  the  anchors,  they  com- 
mitted tlumselve^nuXo  the  sea,  aad  loosed  the  rudder  baiids> 
and  hoised  up  the  mainsail  to  the  wind,  and  noade  toward 

shore. 

41  f  And  falling  into  a  place  where  two  seas  met,  they 
ran  the  ship  aground ;  and  the  fore  part  stuck  fast  and  re- 
mained unmoveable>  but  the  hinder  part  was  broken  with 
the  violence  of  the  Waves. 

42  And  the  soldiers'  counsel  was  to  kill  the  prisoners,  lest 
any  of  thenl  should  swim  out  apd  escape. 

43  But  the  centurion,  willing  to  save  Paul,  kept  them 
from  tlieir  purpose,  and  commanded  tlis^t  they  which  could 
swim,  should  cast  thcnisekes  tiiist  intu  thi  s^a,  and  get  ta 
landx 

44  And 
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44  And  the  rmft,  aome  on  boanrdsy  wii  mfane  m  hrwJah 
pieces  of  the  ship.    And  it  so  came  to  pasd  that'thcjr  esoi^ped 

all  safe  to  land. 

CHAP.   XXVill. 
I  Paul  is  entertiiincd  hy  the  barbarians.     8  He  healeth 
many  in  the  island.      1 1    They  def^ri  tcmards  Romei 
30  He  preacheth  there  two  years. 
A  ND  when  they  were  escaped,  then  tfaey  knew  that  tlnp 
bland  was  called  Melita. 

2  And  the  barbarous  people  shewed  as  no  litde  kindnesst 
for  they  kindled  a  6re,  andireceived  us  every  one,  becauw  of 
the  present  rain,  and  because  of  the  cold.  «'  ' 

3  And  when  Paul  had  gathel'ed  a  bundle  of  sticks^  and 
laid  them  on  the  fire,  ^diere  came  a  viper  out  of  Ibe  h^t,  and 
fastened  on  his  hand.] 

4  And  when  the  barbarians  saw  die  ienomous  benst  hkng 
on  his  hand,  they  said  among  theniselve9>  No  doubt,  tMs 
man  is  a  murdennr,  whom,  though  he  hath  escaped  the'  sed> 
yet  vengeance  suii^ereth  not  to  live. 

5  And  he  shook  off  the  beast  into  the  fire,  and  felt  no 
harm. 

6  Howbeit,  they  Idokedwhen  he  should  have  swollen,-  or 
iallen  do\vu  dead,  suddenly :  but  after  they  had  looked  a  gieM 
while,  and  saw  no  harm  conie  to  him,  they  changed  their 
minds,  and  said  tliat  he  was  a  god. 

7  In  the  same  quarters  were  possessions  of  the  chief  thaii 
of  the  island,  whose  nime  was  Publki^;  whd'  received  us, 
and  lodged  us  three  days  coorteously. 

8  %  And  it  came  to  passy  that  the  fattier  of  PilUius  lay 
Bick  of  a  fbver  and'  of-  a  bloody  flu!i^:  to  whom  Paul  entered 
10^  and  prayed,  and  l«d  his  hands  on  Him,  and  healed-  him. 

9  So  when  thia  was  done*,  odierk  idso  whichhad'disea^ea^ 
in  the  islaifd  came,  and  were*  healed : 

10  Who  also  honoured'  wr  with  many  hoMars';  an^* 
when  we  departed,  they  laded  us  with  such  things  a^  were- 
IMcessary. 

1 1  f  And  after  du«e  months  we  departed  in  a  shrp  oF 
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Abzandm,  iriaich  hid  wintered  in  the  isle^  whose  sign  wa« 
Outor  and  Pollux. 

12  And  landing  at  Syracuse^  we  tarried  there  three  dajs. 

13  And  from  thence  we  fetched  a  compass^  and  came  to 
Rhqiiom :  and  after  one  day  the  south  wind  blewj  and  we 
came  the  next  day  to  Puteoli : 

14  Where  we  found  brethren^  and  were  desired  to  tany 
with  them  aeven  days :  and  ao  we  went  toward  Rome. 

•  15  And  from  thence^  when  the  brethren  heard  of  us^  they 
came  to  meet  us  as  far  as  Appii-forum  and  the  Three  ta- 
\renis :  w^om  when.  Paul  saw^  he  thanked  God^  and  took 
courage. 

16  And  when  we  came  to  Rome^  the  centurion  delivered 
dui  prisoners  to  the  captain  of  the  guard :  but  PbuJ  was  suf- 
fered to  dwell  by  himself  with  a  soldier  that  kept  him. 

17  And  it  came  to  passj  that  after  diree  days  Paul  called 
the  chief  of  the  Jews  together :  and  when  they  were  come 
tegetfaerj  he  said  unto  them^  Men  and  brethren^  though  I 
have  committed  nothing  against  the  people^  or  customs  of  our 
finduH^  yet  ivas  I  delivered  prisoner  from  Jerusalem  into  the 
bauds  of  the  Romans. 

18  Who^  when  they  had  examined  me,  would  have  let 
pie  go»  becauae  there  was  no  cause  of  death  m  me, 

19  But  when  the  Jews  spake  against  it,  I  was  constrained 
to  appeal  unto  Ces^r;  not  t}iat  J  had  ought  to  accuse  my 
pation  of.

6  After  th^t  he  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at 
enc^^  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto  this  present,  but 
some  are  fallen  asleep. 

7  After  that  he  was  seen  of  James;  then  of  all  the 
apostles. 

8  And  last  of  all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  born 
out  of  due  time. 

9  For  I  am  tlie  least  of  the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to 
be  called  an  apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  church  of 
God. 

10  But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am :  and  hi^ 
grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I  la- 
boured more  abundantly  than  they  all :  yet  not  I,  but  the 
grace  of  God  which  was  with  me. 

1 1  Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and 
io  ye  bdieved. 

12  Now  if  Chrbt  be  preached  that  he  rose  from  the  dead^ 
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how  say  ftome  among  you  that  there  u  no  resurrection  of  the 
dead? 

13  But  if  there  be  no  resurrection  of  the  dead^  then  b 
Christ  not  risen : 

14  And  if  Chrbt  be  not  risen^  then  is  our  preaching  vain, 
and  your  fidth  is  also  vain* 

15  Yeaj  and  we  are  found  fidse  witnesses  of  God;  because 
we  have  testified  of  God  that  he  raised  up  Christ :  whom  he 
raised  not  up>  if  so  be  that  the  dead  rise  not. 

16  For  if  the  dead  rise  not^  then  is  not  Christ  raised: 

17  And  if  Christ  be  not  raised^  your  faith  is  vain ;  ye  are 
yet  in  your  Qins. 

18  Then  they  also  which  are  fallen  asleep  in  Christ  are 
perished. 

19  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in  Christy  we  are  of 
all  men  most  miserable. 

20  But  now  is  Christ  risen  frwn  tiie  dead,  and  become 
the  first  fruits  of  them  that  slept. 

21  ^  For  since  by  man  came  dteth,  by  man  came  also  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead. 

22  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be 
made  alive. 

23  But  every  man  in  his  own  order :  Christ  the  first  fruits; 
afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming. 

24  Then  cometA  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up 
the  kingdom  to  God  even  the  Father ;  when  he  shall  have  put 
dovm  all  rule  and  all  authority  and  power. 

26  For  he  must  leigpi  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his 
teec. 

26  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  i%  death. 

27  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet.  •  But  when 
lie  saith  all  things  are  put  imder  Aim,  it  is  manifest  that  he 
is  excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under  him. 

28  And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  him>  then 
shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  subject  unto  hitai  that  put. all 
4hing|i  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all. 

S9  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the

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dead^  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all  i  why  i^e  tkay  thto  baptbetf 
for  the  dead  i 

30  And  why  aland  we  in  jeopairiy  etery  how  i 

31  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing  which  I  have  in  Christ  Jeaua 
our  {.Old,  I  die  daily. 

32  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fous(ht  with  beasts 
at  £phe8U3^  what  advaatageth  it  me^  if  the  deed  rise  not  ?  Let 
m  eat  and  drink ;  for  tx»«morrow  ii<e  die. 

33  Be  not  deceived :  evil  coasmunicatimis  eomipl  good 
manners. 

34  Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sk  not ;  fer  some  have 
not  the  knowledge  of  God  :  I  speak  this  to  yoar  shaane. 

35  %  Butsoine  fdam  will  say^  How  are  the  dead  msedttp? 
and'with  what  body  do  they  come  i 

36  Thou  fofA,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  n^  ^'ckened, 
except  it  die : 

37  And  that  whidi  theai  eow<at>  then  sowest  not  that  body 
Ihat  shall  be,  but  bare  grab,  k  may  chance  of  wheats  or  et 
some  other  from : 

38  But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  baft  pleased  Im^aiid  to 
every  seed  his  owa  bod^. 

39  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh:  but  there  is  one  Idnd  nf 
flesh  of  men,  anoliier  Aesh  of  beasta,  anothef  of  fishes,  and 
another  of  birds* 

46  Tkcrt  am  abo  ccAasthd  bodite;  and  bodies  tenestrial : 
but  the  glory  of  ihecalctotial  is  Oiie>  and  Mie  jgnA^rjrof  theter* 
restrial  is  another. 

41  Tktft  is  one  glory  of  tbe  sua,  and  aaofber  glory  of  the 
moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  titers :  for  one  star  diffei«lb 
from  an^ihelf*  slair  in  glory. 

'  4d  So  elso  IS  the  resari«cl»o«  of  the  dead.    It  is  SQxm  in 
ealrraptioa;  it  it  raiMsl  in  ktowriwpiiot :

48  As  u  the  eartl^,  such  are  they  also  tfiat  are  earthy : 
and  as  ts  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly. 

49  iWMi«swe  have  borne  the  image  of  the  eanhy,  we  sb^ 
also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 

50  Now  this  I  say,  brediren,  that  flesh  and  Mood  cannot 
inherit  the  Idngdom  of  God ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit 
iBCoituptieii. 

61  %  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery ;  We  shaH  not  aU 
sleep,  b«t  we  riudl  all.  be  changed:, 

52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  Ust 
tnimp:  for  the  trumpet  shidl  sound,  and  the  dead  shaB  be 
raised  incormptible,  and  we  shall  be  chained. 

53  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  Ikis 
mortal  must  put  on  immortaUty. 

54  So  when  tfiis  corru|>tible  shaH  have  put  on  inconrup- 
tion,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortaUty,  then  siiall 
be  iHtKiglit  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  wntten.

6  For  Qodj  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of 
darkness^   hadi  shined   in  our   hearts^  to  give  the  li^t  of 

.'  the   knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God   in  die  face,  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

7  %  But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels^  that 
the  excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  iu>t  of 


8  fVe  are  troubled  on  every  side^  yet  not  distressed;  tve 
^  are  perplexed^  but  not  in  despair ; 

9  Persecuted^  but  not  forsaken ;  cast  down^  but  not  de- 
;  ^troyed ;  . 

10  Always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of  the 
Lord  Jesns,  that  the  life  sjso.  oi  Jesus  might  be  made  mani* 
fest  in  our  body. 

1 1  For  we  which  Kve  are  alway  delivered  unto  death  for 
Jesus'  sake^  that  the  Ufe  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  mani* 
fest  in  our  mortal  flesh.  \ 

]  2  So  then  death  worketh  in  us^  but  life  in  you; 

'  13  We 
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13  We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is 
written,  I  believed,  and  therefore  have  I  spoken ;  we  also 
believe>  and  therefore  speak ;     , 

14  Knowing  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus, 
:8hall  raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present  as  with 
you. 

15  For  all  things  ar^  for  your  sakes,  that  th>2  abundant 
grace  might  through  the  thanksgiving  of  many  redound  to  the 
glory  of  God. 

16  For  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though  our 
putward  man  perish,  yet  the  inward  man  is  renewed  day  b]^ 
day. 

17  For  our  light  aiBiction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment* 
worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of 

18  While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but 
at  the  things  which  are  not  seen  :  for  the  things  which  are 
seen  are  teqaporal;  but  the  things  whi(;h  are  not  seen  are 
eternal. 

CHAP.  V, 
1  In  hope  of  immortal  glory,  9  and  inexpe-tance  of  it,  and 
of  the  general  judgment,  he  laboureth  to  keep  a  good  cone 
science,  ^ 

T^OR  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  *-  f  tJiis  tabernade 
were  dissolve^,  we  have  4  building  of  ^iod,  an  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  ip  the  heavens. 

9  For  in  this  we  groan  earnestly,  €^<  ^ring  to  be  clothed 
upon  wilh  our  house  which  is  from  heaven : 

3  If  so  be  that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked* 

4  )^or  we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groou,  being  bur- 
dened :  not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed^  but  clothed  upon, 
that  mortality  might  be  swallowed  up  of  life, 

5  Now  he  tiiat  hath  wrought  us  for  the  selfsan^e  thing 
is  God,  who  also  hath  givep  unto  us  the  earnest  of  the 
Spirit. 

6  Therefore  we  are  always  confident,  knowing  that 
whilst  we  are  at  home  in  the  body,  we  are  absent  from  the 
J^rd:

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7  For  we  walk  by  Imitli,  not  by  flight : 

8  We  are  CQBfident,  /  un/y  aod  wiUiDg  rvtber  to  be  absent 
from  the  body^  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord. 

9  %  Wherefore  we  labow^  diat  whether  present  or  ab^ot 
we  may  he  accepted  of  him. 

10  For  we  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment-seat  of 
Christ ;  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his 
body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  he  good  or 
bad. 

1 1  Knowing  diereibre  the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade 
wien ;  but  we  are  made  manifest  unto  God ;  and  I  trust  also 
are  made  manifest  in  your  consciences. 

1ft  For  we  commend  not  ourselves  i^in  unto  you,  but 
|jvo  you  occasion  to  gloiy  on  our  faej^f,  that  je  may  have 
somewhat  to  answer  them  which  glory  in*  appearance,  and 
tiot  in  heart. 

19  For  whetfier  we  be  beude  ourselves,  si  ts  to  God :  or 
whether  we  be  sober,  it  n  for  your  cause. 

14  For  the  love  of  Christ  coniitraineth  us;  because  we 
thus  judge,  that  if  one  died  for  all,  then  were  all  dead : 

15  And  that  he  died  for  all,  that  they  which  live  should 
not  henceforth  bve  unto  themselves,  but  unto  him  which  <hed 
for  them,  and  rose  again. 

1 6  Wherefore  hencefortfi  know  we  no  roan  after  the  flesh : 
yea,  though  we  have  known  Christ  after  the  flesh,  yet  now 
henceforth  know  we  fiim  no  more. 

17  Therefore  if  any  man  he  in  Christ,  Ae  is  a  new  crea- 
ture :  old  things  are  passed  away ;  behold,  all  thmgs  are  be- 
come new. 

18  And  aU  things  art  bi  God,  who  hath  reconciled  us  to 
liim!>elf  by  Je&ns  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  the  mbistry  of 
reconciliation ;

6  To  >vhom  he  glory  for  ever  and  ever.    Amen* 

6  \  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  removed  from  him  that 
(taBed  you  mto  tiie  grace  of  Christ  unto  soother  gospel :  , 

7  Which  is  not  another ;  but  there  be  some  that  trouble 
you,  and  would  pervert  the  gospel  of  ChrisCr 

6  But  diough  we,  pr  an  ang^  inym  beavauj  preach  a>y 
other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  which  we  h^ve  preadied  onto 
you,  let  him  be  accursjed. 

9  As  we  said  before,  so  say  I  now  again.  If  any  man  preach 
any  other  gospel  unto  you,  than  ihat  ye  hav^  received,  iet  him 
be  accursed. 

10  For  do  I  now  persuade  ineii,  or  God  ?  or  do  I  seek 
to  please  men  ?  for  if  1  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  aot  be  thi 
9fNTaat  of  Christ. 

1 1  %  But  \  certify  you,  brethren.  That  the  gospel  wbiefa 
was  preached  of  me  is  not  aft^  man. 

12  For  I  neither  received  it  of  man^  neither  Wf|s  I  (aught 
it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesits  Christ. 

*  I  4  »5  Fo| 
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15  For  ye  have  heard  of  my  conversadon  in  time  past  in 
the  Jews*  religioo^  how  that  beyond  measure  I  persecuted  the 
church  of  God^  and  wasted  it : 

14  And  profited  in  the  Jews'  religion  above  many  my 
equals  in  mine  own  nation^  being  more  exceedingly  zealous 
of  the  traditions  of  my  fathers. 

1.5  But  when  it  pleased  God^  who  separated  me  from  my 
mother's  womb,  and  called  me  by  bis  grace, 

16  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach  him 
among  the  heathen ;  immediately  I  conferred  not  with  flesh 
and  bjood : 

17  Neither  went  I  up  to  Jerusalem  to  them  which  were 
apostles  before  me ;  but  I  went  into  Arabia,  and  returned 
again  unto  Damascus. 

18  Then  after  three  years  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  see 
Peter,  and  abode  with  him  fifben  days. 

19  But  other  of  the  Apostles  saw  I  none,  save  James  th# 
liord's  brother, 

£0  Now  the  things  which  I  writ^  unto  you,  behold,  before 
God,  I  lie  not. 

£1  Afterwards  I  came  into  the  regions  of  Syria  and 
CiUcia; 

22  And  was  unknown  by  £ice  unto  the  churches  of  Judea 
which  were  in  Christ : 

23  But  they  had  heard  only.  That  he  which  persecuted 
us  in  times  past,  now  preficheth  th^  fi^ith  which  oq^«  he 
destroyed. 

24  And  they  glorified  God  in  me» 

CHAP.  V. 
1  He  moveih  them  to  stand  in  their  libert^^    3  and  net  ta 
observe  circumcision,  \S  but  rather  love,     ly  Theworki 
cfthejiesh,  22  and  fruits  of  the  Spirit, 
CTAND   fast  therefore  in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ 
bath  made  us  free,  and  be  not  entangled  ags|iii  with  the 
yoke  of  bondage. 

2  Behold,  1  Paul  say  unto  you,  that  if  ye  be  circumcised, 
Christ  sLall  profit  you  nothing, 

3  If  For 
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3  %  For  I  testify  again  to  every  man  that  is  circanici!ied| 
that  he  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  vihole  law. 

4  Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto'  you^  whosoever  of 
you  are  justiiied^by  the  law;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace. 

d  For  we  through  the  Spirit  wait  for  the  hope  of  righ* 
teousness  by  faith. 

.  6  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
diing,  nor  uncircumcision ;  <  but  faith  whicli^  woriceth  by 
love. 

7  Ye  did  run  well^  who  did  hinder  you  that  ye  should  not 
obey  the  truth? 

8  This  persuasion  cometh  not  of  him  that  callcth  you. 

9  A  litde  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump. 

10  I  have  confidence  in  you  through  the  Lord^  that  ye  win 
be  hone  otherwise  minded :  but  he  that  troubleth  }*ou  shaB 
bear  his  judgment^  whosoever  he  be. 

11  And  I,  brethren^  if  I  yet  preach  circumcision^  why 
do  I  yet  suffer  persecution  i  theu  is  the  offence  of  the  cross 
ceased. 

12  I  would  diey  were  even  cut  off  which  trouble  you. 

IS  %  For,  brethren^  ye  have  been  called^unto  liberty; 
only  use  not  liberty  for  an  occasion  to  the  flesh,  but  by  love 
serve  one  another. 

14  For  >ill  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one  word,  even  in  this; 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

15  But  if  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another,  take  heed  that 
ye  be  not  consumed  one  of  another. 

16  This  I  say  then.  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not 
fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh. 

17  For  the  flesh  kisteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
^igainst  the  flesh :  and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other: 
S(>  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  tliat  ye  would. 

)8  But  if  ye  be  led  of  the  Spirit,  ye  are  not  under  the 
law. 

ig  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are 
these,  adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness,  lasciviousness, 

90  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulations, 
wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies, 

21  Envyings, 
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2i  Eavjings^  mtirdersj  dniokeiiaessj  revellingSj  and  aach 
like :  of  the  which  I  tell  you  before^  as  I  have  also  toM  you 
in  time  past,  that  they  which  do  such  tbtogs  shall  uot  inberit 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

22  %  But  the  fruil  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy^  peace,  long- 
fcufiering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith. 

23  Meekness^  temperance :  against  such  there  is  no  law. 

24  And  they  that  are  Chriat*s  have  crucilied  the  flesh  with 
the  a£fections  and  lusts. 

25  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit^  let  us  also  walk  in  the 
Spirit. 

26  Let  us  not  be  desirous  of  vain  glory,  provoking  one 
another,  envying  one  another. 

CHAP.  VI. 
1  He  wilUtk  them  to  d^al  tmldlj/  with  a  brother  that  hath 
slipped,  6  to  be  liberal  to  their  teachers,  9  and  not  to  ie 
u^eaty  of  well  doing. 
"D  RETHREN,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which 
are  spiritual  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meek^ 
ness ;  considering  tliyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Bear  ye  one  another  s  buidens,  and  ao  fulfil  the  Jaw  of 
Christ. 

3  For  if  a  man  think  himself  to  be  somediing,  when  be 
b  nothing,  he  deceiveth  hintself. 

4  But  let  every  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  dien  AaD 
he  have  rejoicing  in  himself  alone,  and  not  in  another. 

5  For  every  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden. 

6  %  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate  unto 
him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  thii^s. 

7  Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not  aoocked :  for  whaCsbever 
a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap. 

8  For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap 
corruption ;  but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the 
Spirit  reap  life  everlasting. 

9  ^  AjvI  let  us  not  be  weary  m  well  dcnng:  for  in  due 
season  we  shall  reap,* if  we  faint  not. 

10  As  wc  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  imto

An4  .that  ye  study  to.  be  guiet^  .and  to  do  ^our  owq 
business^  and  to  work  with  your  own  hands  afi  we  conj- 
manded  you ;       .        . 

12  That  ye  may  walk  honestly  to\yard  tljem  that  are  witlj.- 
put,  and  that  ye  may  have  lack  of  nr>thiiig. 

)3  J3ut  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ^gno/ant^  brethren, 

K  k  9  poncefiiing 
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concermng  tbem  ^hich  are  asleep^  that  ye  sorrow  not,  e^en 
as  others  which  have  no  hope. 

14  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  eren 
so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  hizm 

16  For  this  we  say  unto  you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  which  are  alive  end  remain  unto  the  coming  of  tho 
Lord,  shall  not  prevent  them  which  are  asleep- 
Id  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  9 

shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump 
of  God :  and  the  dead  in  C3irist  shall  rise  first : 

17  Then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain,  sliall  be  cauglil 
tip  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  io 
the  air :  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 

18  Wherefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words.

16  Rejoice  evermore. 

1 7  Pray  without  ceasing. 

18  In  every  thing  give  thanks :  for  this  is  the  will  of  God 
in  Christ  Jesus  concerning  you. 

19  Quench  not  the  spirit. 
.ISO  Despise  not  prophesylngs. 

21   Prpve  all  things ;  hold  fast  that  which  is  good. 

%2  Abstain  from  all  appearance  of  evil. 

23  And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  yoti  wholly  ;  and 
I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  preserved 
blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

4  Neither  give  heed  to  fables  and  endless  genealogies, 
5yhicb  minister  questions  rather  than  godly  edifying,  which 
is  in  faith :  so  do. 

5  Now  the  end  of  the  commandment  is  charity  out  of  a 
pure  li^art,  and  q/'a  good  copscience,  and  o/* faith  unfeigned: 

6  Fro^i  which  some,  having  swerved^  have  turned  aside 
unto  vain  janghn^ ; 

7  Desiring  to  be  teachers  of  the  law ;  understandmg  nei- 
ther what  they  say,  npr  whereof  they  affirm.

IC  And  I  thank  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  who  hath  enabled 

•  njc,  fur  that  he  countctil  me  faitiiful,  putting  me  into  thq 
niir.i  iry  ; 

J  3  Who 
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'  13  Who  was  before  a  blasphemer  and  a  persecutor^  and 
injurious :  but  I  obtained  mercy  because  I  did  it  ignorantly 
in  unbelief. 

.  14  And  the  grace  of  our  Ix>rd  was  exceeding  a))undant 
with  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.     ' 

15  This  i%  a  faithful  sayiiig,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation^ 
That  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners;  of 
whom  I  am  chief. 

16  Howbeit^  for  this  cause  I  obtained  mercy,  that  in  me 
first  Jesus  Christ  migiit  shew  forth  all  lon^  suffering,  for  a 
pattern  to  them  which  should  hereafter  believe  on.  him  to 
life  everlasting.

()  But  they  sliall  proceed  no  further  :  for  their  folly  shall 
be  niunifest  unto  aH  men,  as  theirs  also  was,

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10  But  thou  hast  fully  known  my  doctrine>  manner  of  life; 
purpose,  faith^  long-suffeFing,  charity,  patience. 

1 1  Persecutions,  afflictions,  which  came  unto  me  at  An- 
tioch,  at  Iconium,  at  Lystra ;  what  persecutiotis  I  endured : 
but  out  of  them  all  the  Lord  delivered  me. 

12  Yea,^and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall 
suffer  persecution. 

13  But  evil  men  and  seducers  shall  wax  worse  and  worse, 
deceiving^  and  being  deceived. 

14  But  continue  thou  in  the  things  which  thou  hast

7  In  all  things  shewing  thyself  a.pattem  of  good  works:  in 
doctrine  shewing  uncorruptness,  gravity,  sincerity, 

8  Sound  speech  that  cannot  be  condemned ;  that  he  that 
is  of  the  contrary  part  may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil  thing 
to  say  of  you.  ^ 

9  Exhort  servants  to  be  obedient  unto  their  own  masters,. 
Md  to  please  them  well  in  all  things;  not  answering  again.; 

10  Not  purloining,  but  shewing:  all  good  fidelity;  that 
they  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of   God  our  Saviour  in  all 


1 1  For  the  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation  hath  ap^ 
flared  to  all  men, 

IS  Teaghing  us  that  denying  ungodliness  and  woddly  luM!., 
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rfionld  live  noberly^  rigfateoufly^  and  godly  in  tfais  present 
^orld ; 

13  Looking  for  tiiat  blessed  hope^  and  the  glorious  appear* 
ing  of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ ; 

14  Wha  gave  himself  for  us^  that  he  might  redeem  ib 
irom  all  ioiqaity^  and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  people^ 
2eidous  of  good  wx>rk8. 

1 5  These  things  speak  and  exhort^  and  rebuke  ^ith  all 
authority.     Let  no  man  denpise  thee. 

CHAP.  IIL 
I  Titus  directed  what  to  teach,  10  to  reject  obstinate  here* 

ticks.     12  The  conclusion, 
P>UT  them  in   mind  to  be  subject  to  principalities  and 
'  powers^  to  obey  magistrates^  to  be  ready  to  every  good 
work, 

2  To  speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no  braivlers,  but  gentle^ 
shewing  all  mee'kness  unto  all  men. 

3  For  we  ourvelves  also  were  sometimes  foolish,  disobe- 
dient, deceived,  serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures^  living  in 
malice  aftd  envy,  hateful,  and  hating  one  another. 

4  Bot  after  tliat  the  kindness  and  love  of  God  our  Saviour 
toward  man  appeared. 

5  Not  by  woi'Vs  of  righteousness  \\  hich  we  have  done,  but 
'according  to  his  iti^'rcy  he*  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regene- 
ration, maid  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; 

6  Which  he  sh^d  on  us  abundantly  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Saviour ; 

7  That  beii^  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made 
iieirs  according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life.

Tliese  things  are 
good  and  profitable  unto  men. 

9  But  avoid  foolish  questions  and  genealogies,  and  con* 
tentions,  and  strivings  about  the  law  ;  for  they  are  unprbfit^ 
able  and  vmu. 

10  A  man  that  is  an  heretick  after  the  first  and  second  ad^ 
monition^  reject ; 

11  Epowr 
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1 1  Knowing  that  he  lliat  is  such  is  subverted^  and  atndellr^ 
being  condemned  of  himself. 

12  When  I  shall  send  Artemas  unto  thee^  or  Tychicus,  be 
diligent  to  come  unto  me  to  Nicopolis :  for  I  have  detenn'med 
there  to  winter. 

V)  Bring  Zena.";  the  lawyer  and  ApoUos  on  their  journey 
diligently^  tliat  nothing  be  wanting  unto  them. 

14  And  let  our's  also  learn  to  maintain  good  works  for  ne- 
cessary uses^  that  they  be  not  unfruitful. 

15  All  that  are  with  me  salute  thee.  Greet  them  that  lore 
us  in  the  faitli.     Grace  he  with  you  all.     Amen. 

It  was  written  to  Titus  ordained  the  first  bishop  of  the 
diurch  of  the  Cretians^  from  Nicopolis  of  Macedonia.

2  Hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  i\s  by  hi$  Son^  whom 
he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things^  by  whom  also  he  made 
the  worlds ; 

3  Who  being  the  brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express 
image  of  his  person,  and  upholdii^  all  things  by  ^  word  of 
his  power,  when  he  had  by  himself  purged  our  sins,  sat  down 
on  the  right  hand  of  the  majesty  on  high  ; 

4  Being  made  so  much  better  than  die  angels,  as  he  hadk 
by  inheritance  obtained  a  more  excellent  name  than  they. 

5  For  unto  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time,  Tliou 
jmt  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee  ?  And  again,  I  will 
be  to  him  u  Father,  and  he  shall  be  to  me  a  Son? 

6  And  again,  when  he  bringeth  in  the  first-begotten  into 
.  the  world,  he  saith^  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship 

bim« 

7  Aud* 
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7  And  of  the  angels  he  saith^  Who  maketh  his  angels  spi* 
ritSj  and  bis  ministers  a  flame  of  fire. 

8  But  uato  the  Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne^  O  God^  is  for 
ever  and  ever :  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kingdom. 

9  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness^  and  hated  iniquity ; 
therefore  God^  even  thy  God^  hath  anointed  thee  with  the 
oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

10  And^  Thou^  Lord^  in  the  beginning  bast  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  earth :  and  the  heavens  are  the  works  of 
thine  hands. 

1 1  They  shall  perish ;  but  thou  remainest :  and  they  all 
shall  wax  old  as  doth  a  garment ; 

12  And  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  fold  them  up^  and  they 
shall  be  changed :  but  thou  art  the  same^  and  thy  years  shall 
not  fail. 

IS  But  to  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time^  Sit  oil 
my  right  hand  until  1  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  i 

14  Are  they  not  all  ministering  spirits^  sent  forth  to  mi** 
iiister  for  them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation  i 

CHAP.   II. 
1  We  ought  to  be  obedient  unto  Christ  JesUs,  6  became  he 

vouchsafed  to  take  our  nature  upon  him,  14  as  it  uas 

necessary. 
nrHEREFORE  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest  heed 
to  the  things  which  we  have  heard>  lest  at  any  time  we 
should  let  them  slip. 

2  For  if  the  word  spoken  by  angels  wad  stedfast^  and  every 
transgression  and  disobedience  received  a  just  recompence  of 
reward ; 

3  How  shall  we  escape  if  we  neglect  ^  |[reat  salvation, 
which  at  the  first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord;  and  waif 
confirmed  unto  us  by  them  that  heard  him; 

4  God  also  bearing  them  witness  both  with  sigh^  and  wou'^ 
ders,  and  with  divers  miracleS>  and  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
according  to  his  own  will  ? 

5  For  tinto  th6  angeb  hath  he  hot  piit  ia  subjection  thel 
l^orld  to  come,  whereof  we  speak. 

LI  6  But 
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6  But  ode  in  A  certain  place  testified,  s^yingv  What  is 
inan^  that  thou  ait  mincU'ul  of  hia^i  or  the  son  of  ujan^  that 
tliou  visitest  iiim  ? 

7  Thou  maclt^t  him  a  little  lower  than  the  aogela ;  tliou 
crowncdst  him  .^vilh  glory  and  honour^  aud  didst  set  over  hiui 
the  works  of  thy  iiands : 

8  Thou  ha8t  put  all  tilings  iu.  subjection  under  bis  feet, 
l^or  in  that  he  put  all  iu  subjection  under  him^  he  left  nothing 
that  is  not  put  uudcr  him.  But  now  we  see  not  yet  all  things 
put  undei'  iiiui.  . 

9  But  we  see  Jesus^  who  was  made  a  little  lower  than  the 
tngels^  for  the  suffering  of  death,  crowned  with  glory  and 
honour ;  that  he  by  die  grace  oif  God  should  taste  death  for 
every  man. 

10  For  it  became  him  for  whom  are  all  thhtgs/  and  by 
whom  <z/e  all  things,  iu  bringing  many  sons  unto  gloiy,  ta 
make  the  captain  ot  their  salvation  perfect  through  sufferings. 

1 1  For  both  he  that  sanctitletli^  and  they  who  are  sancti- 
fied are  all  of  one  :  for  which  cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to  call 
them  brethren, 

12  Saving,  I  will  declare  thy  name  unto  my  brethren,  in 
the  tnidst  of  the  church  will  I  bing  praise  unto  thee. 

13  And  again,  J  will  put  my  trust  in  him.  And  again. 
Behold  I,  and  the  children  which  God  hath  giveu  me. 

14  Forasmuch  then  as  the  children  are  partakers  of  flesh 
and  bloodj  he  also  himself  likewise  took  part  of  the  same ; 
that  througli  death  he  might  d;.stroy  him  that  had  the  power 
oi  death,  that  is,  the  uevii ; 

L>  Aud  deliver  them  v\ho  through  fear  of  death  were  all 
their  liielime  sulycct  to  bondage. 

16  For  verily  he  took  not  on  him  tltc  fuiturt  of  angels ; 
but  he  took  on  liim  llie  seed  of  Abraham. 

17  ^^'herefore  in  all  tilings  it  belioved  him  to  be  made  like 
unto  hU  brethren ;  that  he  uiig|it  be  a  merciful  and  faithftd 
high  priest  in  things />e;r(^/Mi//|[  to  God,  to  make  reconciim« 
tion  foi'  tiic  si..s  of  the  people. 

1 8  For  in  that  he  himself  hatli  suffered  being  tempted^  be 
is  able  to  succour  them  that  are  teuipted^ 

CHAP. 
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CHAR  III. 

1  Christ  is  more  worthy- than  Moses.  7  Therefore  if  we  he- 
lieve  not  in  him,  7ve  shall  be  more  worthy  of  punishment 
than  hard-hearted  Israel, 

^l^HEREFORE,  holy  brethren^  partakers  of  the  heavenly 
calling,  consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our 

profession^  Christ  Jesus ;  ^ 

Q  Who  W2LS  faithful  to  him  that  appointed  him^  as  also 

Moses  teas  faithful  in  all  bis  house. 

3  For  this  man  was  counted  worthy  of  more  glory  than 
Moses,  in  as  much  as  he  who  hath  builded  the  bouse  hath 

^ore  honour  than^the  house. 

4  For  every  bouse  is  builded  by  some  man ;  but  he  that 
built  all  things  is  God. 

5  And  Moses  verily  was  faifbful  in  all  his  house  as  a  scr- 
vantjfor  a  testimony  of  those  things  which  were  to  be  spoken 
after ; 

<3  But  Christ  as  a  son  over  his  own  house ;  whose  hous^ 
are  we,  if  we  hold  fast  the  confidence  and  4he  rejoicing  of 
the  hope  firm  unto  the  end. 

7  Wherefore  (as  the  Holy  Ghost  Haith>  To  day  if  ye  will 
hear  his  voice, 

8  Harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  provocation,  in  the 
day  of  temptation  in  the  wilderness  : 

9  When  your  fiithers  tempted  me>  proved  mcj  and  saw  my 
works  forty  years. 

10  Wherefore  I  was  grieved  with  {!iat  generation,  and 
said.  They  do  alway  err  in  their  heart ;  and  they  hfeve  not 
known  my  >\«ys. 

1 1  So  I  sware  in  toy  wrath.  They  shall  ndt  enter  into  m^ 
rest.) 

]  2  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there  be  in  ai^  of  ^ou  wi 
fevil  heart  of  onbefief,  in  departing  front  the  living  God. 

13  But  exhort  one  another  daily  v^hile  it  is  called  To  day; 
lest  any  of  you  be  hatden^  through  the  decehndnes^  of  sin. 

14  For  w^  are  made  partakers  of  Christ,  if  we  hold  the 
begimuDg  of  our  confidence  stedikst  onto  tbe  end  J 
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15  While  it  is  said^  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice  harden 
not  your  hearts^  as  in  the  provocation. 

16  For'some^  when  they  had  heard^  did  provoke:  how* 
beit^  not  all  that  came  out  of  Egypt  by  Moses. 

i7  But  with  whom  was  he  grivved  forty  years  ?  wa$  it  not 
with  them  that  had  sinned^  whose  carcases  fell  in  the  wilder- 


ness ? 


18  And  to  whom  sware  he  that  they  should  not  enter  into 
his  rest^  but  to  them  that  believed  not  ? 

)9  So  we  see  that  they  could  not  enter  in  because  of  un- 
belief. 

CHAP.  XII. 
I  An  exhortation  to  constant  faith,  patience,  and  godUness. 
22  A  commendation  of  the  New  T^aiament  above  the  Old. 
lyi^HEREFORE  seeing  we  also  are  compas^  about  with 
so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses^  let  us  lay  aside  everj 
weight,  and  the  sin  which  dolh  so  easily  beset  n$,  and  let  us 
fun  wiih  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before  us, 

3  looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  iinibber  of  our  faith; 
who  for  ihe  joy  that  was  set  before  him  endured  the  cross, 
despising  the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  God. 

8  For  consider  him  that  endured  such  contradiction  of 
siiinei's  against  himself,  lest  ye  be  wearied  and  faint  in  your 
minds. 

4  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striving  against  sin. 

5  And  ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation  which  speaketh 
unto  you  as  unto  children,  My  son,  despise  not  thou  the 
chastening  of  the  Lord,  nor  fahit  w  hen  thou  art  rebuked  of 
him  : 

0  For  whom  the  Lord  lovetli  he  chasteueth,«ud  scourgelh 
every  son  whom  he  receiveth. 

7  If  ye  endure  cha:»teuing,  God  dealetb  with  you  as  witlk. 
torn :  for  what  sou  is  he  wliom  the  father  chasteneth  not  ? 

8  But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  par- 
takerK,  then  are  ye  bastards,  and  not  sons. 

g  Furthermore,  we  have  bad  lathers  of  our  flesh,  which 
corrected  ms,  and  we  gave  thttn  reverence :   shall  we  not 

much 
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tnucli  rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits^  and 
live  ? 

10 'For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  ^s  after  their 
own  pleasure ;  but  he  for  our  profit^  that  we  mi^ht  be  par- 
Inkers  of  his  holiness. 

1 1  Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to  be 
joyous,  but  grievous :  nevertheless  aflcrv\  ard  it  yielJelh  tlie 
peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto  them  which  are  exer- 
cised thereby, 

12  Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which  hang  down,  and  Uie 
feeble  knees ; 

13  And  make  straight  paths  for  your  feet^  lest  that  which 
is  lame  be  turned  out  of  the  way,  but  let  it  rather  be  healed. 

14  Follow  peace  with  all  men,  and  holiness,  without  which 
no  man  sball  see  (he  Lord : 

1 5  Looking  diligently,  lest  any  man  fail  of  the  gfjace  of 
God;  lest  any  root  of  bitterness  springing  up,  trouble  you, 
and  thereby  many  be  defiled  ; 

16  Lest  the^e  be  any  fornicator,  or  profane  person,  ffiS  Esau, 
who  for  one  morsel  of  meat  sold  his  birth  riglit. 

17  For  ye  know  how  that  afterward,  when  he  would  have 
inherited  the  blessing,  he  was  rejected :  for  he  found  no 
place  of  repentance,  though  he  sought  it  carefully  with 
tears. 

18  For  ye  are  not  come  unto  the  mount  that  might  lie 
touched,  and  that  burned  with  fire,  nor  unto  blackness,  and 
darkness,  and  tempest, 

19  And  the  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  the  voice  of  vj/ords, 
which  voice  they  that  had  heard  intreated  that  the  word 
should  not  be  spoken  to  them  any  ;nore : 

^  For  they  could  not  endure  that  which  was  conmianded^ 
And  if  80  much  as' a  beast  touch  the  mountain,  it  shall  be 
atoned,  or  thrust  through  with  a  dart : 

2 1  And  so  terrible  was  tlie  sight  that  Moses  said^  I  ex- 
ceedingly fear  and  quake. 

C2  But  ye  are  come  unto  mx)ui)t  Sion,  and  unto  the  city 
of  the  living  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem^  and  to  an  iuuu- 
pierable  company  pf  angels. 
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23  To  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first-born^ 
which  are  written  m  heaven^  and  to  God  the  judge  of  all^  and 
to  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect^ 

24  And  to  Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  new  covenant^  and 
to  the  blood  of  sprinkling,  that  speaketh  better  thi^  thaa 
that  of  Abel 

So  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speaketh.  For  if  they 
escaped  not  who  refused  him  that  spake  on  earth,  much 
more  shall  not  we  escape,  if  we  turn  away  from  him  that 
qfcaketh  from  heaven : 

26  Whose  voice  then  shook  tlie  earth :  but  now  he  hath 
promised,  saying.  Yet  once  more  I  shake  not  the  earth  only, 
but  also  heaven. 

£7  And  this  word,  Yet  once  more,  signifieth  the  removing 
of  those  thiugs  that  are  shaken,  as  of  thii^s  that  are  made, 
that  those  things  which  cannot  be  shaken  may  remain. 

£8  Wlierefore  we  receiving  a  kingdom  which  cannot  b^ 
moved,  let  us  have  grace,  whereby  we  may  serve  God  ac- 
ceptttbly  with  reverence  and  godly  fear : 

29  For  our  God  »5  a  consuming  fire. 

CHAP.  XIIL 
1  ^Divers  admonitions,  as  to  charity,  4  to  honest  life,  5  t<^ 

avoid  covetousness,  ^  to  regurd  Gad^s  preachers,  y  to  tuke 

heed  of  strange  doctrines,  10  to  confess  Christ,  S^x. 
T   ET  brotlierly  love  continue. 

2  Be  not  forgetful  to  entertain  strangers :  for  thereby 
some  have  eutertained  angels  unawares. 

3  Remember  them  that  are  in  bonds,  as  bound  with 
them ;  and  them  which  suifer  adversity,  as  being  yourselvcf 
also  in  the  body. 

4  Miurriage  is  honourable  in  all,  and  the  bed  undefiled ; 
but  whoremongers  and  adulterers  God  will  judge. 

5  Xe/j^of/r  conversation  be  without  covetousness^  and  6c 
content  with  such  things  as  ye  have :  for  he  hath  aaid^  I  will 
never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake  thee. 

6  So  tlmt  we  may  .i^oldly  say.  The  Lord  is  my  helper,  and 
I  will  not  fear  what  man  shall  do  unto  uie. 

7  llememuer  them  which  have  the  rule  over  jou,  ^h^ 

hav^ 
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have  spoken  uoto  you  the  vvofd  of  God  :  «iJbo9e  faith  hUoM^y 
considering  the  end  of  t/ieir  conversation  : 

8  JeMis  Chxist  the  same  ^esterday^  and  to  day,  and  for 
ever.  -      -  ,  .  . 

9  Be  not  carried  about  ^ith  div«ra  and  strange  doctrines. 
For  it  is  a  good  thi^g  that  tl^  h^art  be  cstabli3hed  witli  grace,; 
not  with  meals,  which  have  not  pro^e^  them  that  have  been 
occupied  therein. 

10  We  have  an  altar  whereof  tfiey  have, no  right  to  eat 
^'hich  serve  the  tabernacle. 

1 1  For  the  bodies  of  those  beasts  whose  blood  is  brought 
into  the  sanctuary  by  the  high  priest  for  sin,  are  burned  \vith-> 
out  the  camp. 

12  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  thai  he  might  sanctify  the  people 
Mitli  his  owi^.bJQpd,  suffered  without  the  g;^te. 

13  Let  u^  go  iorth  thecefore  un(o  hiiM  withpi^t  (lie  camp, 
h^ytTvag  h'm  reproach. 

14  For  here  havp  we  no  cQrt,inui|jg.citj7  jb^t  we  seek  one' 
to  come.  ,,  ^,.. 

15  By  him  therefore  let  us  offef  \\i^  sacrifice  of  praise  to  . 
God  coutinually,  that  is,  the  fruit' .of  Q^r  Ups,  giving  thanks 
to  his  name. 

16  But  to  dp  good  and  to  commumcatc,  forget  npt :  for 
with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased. 

17  Obey  theqi  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  submit 
yourselves :  for  they  watch  for  your  souls,  us  they  that  must . 
give  account,  that  they  may  do  it  with  joy,  aud  not  with, 
grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable  for  you. 

1 8  Pray  for  us :  lor  we  ti ust  we  have  a  ^ood  couscicncej . 
in  all  things  willing  to  live  honestly, 

19  But  I  beseech  jfou  the  rather  to  do  tliis,  tliat  I  may  be 
restoti^d  to  you  the  sooner. 

20  Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the 
dead  our  f^ord  Jesus,  that  great  shepherd  of  the  sheep, 
through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant, 

21  Make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will, 
working  in  you  that  \vhich   is  well-plea^ng  in  his   sight, 
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through  Jesus  Chilst ;  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

22  And  I  beseech  you>  brethren,  suffer  the  urord  of  exhor- 
tation :  for  I  have  written  a  letter  unto  you  in  few  words. 

23  Know  ye  that  our  brother  Timothy  is  set  at  liberty ; 
with  whom,  if  he  come  shortly,  I  will  see  you. 

24  Salute  ail  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  aU  the 
saintf.    They  of  Italy  salute  you. 

25  Grace  be  with  you  all.*    Amen.

6  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering.  For  he 
that  wavereth  i*i  like  a  wave  of  the  sea,  driven  with  the  wind 
and  tossed. 

7  For  1^  not  that  man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thin^ 
of  the  Lord. 

8  A  double-minded  man  15  unstable  in  all  his  ways.' 

9  Let  tlie  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice  in  that  he  is  €%• 
alted : 

lb  But  the  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  low :  because  as  the 
flower  of  the  grass  he  shall  pas?  away. 

11  lor- 
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1 1  Vat  the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen  widi  a  htuming  heat,  bat 
it  witbereth  the  grass,  and  the  flower  0iereof  falleth,  and  the 
grace  of  the  fashion  of  it  perisheth :  ao  also  shall  the  rkb 
man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptatipn:  for  when 
he  is  tried,  he  shaU  receive  the  crown  pf  life^whi^rh  the  Lord 
hath  promised  to  them  that  love  faim^ 

13  Let  no  mdn  say  when  he  Is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of 
God :  for  God  cannot  be  tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempteth 
he  any  man : 

14  But  every  man  is  tempted  when  he  is  #awn  away  of 
Jhis  own  lust,  and  enticed. 

15  Then,  when  lust  hath  conceived,  it  bringeth  foffii  sin: 
and  sin,  when  it  is  finished,  bringeth  forth  death. 

16  Do  not  efr,  my  beloved  brethren. 

17  Every  good  gift  and  every  perfect  gift  is  from  idiove^ 
and  conreth  down  from  the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  it  no 
▼ariableness,  neither  shadow  of  turning. 

18  Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us  with  the  word  x>f  truth, 
that  we  should  be  a  kind  of  first*fruits  of  his  creatures. 

19  %  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  every  niian  be 
awift  to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath : 

20  For  the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the  righteousness 
of  God. 

Si  Wherefore  lay  apart  all  filthiness  and  superfluity  of 
naughtiness,  and  receive  with  meekness  the  engrafted  word, 
which  is  able  to  save  your  souls.     , 

€2  But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only, 
deceiving  your  own  selves. 

£5  For  if  any  be  a  hearer  of  the  word,  and  not  a  doer,  he 
is  like  unto  a  man  beholding  his  natural  face  in  a  glass  : 

24  For  he  beholdeth  himself,  and  goetb  his  way,  snd 
Straightway  forgctteth  what  manner  of  man  he  was.

26  ^  If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be  reli.ious,  and 
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bridleth  not  his  tongue^  but  deceiveth  Ins  omi  beagt,  ihif 
man  8  religion  is  vain. 

21  Pure  religion  and  undefikd  before  God  and  the  Father 
18  this^  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affiiclionj 
Qnd  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world. 

CHAP.    Ul. 
1  We  are  not  rashly  or  t^rrogantly  to  reprove  others,  6  hut 

rather  to  bridte  the  tongue.     13  l^he  trufy  wite,  be  ndld 

and  peaceabUf  without  envying  and  strife. 
"Vi^  Y  brethren,  be  not  many  masters,  knowing  thai  we  shall, 
receive  |^  greater  condemnation. 

2  For  in  many  things  we  offend  all.'  If  any  m^n  offend, 
not  in  wordji  the  same  is  a  perfect  ii^an,  itnd  able  also  to 
bridle  the  whole  body. 

S  Behold,  we  put -bits  in  the  horses*  mout)iSy  that  they  nvij 
obey  us  ;  and  we  turn  about  their  whole  bofly. 

4  Behold  also  the  ships,  which^  though  they  be  so  ^real> 
and  are  driven  of  fierce  winds,  yet  are  they  turned  about  with 
a  very  small  helm  whithersoever  tlie  governor  listeth. 

5  ^  Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  little  inember,  and  boasteth 
great  things.  Behold^  kow  great  a  matter  a  little  fire 
kindleth ! 

Q  And  the  tpngjue  is  a  fire;  a  w<Mrld  of  iniquity :  so  is 
the  tongue  among  our  members,  that  it  defileth  the  whole 
'  body,  and  setteth  on  fire  the  course  of  nature ;  and  it  is  set 
on  fire  of  helh  %, 

7  For  every  kind  of  beast^  and  of  birdsj  and  of  serpents, 
and  of  things  in  the  sea^  is  tamed,  and  hath  been  tamed  of 
mankind. 

8  But  the  tongue,  can  no  man  tame ;  tV  is  an  unruly  evil, 
full  of  deadly  poison, 

9  Therewith  bless  we  God,  even  thfe  Father ;  and  there- 
with curse  we  men^  which  are  made  after  the  similitude  o£ 
God* 

10  Out  of  the  Famct  month  prpceedeth  blessing  and  cursr, 
ing.     My  brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  . 

1 1  Doth  u  fountain  send  forth  at  tlie  same  place  sweet 
irater  apd  better  ? 

12  Can 
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12  Can  the  fig-tree>  my  brethren,  bear  olive  berries? 
either  a  vine,  figs  f  so  can  no  fountain  both  yield  salt  vato* 
and  fresh. 

13  f  Who  is  a  wise  man  and  endued  with  knowledge 
andong  you?  let  him  shew  out  of  a  good  conversation  his 
works  with  meekness  of  wisdom. 

14  But  if  ye  have  bitter  envyiog  and  strife  in  your  hearts, 
gloiy  not,  and  lie  not  against  the  truth. 

15  Tliis  wisdom  descendeth  not  from  above^  but  is  earthly, 
sensual,  devilish. 

16  For  where  envying  and  strife  2^,  there  is  confusion  and 
every  evil  work.. 

17  But  the  wisdom  that  is  from  above  is  first  pure,  the^ 
peaceable,  gentle,  and  easy  to  be  intreated,  full  of  mercy 
and  good  fruits,  without  partiality,  and  without  hypocrisy. 

18  And  the  fruit  of  righteousness  is  sown  in  peace  of  then^ 
tliat  make  peace.

3  Your  gold  and  silver  is  cankered ;  and  the  rust  of  then| 
shall  be  a  witness  against  you,  and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  it 
were  fire*  Ye  have  heaped  treasure  together^  for  the  last 
days. 

4  Behold,  the  hire  of  the  labourers  who  have  reaped 
down  your  fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth : 
und  the  cries  of  them  which  have  reaped  are  entered  into  tlie 
ears  of  the  I^rd  of  sabaoth. 

5  Ye  have  lived  in  pleasure  on  the  earth,  and  been  wanton ; 
yc  have  nourished  your  hearts  as  in  a  day  of  slaughter. 

6  Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  ihe  just ;  and  he  doth 
not  resist  you. 

7  V  B« 
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/^  ^  Be  patient  therefore^  brethren^  unto  the  coming  of 
the  Lord.  Behold^  tlie  husbandman  waiteth  for  the  precious 
fruit  of  the  earth,  and  hath  long  patience  for  it^  until  he  re- 
ceive the  early  and  latter  rain. 

8  Be  ye  also  patient;  stablish  your  hearts:  for  the  coming 
of  the  Lord  draweth  nigh. 

9  Grudge  not  one  against  another,  brethren,  lest  ye  be 
condemned :  behold  the  judge  standeth  before  the  door. 

•  10  Take,  my  brethren,  the  prophets,  who  have  spoken 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  an  example  of  sufiering  af- 
fliction, and  of  patience. 

U  Behold,  >ve  count  them  happy  which  endure^  Ye 
have  heard  of  the  patience  of  Job,  and  have  seen  the  end 
of  the  Lord ;  that  the  Lord  is  very  pitiful,  and  of  tender 
mercy. 

\^  %  But  above  all  things,  my  brethren,  swear  not,  neither 
by  heaven,  neither  by  the  earth,  neither  by  any  other  oath : 
but  let  your  yea  be  yea ;  and  your  nsLy,  nay ;  lest  ye  fall  into 
condemnation. 

]  3  ^  Is  any  among  you  afflicted  i  let  him  pray.  Is  any 
merry  i  let  him  sing  psalms. 

14  Is  any  sick  among  you  ?  let  him  call  for  the  ciders  of 
the  church ;  and  let  them  pray  over  him,  anointing  him  with 
oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  : 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick,  and  the 
XiOrd  shall  raise  him  up :  and  if  he  hath  committed  sins^  they 
shall  be  forgiven  him. 

jii  Confess  your  faults  one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for 
another,  that  yc  may  be  healed,  'flie  effectual  fervent  prayar 
of  a  righfeous  man  avajleth  much. 

1 7  Elias  was  a  man  subject  to  like  passions  as  we  are, 
and  he  prayed  earnestly  that  it  might  not  rain :  and  tl  rainec^v 
not  on  the  earth  by  the  space  of  three  years  and  six  months. 

18  A  lid  he  prayed  again,  and  the  heaven  gave  rain,  and 
the  eartli  brought  forth  her  fruit. 

19  Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do  err  from  the  truth,  and 
one  couver!  *  ni ;  • 

20  Let 
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SO-  Let  him  know^  that  he  vrhich  converteth  a  sinner  from 
tlie  error  of  his  way^  shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall 
hide  a  multitude  of  sins. 


The  First  Epistle  general  of  PETER. 

CHAP.  I. 

1  He  blesufh  God  for  his  manifold  spiritual  graces;  10 
sheweth  that  the  salvation  in  Christ  is  no  news,  but  a  thing 
prophesied  of  old;  13  and  exhort  eth  them  to  a  godly  con^ 
versa  t  ion, 

T>£TER,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  the  strangers 
scattered  throughout  Pontus,  Galatia,  Cappadosia,  Asulj 

and  Bythynia, 

2  Elect  according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  tlie 
Father,  thrpugh  sanctification  of  the  spirit,  unto  obedience^, 
and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ:  grace  unto  you^ 
and  peace  be  multiplied. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  according  to  his  abundant  mercy  hath  begotten  us 
again  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead, 

4  To  an  inheritance  incorruptible  and  undefiled,  and  that 
fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you, 

5  Who  are  kept  by  the  power  of  Qod  through  faith  unto 
salvation,  ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time. 

6  Wherein  ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  now  for  a  season,  if 
need  be,  ye  are  in  heaviness  through  manifold  temptations : 

7  Tliat  the  trial  of  your  faith  beiug  much  more  precious 
than  of  gold  that  perisheth,  though  it  be  tried  with  fire, 
might  be  found  unto  prau^e  and  honour  and  glory  at  the  ap^ 
pearing  of  Jesus  Christ : 

8  Whom  having  not  seen  ye  love ;  in  whom,^.  though  now 
ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing,  ye  rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable 
and  full  of  glory : 

9  Receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  even  tlie  salvation  of 
your  souls. 

10  •[  Of 
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10  f  Of  whidi  salvation  the  prophetsliafc  enqnired  and 
afearched  diligently,  who  prophesied  of  the  grace  that  should 
€ome  unto  you :     .  ^ 

1 1  Searching ,  what  or  what  manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  whid)  was  in  them  did  signify,  when  it  testified 
befbrehand  the  sufferii^  of  Christ,  and  die  glory  that  should 
follow. 

12  (Into  whom  it  was  revealed,  that  not  unto  themselves, 
tot  unto  ui  they  did  minister  the  things  which  are  now  re- 
ported unto  you  by  them  that  have  preached  the  gospel  unto 
you,  widi  the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven,  which 
things  the  ai^ls  desire  to  look  into. 

\S  %  Wherefore  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  mind,  be  sober, 
and  hope  to  the  end  for  the  grace  di^t  is  to  be  brought  unto 
jou  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ ; 

14  As  obedient  children,  not  fashioning  yourselves  ac* 
cording  to  the  former  lusts  in  your  ignorance : 

1.5  But  as  he  which  hath  called  you  is  holy,  so  bet  ye  holj 
in  all  manner  of  conversation. 

16  Because  it  is  written.  Be  ye  holy,  for  I  am  holy. 

17  And  if  yc  call  on  the  Father,  who  without  respect  of 
persons  judge th  according  to  every  man's  work,  pass  die 
time  of  your  sojourning  here  in  fear : 

1b  Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with 
cornipttble  diings,  as  silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain  conver-^ 
aation  received  hj  tradition  from  your  fathers; 

19  But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  Jamb 
without  blemish  and  without  spot : 

20  Who  verily  was  fore-ordained  before  the  foundation  of 
die  world,  but  was  manifest  in  these  last  times  for  you, 

21  Who  by  him  do  believe  in  God  that  raised  him  up 
from  the  dead,  and  gave  him  glory,  that  your  faith  and  hope 
might  be  in  God. 

22  Seeing  ye  have  purified  your  souls  in  obeying  the  truth 
tfirough  the  spirit  uuto  unfeigned  love  of  the  brethren,  se€ 
that  ye  love  one  anotlier  with  a  pure  heait  fervently : 

23  Being  borq  again,  aot  of  Corruptible  seed,  but  of 

incorruptible. 
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iticorrtiptible^  by  the  word  of  God  which  IWeth  and  abidelh 
for  ever. 

^4  For  all  flesh  is  as  grassland  all  the  glory  of  man  as  the 
flower  of  graifs.  The  grass  withereth^  and  the  flower 
thereof  falleth  away : 

9,3  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  endiireth  for  even  And 
this  is  the  word  which  by  the  gospel  is  preached  unto  you. 

CHAP,   ir. 

1  He  dehorteth, them  from  the  breach  of  charitf/.  11  Ife 
beseecheth  them  also  to  abstain  from  JiesJili/  lusts,  IS  to  be 
obedient  to  magistrates;  18  aftd  teacheth  servants  how  to 
obey  their  masters,  20  patiently  suffering  for  well-doings 
after  the  example  of  Christ. 

Ty  HEREFOKE  laying  aside  all  malice  and  all  guile  and 
hypocrisies^  and  envies^  and  all  evil  speakings, 

2  As  new-born  babes,  de3ire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word^ 
that  ye  may  grow  thereby  : 

3  If  so  be  ye  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gracious. 

4  To  whom  coming,  as  unto  a  living  stone,  disallowed 
indeed  of  men,  but  chosen  of  God  and  precious, 

5  Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual  house^ 
an  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable 
tp  God  by  Jesus  Christ, 

Q  Wherefore  also  it  is  contained  in  the  scripture.  Behold, 
I  lay  in  Sion  a  chief  comer  stone,  elect,  precious :  and  he 
that  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be  confounded. 

7  Unto  you  tjierefore  which  believe  he  is  precious :  but 
unto  them  which  be  disobedient,  the  stone  which  the  builders 
disallowed,  the  same  is  made  the  head  of  the  corner, 

8  And  a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence,  even 
to  them  which  stumble  at  4lic  word,  being  disobedient  where-^ 
unto  also  they  were  appointed. 

9  But  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  an 
holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people ;  that  ye  should  ^hew  forth  the 
praises  of  him  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his 
marvellous  light : 

10  Which  in  time  past  were  not  a  people,  but  are  now 

the 
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die  people  of  God:  which  had  not  obtained  mefef^  but  now. 
have  obtained  mercy. 

l\  %  Dearly  beloved^  I  beseech  you  as  strangers  and 
igilgrims,  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts^  which  war  gainst  the 

aoul; 

12  Having  your  conversation  honest  among  the  Gentiles : 
that  whereas  they  speak  against  you  as  evil  doers^  they  may 
by  your  good  works  which  they  shall  behold>  glorify  God 
in  the  day  of  visitation. 

13  ^.Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for 
Che  Lord's  sake :  whether  it  be  to  the  king^  as  supreme ; 

14  Or  unto  governors^  as  unto  them  that  are  sent  by  him 
for  the  punishment  of  evil  doers^  and  for  the  praise  of  them 
that  do  well. 

15  For  so  18  the  will  of  God^  tliat  with  weU-doing  ye  may 
put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men : 

16  As  free,  and  not  using  your  liberty  for  a  cloke  of  ma- 
liciousness, but  as  the  servants  of  God. 

17  Honour  all  men:  love  the  brotherhood:  fear  God: 
honour  the  king. 

18  ^  Servants  be  subject  to  your  masters  with  all  fear; 
not  only  to  the  griad  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  froward. 

19  For  this  u  thankworthy,  if  a  man  for  conscience  to- 
ward God  endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully. 

20  ^  For  what  glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for 
your  faults,  ye  shall  take  it  patiently?  but  if,  when  ye  do 
well,  and  suffer  for  it,  ye  take  it  patiently,  this  is  acceptable 
with  God. 

21  For  even  hereunto  were  vc  called,  because  Christ 
also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an  example,  dial  ye  should 
follow  his  steps : 

22  Who  did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile,  fotind  in  hia 
mouth: 

23  Who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again ;  when 
he  suffered,  he  threatened  not;  but  committed  himself'to  htm 
that  judgeth  righteously : 

24  Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  oii> 

the 
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<he  tf6e,  timt  w^  bdng  dadl  to  sms,  sboidd  life  initb  11^^ 
ness ;  by  whose  stripes  je  were  healed* 

U  For  ye  were  as  ifaoap  going  attny ;  but  are  now  re- 
temcd  unto  tba  Aepherd  ^uid  bnfao|i  of  your  soub. 

CHAP-  111. 
I  Jit  ttuchetk  tke  duty  ofwivn  and  htabandi ;  8  €xb6tting 

all  mm  to  unity  tuid  love,  14  irnd  to  suffer  penecuinon. 

19  2%«  beneftts  ^'  C/aiit  toward  tke  old  morid. 
T  Iketvtse  ye  wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  own  husbands; 
that  Jf  any  obey  not  the  word,  they  also  may  without  the 
vord  be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the  wives ; 

2  While  they  behctld  your  cfaafte  conversation,  coupled 
mth  fear. 

S  Whose  adornii^  let  it  not  be  that  outward  adoi^tftig  of 
plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on 
of  apparel ; 

4  But  let  it  be  the  hidden  man  of  the  heart,  in  that  which 
is  not  conruptibk,  even  tke  ornament  of  a  medk  and  quiet 
epirit,  which  is  in  the  tight  of  God  of  great  price. 

5  For  after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the  holy  women 
niso  who  trusted  in  God  adoined  theuuielvea,  being  in  sub- 

'  jection  unto  their  own  husbands : 

6  Even  as  Sara  obeyed  Abraham,  calling  him  lord:  whose 
daughters  ye  are  as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are  not  afraid 
with  any  amfizement. 

7  Likewise,  ye  husbands,  dwell  with  them  according  lo 
knowledge,  giving  honour  unto  the  wile  as  unto  the  weaker 
vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  together  ol  the  giar.e  of  hfe ;  that 
your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

8  ^  Finally 9  be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion  one 
of  anoUier,  love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be  courteous  : 

0  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing :  but 
contrariwise,  blessing ;  knowing  that  ye  are  tbereuuto  called^ 
that  ye  should  inherit  a  blt.8^n^. 

10  For  be  that  will  i(  ve  life,  and  see  good  days,  let  him 
refrain  his  tongue  from  evd,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no 
guile: 

Mm  11  Let 
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11  liet  him  eschew  evil^  and  do  good;  let  him  feekpcaee, 
$nd  ensue  it. 

12  For  die  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous,  end 
his  ears  are  openunto^heirprsyers:  butthe  iiBu:eof  the  Lonl 
lit  against  them  that  do  evU. 

13  And  who  is  he  that  will  harm  you^  if  ye  be  foUoweia 
of  (hat  which  u  good  ? 

14  %  But  and  if  ye  suffer  for  righteousness*  sake,  happy 
are  ye ;  and  be  not  afraid  of  their  terror,  neither  be  troubled ; 

15  But  sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  yonr  hearts :  and  be  ready 
always  to  give  an  answer  to  ^rery  man  that  asketh  you  ^  rear 
aon  of  the  hope  that  is  in  you  with  meekness  and  fear : 

16  Having  a  good  conscience;  that  whereas  they  speak 
evil  of  you  as  of  evil  doers,  they  may  be  ashamed  that  falsely 
accuse  your  good  conversation  in  Christ. 

J7  For  t^  IS  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suffer 
for  welI*doing  than  for  evil-doing. 

18  For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for 
the  unjust,  that  he  might  brii^  us  to  God,  being  put  to  death 
in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit : 

19  f  By  which  also  he  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits 
m  prison ; 

60  Which  sometime  were  disobedient,  \^  hen  opce  the  long- 
suffering  of  God  W9ited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while  the  ark 
was  a  preparing^  wherein  few,  that  is,  eight  souls  were  saved 
by  water, 

£1  The  like  figure  whereuntp,  toen  baptism,  doth  also  now 
save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  fihh  of  the  flesh,  but  the 
answer  of  a  good  conscience  to\vard  God,)  by  the  resurrection 
of  Jesus  Christ : 

£2  Who  is  gone  iqto  heaven,  and  is  on  the  righthapd  of 
God,  angels  ^|^  authorities,  and  powers  b^ng  made  subject 
unto  him. 

CHAP.  IV.

•ITOrasmuch  then  as  Christ  hath  suffered  for  vui  in  the  flesh, 
arm  yourselves  likewise  with  the  same  mind :  for  he  that 
hath  suffered  in  the  flesh  hath  ceased  from  sin ; 

2  That  he  no  longer  should  live  the  rest  of  Ais  time  in  the 
flesh  to  the  lusts  of  men^  but  to  the  will  of  God. 

S  For  the  time  past  of  our  hfe  may  suffice  us  to  have 
wrought  the  will  of  the  Gentiles  when  we  walked  in  lasci* 
viousness,  lusts,  excess  of  wine^  revdlings,  banquetings,  and 
abominable  idolatries :  ' 

4  Wherein  they  think  it  strange  that  ye  run  not  with  them 
to  the  same  excess  of  riot,  speaking  evil  of  you : 

5  Who  shall  give  account  to  hira  that  is  ready  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead« 

6  For,  for  this  cause  was  the  gospel  preached  also  to  them 
that  are  dead^  that  they  might  be  judged  according  to  men  in 
the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God  in  the  spirit. 

•    7  But  the  end  of  all  thii^  is  at  hand :  be  ye  Aerefore 
^ober,  and  watch  unto  prayer. 

8  And  above  all  things  have  fervent  charity  among  ytnir^ 
selves :  for  charity  shall  cover  the  multitude  of  sins. 

9  Use  hospitality  one  to  another  without  grudging* 

10  As  every  man  hath  received  the  gift,  even  so  minister  the 
same  one  to  s(nother>  as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grate 
of  God. 

11  If  any  man  speak^  let  him  ^^aAas  the  oraclesof  God; 
if  any  man  minister,  iei  him  do  it  as  of  the.  ability  which 
God  giyeth :  that  God  in  all  things  may  be  glorified  throagh 
Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom  be  praise  and  dominion  for  eveir  and 
ever.    Amen. 

1£  %  Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  the  fiery 
trial  which  is  to  try  you,  as  though  some  strange  thing  hap- 
pened unto  you :  « 

13  But  rejoice^  in  as  much  as  ye  are  partakers  pf  Christ's 
sufferings ;  that  when  bis  glory  shall  be  revealedj  ye  may  be 
glad  also  with  exceeding  joy. 

14  If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of  Christj  happy 
areyt  >  for  the  spirit  of  glory  and  of  Qod  restetb  upon  you : 

M  m  2  on
